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In  reference  to  the  settlement  of  the  Outside  Land  Assessment, 
I  would  report  that  since  the  date  of  my  last  Annual  Keport 
the  various  Eesolutions  and  Ordinances  of  your  Honorable  Body, 
and  the  various  acts  of  myself  as  Tax  Collector,  have  been  rati- 
fied and  made  valid  by  the  action  of 'the  Legislature  of  the  State. 

Under  the  existing  laws  the  collection  of  assessments  and  the 
settlement  of  reservations  have  been  almost  completed.  Property 
amounting  to  $562,418  has  been  enjoined  from  sale  by  the  Courts. 
Keservations  to  the  amount  of  $366,707$,  are  still  unsettled  by 
reason  of  defective  titles. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  imposed  upon  this  Office  the 
collection  of  all  Street  Assessments,  which  materially  increases 
the  labor  and  responsibility  of  the  Tax  Collector.

A  large  amount  of  official  business  has  been  done  for  the  City 
and  County  during  the  fiscal  year,  which,  of  course,  was  gratui- 
tous. 

The  Health  Office  Eeports  for  the  past  five  years  have  been 
deposited  in  this  office,  and  indices  prepared  for  the  same,  as  per 
order  of  your  Honorable  Board.  Five  books  were  recopied  dur- 
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ing  the  first  part  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  during  the  term  of  my 
predecessor,  at  an  expense  of  $1,815. 

There  are  now  but  a  few  Books  of  Record  badly  defaced  and 
worn  by  constant  use,  which  I  will  be  compelled  to  have  re- 
copied;  these  can  be  done  by  the  clerks  now  in  my  office. 

By  order  of  your  Honorable  Board,  additional  racks  have  been 
made  for  the  reception  of  books,  which  will  be  quite  sufficient 
for  the  present  year. 

I  would  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  call  your  attention  to 
the  insecurity  of  the  Hall  of  Records:  some  of  the  basement 
windows  are  without  shutters;  and  even  the  safe,  in  which  are 
deposited  the  old  and  most  valuable  records,  original  grants,  etc. , 
is  totally  insecure. 

I  cannot  estimate  the  loss  which  would  occur  in  case  of  serious 
accident  to  this  office.  The  endless  confusion  and  interminable 
litigation  of  titles  which  would  result  from  such  a  catastrophe 
are  incalculable;  while  the  direct  effects  upon  the  progress  and 
future  of  the  city  would  be  disastrous  in  the  extreme. 

The  subject  is  sufficiently  suggestive  of  itself  to  render  further 
comment  superfluous.  In  view  of  these  facts,  I  take  the  liberty 
to  suggest  the  necessity  of  procuring  the  services  of  a  night 
watchman  for  the  time  being,  or  until  the  new  City  Hall  shall  be 
completed,  which  would  be  a  great  protection  against  fire,  bur- 
glars, etc.  As  a  precautionary  measure  this  latter  suggestion 
commends  itself  to  your  grave  consideration,  and  the  application 
of  a  small  portion  of  the  surplus  revenues  derived  from  this 
department  of  the  Municipal  Government  to  this  object  would 
not  only  be  a  wise  economy,  but  an  act  of  just  protection  to  the 
people  and  property-holders  of  this  city.

GENTLEMEN — The  undersigned,  in  compliance  with  Resolution 
No.  1,387  of  your  Hon.  Board  presents  this  his  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  June 
30th,  1870. 

The  usual  schedules  are  appended,  viz  : 

Schedule  "A,"  showing  the  number  and  classification  of  arrests 
made  by  the  Police  during  the  year. 

Schedule  "B,"  exhibit  of  value  of  property  reported  as  stolen 
or  lost  during  the  year,  and  amount  recovered  by  the  Police. 

Schedule  "C"  exhibits  the  number  of  witnesses  subpoenaed 
for  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  nuisances  and  street  obstructions 
abated,  and  lost  children  restored  to  parents  and  guardians  by 
the  Police  during  the  year. 

Schedule  "  D,"  cash  received  during  the  year  from  Sheriff's  of 
other  counties,  masters  of  vessels  and  others,  for  the  keeping  of 
prisoners.

UNCLAIMED    PROPERTY. 

In  addition  to  the  list  herewith  presented,  reference  is  made 
to  the  fact  that  the  Schedule  of  unclaimed  property  turned  over 
to  the  County  Treasurer  six  months  ago,  yielded  some  $357  in 
money,  and  the  goods  sold  for  some  $314,  the  cost  of  advertising 
and  sale  to  be  deducted. 

THE    STRENGTH   OF    THE   FORCE 

Is  the  same  as  at  the  date  of  my  last  report,  namely,  four  Cap- 
tains, and  one  hundred  Police  Officers  in  the  employ  and  pay  of 
the  City. 

THE    SUGGESTIONS   IN   MY    LAST    REPORT 

Relating  to  Police  Life  Insurance,  and  the  amendment  of  our 
Criminal  Code,  providing  for  increased  graduated  punishment 
for  habitual  offenders,  received  attention  of  our  last  Legislature, 
and  efforts  were  made  to  enact  these  measures,  but  towards  the 
close  of  the  session  they  failed  for  want  of  time. 

THE    COMPLETION    OF    THE    RAILROAD 

To  the  Atlantic  States  has  placed  us  in  intimate  communication 
not  only  with  the  good  people  of  the  East,  but  also  with  the  bad; 
and  several  crimes  compassing  large  amounts  of  money  have 
been  committed  by  persons  who  came  with  speed  to  enrich  them- 
selves by  spoiling  our  citizens,  expecting  to  return  with  their 
acquisitions,  and  by  means  of  the  railroad,  place  themselves 
beyond  reach  of  pursuit. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  Detective  branch  of  the 
Police  force  has  proved  equal  to  the  occasion,  and  several  of  those 
who  came  here  to  practice  safe  robberies  and  forgeries  have  re- 
mained to  receive  the  punishment  of  their  crimes,  nearly  the 
whole  of  the  property  stolen  by  them  having  been  recovered. 

THE    POLICE    TELEGRAPH 

Has  worked  well,  and  four  stations  have  been  in  telegraphic  com- 
munication with  the  Central  office. 
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THE    GROWTH    OF    THE    CITY 

In  a  southerly  and  westerly  direction  has  called  on  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  extension  of  Police  protection;  but  the  increase  of 
the  force  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  extension  of  the  city.  Sta- 
tistics of  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  other  large  cities,'  show  a 
greater  number  of  Policemen  in  proportion  to  population  than 
this  city  possesses,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Police  Depart- 
ment may  soon  be  increased  to  such  a  number  as  will  enable  it 
to  afford  a  reasonable  share  of  protection  to  all  inhabitants.

KEMAEKS. 

The  Municipal  Criminal  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  was  created  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  California,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  establish  a  Municipal  Criminal 
Court  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,"  approved  March 
31,  1870.  Said  Court  was  not  organized  for  the  transaction  of 
business  until  the  month  of  July,  1870,  therefore  it  is  impossible 
in  this  Eeport  to  give  the  public  any  account  of  its  operations. 

The  officers  of  this  Court  will  be  found  in  its  appropriate  place 
in  the  Keport,  under  the  head  of  the  organization  of  the  Courts 
of  Eecord  in  and  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Laws  enacted  by  the  late  Legislature,  doing  away  with  the 
necessity  of  having  copies  of  complaints  certified  by  the  Clerk, 
and  repealing  the  law  allowing  the  collection  of  fees  for  Certifi- 
cates of  Naturalization  and  Declarations  of  Intention,  have 
decreased  the  fees  of  this  office  somewhat  during  the  past  year, 
and  will  materially  diminish  the  office  fees  during  the  next  fiscal 
year;  while  the  repeal  of  the  latter  law  will  impose  additional 
labors  upon  the  officers  and  clerks  of  the  District  Courts. 

There  is  great  need  of  additional  accommodations  in  this  office. 
The  rooms  occupied  are  much  too  small,  badly  lighted  and  worse 
ventilated,  are  not  fire-proof,  nor  even  tolerably  secure  against 
persons  desiring  to  commit  depredations.  The  pigeon  holes  for 
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holding  papers  will  be  entirely  filled  in  a  few  months,  and  there 
is  no  vacant  room  in  the  office  to  place  others. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  -suits  commenced 
in  the  District  Courts  during  the  last  fiscal  year  over  the  previous 
year,  and  also  in  the  general  business  of  the  various  departments 
of  this  office.

On  comparing  this  report  with  my  last  I  find  an  increase  of  350 
suits  during  the  year;  of  suits  in  "  forma  pauperis,"  62;  and  of 
Orders  of  Examination,  86.  But  this  report  shows  an  apparent 
falling  off  of  $1,175  between  the  total  amount  of  costs  and  fees 
received  this  year  and  the  last.  This  discrepancy  arises  from  the 
fact  that  fees  for  the  service  of  papers  by  Constables  were  all  col- 
lected at  this  office  prior  to  the  1st  of  April  last;  but  for  the  last 
three  months  such  fees  were  collected  by  the  Sheriff,  and  by  him 
paid  into  the  Treasury  under  Chapter  450  of  the  Statutes  of  this 
State  for  1869-70.  This  makes  a  difference  of  about  $2,000  in 
the  aggregate  receipts  of  this  office,  while  the  result  to  the  Treas- 
ury is  the  same. 

This  office  makes  no  "  expenditures"  out  of  the  moneys  re- 
ceived, nor  have  I  any  means  of  knowing  the  cost  of  sustaining 
the  Court.  These  will  be  shown  by  the  report  of  the  City  and 
County  Auditor.

HARBOR  MASTER'S  OFFICE,  } 

San  Francisco,  July  1,  1870.      ) 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  accordance  with  your  directions,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report. 

During  the  seven  months  ending  June  30, 1870,  the  foundation 
of  the  Bulkhead  has  been  completed  as  far  as  Folsom  street,  and 
wharves  have  been  erected  over  this  foundation  from  Pacific  to 
Mission  street  on  the  line  of  East  street.  The  obstruction  in  the 
harbor  off  North  Point  Dock,  known  as  Blossom  Rock,  has  been 
successfully  removed  by  blasting,  so  that  vessels  of  the  largest 
draught  may  pass  safely  over  its  site  at  low  water.  Four  wharves 
have  been  dredged — viz.,  Jackson,  Washington,  Clay  and  Com- 
mercial streets. 

You  will  perceive  by  the  tabular  statement  annexed  that  219 
vessels  have  arrived  from  foreign  and  domestic  ports  since  De- 
cember 1,  1869,  or  during  my  term  of  office. 

During  the  seven  months  I  have  been  in  office,  the  following 
vessels  have  been  lost,  viz: 

Steamer  Golden  City  went  ashore  in  a  dense  fog  on  the  22d 
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of  February,  about  twelve  miles  above  Cape  Lazaro;  passengers 
and  crew  were  all  saved;  vessel  total  loss. 

Bark  Chas.  Devans,  went  ashore  while  towing  over  Coos  Bay 
Bar;  vessel  total  loss. 

Schooner  Maid  of  the  Mill,  hence  April  13th  for  San  Diego 
with  cargo  of  lime  and  lumber,  when  about  eight  miles  outside 
sprung  aleak,  which  set  the  lime  on  fire;  vessel  was  beached  near 
Presidio;  nothing  saved  but  sails. 

Schooner  Champion,  sailed  from  Shoal  water  Bay  April  15th, 
in  ballast  for  Astoria,  Oregon,  and  in  crossing  the  Bar  at  Shoal- 
water  Bay  capsized;  the  crew  took  to  the  small-boats  and  pulled 
for  the  Columbia  River,  sixteen  miles  distant.  A  gale  sprung 
up  on  the  16th,  and  knowing  the  boat  could  not  live,  being  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  Eiver  they  beached  her,  and  all,  ex- 
cept an  Indian  boy,  were  drowned. 

Schooner  Bunkalation,  while  discharging  cargo  at  Cape  Blanco, 
during  a  southwest  wind  dragged  ashore  and  bilged;  part  of  her 
cargo  being  lime  she  caught  fire,  and  vessel  and  cargo  became  a 
total  loss. 

June  5th.  Steamer  Active,  510  tons,  Captain  Lyons,  from  this 
port  for  Victoria,  V.  I.,  struck  upon  a  sunken  rock  June  5th  at 
2 '40  P.  M.,  during  a  heavy  fog,  about  twelve  miles  south  of  Point 
Gordo  near  Spanish  Flat,  twenty-two  miles  from  Cape  Mendo- 
cino  and  eighteen  from  Shelter  Cove.  At  4  P.  M.  same  day 
vessel  was  beached ;  the  passengers,  crew  and  baggage  were 
saved;  vessel  total  loss;  no  insurance. 

The  French  transport  Euryale,  Lieut.  Des  Portes,  sailed  from 
Tahiti  February  25th,  for  this  port,  and  was  lost  on  the  night  of 
March  4,  1870,  on  Starbuck  Island,  in  lat.  5°  37'  south,  and  Ion. 
158°  16'  west  of  Paris;  all  hands  were  saved. 

British  ship  Mercurius,  hence  January  5th  for  Liverpool,  lost 
off  the  Brazilian  coast. 

The  Harbor  Dues  collected  under  protest  for  the  seven  months 
ending  June  30,  1870,  amount  to  fifteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  5-100  ($1,589.05).

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors        • 

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  sanitary 
and  mortuary  report  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1870. 

In  consequence  of  the  heterogeneous  nomenclature  of  diseases 
adopted  by  our  cosmopolitan  professional  brethren,  a  proper 
nosological  arrangement  is  almost  impossible.  This  is  more  par- 
ticularly the  case,  when  physicians  fill  out  a  certificate  of  the 
death  of  a  patient  and  give  the  cause  as  being  for  ivant  of  breath, 
or  died  from  natural  causes,  or  one  hundred  and  eighteen  cases  as 
having  died  of  marasmus,  and  eleven  of  atrophia.  Now,  maras- 
mus signifies  atrophia,  and  the  latter  means  a  wasting  away  from 
a  defect  of  nourishment.  All  persons  who  are  sick  for  any 
length  of  time  become  atrophied  before  death  or  dissolution. 
Consequently,  according  to  this  t  efinition,  all  persons  who  have 
been  sick  for  some  time  before  their  demise,  from  any  dis- 
ease whatever,  die  of  atrophia.  I  have  placed  or  classified 
both  of  these  under  the  head  of  atrophia;  thinking  it  would  look 
better  than  to  swell  the  amount  of  unknown  to  so  great  a  num- 
ber. These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  difficulties  connected 
with  a  satisfactory  and  instructive  report. 

To  say  the  least,  it  shows  a  very  careless  disposition  on  the  part 
of  the  profession.  It  is  contended  by  some  physicians  that  sta- 
tistical accounts  from  a  Health  Office  are  of  no  value  to  the  pro- 
fession. From  such  I  most  earnestly  beg  to  differ,  for  facts  jus- 
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tify  me  in  stating  that  some  very  important  general  information 
can  be  obtained,  provided  a  proper  interest  could  be  awak- 
ened in  the  profession,  sufficient  to  induce  them  to  be  more  care- 
ful in  sending  in  the  correct  cause  of  death  in  every  instance 
where  it  is  known. 

I  trust  I  will  be  pardoned  for  alluding  to  this  subject  in  this 
place,  and  to  such  a  length,  from  the  fact  that  the  same  trouble 
has  existed  in  all  the  reports  of  the  Health  Department,  from 
its  organization.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  profession  will  take 
greater  interest  in  this  matter  in  future,  so  that,  while  we  are 
keeping  a  record  of  deaths  to  see  that  none  are  interred  who 
have  been  unjustly  dealt  with,  we  may  at  the  same  time  keep  such 
a  correct  account  of  tUe  cause  of  their  death,  that  we  may  arrive  at 
a  knowledge  of  the  prevailing  diseases  of  the  city.  With  this 
information  we  can,  then,  in  many  instances,  discover  the  cause 
of  the  disease  itself,  and,  in  all  probability,  be  enabled  to  trace 
that  cause  to  some  source  which  can  be  removed,  and  thus  a 
repetition  of  the  disease  be  averted,  or  prevented  from  assuming 
a  more  malignant  form. 

It  was  with  the  view  of  collecting  such  statistical  information 
that  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  organized  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature, and  it  is  at  once  apparent  that  the  very  object  of  the  law 
will  be  defeated,  and  the  Board  itself  become  a  mere  sinecure,  if 
San  Francisco,  embracing  fully  one-fourth  of  the  entire  popula- 
tion of  the  State,  adopts  such  a  loose  method  as  that  to  which  I 
have  referred.  This  neglect  to  prepare  more  scientific  and  cor- 
rect life-tables  has  already  been  painfully  felt,  by  Dr.  Thomas  M. 
Logan,  the  able  and  efficient  Secretary  of  the  State  Board,  in  his 
report  for  the  month  of  July,  1870.

SMALL-POX. 

We  should  feel  thankful  to  an  all-wise  Providence  that  we  have 
been  spared  the  ravages  of  this  loathsome  scourge  in  its  epidemic 
form.  At  one  time  during  the  last  year  it  seemed  that  this 
hydra-headed  monster  would  claim  its  sway,  and  spread  its  pesti- 
lential poison  broadcast  in  our  midst.  But  by  the  adoption  of 
rigid  quarantine  measures  at  all  places  where  the  disease  made 
its  appearance,  and  by  the  application  of  disinfectants  to  the 
apartments,  until  the  premises  were  entirely  cleansed,  and  freed, 
from  all  contagion,  the  disease  was  arrested.  This  required 
the  greatest  vigilance  and  care,  notwithstanding  an  abortive 
attempt  was  made  by  certain  pseudo-friends  of  the  public  health 
to  take  a  patient  from  the  Small-pox  Hospital  by  writ  of  habeas 
corpus. 

Soon  after  the  disease  made  its  appearance  in  the  city,  persons 
affected  with  it,  were  landed  in  our  city  both  by  the  railroad  and 
by  steamers,  some  coming  from  Asia  and  others  from  the  Atlantic 
States. 

We  are  indebted  to  my  friend  Dr.  E.  Kelly,  the  present  effi- 
cient physician  of  the  Small-pox  Hospital,  for  the  subjoined  tabu- 
lar statement  of  the  patients  treated  in  that  institution  from  July 
1869  to  July  1870,  inclusive:

PUBLIC    SEWERS. 


This  is  a  subject  of  the  most  vital  importance,  and  without  its 
appreciation  and  proper  regulation,  it  is  impossible  to  maintain 
the  health  of  the  city,  and  prevent  the  occurrence  of  malignant 
and  fatal  diseases.  It  is  to  be  very  much  regretted  that  so 
much  has  been  said  and  written  on  this  subject,  while  but 
little  or  nothing  has  been  accomplished.  There  is  a  radical  de- 
fect in  our  system  of  sewerage,  which  must  be  corrected  sooner  or 
later,  and  the  longer  it  is  deferred,  the  greater  will  be  the  evil 
arid  the  more  difficult  its  removal.  The  southwestern  part  of  the 
city  is  in  more  immediate  want  of  this  reform,  than  any  other. 
The  entire  grade  of  that  portion  of  the  city  will  have  to  be  raised 
along  and  for  several  blocks  from  the  water  front.  To  do  this,  I 
admit  a  very  heavy  expense  would  have  to  be  incurred,  but  no 
other  method  has  been  suggested  that  would  require  a  less  outlay. 

The  plan  suggested  by  his  Honor,  Mayor  Selby,  is  one  that  is 
apparently  feasible  and  will  cost  as  little  as  any  yet  proposed.  It  is 
to  construct  a  reservoir  on  top  of  Eussian  Hill,  or  some  eminence 
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contiguous  to  the  bay,  in  order,  that  with  suitable  machinery,  the 
reservoir  may  be  filled  with  salt  water.  The  reservoir  is  to  be 
connected  with  the  main  sewers  by  means  of  aqueducts,  so  that 
they  may  be  flushed,  or  washed  out  as  often  as  occasion  may  re- 
quire, to  keep  them  from  filling  up,  or  becoming  foul  or  offensive. 
This  method  would  in  every  way  remedy  the  evil,  provided  there 
is  fall  enough  in  the  sewrers  in  the  extreme  southern  portion  of  the 
city,  which  is  doubtful.  The  useless  amount  of  money  ex- 
pended in  construction  of  unnecessarily  large  sewers  could  be 
much  more  advantageously  applied  to  the  proper  grading  of  the 
streets.  The  sewers  are  by  far  too  large,  unless  we  want  to 
convey  our  gas  and  telegraph  wires  through  the  same  channel. 
They  are  large  enough  for  this  purpose,  but  are  not  properly  con- 
structed to  be  used  in  this  way,  nor  is  there  any  probability  of 
this  city  becoming  so  large  and  densely  populated  as  to  require 
it.  Sewers  18  inches  to  2  feet  in  diameter,  of  cylindrical  shape, 
with  a  proper  grade,  are  sufficiently  large  for  the  drainage  of  this 
or  any  other  city.  We  have  not  only  a  bad  sj  stem  of  sewerage 
in  grade  and  size,  but  there  is  a  deficiency  in  the  amount  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  drainage  of  the  city,  in  order  to  protect  it  from 
threatened  and  fatal  evils.  The  sewers  ought  to  be  constructed 
at  the  time  the  streets  are  graded.  The  grades  of  the  streets 
being  insufficient  to  afford  proper  drainage,  there  exists  a  very 
deleterious  custom  of  permitting  the  debris  and  filth,  which  accu- 
mulates in  the  sewers,  to  be  taken  out  and  placed  in  the  open 
air,  where  it  remains  for  hours,  and  sometimes  for  days,  giving 
off  its  foul  and  sufficiently  poisonous  odors  to  create  cholera  or 
yellow  fever  in  almost  any  other  city  in  the* world.  I  respectfully 
suggest  that  this  filth  should  be  placed  in  water-tight  carts,  and 
hauled  to,  and  emptied  into,  the  bay;  and  not  allowed  to  remain 
piled  up  in  the  streets  until  it  has  given  off  all  of  its  poisonous 
exhalations. 

We  may  thank  a  kind  Providence  for  the  high  (and  so  often 
complained  of)  winds  and  heavy  fogs,  coming  as  they  do  from  off 
the  bosom  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  charged  with  chloride  of  sodium, 
the  one  displacing  or  driving  away,  and  the  other  disinfecting  or 
rendering  less  obnoxious,  the  unhealthy  atmosphere  we  would 
otherwise  have  to  breathe.

CHINESE. 

An  annual  report  from  this  department,  without  an  allusion  to 
this  large  class  of  our  population,  would  be  incomplete.  Not- 
withstanding politicians  and  demagogues  have  mounted  this 
hobby  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  themselves  into  public  favor, 
there  is  no  disguising  the  fact,  that  they  are  not  only  a  moral 
leper  in  our  community,  but  their  habits  and  manner  of  life  are 
of  such  a  character  as  to  breed  and  engender  disease  wherever 
they  reside.  Unless  their  style  of  life  is  changed,  it  is  very  much 
to  be  feared  that  some  disease  of  a  malignant  form  may  break 
out  among  them  and  communicate  itself  to  our  Caucasian  popu- 
lation. 

Dwelling  as  they  do  in  the  very  centre  of  the  city,  any  conta- 
gious disease  would  necessarily  spread  with  frightful  rapidity. 
The  portion  of  the  city  occupied  by  the  Chinese  is  situated  be- 
tween Kearny  and  Stockton,  and  California  and  Jackson  streets, 
within  which  district  Chinese  life  in  all  its  phases  (which  in 
general  is  but  little  better  than  that  of  the  brute  creation)  may 
be  seen.  As  a  class,  their  mode  of  life  is  the  most  abject  in 
which  it  is  possible  for  human  beings  to  exist.  The  great 
majority  of  them  live  crowded  together  in  ricketty,  filthy  and 
dilapidated  tenement  houses,  like  so  many  cattle  or  hogs. 
Considering  their  mode  of  life,  it  is  indeed  wonderful  that  they 
have  so  far  escaped  every  phase  of  disease.  In  gassing  through 
that  portion  of  the  city  occupied  by  them,  the  most  absolute 
squalidness  and  misery  meets  one  at  every  turn.  Vice  in  all  its 
hideousness  is  on  every  hand.  Apartments  that  would  be  deemed 
small  for  the  accommodation  of  a  single  American,  are  occupied 
by  six,  eight,  or  ten  Mongolians,  with  seeming  indifference  to  all 
ordinary  comforts.  Nothing  short  of  an  ocular  demonstration, 
can  convey  an  idea,  of  Chinese  poverty  and  depravity.  The  pro- 
per course  that  it  behooves  the  citizens  of  this  city  to  adopt  in 
reference  to  this  peculiar  race,  cannot  be  too  carefully  consid- 
ered. It  is  as  momentous  as  it  is  gigantic.  It  being  impossible 
to  obtain  accurate  information  as  to  the  number  of  Chinese 
inhabitants  of  the  city,  no  comparison  can  be  made  between 
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the  relative  mortality  of  the  Caucasian  and  Mongolian  races. 
There  is,  however,  no  room  to  doubt  that  it  is  much  greater 
among  the  Chinese  than  the  other  portion  of  our  population. 


SLAUGHTER     HOUSES. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction,  that  I  am  en- 
abled to  state,  with  positive  assurance,  that  this  great  "  eye 
sore  "  and  olfactory  offender,  will  in  a  very  short  time  be  removed 
to  the  place  designated  and  provided  for  it  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  State.  Notwithstanding  the  numerous  and  apparently  well 
grounded  complaints  made  against  this  body  of  men,  they  deserve 
a  considerable  amount  of  credit  for  the  faithful  and  prompt 
manner  in  which  they  have  acted,  after  they  began  -the  work  in 
preparing  to  move,  by  piling,  capping  and  planking  some  five 
or  six  acres  in  the  waters  of  the  bay,  this  side  of  Hunter's 
Point,  and  to  the  east  of  Long  Bridge.  They  have  about  com- 
pleted this  portion  of  their  work,  and  soon  theit  pens  and  slaugh- 
ter houses  will  be  finished  and  occupied  by  the  respective 
owners.  This  will  be  a  great  relief  to  the  citizens  residing 
in  the  vicinity  of  Brannan  and  Ninth  streets.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  time  has  seemed  long,  in  getting  the  offenders 
away,  but  an  inspection  of  the  magnitude  of  what  they  have 
had  to  do,  and»the  vast  amount  which  they  have  accomplished, 
will  convince  the  most  incredulous  that  they  have  been  honest 
and  sincere  in  their  efforts  to  remove.  The  work  being  done  is  a 
herculean  task,  and  so  far  has  been  constructed  in  the  most  sub- 
stantial and  workmanlike  manner.  It  is  a  credit  both  to  the 
mechanics  and  the  owners.  It  will  cost  several  firms  as  much  as 
$20,000  or  $30,000  to  get  their  houses  ready  for  occupation  and 
business. 

The  site  selected  is  unexceptionable,  and  it  will  hardly  be  pos- 
sible for  the  business  to  again  become  a  nuisance  to  the  neighbor- 
ing community.

I  beg  leave  to  state  in  this  connection  that  the  entire  number 
of  unabated  nuisances — five  hundred  and  forty-three — are  await- 
ing the  construction  of  sewers,  and  cannot  be  abated  until  the 
same  are  made.  I  have  repeatedly  urged  upon  your  Honorable 
Body,  the  importance  and  necessity,  of  providing  sewers  in  certain 
localities  of  the  city,  where,  for  the  most  part,  these  nuisances 
exist,  and  I  trust  that  the  necessary  measures  will  at  once  be 
taken  to  obviate  the  evils. 


MARKET   INSPECTOR. 

The  Act  of  the  Legislature  organizing  the  Health  Department, 
created  a  new  office  under  the  name  of  Market  Inspector.  The 
duties  of  the  officer  occupying  this  position  were  to  execute  and 
enforce  such  ordinances  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Health 
(which  was  clothed  with  ample  powers  under  the  Act  to  pass  the 
same),  should  prescribe  for  the  prevention  of  the  vending  of  un- 
wholesome and  diseased  meats,  fish,  fowls  and  vegetables  as  well 
as  fruits  in  our  markets.  The  Market  Inspector,  acting  in  pursu- 
ance of  ordinances  so  passed,  had  introduced  a  most  beneficial 
change  in  the  markets  in  this  particular,  and  had,  by  frequent 
condemnations  of  unhealthy  food,  entirely  remedied  the  evil, 
when  the  question  of  the  legality  and  constitutionality  of  the 
ordinance  came  l^fore  Judge  Sawyer,  of  the  Police  Court,  and 
much  to  the  detriment  of  the  efficiency  of  this  branch  of  the 
Health  Department,  his  Honor  decided  that  the  Board  of  Health 
had  no  authority  to  prescribe  penalties  to  such  ordinances,  and, 
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as  a  consequence,  held  that  offenders  could  not  be  punished  for 
violating  the  same.  An  appeal  has  been  taken  from  this  decision 
to  the  County  Court,  where  it  is  hoped  the  validity  of  the  ordi- 
nances will  be  sustained,  otherwise  our  markets,  which  have  al- 
ready relapsed  into  their  former  custom  of  selling  unwholesome 
food,  will  continue  to  do  so  to  the  great  injury  of  the  public 
health. 

QUAEANTINE. 

The  number  of  vessels  boarded  during  the  fiscal  year  (from 
July  1,  1869,  to  June  30,  1870),  was  five'  hundred  and  eighteen 
(518),  from  which  the  sum  of  four  thousand  six  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  ($4,628.00)  dollars  has  been  collected  as  fees,  and 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury.

GENTLEMEN — In  accordance  with  law  and  custom,  I  have  the 
pleasure  of  submitting  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  following 
annual  report  of  the  condition  and  prosperity  of  the  Public 
Schools,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1870. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  unusual  progress  and 
prosperity  to  our  schools. 

Through  the  wisdom  of  our  legislators  and  the  liberality  of 
our  citizens,  sufficient  means  have  been  provided  to  furnish  am- 
ple school  accommodations  for  the  increasing  wants  of  our  grow- 
ing city. 

Greater  interest  has  been  manifested  by  teachers  and  parents 
in  increasing  the  usefulness  of  our  institutions  of  learning. 

It  should  be  gratifying  to  every  citizen  to  know  that  while  the 
material  wealth  and  prosperity  of  our  city  have  been  seriously

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The  foregoing  exhibit  shows  that  the  actual  expenses  of  the 
Department  exceeded  the  estimate  of  the  Committee  oil  Finance 
$4,035  65.  This  is  mainly  owing  to  the  increased  expenses  of 
the  Evening  Schools,  and  the  large  amount  expended  for  books 
for  indigent  children,  which  was  not  anticipated  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  deficit  of  $6,403  92  in  the  General  School  Fund  is  owing 
in  part  to  the  falling  off  in  the  anticipated  revenue  of  the  Depart- 
ment, which  was  based  on  an  estimate  of  $95,000,000  of  taxable 
property  in  the  city. 

On  account  of  the  general  depression  in  real  estate,  the  assess- 
ment roll  fell  considerably  below  this  amount;  and  the  Board  of 
Education  wras  compelled  to  appeal  to  the  last  Legislature  for 
relief  to  continue  the  schools  to  the  close  of  the  year.

The  receipts  of  the  coining  year  are  based  upon  the  estimate 
of  the  Auditor  and  Assessor  that  the  taxable  property  of  the  City 
will  amount  to  $95,000,000,  the  same  as  last  year.  If  there  is  no 
falling  off  in  the  value  of  real  estate,  the  income  of  the  Depart- 
ment should  be  ample  to  defray  all  the  necessary  expenses. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  this  report,  the  sum  of  $350,000 
has  been  set  apart  for  teachers'  salaries,  which  will  be  barely 
sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  to  educate  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  children  who  Avill  be  applying  for  admission  to  our 
schools. 

The  sum  of  $32,434  84  has  been  set  apart  for  furniture  and 
repairs  on  the  different  school  buildings  of  the  Department. 

These  items  of  expenditure  were  paid  last  year  from  the  Build- 
ing Fund,  but  since,  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  the  special 
taxation  for  this  fund  has  been  abolished,  the  Committee  has 
been  obliged  to  appropriate  a  part  of  the  general  school  fund 
for  this  purpose,  which  has  so  reduced  the  allowance  for  current 
expenses,  that  the  most  rigorous  economy  must  be  exercised,  or 
there  will  not  be  money  enough  to  continue  the  schools  during 
the  year. 

The  present  rate  of  expenses  for  furniture,  repairs,  and  run- 
ning the  carpenter's  shop  will  exhaust  the  appropriation  of  the 
Committee  before  the  close  of  the  first  half  of  the  year.  Some 
measures  must  therefore  be  adopted  to  abate  the  heavy  drain 
upon  the  finances  of  the  Department,  or  the  Board  of  Education 
will  be  obliged  to  close  the  schools  for  a  portion  of  the  year,  as 
there  will  be  110  Legislature  from  which  we  can  obtain  any  relief.

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1868  a  levy  of  a  special  tax  of 
five  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  property  was 
authorized  for  the  term  of  two  years,  to  form  a  Building  Fund 
for  the  erection,  furnishing  and  repairing  of  school  houses.  At 
the  time  it  was  thought  that  this  fund  would  be  sufficient  to  fur- 
nish ample  school  accommodations;  but  the  rapid  increase  of  chil- 
dren applying  for  admission  to  our  schools  has  more  than  ex- 
hausted this  revenue  in  repairs  upon  the  old  buildings  belonging 
to  the  Department,  and  in  furnishing  the  large  number  of  rooms 
which  have  been  rented  to  accommodate  the  increase  of  3523  pupils 
who  have  been  received  in  our  schools  within  the  last  two  years. 
After  paying  $27,647  50  for  the  erection  of  the  Girls'  High 
School  building,  on  Bush  street,  and  $12,775  for  the  new  school 
house  at  South  San  Francisco,  there  was  at  the  close  of  the  year  a 
deficit  in  the  Building  Fund  of  $36,265  70,  which,  added  to  the 
deficit  of  $6,403  92  in  the  General  School  Fund  and  $14,893  88 
in  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  School  Bonds 
of  1860,  makes  the  total  deficiency  of  $57,563  50  in  the  School 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year. 

This  amount  has  been  liquidated  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  the  School  Bonds  issued  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  last  Legis- 
lature. 

SCHOOL    BONDS    OF     1870. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  the  Board  of  Education  was 
compelled  to  furnish  accommodations  for  3,875  pupils,  in  rented 
tenements,  the  most  of  which  were  entirely  unfit  for  school  pur~ 
poses. 

To  furnish  suitable  school  buildings  for  this  large  number  of 
pupils,  and  also  to  provide  for  the  rapidly-increasing  juvenile 
population  of  the  city,  the  Board  of  Education  was  obliged  to 
appeal  to  the  Legislature  for  relief,  which  was  granted  with 
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spirit  of  wisdom  and  liberality  which  has  always  characterized 
the  citizens  of  California  whenever  called  upon  to  advance  the 
cause  of  popular  education. 

In  order  to  raise  an  adequate  building  fund,  the  Mayor,  Audi- 
tor and  Treasurer,  were  authorized  to  issue  School  Bonds  from 
time  to  time  in  such  sums  as  may  be  required,  riot  to  exceed  in 
the  aggregate  the  amount  of  $300,000.  The  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  these  bonds,  after  paying  the  deficit  in  the  School  Fund 
of  1869-70,  were  to  be  used  exclusively  for  purchasing  lots  and 
erecting  school-houses. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  one-half  of  these 
Bonds  were  sold  for  the  sum  of  $138,513  75. 

As  it  may  be  of  interest  to  know  on  what  terms  these  bonds 
were  purchased,  the  following  sales  are  reported  :

The  remaining  half  of  these  bonds  will  be  sold  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  Board  will  require  them  for  building  purposes. 

I  regret  exceedingly  that  all  of  this  fund  could  not  have  been 
applied  to  erecting  permanent  school  buildings,  which  are  imper- 
atively demanded  to  meet  the  present  wants  of  our  increasing 
juvenile  population.  The  transfer  of  $51,159  58  to  liquidate  the 
deficit  of  last  year  will  so  seriously  cripple  this  Building  Fund 
that  the  Board  of  Education  will  not  be  able  to  erect  all  the 
buildings  recommended  in  my  last  report. 

NEW    SCHOOL   BUILDINGS. 

As  it  may  be  interesting  to  the  taxpayers  and  friends  of  our 
Public  Schools  to  know  how  the  money  which  they  have  so  gene- 
rously contributed  for  the  education  of  the  rising  generation,  has 
been  expended,  I  desire  to  give  a  brief  statement  of  the  different 
school  edifices  now  in  course  of  construction. 
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NEW    GEAMMAH    SCHOOL    BUILDING    ON    EIGHTH    STREET. 

'  This  school-house  is  pleasantly  located  on  Eighth  street,  be-, 
tweeu  Harrison  and  Bryant  streets,  011  a  lot  having  a  frontage  of 
140  feet,  with  a  depth  of  150  feet.  The  building  has  a  frontage 
of  51  8-12  feet,  with  a  wing  projecting  from  each  side  38  2-12 
feet.  It  is  three  stories  high,  and  contains  sixteen  rooms,  each 

24  7-12  by  33  feet,  which  will  accommodate  8G4  grammar,  or  960 
primary  pupils.     In  the  third  story  there  is  a  pleasant  hall,  50 
1-12  by  33  feet,  for  exhibitions  and  general  exercises  of  the  whole 
school.     The   plans   and   engravings   of  this  building,  together 
with  a  full  description  and  the  cost  of  the  edifice,  are  given  in 
the  appendix  to  this  report.     The  lot  on  which  this  building  is 
erected  was  originally  115  feet  on  Eighth  street  by  275  feet  in 
depth;  but  as  this  was  not  large  enough  for  the  contemplated 
building,  the  Board  was  obliged  to  purchase   an  adjoining   lot 

25  by  165  feet, "of  Mr.  A.  Hay  ward,  for  $4,000.     The  grounds 
will  afford  ample  yard  room  for  play  and  recreation  for  the  large 
number  of  pupils  attending  this  school. 

The  contract  price  for  erecting  the  building  and  sheds,  and  for 
planking  and  fencing  the  yards,  was  $25,850.  It  was  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  24th  of  October;  but,  on  account  of  the  unavoidable 
delay  in  procuring  seasoned  lumber,  it  will  not  be  ready  for  use 
much  before  the  Christmas  vacation.  This  is  to  be  regretted, 
since  there  is  more  than  a  sufficient  number  of  children  attending 
school  in  this  vicinity  in  rented  rooms,  that  are  too  small  and 
entirely  unfit  for  school  purposes,  to  fill  this  large  and  commo- 
dious building. 

The  Tenth-street  Grammar  School  now  occupying  the  build- 
ing connected  with  St.  Joseph's  Church  -will  be  transferred  to 
this  school,  which  will  soon  be  one  of  the  largest  grammar 
schools  in  the  city. 

The  Eighth-street  Primary  School  building  has  been  removed 
to  a  rear  portion  of  this  lot,  115  by  125  feet.  It  has  been  reno- 
vated throughout,  and  will  be  used  for  the  Primary  School  in 
this  District. 


252  PUBLIC    SCHOOL    REPORT. 


NEW    GRAMMAR    SCHOOL    BUILDING    ON   VALENCIA    STREET. 

The  Board  of  Education  is  erecting  a  new  edifice  on  Valencia 
street,  between  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third  streets.  The 
lot  has  a  frontage  of  150  feet  on  Valencia  street,  with  a  depth  of 
250  feet,  running  through  to  Bartlett  street. 

The  building  is  an  exact  model  of  the  one  erected  on  Eighth 
street,  and  will  be  occupied  by  the  Shotwell-street  School,  to 
gether  with  a  part  of  the  pupils  attending  the  Mission  Grammar 
School.  It  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  the  1st  of  next 
January.  When  completed,  it  will  be  an  ornament  to  this  thriv- 
ing part  of  the  city,  and  will  afford  ample  accommodation  for 
several  years  for  the  rapidly-increasing  juvenile  population  of  this 
vicinity. 

The  present  Grammar  building  on  Shotwell  street  will  be  occu- 
pied by  the  Primary  School  of  this  District. 

NEW   GRAMMAR     SCHOOL      BUILDING     IN    HAYES      VALLEY ON     MCALLISTER 

STREET. 

A  building  of  the  same  size  and  model  as  those  on  Eighth  and 
Valencia  streets  is  now  being  erected  on  a  50-vara  lot  011  McAllis- 
ter street,  between  Franklin  and  Gough  streets.  It  will  be  com- 
pleted and  ready  for  occupancy  about  the  1st  of  December,  and 
will  be  ample  to  accommodate  all  the  children  in  this  growing 
section  of  the  city  for  several  years,  as  it  has  superior  accommo- 
dations for  about  nine  hundred  pupils. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  transfer  to  this 
School  the  advanced  classes  of  the  Tyler-street  and  Hayes  Valley 
Primary  Schools  and  the  pupils  of  the  grammar  classes  of  the 
Mission  School  who  live  in  that  vicinity.  This  in  time  will  be 
one  of  the  most  nourishing  Grammar  Schools  in  the  Department, 
as  it  is  located  in  the  pleasantest  and  most  select  neighborhood 
of  the  city. 

The  contract  for  building  this  school  was  awarded  to  John  C. 
Kelly,  Esq. ,  who  is  also  the  contractor  for  erecting  the  Eighth  street 
and  Valencia-street  Schools.  The  price  for  erecting  each  of  these 
houses  was  $25,850,  amounting  to  $77,550  for  all  three,  which, 
together  with  the  furniture,  will  reach  the  sum  of  $110,000. 
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POINT    LOBOS    SCHOOL. 

The  Board  of  Education  is  now  erecting  a  four  class-room 
building  on  a  beautiful  lot  fronting  150  feet  on  West  Eighteenth 
street,  and  extending  240  feet  to  West  Nineteenth  street,  near 
Point  Lobos  avenue.  It  is  a  one-story  building  (50  by  71  feet), 
with  a  front  and  rear  projection,  each  9^  by  27^  feet,  intended 
for  halls  of  entrance,  and  hat  and  cap  rooms  for  the  children. 
The  building  is  divided  by  a  hall  8  feet  in  width,  running  from 
front  to  rear,  on  each  side  of  which  are  two  recitation  rooms,  24 
by  30  feet.  The  ceilings  are  14  feet  high,  and  the  rooms  are 
pleasant,  well  ventilated,  and  properly  lighted  by  means  of  win- 
dows in  the  rear  and  sides. 

The  building  will  accommodate  240  pupils,  which  will  be  suf- 
ficient accommodations  for  this  sparsely  settled  part  of  the  city 
for  several  years.  The  contract  for  erecting  this  house  was 
awarded  to  Mr.  John  C.  Murphy,  at  $5,450.  The  building  will 
be  completed  about  the  first  of  November,  when  it  will  be  occu- 
pied by  the  class  in  the  Laguna  Honda  School. 

GIRLS'   HIGH    SCHOOL    BUILDING    ON    BUSH    STREET    NEAR   HYDE. 

The  School  Department  erected  a  fine  edifice  for  the  Girls' 
High  School,  on  Bush  street  near  Stockton,  which  was  furnished 
and  dedicated  on  the  3d  of  March,  1870. 

This  being  the  most  central  and  the  best  location  for  the  Cos- 
mopolitan School,  the  Board  of  Education  resolved  to  transfer 
the  Grammar  Department  of  the  South  Cosmopolitan  School  to 
this  building,  and  erect  an  edifice  for  the  Girls'  High  and  Normal 
School  in  a  more  quiet  and  retired  part  of  the  city,  on  Bush  near 
Hyde  street.  This  is  a  three-story  building,  with  a  frontage  of 
54f2  feet  on  Bush  street  by  a  depth  of  82^  feet.  There  is  a  wing 
on  each  side  21182  by  50£  feet,  in  which  are  the  halls  of  entrance, 
the  dressing  rooms  for  the  young  ladies,  the  office  for  the  prin- 
cipal, and  lunch  rooms  for  the  teachers.  Oil  each  of  the  first  and 
second  floors  there  are  four  rooms  26^  by  34i22  feet,  for  study  and 
recitation.  On  the  third  floor  of  the  main  building  there  are  two 
recitation  rooms,  and  one  large  hall  for  the  general  assembling 
of  the  school  for  examinations  and  general  exercises.  In  the 
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wings  of  this  floor  there  is  a  fine  library  room  19^,  by  20*,  feet, 
and  one  room  of  the  same  size  for  experiments  in  chemistry  and 
philosophy.  All  the  rooms  of  this  building  are  large,  light  and 
airy,  and  well  arranged  for  a  young  ladies'  High  School.  The 
contract  price  for  the  building  is  $28,200,  which,  with  the  furni- 
ture and  extras,  will  amount  to  about  $35,000.  The  building 
will  probably  be  completed  about  the  1st  of  February,  1871-. 

For  the  plans  and  full,  description  of  this  building  see  the  ap- 
pendix to  this  report. 

\YEST    END    SCHOOL. 

The  School  Department  is  adding  another  room  to  the  West 
End  School  building,  to  accommodate  the  increasing  population 
of  this  section  of  the  city.  The  present  building  is  so  over-crowd- 
ed that  but  little  progress  can  be  made  until  these  improvements 
are  completed. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  room  and  the  furniture  will  be  about 
$1,500. 

NEW    SCHOOL    FOR    THE    CITY    FRONT. 

An  eligible  site  has  been  purchased  on  the  north  side  of  Broad- 
way, between  Sansome  and  Montgomery  streets.  It  is  one-half 
of  a  fifty-vara  lot,  with  a  frontage  of  69^  by  IS?!5,  feet  in  depth, 
and  was  purchased,  by  the  School  Department  for  $15,000.  The 
Board  is  now  preparing  a  plan  for  an  eight-class-room  building, 
which  will  cost  about  $14,000. 

This  building  is  very  much  needed  to  accommodate  the  large 
number  of  youth  living  on  the  city  front  and  on  the  eastern  slope 
of  Telegraph  Hill,  who  are  compelled  to  travel  through  the  dan- 
gerous thoroughfares  of  the  business  portion  of  the  city  to  attend 
schools  distant  from  their  homes.  There  is  also  a  large  class  of 
children  not  now  attending  any  school,  who  can  be  gathered  in 
this  school  as  soon  as  the  building  is  completed. 

OCEAN    HOUSE    SCHOOL. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  received  the  donation  of  an  eligi- 
ble school  site  for  the  Ocean  House  School,  at  the  junction  of 
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the  old  Ocean  House  road  wkh.  the  new  Mission  road  to  the 
"beach.  The  architect  is  now  preparing  a  plan  for  a  two-class- 
room building,  which  will  cost  about  $3,000. 

This  building  when  completed  will  afford  ample  accommoda- 
tions for  this  section  of  the  county  for  several  years. 

NEW    SCHOOL-HOUSES    REQUIRED'. 

Notwithstanding  the  Board  of  Education  is  now  erecting  seven 
fine  school-houses,  with  seventy-three  class-rooms  capable  of  ac- 
commodating four  thousand  and  thirty-five  grammar  and  primary 
pupils,  yet  there  are  1,700  children  now  attending  school  in 
rented  buildings,  who  cannot  be  accommodated  in  the  new  build- 
ings which  are  at  present  being  constructed.  • 

RINCON    GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

In  my  last  report  1  urged  the  necessity  of  immediately  erecting 
a  suitable  grammar  school  building  to  accommodate  the  increas- 
ing population  of  the  Seventh,  Ninth,  and  Tenth  Districts.  The 
rooms  of  the  present  building  on  Rincon  Hill  are  too  small  and 
not  properly  arranged  to  accommodate  the  large  classes  of  a 
grammar  school.  The  new  Montgomery  street  extension  will 
pass  through  this  lot,  and  will  make  the  present  site  very  unsuit- 
able for  school  purposes.  In  a  short  time  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion will  therefore  be  compelled  to  remove  the  school  to  some 
more  quiet  and  retired  section  of  this  District.  This  new  site 
should  be  selected  somewhere  west  of  Third  street,  because  the 
present  population  of  Kincon  Hill  will  soon  be  compelled  to 
remove  to  make  room  for  the  business  houses  which  will  in  a  few 
years  cover  this  part  of  the  city. 

There  are  also  720  primary  pupils  in  this  District  taught  in  a 
rented  building  on  Silver  street,  at  a  monthly  expense  of  about 
$175.  The  lease  of  this  house  will  soon  expire,  when  the  Board 
of  Education  should,  by  all  means,  furnish  these'pupils  with  suit- 
able accommodations  belonging  to  the  Department.  As  the 
Bincon  School  is  the  only  girls'  grammar  school  south  of  Market 
street,  it  is  important  that  a  first  class  building  should  be  erected 
as  soon  as  possible  for  this  large  District  of  the  city.  When  the 
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new  building  is  erected,  the  present  one  will  afford  suitable  room 
for  the  primary  pupils  of  the  District  for  several  years. 


NEW    COSMOPOLITAN    SCHOOL. 

As  soon  as  the  new  Girls'  High  and.  Normal  School  is  com- 
pleted, the  Board  of  Education  will  transfer  the  South  Cosmo- 
politan Grammar  School  to  the  present  High  School  building 
corner  of  Bush  and  Stockton  streets. 

While  this  will  give  ample  accommodation  for  ten  additional 
classes,  still  there  will  be  eleven  cosmopolitan  classes  in  rented 
buildings  which  are  entirely  unfit  for  school  purposes.  Some  of 
the  rooms  are  in  low  basements  of  churches,  without  sufficient 
light  and  ventilation  to  make  them  pleasant  or  healthy. 

I  therefore  desire  to  recommend  that  another  building  for  a 
Cosmopolitan  School  be  erected  near  Market  and  Sixth  streets  to 
better  accommodate  the  large  number  of  children  living  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  city  who  desire  to  attend  this  school.  This 
would  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  school  on  Post  street, 
and  at  the  same  time  be  a  great  benefit  and  convenience  to  the 
parents  living  at  the  Mission,  and  in  the  distant  southern  portions 
of  the  city. 

PRESIDIO. 

A  school  building  of  not  less  than  eight  class-rooms  should  be 
erected  in  the  vicinity  of  Union  and  Devisadero  streets,  to  accom- 
modate the  large  number  of  families  living  on  the  hill  near  Paci- 
fic street  and  around  the  Presidio  Reservation.  The  present 
Spring  Valley  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  are  now  over-crowded 
and  are  too  far  distant  for  little  children  to  attend,  who  live  in 
the  western  part  of  this  District. 

BOYS'   HIGH   SCHOOL. 

The  great  increase  in  the  attendance  at  the  Boys'  High  School 
renders  it  necessary  to  erect  a  suitable  edifice  for  this  important 
institution.  The  present  one  on  Powell  street,  near  Clay  street, 
is  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils  now  desiring 
admission  to  the  school.  The  Board  of  Education  has  therefore 
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been  obliged,  at  great  inconvenience,  to  separate  the  pupils. 
One  class  is  instructed  in  the  Washington  School,  which*  is 
located  several  blocks  from  the  High  School  building. 

But  while  I  am  in  favor  of  the  immediate  erection  of  an  edifice 
worthy  of  the  school,  yet  I  desire  to  enter  my  serious  protest 
against  the  proposition  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  locate  the 
new  building  on  a  portion  of  Hamilton  Square,  which  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  has  donated  to  the  use  of  the  School  Department. 
It  is  too  far  from  the  centre  of  the  city  to  be  convenient  or  acces- 
sible to  the  mass  of  the  population.  It  is  bounded  on  the 
west  by  the  Catholic  and  the  Lone  Mountain  Cemeteries,  be- 
yond which  the  city  will  probably  not  extend  for  many  years. 
It  will  therefore  be  a  great  injustice  to  the  pupils  of  the  High 
School  to  compel  them  to  travel  to  the  extreme  suburbs  of 
the  city,  especially  when  the  Department  owns  a  large  and 
eligible  school  site  not  one-half  as  far  from  the  centre  of  popu- 
lation. The  fifty-vara  lot  on  Eddy  street,  between  Larkin  and 
Polk  streets,  is  centrally  located  and  is  large  enough  to  meet 
the  wants  of  the  rapid  growth  of  our  expanding  city.  While 
it  is  not  one-half  so  far  from  the  business  portion  of  the  city 
as  the  proposed  site  on  Hamilton  Square,  yet  it  is  far  enough 
in  the  outskirts  to  be  free  from  the  confusion  and  annoyance  of 
the  thickly-settled  thoroughfares. 

CONDITION    OF    THE    BUILDING   FUND. 

Since  the  Legislatures  of  California  and  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco  have  always  been  so  liberal  in  supplying  ample  funds 
for  the  support  of  our  public  schools,  I  desire  to  present  the 
following  statement  of  expenditures  and  proposed  disbursements 
of  the  Special  Building  Fund  to.  be  raised  from  the  sale  of  the 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  School  Bonds  which  the  Mayor, 
Auditor  and  Treasurer  are  empowered  to  issue,  by  an  Act  of  the 
last  Legislature.  I  have  already  reported  the  sale  of  one-half  of 
these  Bonds  for  $138,513  75,  which,  added  to  the  $3,237  65  to 
the  credit  of  this  fund  at  the  close  of  last  year,  makes  a  total  of 
$141,751  40.  If  the  Commissioners  dispose  as  favorably  of  the 
remaining  half  of  the  Bonds,  the  entire  Building  Fund  will 
amount  to  $280,265  15.  From  this  fund  was  expended  up  to 
17 
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the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  $36,265  70  to  pay  the  deficiency  in  the 
General  School  Fund,  $14,893  88,  to  meet  the  deficiency  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  School  Bonds  of  1860, 
and  $2000  for  a  school  lot  in  South  San  Francisco,  amounting  to 
$53,159  58,  which  deducted  from  the  entire  Fund  leaves  a  bal- 
ance of  $227,105  57  to  erect  the  buildings  which  I  have  already 
mentioned  and  which  are  imperatively  demanded  to  relieve  the 
present  wants  of  our  overcrowded  schools.  The  Board  of  Edu- 
cation has,  up  to  the  date  of  the  present  writing  (Sept.  20th), 
incurred  the  following  liabilities.

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This  amount,  deducted  from  $227,105  57,  leaves  a  balance  of 
$62,306  20,  with  which  to  erect  the  necessary  buildings  to  accom- 
modate the  large  number  of  pupils  who  are  attending  school  in 
rented  rooms,  and  the  large  army  of  youth  under  six  years  of 
age  who  will  be  continually  applying  for  admission.  Unless 
great  judgment  and  economy  are  exercised  in  the  disbursement 
of  this  fund,  it  will  all  be  expended  without  furnishing  any  suit- 
able accommodations  for  a  large  class  of  primary  children  for 
whom  it  was  especially  appropriated.  I  earnestly  recommend 
that  a  suitable  building  be  erected  for  the  Spring  Valley  District, 
and  one  in  the  western  portion  of  the  Lincoln  District,  to  accom- 
modate the  Cosmopolitan  pupils  in  that  part  of  the  city,  before 
expending  most  of  the  balance  of  the  Building  Fund  on  an  ex- 
pensive High  School  edifice. 

SCHOOL     BONDS. 

Since  most  of  the  school  buildings  have  been  erected  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  School  Bonds,  I  have  prepared  the  fol- 
lowing statement  of  all  the  bonds  issued  by  the  School  Depart- 
ment since  its  organization. 

In  1854,  the  Board  of  Education  issued  $60,000  of  7  per  cent. 
Bonds,  payable  in  12  years.  The  proceeds  of  these  Bonds  were 
expended  in  erecting  the  brick  building  for  the  Union  School, 
the  old  building,  corner  of  Bush  and  Stockton  streets,  now  occu- 
pied by  a  Cosmopolitan  School,  and  the  North  Beach  school- 
house,  which  at  present  is  occupied  for  a  City  and  County  Hos- 
pital. These  bonds  have  all  been  redeemed. 

In  1860,  the  Board  of  Education  was  authorized  to  issue 
$75,000  of  ten  per  cent.  School  Bonds,  from  the  sale  of  which 
the  sum  of  $70,803  41  was  realized.  This  Building  Fund  was 
economically  expended  for  the  following  valuable  school  property. 
The  purchase  of  the  site  and  building  of  the  Powell-street  Pri- 
mary School;  the  purchase  of  a  lot  on  the  corner  of  Washington 
and  Mason  streets  and  the  erection  of  the  Washington  School  build- 
ing; the  erection  of  the  Rincon  Grammar  building;  the  erection  of 
the  building  now  occupied  by  the  State  Normal  School,  corner  of 
Market  and  Fifth  streets;  the  erection  of  the  Mission  Grammar 
building,  and  the  purchase  of  the  lot  occupied  by  the  same; 
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and  the  purchase  of  the  lot  and  the  primary  building  on  Bush 
street,  near  Hyde  street.  These  Bonds  were  made  payable  in 
ten  years,  and  were  all  cancelled  during  the  last  year. 

Again,  in  1866  the  Legislature  authorized  the  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  to  issue  $275,000  of  seven  per  cent.  School  Bonds, 
payable  in  twenty  years.  The  sum  of  $234.515  38  was  realized 
from  the  sale  of  these  Bonds,  which,  after  deducting  $76,324  55, 
the  deficit  in  the  current  expenses  of  the  School  Department  of 
that  year,  left  a  Building  Fund  of  $158,190  83  with  which  the 
following  buildings  were  erected:  The  Spring  Valley  building, 
on  Broadway  near  Polk  street,  eight  rooms,  with  480  seats;  the 
Market  street  Primary,  corner  of  Fifth  and  Market  streets, 
twelve  rooms,  with  720  seats;  the  Tehama  Primary,  on  Tehama 
street,  between  First  and  Second  streets,  sixteen  rooms,  with 
960  seats;  the  Broadway  School  building,  on  Broadway  between 
Powell  and  Mason  streets,  eleven  roon&s,  with  660  seats;  the  Fil- 
bert-street School,  on  Filbert  street  between  Jones  and  Taylor, 
eleven  rooms,  with  660  seats;  Post-street  Cosmopolitan  Primary, 
six  rooms,  with  360  seats;  Shotwell-street  Grammar  School, 
on  Shotwell  street,  between  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third 
streets,  eight  rooms,  with  480  seats;  Eighth-street  Primary,  on 
Eighth  street,  near  Harrison  street,  eight  rooms,  with  480  seats; 
Pine-street  Primary,  corner  of  Pine  and  Larkin  streets,  eight 
rooms,  with  480  seats;  Union  Primary  School,  corner  of  Filbert 
and  Kearny  streets,  eight  rooms,  with  480  seats;  State  Normal 
Training  School,  Market  street  near  Fifth,  four  rooms,  with  240 
seats;  West  End  School,  one  room,  with  60  seats;  and  Tyler- 
street  School,  on  Tyler  street,  between  Scott  and  Pierce 
streets,  four  rooms,  with  240  seats.  The  total  number  of  study 
and  recitation  rooms  furnished  with  this  Building  Fund  was  105, 
with  ample  accommodation  for  6300  pupils. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  city  was  again 
authorized  to  issue  $300,000  more  Schools  Bonds,  to  raise  an  ad- 
equate Building  Fund  to  relieve  the  present  over-crowded  condi- 
tion of  our  Public  Schools.  I  have  already  given  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  how  the  Board  of  Education  propose  to  appropriate  most 
of  this  fund. 
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The  present  indebtedness  of  the  School  Department  on  account 
of  Bonds  issued  for  school  purposes  is  as  follows :

To  pay  the  interest  and  Sinking  Fund  for  the  redemption  of 
•these  Bonds,  the  Board  of  Education  is  obliged  to  transfer  each 
year  from  the  income  of  the  Public  Schools  the  sum  of  $60,000. 
This  is  to  be  regretted  as  it  will  materially  reduce  the  General  „ 
School  Fund,  which  will  be  barely  sufficient  to  defray  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Department  and  furnish  suitable  accommodations 
for  the  large  number  of  children  in  our  city  which  the  school 
census  shows  will  soon  be  applying  for  admission. 

It  is  a  great  financial  question  for  the  city  to  consider  whether 
it  is  a  wise  policy  to  embarrass  the  School  Fund  with  further  in- 
debtedness by  issuing  any  more  School  Bonds  for  building  pur- 
poses. In  most  of  the  Eastern  cities  a  liberal  tax  is  levied  to  raise 
funds  for  the  erection  of  school-houses.  On  the  following  pages 
under  the  head  of  ' '  Cost  of  Instruction,"  I  have  compiled  from 
the  Superintendent's  report  of  Detroit,  a  statement  of  the  money 
raised  for  tuition  and  building  purposes  for  the  fiscal  year  1869, 
in  most  of  the  cities  in  the  older  States.  This  table  shows  a  spirit 
of  liberality  in  the  support  of  public  instruction  that  compares 
favorably  with  San  Francisco,  considering  our  wealth  and  popula- 
tion. 

I  think  it  would  be  wisdom  and  economy  for  the  Legislature  to 
authorize  the  city  to  levy  in  the  future  an  adequate  building  tax 
to  meet  the  growing  wants  of  the  city :  for,  as  long  as  San  Fran- 
cisco continues  to  increase  so  rapidly  in  population,  so  long  must 
we  expect  to  contribute  our  wealth  for  the  education  of  our  youth. 
It  is  a  burden  and  responsibility  which  every  good  citizen  should 
welcome  with  pleasure  and  pride  as  the  surest  evidence  of  our 
future  happiness  and  prosperity. 
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COST    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

The  appendix  to  this  report  contains  the  average  attendance  and 
cost  of  tuition  in  each  of  the  public  schools  during  the  year.  The 
cost  per  capita  includes  the  teachers'  and  janitors'  salaries  for  the 
year,  and  is  found  by  dividing  this  amount  by  the  average  number 
of  scholars  belonging.  I  have  also  computed  the  average  cost  of 
tuition  in  all  of  our  public  schools,  including  the  Primary,  Gram- 
mar, and  High  Schools.  This  estimate  is  based  upon  the  teach- 
ers' and  janitors'  salaries,  rents,  lights,  and  fuel  for  the  last  year. 
The  average  number  of  pupils  attending  school  during  the 
year  is  16,371,  and  the  current  expense,  including  the  foregoing 
^  items,  is  $364,423  44.  This  amount  divided  by  the  average  num- 
ber belonging  gives  $22.26  as  the  average  tuition  of  pupils  attend- 
ing 206  days — the  entire  year.  The  number  of  different  pupils 
enrolled  and  who  have  attended  school  a  longer  or  shorter  period 
of  time,  is  22,152.  This  entire  number  has  been  educated  at  an 
expense,  including  the  current  and  all  miscellaneous  disburse- 
ments, of  $388,735  64,  which  is  an  average,  per  pupil,  of  $17.54. 
But  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  includes  all  the  expenses  of 
conducting  the  High,  Grammar,  andP-rimary  Schools.  The  cost 
of  educating  each  child  attending  the  Primary  Schools  during 
the  year  (which  contain  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  pupils 
of  the  Department),  is  only  $11.78.  This  difference  is  mainly 
owing  to  the  fact  that  all  the  teachers  of  the  Primary  Schools 
are  ladies  who  receive  comparatively  small  salaries,  and  who  in- 
struct a  much  larger  number  of  pupils  in  each  class  than  one 
teacher  can  possibly  take  charge  of  in  the  higher  grades  of  the 
Grammar  or  the  High  Schools.  In  the  High  Schools  the  average 
cost  of  tuition  per  pupil  for  the  year  is  about  $91.28. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  yearly  expenditures  of  the 
School  Department  since  1852;  also,  the  total  expenditures  of  the 
city  since  1860.  This  amount  includes  the  entire  expenses  of  the 
School  Department,  such  as  current  expenses,  the  purchase  of 
school  sites,  the  erection  and  repair  of  school-houses,  etc.

Although  it  may  appear  that  the  city  of  San  Francisco  has  ex- 
pended a  large  sum  to  plant  our  noble  system  of  Public  Schools 
upon  these  Pacific  shores,  yet  when  we  consider  the  high  prices 
which  everything  has  commanded  since  the  early  history  of  our 
city,  I  think  no  one  should  charge  the  Board  of  Education  with 
extravagance  in  the  management  of  our  schools.  By  comparing 
the  entire  expenses  of  conducting  our  schools  with  the  following 
table  of  sums  raised  for  school  purposes  in  some  of  the  other  lead- 
ing cities  of  our  country,  for  the  year  1869,  we  still  find  that  ac- 
cording to  our  wealth  and  population,  the  per  cent,  of  expenditure 
is  less  in  San  b'raiicisco  than  in  most  of  the  Eastern  cities .

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TEACHERS'  SALARIES. 

Since  there  have  been  considerable  excitement  and  discussion, 
pro  and  con.  during  the  last  year  in  the  public  press  and  among 
the  friends  and  enemies  of  the  Public  Schools,  in  regard  to  the 
schedule  of  salaries  paid  to  the  teachers  in  the  employ  of  the  De- 
partment, I  have  prepared  the  following  comparative  statement 
of  the  salaries  in  San  Francisco  and  in  several  of  the  leading 
cities  of  the  East.  These  statistics  have  been  collated  from  the 
able  report  of  Duane  Doty,  Esq.,  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools 
of  Detroit,  and  are  for  the  year  1869.  They  are  the  most  valuable 
and  interesting  facts  which  have  yet  been  published  in  regard  to 
the  management  and  condition  of  our  schools.  I  cannot  too 
strongly  commend  them  to  those  interested  in  public  instruction, 
as  they  contain  a  complete  epitome  of  all  the  important  items 
of  financial  interest  in  connection  with  the  schools  of  these 
cities.  The  teachers  and  friends  of  education  in  San  Fran- 
cisco cannot  charge  the  Board  of  Education  with  being  mean 
or  parsimonious  in  rewarding  the  faithful  teachers  of  our  schools 
with  low  and  illiberal  salaries.  This  is  especially  the  case  in 
regard  to  the  salaries  paid  to  the  primary  assistant  teachers, 
which  are  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent,  higher  than  the 
salaries  which  are  paid  to  teachers  in  similar  positions  in  most 
of  the  Eastern  cities.

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These  figures  are  encouraging,  and  show  that,  notwithstanding 
the  great  business  depression  which  we  have  experienced  during 
the  year,  our  city  is  steadily  increasing  in  population  and  pros- 
perity. Last  year  the  whole  number  of  children  of  all  races  under 
fifteen  years  of  age  was  41,488;  this  year  the  number  is  45,617,  a 
gain  of  4,129.  Last  year  the  whole  number  of  children  between 
six  and  fifteen  years — the  legal  age  to  attend  school— was  23,905- 
this  year  the  number  is  24,879,  a  gain  of  974.

ATTENDANCE. 

The  attendance  during  the  last  year  has  been  more  general  and 
regular  than  during  any  previous  period  in  the  history  of  our  Pub- 
lic Schools.  According  to  the  reports  of  the  census  marshals  the 
whole  number  of  children  in  the  city  between  six  and  fifteen  years 
—the  legal  age  to  attend  school — is  24,879;  the  whole  number  of 
children  attending  school  a  longer  or  shorter  period  of  time  was 
22,152,  which  is  an  attendance  of  89  per  cent,  of  all  the  children 
in  the  city  of  the  legal  age  to  attend  school.  The  average  num- 
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ber  of  children  belonging  to  the  schools  is  16,371,  which  is  a  gen- 
eral average  attendance  of  66  per  cent.  This  shows  a  better  per- 
centage of  attendance  at  our  Public  Schools  than  is  reported  in 
any  other  city  of  the  country.

CITY    BOARD    OF    EXAMINATION. 


Ths  Board  consists  of  Messrs.  Silas  A.  White,  E.  D.  Humphrey, 
Noah  F.  Flood,  Hon.  O.  P.  Fitzgerald,  State  Superintendent  of 
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Public  Instruction,  John  M.  Burnett,  Esq.,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  James  Deninan,  City  Superintendent 
of  Common  Schools. 

The  applicants  for  certificates  to  teach  English  were  thor- 
oughly examined  by  written  and  printed  questions  in  reading, 
spelling,  defining,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  history  of 
the  United  States,  theory  and  practice  of  teaching,  School  Law 
of  California,  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  composition, 
algebra,  physiology  and  natural  philosophy. 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  the  different  certificates  was 
the  same,  except  in  algebra  and  natural  philosophy,  which  were 
omitted  in  the  examination  of  applicants  for  third  grade  certi- 
ficates. 

One  hundred  and  forty-one  certificates  have  been  issued  during 
the  year,  viz.,  5  first  grade,  47  second  grade,  51  third  grade,  30 
special  certificates  to  teach  German  and  French,  5  to  teach  mu- 
sic, 1  to  teach  drawing,  1  to  teach  in  the  Evening  Schools,  and  1 
to  teach  in  the  Colored  School,  as  Principal.  Of  these,  3  certi- 
ficates of  the  first  grade  were  issued  upon  examination  by  the 
Board,  and  1  was  renewed;  1  certificate  of  the  second  grade  was 
issued  upon  examination,  and  13  were  renewed  ;  7  certificates  of 
the  third  grade  were  issued  upon  examination ,  and  44  were  re- 
newed; 31  special  certificates  were  issued  upon  examination,  and 
7  were  renewed. 

Of  the  25  special  certificates  issued  upon  examination  to 
teachers  wishing  to  instruct  in  the  foreign  languages  in  the  Cos- 
mopolitan Schools,  11  were  to  instruct  in  German,  11  in  French, 
and  3  in  German  and  French.  The  Board  was  assisted  in  the 
examination  in  the  German  language  by  Prof.  H.  N.  Bolander, 
Principal  of  the  Cosmopolitan  Schools,  Dr.  Carl  Precht,  and  Dr. 
Elkan  Colin,  and  in  the  French  language,  by  Dr.  Pigne  Dupuy- 
tren  and  M.  Theodore  Thiele,  editor  of  the  "National." 

The  graduates  of  the  Girls'  High  and  Normal  School  were 
granted  certificates  upon  their  examination  in  the  High  and  Nor- 
mal Training  School;  1  received  a  first  grade  certificate,  and  33 
received  second  grade  certificates.  After  six  months'  successful 
experience,  these  graduates  are  granted  higher  grade  certificates, 
according  to  the  option  of  the  L'oard. 
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TRUANT    OFFICER. 

In  my  last  report  I  urged  the  necessity  of  adopting  severe  and 
effective  measures  to  check  the  growing  evils  of  truancy  and  va- 
grancy, which  are  rapidly  corrupting  the  youth  of  our  city.  I 
am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  while  our  schools  have  largely 
increased,  the  cases  of  truancy  have  decreased  during  the  year 
from  1076  (the  number  reported  last  year)  to  892,  the  number 
this  year.  During  the  year  773  pupils  -were  reported  to  the 
Truant  Officer  for  being  absent  from  school  without  permission 
from  their  teachers.  On  visiting  their  homes  it  was  ascertained 
that  289  were  absent  on  account  of  sickness,  or  were  detained  to 
assist  their  parents,  and  4  were  withdrawn  from  school.  324 
truants,  who  have  been  reported  as  the  most  incorrigible,  have 
been  induced  to  return  to  school  through  the  exertions  of  the 
officer  and  the  influence  of  the  teachers,  who  in  some  instances 
have  shown  a  commendable  zeal  and  interest  in  visiting  parents 
to  reclaim  the  wayward  and  abandoned  youth  under  their  charge, 
which  should  entitle  them  to  our  kindest  consideration  and  grat- 
itude. 

Forty  incorrigible  boys,  who  have  defied  all  attempts  at  refor- 
mation by  their  teachers  and  parents,  have  been  brought  before 
the  Police  Judge  and  sentenced  to  the  Industrial  School,  to  res- 
cue them  from  lives  of  infamy  and  crime.  While  great  good  has 
been  accomplished  in  checking  truancy  in  our  schools,  yet  much 
remains  to  be  done  to  free  the  city  of  a  large  class  of  youthful 
vagrants  who  are  educating  themselves  in  the  streets  and  byways, 
and  around  the  wharves,  in  all  the  crimes  of  a  large  metropolis. 
There  are  at  least  2,000  children  in  San  Francisco  leading  idle 
and  vicious  lives,  who  do  not  attend  any  school,  and  who  are 
growing  up  in  ignorance  and  vice.  I  cannot  therefore  too 
strongly  recommend  the  necessity  of  passing  and  enforcing  the 
most  stringent  laws  to  repress  youthful  vagrancy.  If  parents 
will  not  control  their  children  and  educate  them  for  useful  mem- 
bers of  society,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State,  for  self-protection,  to 
assume  the  responsibility.  Society  should  also  be  educated  and 
aroused  to  the  importance  of  reclaiming  the  wayward  youth  in- 
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festing  our  city,  for  no  laws  can  effect  any  great  moral  remedy 
unless  sanctioned  by  an  enliglitenecl  public  sentiment. 


GRAMMAR    SCHOOLS*. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  grammar  classes 
was  4,541;  the  average  number  belonging  -was  3,911,  and  the 
average  daily  attendance  was  3,740. 

To  instruct  this  number  of  pupils  the  Board  of  Education 
employed  98  teachers,  viz.,  9  grammar-masters,  2  male  Principals 
of  mixed  schools,  one  lady  Principal"  of  mixed  school,  7  sub- 
masters,  8  head  assistants  and  71  assistants.  Five  special  teach- 
ers were  employed — two  in  drawing  and  three  in  vocal  music. 

The  average  number  of  pupils  to  each  teacher  was  40,  and  the 
average  daily  attendance  was  38.  The  tuition  of  each  pupil  dur- 
ing the  year  was  $2.14;  this  estimate  is  based  on  the  teachers' 
salaries  only. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-five  have  passed  over  the  course  of 
study  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  have  received  certificates  of 
graduation.  Of  this  number  132,  upon  a  re-examination  for  ad- 
mission to  the  High  Schools,  were  found  qualified  to  enter. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  pupils  who  gradu- 
ated from  the  Grammar  Schools  and  the  number  who  were  admit- 
ted to  the  High  Schools.

There  have  been  no  important  changes  in  the  Grammar  Schools 
during  the  year.  Greater  progress  has  been  attained  in  the 
instruction  of  the  Grammar  Department  than  during  any  previous 
year.  With  a  better  knowledge  of  the  new  course  of  study,  our 
teachers  have  been  more  practical  and  thorough  in  their 
instruction. 

At  the  annual  examination  in  June,  all  the  classes  which  had 
been  on  their  respective  grades  one  year  passed  a  thorough  and 
practical  examination.  The  results  given  in  the  foregoing  table 
show  that  the  pupils  acquitted  themselves  with  a  credit  which 
should  reflect  great  praise  upon  their  instructors.  The  pupils  were 
examined  this  year  in  writing,  the  same  as  last.  The  printed 
questions  were  all  prepared  by  the  Superintendent.  The  paper 
on  each  study  contained  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five  practical 
questions,  which  involved  all  the  important  topics  of  instruction 
taught  in  each  grade.  The  percentage  for  graduation  from  the 
first  grade-  was  left  optional  with  the  Grammar  Master  of  each 
District.  For  the  second,  third  and  fourth  grades  the  percentage 
was  75. 
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I  have  not  considered  it  wise  or  just  to  publish  the  percentage 
obtained  by  each  school,  on  account  of  the  great  difference  in 
crediting  the  answers  b}-  the  different  teachers  in  the  Department. 
Generally,  the  Principals  have  carefully  examined  and  credited 
the  classes  under  their  charge,  according  to  the  real  merits  of 
the  answers,  while  others  have  been  in  the  habit  of  marking  their 
pupils  too  libeially  in  order  to  give  their  schools  a  high  reputation 
for  scholarship.  Popularity  upon  such  a  false  basis  is  generally 
of  short  duration,  and  in  the  end  is  always  sure  to  injure  the 
classification  and  retard  the  real  progress  of  the  pupils. 

SUPERVISION. 

At  the  head  of  each  of  the  Grammar  Schools  there  is  a  Gram- 
mar Master  to  supervise  the  organization  of  the  Grammar  and 
primary  Schools  of  the  District.  In  order  to  give  him  time  to 
discharge  his  difficult  duties  to  the  best  advantage  to  the  School 
Department,  he  is  not  required  to  give  regular  instruction  to 
any  particular  class,  or  in  any  specified  study.  He  is  virtually  a 
Deputy  Superintendent,  and  is  made  responsible  for  the  general 
condition  and  management  of  all  the  classes  under  his  charge. 
By  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Education  it  is  his  duty,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent,  to  examine  and  classify  the 
pupils  in  the  several  classes  of  his  School  District.  He  is  also 
required  to  visit  the  Primary  Schools  in  his  District  at  least  once 
a  month,  for  the  purpose  of  noting  the  method  of  instruction,  and 
the  general  success  and  management  of  the  schools,  arid  is 
required  to  report  at  the  close  of  -  each  month  the  number  of 
visits  made,  and  the  schools  and  classes  visited.  He  is  author- 
ized and  required  to  examine  the  various  classes,  and  recommend 
such  changes  and  improvements  as  will  secure  a  uniform  system 
of  instruction,. in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Manual  of 
Instruction  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education.  In  connection 
with  the  Principals  of  the  Primary  Schools,  it  is  his  duty  to  enforce 
the  rule  requiring  every  teacher's  desk  to  be  supplied  with 
Calkin's  Object  Lessons,  Sheldon's  Elementary  Instructions,  "Wil- 
son's Manual,  Cowdery's  Moral  Lessons,  and  such  other  books  of 
reference  as  are  required  in  the  course  of  instruction  adopted  for 
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the  Primary  Schools.  It  is  also  his  duty,  after  consulting  with 
the  Principals  of  the  Primary  Schools,  to  make  an  annual  report 
to  the  Superintendent,  at  the  close  of  the  school  month  in  May, 
of  the  success  of  the  various  teachers  and  their  ability  and  fitness 
for  the  different  positions  in  the  School  Department. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  success  of  the  instruction  imparted 
in  our  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  depends,  to  a  great  extent, 
upon  the  administrative  ability  and  professional  qualifications 
and  character  of  our  Grammar  Masters.  In  connection  with  the 
Principals  of  the  High  Schools,  they  have  the  direct  supervision 
of  22,152  pupils ;  they  must,  therefore,  necessarily  exert  a 
controlling  influence  in  determining  the  character  of  our  schools. 
Through  the  pupils  and  teachers  under  their  charge  they  occupy 
positions  of  commanding  influence  in  shaping  public  sentiment 
in  respect  to  the  education  of  the  youth  of  our  city. 

The  old  motto,  "As  is  the  teacher  so  is  the  school,"  under  oiw 
present  organization  should  read,  "As  is  the  teacher  so  is  the 
class/'  and  "As  is  the  .PRINCIPAL  so  is  the  School." 

A  school  organized  and  controlled  by  an  able  and  energetic 
Principal,  with  even  ordinary  class-teachers,  will  accomplish 
better  results  than  a  school  with  good  teachers,  managed  by  an 
incompetent  and  inefficient  Principal.  In  my  visits  I  have  always 
observed  that  those  schools  which  accomplish  most  are  those  pre- 
sided over  by  the  most  competent  and  hard-working  Principals. 

Wherever  an  efficient  principal  visits  his  classes  daily  to  give 
model  exercises  and  appropriate  suggestions  relative  to  the  best 
methods  of  teaching,  I  have  always  found  that  such  schools  pro- 
duce excellent  results. 

How  important  it  is,  then,  that  the  Board  of  Education  should 
employ  none  but  the  most  gifted  and  able  educators  to  fill  the 
responsible  position  of  Principal.  In  the  language  of  another, 
' '  He  ought  to  be  a  man  of  such  power  that  his  influence  should 
be  a  constant  presence,  extending  from  the  highest  grade  of  his 
school  to  the  lowest,  permeating  all,  and  following  his  pupils  to 
their  homes.  His  should  be  the  mind  to  direct  the  labor  of  his 
associates  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  unity  of  design  to  the  instruc- 
tion of  every  department.  He  ought  to  be  not  only  an  earnest 
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and  thoughtful  teacher,  but  he  should  be  one  whose  mind  and 
nature  have  been  broadened  and  liberalized  by  a  generous  cul- 
ture. He  ought  to  know  how  to  teach  any  subject  or  grade  in  his 
school  better  than  any  teacher  of  that  subject  or  grade."  I  have 
thus  called  attention  to  the  important  duties  of  the  Principals  of 
our  schools,  to  show  who  is  mainly  responsible  for  the  practical 
management  and  success  of  our  schools. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  most  of  our 
Principals  are  able  teachers,  who  have  labored  with  a  zeal  in 
elevating  the  character  and  usefulness  of  the  schools  under  their 
charge,  which  should  entitle  them  to  the  highest  consideration 
and  praise  of  every  friend  of  education ;  yet  some  have  given  but 
little  attention  to  the  personal  supervision  of  the  classes  commit- 
ted to  their  charge.  They  have  not  infused  that  earnestness  and 
enthusiasm  in  the  work  of  the  school-room,  without  which  there 
can  be  but  little  success  in. the  education  of  youth. 

PRIMARY    SCHOOLS. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Primary  Schools 
during  the  year  was  16,628  ;  the  average  number  belonging  was 
11,527;  and  the  average  daily  attendance  was  10,769. 

The  whole  number  of  teachers  regularly  employed  was  231; 
the  average  number  of  pupils  to  each  teacher  was  50,  and  the 
average  daily  attendance  was  47.  The  average  tuition  for  each 
scholar  attending  during  the  year  was  $11.78. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  Primary  pupils  en- 
rolled in  each  school  at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  number  exam- 
ined and  the  number  promoted.

A  glance  at  these  statistics  is  sufficient  to  show  the  magnitude 
and  importance  of  this  branch  of  our  public  instruction.  More 
than  three-fourths  of  all  the  children  attending  our  schools  are 
now  receiving  instruction  in  our  primary  classes.  Nearly  the 
entire  youthful  population  of  our  city  will  depend  upon  the  in- 
struction imparted  in  these  schools  during  the  most  important 
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years  of  their  lives,  while  many  of  the  children  of  the  poor  and 
unfortunate  classes  will  receive  their  only  schooling-  in  the  ele- 
mentary classes  of  the  Primary  Department.  How  important, 
then,  that  the  foundations  of  our  education,  which  are  here  laid, 
should  be  upon  a  broad  and  generous  basis;  for  if  they  are  not 
firmly  and  wisely  laid,  the  future  temple  of  life  must  partake  of 
their  imperfections. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  our  Primary  Schools 
are  doing  excellent  wrork,  and  will  compare  favorably  with  those 
I  have  visited  in  Eastern  cities.  The  instruction  under  our  new 
course  of  study  is  thorough  and  practical,  and  the  teach- 
ers, both  principals  and  assistants,  are  generally  efficient  and 
thorough  instructors.  A  large  majority  of  our  teachers  are  de- 
sirous to  improve  their  qualifications  for  their  difficult  task,  and 
to  this  end  they  have  invited  and  adopted  suggestions  in  regard 
to  the  best  methods  of  instructing  the  youth  under  their  charge. 
It  is  true,  there  are  some  inefficient  and  incompetent  teachers  in 
the  Department,  who  care  mere  about  drawing  their  salary  than 
they  do  to  improve  in  their  methods  of  teaching;  but  I  am  happy 
to  report  that  there  are  but  few  of  this  class,  and  I  trust  that 
their  number  will  soon  be  less. 

In  my  visits  to  the  Primary  Schools  I  found  much  to  approve 
and  commend.  Especially  is  this  the  case  in  the  lowest  grades. 

Greater  attention  has  been  given  to  oral  instruction  and  object 
teaching.  The  teachers  have  generally  devoted  considerable  time 
and  attention  in  preparing  themselves  to  give  instruction  in  these 
lessons,  which  are  of  great  value  in  stimulating  the  perceptive 
faculties  and  in  awakening  a  desire  in  children  to  notice  the 
familiar  objects  which  they  see  in  the  world  around  them.  Habits 
of  observation  and  accuracy  in  the  use  of  language  have  thus 
been  imparted  to  even  the  youngest  pupils,  which  is  invaluable 
in  teaching  them  to  express  in  their  own  language  the  knowledge 
which  they  have  acquired. 

There  has  also  been  great  improvement  in  the  writing  of  the 
Primary  Schools. 

Under  the  old  course  of  study  there  was  no  script  writing  in 
the  8th,  9th  and  10th  grades,  but  now  the  children  in  these  classes 
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can  write  their  names  and  spelling  lesson  as  easily  and  legibly  as 
they  formerly  printed  them. 

Considerable  attention  has  also  been  given  to  sentence  making 
and  to  the  correct  use  of  language. 

It  is  pleasant  to  visit  some  of  our  Primary  Classes  to  witness  the 
ease  with  which  the  children  will  construct  beautiful  impromptu 
sentences  in  regard  to  any  familiar  object  which  may  be  named. 

I  have  received  some  very  sprightly  compositions  from  scholars 
of  the  7th  grade,  which  would  reflect  credit  upon  pupils  of  the 
Grammar  Classes. 

Local  geography  is  now  taught  in  all  the  grades  of  the  Primary 
Department;  first  by  pointing  out  the  directions  of  the  streets  and 
the  principal  objects  which  can  be  seen  from  the  school,  and  then 
by  oral  lessons  on  the  important  places  in  California  and  the 
Pacific  Coast-  so  that  every  scholar  passing  through  the  Primary 
Classes  can  acquire  quite  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  geography 
of  his  own  section  of  the  country. 

While  there  is  much  to  say  in  praise  of  our  Primary  Schools, 
there  is  also  much  to  be  accomplished  before  they  will  arrive  at 
that  degree  of  perfection  which  is  desirable.  In  most  of  our  Pri- 
mary Classes  we  are  far  behind  Chicago  and  other  Eastern  cities  in 
teaching  numbers.  Too  much  time  is  worse  than  lost  in  attempting 
to  teaching  the  arithmetical  tables  by  concert  exercises,  which  is  a 
mere  parrot-like  operation  that  weakens  the  reasoning  faculties  and 
destroys  all  power  of  individual  thought  and  reflection.  It  is  an  evil 
which  should  be  prohibited  by  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. Better  results  could  be  obtained  in  half  the  time  which  is 
now  devoted  to  memorizing  lessons,  if  the  pupils  were  individu- 
ally drilled  in  combining  numbers  and  analyzing  the  operations 
which  they  perform. 

The  management  of  the  recesses  deserves  more  attention  than 
it  receives.  There  is  room  for  much  improvement  in  this  respect 
in  a  few  of  the  schools.  In  some  there  is  a  wholesome  discipline 
which  governs  everything,  from  the  time  the  pupils  leave  their 
seats  until  they  return  again;  while  in  others  the  yards  during 
recess  are  scenes  of  disorder  and  confusion.  According  to  the 
rules  of  the  Department,  at  least  one  teacher  is  required  to  be  in 
each  yard  to  supervise  the  children  and  direct  their  exercises  and 
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behavior  during  recess;  but  I  fear  that  this  wise  and  important 
regulation  is  not  faithfully  observed  in  many  of  the  Primary  and 
Grammar  Schools. 

COLORED  SCHOOL. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  this  school  during  the 
year  was  145,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  was  76. 

Although  there  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  attendance 
of  this  school  since  it  has  been  permanently  located  on  the  corner 
of  Taylor  and  Vallejo  streets,  yet  there  has  not  been  that  interest 
manifested  by  the  parents  in  its  success  and  prosperity  which  is 
desirable. 

While  some  of  the  colored  population  are  satisfied  with  the  pro- 
vision which  the  Board  of  Education  has  made  for  the  education 
of  their  children,  yet  there  is  quite  a  large  number  who  will  not 
be  contented  until  they  are  granted  the  privilege  of  sending  their 
children  to  the  same  school  with  the  white  pupils. 

The  Board  of  Education  is  willing  to  give  them  equal  educa- 
tional facilities  in  their  own  schools  with  any  other  class  of  citizens; 
it  is  therefore  unwise  and  unfortunate  for  the  colored  people 
to  insist  upon  enforcing  the  attendance  of  their  children  at  the  white 
schools,  in  opposition  to  the  State  School  law  and  the  general 
sentiment  of  the  community.  It  would  be  far  better  for  them  to 
unite  with  the  officers  of  the  School  Department  in  laboring  to 
elevate  the  character  and  usefulness  of  their  present  school.  As 
soon  as  the  number  of  children  will  warrant  the  expenditure,  the 
Board  of  Education  will  establish  colored  schools  in  other  sections 
of  the  city. 

The  school  is  making  fair  progress  under  the  able  supervision 
of  Mrs.  Georgia  Washburn,  who  has  labored  efficiently  to  advance 
the  best  interests  of  the  pupils  committed  to  her  charge. 

CHINESE  SCHOOL. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  attending  the  Chinese  School  was 
202,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  only  20.  This  irregular 
attendance  is  mainly  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  pupils  are  young 
men  who  only  attend  school  long  enough  to  acquire  sufficient

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knowledge  of  our  language  to  enable  them  to  transact  business 
with  us,  when  they  leave  school  to  act  as  clerks  and  interpreters 
for  their  countrymen. 

Since  the  last  Legislature  repealed  the  law  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  Chinese  Schools,  I  question  the  legality  and 
propriety  of  expending  the  public  funds  to  educate  these  young 
men,  while  we  have  not  the  means  to  furnish  suitable  accommo- 
dations for  the  large  number  of  our  own  children  constantly  ap- 
plying for  admission. 

EVENING    SCHOOLS. 

I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  the  progress  which  has  been  made 
in  this  important  branch  of  our  system  of  public  instruction  dur- 
ing the  last  year. 

There  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  and  the 
regularity  of  attendance.  A  deeper  interest  has  been  manifested 
among  the  pupils  to  improve  the  liberal  opportunities  which  the 
Department  has  furnished  them  for  their  intellectual  advance- 
ment and  material  prosperity.  During  the  year  there  were  or- 
ganized four  Evening  Schools  for  males,  two  for  females,  one 
for  colored  males  and  females,  and  one  for  Chinese.  The  number 
of  teachers  employed  was  22 — 20  males  and  2  females.  The 
highest  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  year  was  993; 
the  average  attendance  wras  503 — a  gain  of  147.  The  average 
number  taught  by  each  teacher  was  22.  Most  of  the  classes  in 
the  Lincoln  School  were  quite  large,  averaging  from  35  to  50, 
while  some  of  the  outside  classes  were  quite  small.  A  large 
majority  of  the  pupils  are  young  men  from  1C  to  30  years  of  age, 
who  seem  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  exercises  of  the  school, 
and  who  evince  an  earnest  desire  to  overcome  the  difficulties  of 
their  position  and  to  make  up  for  the  losses  of  youth.  The  pro- 
gress that  some  of  the  young  men — and  even  those  who  are 
advanced  in  life — have  made  in  learning  to  read  and  write  is 
truly  astonishing.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  the  German  and 
French  classes.  They  have  declared  their  purpose  to  make  this 
country  their  future  home;  they  therefore  show  a  deep  interest 
in  making  themselves  familiar  with  our  language.  Their  order 
and  decorum  have  been  most  exemplary,  and  they  are  more 
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punctual  in  their  attendance,  and  bestow  more  attention  to  their 
studies,  than  do  the  younger  pupils  in  the  other  classes.  Very 
many  who  upon  entering  could  scarcely  speak  a  word  of  English, 
before  the  close  of  the  term  of  eight  months  could  read  and 
write  quite  understandingly. 

I  regret  exceedingly  to  report  that  there  has  been  but  little 
interest  evinced  among  the  girls  of  the  city  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  advantages  of  the  Evening  School.  At  first,  two  classes  were 
opened — one  in  the  Cosmopolitan  School  building,  corner  of 
Bush  and  Stockton  streets,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  E.  M. 
Tiebout,  and  one  in  the  Post-street  Cosmopolitan  building,  under 
the  charge  .of  Mrs.  A.  E.  DuBois;  after  a  few  months  the  class 
on  Stockton  street  was  reduced  to  a  few  scholars,  who  were  con- 
solidated with  the  school  on  Post  street.  The  average  attendance 
in  both  the  Female  Evening  Schools  during  the  year  was  32.  The 
pupils  were  very  irregular  in  their  attendance,  which  retarded 
their  progress  in  their  studies.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  greater 
interest  will  be  taken  in  this  branch  of  our  Evening  Schools  the 
coming  year. 

The  classes  in  Commercial  Instruction  and  Mechanical  Draw- 
ing, which  I  recommended  in  my  last  report,  were  organized 
during  the  last  term,  and  have  met  with  promising  success. 
The  instruction  imparted  in  them  is  of  that  practical  character 
which  will  fit  the  young  men  of  our  city  for  the  practical  duties 
of  life.  I  cannot  too  strongly  commend  these  classes  to  the  fos- 
tering care  of  the  Board  of  Education.  We  need  in  our  Public 
Schools  more  practical  instruction,  which  will  educate  the  youth 
of  our  country  in  the  different  trades  and  professions,  by  which 
they  will  have  to  acquire  their  daily  support.

This  is  an  application  for  peremptory  mandamus.  The  peti- 
tioner on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1861,  entered  into  certain  contracts 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  perform  certain  "street" 
work.  In  due  time  the  work  was  completed  and  accepted,  and 
an  assessment  was  delivered  to  him.  He  thereupon  attempted 
to  enforce  collection  of  the  unpaid  assessment  by  suit  against 
the  persons  and  property  assessed.  The  Supreme  Court  in  the 
case  of  Creighton  vs.  Manson,  27  Cal.  E.  613,  adjudged  that  the 
assessments  were  illegally  imposed  and  incapable  of  being  en- 
forced, so  that  he  was  deprived  of  all  rights  under  the  assess- 
ment and  could  make  no  collections  thereon. 

The  Legislature  of  the  State,  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  1870, 
enacted  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the  Kelief  of  Patrick  Creigh- 
ton, James  Brennan  and  Patrick  Donahue,"  which  directed  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  order  paid  to  the  parties  named  in  the 
Act  various  sums  of  money,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  nearly 
forty  thousand  dollars. 

The  Governor  returned  the  said  Act,  with  objections  thereto, 
based  mainly  on  the  ground  that  it  was  unconstitutional. 

On  the  llth  day  of  March,  1870,  after  reconsideration,  it  passed 
the  Senate  and  Assembly  by  the  lawful  majority,  and  therefore 
became  a  law. 

On  the  23d  day  of  May,  1870,  the  petitioner  requested  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  order  and  direct  the  payment  of  the  sum 
of  $13,506,  together  with  the  interest  thereon. 

Being  advised  thereto,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  refused  to 
pass  said  order. 

Thereupon  petitioner  filed  his  petition  for  the  issuance  of  a 
peremptory  writ  of  mandate. 

The  petition  was  filed  June  1,  1870,  and  on  the  llth  day  of 
July  a  demurrer  and  answer  was  filed,  raising  the  question  as  to 
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whether  or  not  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  was  in  contravention  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

On  July  18,  1870,  the  cause  was  argued  in  the  Supreme  Court 
and  submitted  for  decision,  which  is  expected  at  the  October  term 
of  the  Court.

This  involves  the  validity 
of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  and 
pay  for  services  rendered  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, passed  March  4,  1870,  which  said  Act  in  substance  author- 
izes the  Judge  of  the  County  Court,  upon  application  of  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  under  the  Act  of  April  4,  1864,  to  fix  and 
determine  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  Commissioners  for 
services  rendered  in  the  matter  of  extending  Montgomery  street, 
from  the  date  of  their  appointment  to  the  date  of  the  presenta- 
tion of  their  application. 

The  County  Judge  was  also  directed  to  fix  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation for  counsel,  clerk  hire,  secretary,  and  all  expenses  inci- 
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dental  or  otherwise.  Upon  the  determination  of  the  County 
Judge,  the  Auditor  was  directed  to  audit  and  the  Treasurer 
directed  to  pay  out  of  the  General  .Fund  the  amount  determined 
upon  by  said  County  Judge  to  be  due. 

On  the  9th  day  of  April,  1870,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the 
County  Judge,  making  application  to  have  allowed  and  deter- 
mined the  amount  to  which  the  applicants  might  be  entitled  for 
their  services  and  other  expenses. 

The  amount  specified  was  the  sum  of  $99,145  85. 

On  the  2d  day  of  July,  1870,  the  affidavit  of  Eelator  was  filed 
in  the  District  Court  of  the  15th  Judicial  District,  and  a  writ  of 
certiorari  was  issued,  returnable  July  G,  1870.

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CONCLUSION. 

The 'business  of  the  City  and  County  in  my  department  has 
largely  increased  during  the  last  year. 

The  questions  arising  in  regard  to  the  settlement  of  the  Outside 
Land  Assessment,  and  relative  to  conveyances  by  the  City  and 
County  of  its  title  to  the  Outside  Lands,  have  been  among  the 
most  numerous  as  well  as  the  most  important. 

I  believe  that  the  action  taken  upon  all  those  questions  is  such 
that  in  no  event  will  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  be 
liable  for  any  of  its  proceedings  in  the  premises. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body 
to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  testimony  for  the  City  and  County 
in  its  landed  litigation,  and  I  regret  that  no  action  has  been  had 
by  your  Honorable  Body  in  the  matter. 

In  all  the  cases  which  I  have  tried,  I  have  had  to  search  after 
witnesses  and  perform  labor  not  expected  or  required  of  an  attor- 
ney in  any  case;  and  owing  to  the  vast  amount  of  litigation,  and 
its  magnitude  and  importance,  your  Honorable  Body  should  take 
some  action  in  placing  at  the  hands  of  the  law  officer  of  the  City 
and  County  the  necessary  assistance  for  procuring  testimony. 

In  reference  to  the  duty  performed  as  counsel  to  the  various 
officers  of  the  City  and  County,  I  would  state  that  it  increases 
almost  monthly. 

A  great  portion  of  my  time  has  been  consumed  in  advisory 
duties  to  the  different  officers  and  departments,  and  I  am  not 
aware  of  any  opinion  of  mine  resulting  in  loss  or  disadvantage 
to  any  department  of  the  Municipal  Government. 

In  reference  to  that  portion  of  the  Resolution  requiring  a  state- 
ment of  expenditures,  I  would  state  that  there  has  been  no  extra 
expense  attending  my  department.

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 


ADDRESS  OF  CHARLES  D.  CARTER,  ESQ.,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL 
SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT,  AT  THE  CELEBRATION  OF  THE  ELEVENTH  AN- 
NIVERSARY OF  THE  INSTITUTION,  MAY  17,  1870. 

LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN — On  behalf  of  this  Institution  and  the  Board  of 
Managers,  I  bid  you  a  cordial  welcome ;  and  I  thank  you  heartily  for  the  kindly 
interest  you  have  manifested  towards  it,  by  .being  present  on  the  celebration  of 
its  Eleventh  Anniversary. 

It  becomes  my  duty  on  this  occasion,  as  President  of  the  Institution,  to 
present  an  exhibit  of  its  income  and  expenditure  during  the  past  year — its 
present  financial  condition  and  prospects;  and  also  to  make  such  suggestions 
as  to  its  future  management  as  may  seem  best  adapted  to  subserve  its  interests 
and  carry  out  the  great  objects  for  which  it  has  been  established. 
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In  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  I  shall  now  proceed  to  give  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Institution  and  its  sources  of  income  during 
the  past  year. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Industrial  School  Depart- 
ment at  the  last  Anniversary  amounted  to $16,354  38

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In  the  above  are  not  inchided  the  girls  at  the  Magdalen  Asylum,  who  were 
committed  to  the  School,  and  who  number  twenty-one. 

The  above  indebtedness  is  merely  nominal,  inasmuch  as  the  appropriation 
made  to  the  Institution  by  the  last  Legislature  will  entirely  wipe  it  out — a 
desideratum  at  which  all  will  rejoice.  In  connection  with  these  details  of  the 
finances  of  the  Institution  I  may  remark — and  I  don't  know  whether  I  should 
be  pleased  or  sorry  for  it — but  it  is  a  notorious  fact,  that  for  some  reason  or 
other,  the  boys  have  increased  very  fast  during  the  last  three  months.  Whether 
this  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  good  treatment  they  receive  here  or  to  the  greater 
demoralization  that  prevails  in  the  community,  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
have  been  increased  in  a  greater  proportion  than  for  any  similar  period  of  its 
existence. 

I  must  here  take  occasion  to  remark  that  the  girls  who  made  a  prominent 
feature  at  the  Anniversary  Exercises  on  former  occasions,  have  been  removed 
to  the  Magdalen  Asylum;  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  change  has  been  pro- 
ductive of  the  most  satisfactory  results.  It  is  certainly  a  much  better  place  for 
them. 

At  all  events,  the  Managers  are  satisfied  that  they  should  remain  there  until 
we  can  provide  a  suitable  building  for  them. 

Another  gratifying  fact,  to  which  I  desire  to  call  attention  is,  that  not  a  single 
death  has  occurred  in  the  Institution  for  the  last  two  years.  This  spoke  well 
for  the  healthiness  of  the  location  and  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Dean,  who  held 
medical  charge  of  the  inmates  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  house. 

It  is  customary,  I  believe,  on  occasions  like  the  present,  to  give  long  tables 
and  minutely  detailed  statements  of  the  condition  of  the  various  departments 
of  the  Institution;  but  I  shall  not  fatigue  you  with  these  items.  I  shall  now 
proceed  to  explain  to  you  as  fully  and  clearly  as  I  can  the  practical  working  of 
the  Institution  during  the  past  year,  and  the  changes  and  improvements  that 
have  been  made  in  its  management. 

Since  the  last  anniversary  several  important  reforms  have  been  made. 
Instead  of  harshness  or  cruel  treatment  in  the  management  of  the  boys,  a  sys- 
tem of  kindness  has  been  inaugurated;  and  the  governing  principle  of  the 
Institution  now  is,  to  appeal  to  the  better  feelings  of  the  boys.  This  has  worked 
well,  and  the  probability  is  that  it  will  never  be  changed. 

For  that  result,  I  am  authorized  to  say — if  not  officially — at  all  events  I  feel 
justified  in  giving  a  great  part  of  the  credit  to  our  new  Superintendent. 
He  had  faithfully  and  ably  discharged  the  duties  of  his  position,  just  as  if  he 
had  presided  over  the  Institution  for  years;  and  he  had  done  this  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  endear  himself  to  the  boys,  who  looked  upon  him  as  a  father. 
The  other  officers  had  also  acquitted  themselves  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and 
deserved  the  thanks  of  the  Managers  and  the  public. 

Many  people  entertain  strange  ideas  on  the  subject  of  the  reformatory  dis- 
cipline which  should  be  resorted  to  in  a  school  of  this  character.  Some  think 
that  the  only  way  to  reclaim  a  bad  boy  was  to  inflict  upon  him  the  severest 
corporal  punishment,  and  to  manacle  him  hand  and  foot  in  irons.  I  am  happy

to  say  that  this  system  is  now  entirely  ignored,  and  for  weeks  past  not  a  single 
boy  has  been  touched  with  a  stick;  yet  the  most  perfect  order  and  discipline 
has  been  maintained.  On  this  point  the  audience  were  at  liberty  to  satisfy 
themselves  by  making  inquiries  of  the  boys,  who  were  under  no  restraint 
whatever,  and  would  answer  any  questions  put  to  them. 

My  object  in  reference  to  this  matter  will  be  appreciated  when  you  recall  to 
mind  the  stories  that  were  circulated  some  time  ago  relative  to  the  punishment 
inflicted  in  this  Institution.  It  therefore  gives  me  great  pleasure  now  to 
present  to  you  a  brighter  and  more  pleasing  side  of  the  picture.  Few  persons 
have  an  idea  of  the  duties  which  the  Managers  of  an  Institution  like  this  owe 
to  the  public  and  to  those  committed  to  their  care. 

The  object  of  an  Industrial  School  is  to  perform  for  its  inmates  the  kind 
duties  of  parents,  and  yet  to  enforce  the  stern  discipline  of  an  institution  of 
reform.  I  need  not  say  that  under  the  best  possible  circumstances,  it  must 
necessarily  perform  the  functions  of  a  parent  in  a  rough-shod  manner;  yet, 
while  admitting  this,  I  believe  and  trust  we  may  now  claim  that  its  reformatory 
features  are  not  iron-gloved.  I  think  I  may  claim  for  my  associates — and  the 
best  feelings  of  my  heart  allow  me  to  claim  for  myself — the  most  sincere  desire 
to  benefit,  both  physically  and  mentally,  every  inmate  of  this  Industrial  School. 
I  know  that  in  this  Institution — we  all  know  that  in  all  such  institutions 
everywhere — abuses  may  exist. 

These  it  is  easy  to  point  out  and  condemn  with  unsparing  harshness. 

But  any  abuses  that  may  have  existed  here  we  have  labored  industriously  to 
weed  out.  We  ask  and  expect  no  compensation  for  our  labors,  except  that 
best  and  most  lasting  of  compensations — the  pleasure  which  springs  from  the 
performance  of  good  acts  towards  those  who  have  been  unfortunate  through 
ignorance  or  neglect. 

While  all  of  us  are  eager  enough  in  the  race  after  fortune  in  the  outside 
world,  we  can  justly  say  that  we  have  kept  an  oasis  of  sympathy  in  our  hearts 
for  the  erring  anc|  the  ignorant  inside  these  walls,  whom  we  wish  to  school  into 
proper  obedience,  into  good  citizenship,  into  honest  occupation,  into  obe- 
dience of  the  laws  of  God  and  man.  Our  object  in  meeting  this  day  is  to  see 
what  progress  we  have  made  in  this  direction.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  bal- 
ance on  the  credit  side  of  the  ledger  is  large,  and  the  debit  side  very  small. 

There  is  another  question  that  has  given  us  some  uneasiness  and  a  great  deal 
of  trouble.  It  is  now  settled.  I  refer  to  the  religious  education  .and  culture 
of  the  children  of  this  School. 

Until  lately,  the  injustice  of  refusing  the  inmates  of  the  School  to  be  instructed 
in  the  religion  which  they  were  brought  up  in  has  been  perpetrated.  The 
outrage  in  this  case  had  been  all  the  greater,  because  such  refusal  shut  out 
fully  two-thirds  of  the  children  from  religious  instruction  of  any  kind. 

So  long  as  they  were  not  allowed  to  worship  God  after  their  own  way,  both 
their  parents  and  themselves  refused  to  hear  of  their  receiving  religious  teach- 
ing at  all,  and  a  march  backward  in  the  direction  of  heathenism  was  being 
made. 
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Such  unjust  exclusion  might  have  been  deemed  eminently  proper  two  hun- 
dred or  three  hundred  years  ago;  but  it  was  an  ill-fitting  garment  for  California 
wear  in  this  nineteenth  century,  and,  as  such,  with  the  consent  of  the  friends 
of  the  Institution  of  all  creeds,  it  had  been  thrown  aside ;  and  now  the  voice  of 
praise  and  thanksgiving  is  allowed  to  rise  to  God  on  the  Sabbath  from  the  in- 
mates of  the  School — the  Catholic,  the  Presbyterian,  the  Methodist  and  the 
Episcopalian  alike  enjoying  the  privilege  of  worshipping  in  that  way  which 
the  arbiter  of  conscience  dictates  to  him. 

In  conclusion,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  ask  for  this  Institution  and  its  inmates 
that  kindly  forbearance  at  your  hands  which  the  helpless  and  unfortunate  are 
entitled  to.  In  the  case  of  many  who  are  the  recipients  of  our  benevolence,  it 
is  "their  misfortune,  not  their  fault,"  that  they  are  here. 

The  circumstances  of  a  newly  settled  country,  to  which  the  good  and  bad  of 
all  nations  on  earth  have  contributed  the  population — the  absence  to  a  large 
extent  of  the  restraints  of  home  and  family,  religion  and  education,  which  exer- 
cise such  civilizing  and  christianizing  influence  on  older  communities,  the  con- 
tinual vicissitudes  of  fortune  and  untimely  bereavement  of  parental  superin- 
tendence— these  are  causes  of  the  juvenile  misconduct  so  prevalent  in  the 
land. 

I  ask  from  you  the  same  kind  forbearance  towards  these  poor  children  that 
you  would  wish  to  be  shown  towards  your  own,  should  it  ever  be  their  fortune 
or  misfortune  to  be  placed  in  the  same  circumstances. 

By  extending  to  this  Institution  your  sympathy  and  co-operation,  its  managers 
will  be  encouraged  and  enabled  to  carry  on  the  great  and  holy  and  beneficent 
work  for  which  it  was  founded,  the  recipients  of  your  bounty  will  be  made 
good  and  useful  citizens,  and  society  will  be  benefited  to  the  remotest  gener- 
ation.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

Of  the  City  and  County  of  S&n  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  submit  their  Annual  Report, 
showing  the  condition  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  for  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1870. 

At  an  election  held  on  Wednesday,  September  1,  1869,  Benjamin  H.  Free- 
man was  re-elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  for  the  term 
of  five  (5)  years. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  year 
1869-70  :  ' '  An  Act  amendatory  of  and  supplementary  to  an  Act  entitled  an 
Act  to  establish  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco" was  passed  (and  received  the  Governor's  approval  on  the  14th  day  of 
March,  1870),  by  which  the  places  occupied  as  Fire  Commissioners  by  Messrs. 
Erastus  N.  Torreyj  and  John  C.  Merrill,  who  were  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Underwriters  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  were  made  vacant,  and  the  Governor 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  amended  Act,  appointed  Messrs.  Chas. 
E.  McLane  and  Tyler  Curtis  to  fill  the  vacancies,  who  took  their  seats  as  mem- 
bers of  this  Board  on  the  5th  day  of  April,  1870. 

This  Department  at  present  consists  of  eight  (8)  Steam  Fire  Engines,  twelve 
(12)  Horse  Hose  Eeels,  two  (2)  Hook  and  Ladder  Trucks,  thirty-two  (32) 
Horses,  with  the  necessary  equipment. 
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The  number  of  members  to  which  the  Department  is  now  entitled  is  one 
hundred  and  sixty-three  (163),  exclusive  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  and  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  and  divided  as  follows:  Eigh^  (8)  Engine- 
men,  eight  (8)  Firemen,  fourteen  (14)  Drivers,  four  (4)  Stewards,  two  (2) 
Tlllermen,  and  (1)  Corporation  Yard-Keeper,  who  are  permanently  employed, 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  (126)  members  who  do  fire  duty  only  when 
alarmed  for  that  purpose. 

These,  together  with  four  (4)  men  employed  by  your  Honorable  Body  in  the 
Corporation  Yard,  one  (1)  Superintendent  of  Steamers,  one  (1)  Assistant 
Superintendent,  one  (1)  Hydrant  Man,  and  one  (1)  Drayman,  constitute  the 
entire  force  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Referring  you  to  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  herewith  accompanying, 
for  details  of  the  transactions  and  workings  of  the  Department  fdr  the  Fiscal 
Year  ending  June  30,  1870. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  held  on  the  llth  day  of 
October,  1870,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  President  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to  procure  legal 
advice  on  the  vexed  question  which  has  so  often  occupied  the  attention  of  this 
Board,  viz.,  whether  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  according  to  the  amended  Act, 
reorganizing  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  have  any  power  to  employ  any 
person  to  serve  in  any  capacity  in  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER 


SAN  FRANCISCO  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners : 

GENTLEMEN — The  laws  of  our  Department  and  the  resolutions. of  your  Hon- 
orable Body  make  it  incumbent  on  the  Chief  Engineer  to  present  to  you  a 
report  of  the  condition,  operations  and  requirements  of  the  Fire  Department 
at  the  close  of  each  Fiscal  Year.  And  as  my  predecessor  retained  and  occupied 
that  position  up  to  and  after  its  close  (June  30,  1870),  and  has  failed  to  make 
any  report  to  your  Honorable  Body,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  present  such  facts 
and  make  such  recommendations  as,  in  my  judgment,  will  enhance  and  pro- 
mote the  efficiency  of  the  Department.  , 

Your  Honorable  Body  appointed  me  to  the  office  of  Chief  Engineer  on  the 
20th  of  July,  1870,  and  I  immediately  assumed  the  duties  of  the  office.  My 
first  care  and  attention  was  directed  to  the  condition  of  the  apparatus  and  ma- 
terial of  the  Department,  which  was  done  by  a  personal  visit  and  inspection 
of  all  the  houses  and  apparatus  of  the  Department. 

On  application  at  the  office  of  the  County  Auditor  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  several  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  our  Department,  I  learned 
that  the  "Kunning  Expense  Fund"  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1870-71,  had  been 
drawn  on  and  used  by  my  predecessor  for  the  uses  of  the  Department,  to  the 
amount  of  about  six  thousand  ($6,000)  dollars:  this  encroachment  on  our 
principal  and  most  urgent  annual  appropriation  makes  it  doubly  necessary 
that  the  strictest  economy  shall  be  practiced  during  the  current  year,  as  we 
have  at  our  disposal  but  nineteen  thousand  ($19,000)  dollars,  against  thirty- 
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one  thousand  ($31,000)  dollars  expended  or  drawn  during  the  Fiscal  Year 
1868-69. 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  is  all  in  good^  and  serviceable  condition, 
and  I  respectfully  recommend  for  the  promotion  of  the  efficiency  of  the  De- 
partment and  the  preservation  of  property,  the  hereinafter  named  necessary 
equipment  and  material. 

NEW   HOUSES 

Should  be  erected  for  Engine  Companies  Nos.  2,  4,  5,  6  and  8,  Hose  Company 
No.  1,  and  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  1.  In  my  judgment  the  new 
house  for  Engine  Company  No.  2  should  be  located  near  the  house  at  present 
occupied  by  that  Company,  and  to  be  constructed  so  as  to  afford  sufficient 
accommodations  for  the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  and  Boards 
of  Engineers  and  Foremen. 

The  house  at  present  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  1  is  entirely  unfit  for 
a  habitation  for  either  man  or  beast,  and  I  respectfully  urge  your  Honorable 
Body  to  secure  the  erection  of  a  house  for  this  Company  without  unnecessary 
delay.  I  should  recommend  that  the  new  house  for  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany No.  1  be  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Mission  and  Sixth  streets,  and  to  be  so 
constructed  that  a  Hose  Company  may  be  accommodated  and  run  from  the 
same  building,  thus  saving  the  expense  of  one  house,  and  greatly  facilitating 
the  preservation  of  property  in  this  thickly  populated  and  growing  neigh- 
borhood. 

I  would  recommend  that  Engine  Company  No.  6  (six)  be  removed  to  the 
vicinity  of  Bryant  and  Fifth  streets,  believing  that  this  will  be  a  more  central 
location  than  the  present  one,  and  give  that  Company  more  extended  opportu- 
nities for  usefulness  in  the  preservation  of  property. 

HOSE. 

I  redbmmend  the  purchase  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  feet  of  hose  as  soon  as 
possible,  a  recent  examination  having  convinced  me  that  it  is  highly  necessary 
to  the  subcessful  working  of  the  Department.  When  this  is  furnished,  I  think 
we  shall  have  a  sufficient  supply  for  the  present  Department,  until  the  opening 
of  the  next  Fiscal  Year. 

HORSES. 

There  are  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Department  thirty-five  (35)  horses, 
thirty-two  (32)  of  which  are  required  for  the  conveyance  of  apparatus  to  and 
from  alarms  and  fires;  one  (1)  is  used  in  the  Department  Dray,  and  two  (2) 
are  held  in  reserve  as  spare  horses,  to  be  used  in  case  of  sickness  or  disability 
of  any  of  those  in  service  in  the  several  Companies;  seven  (7)  of  the  above 
mentioned  horses  are  totally  unfit  for  the  peculiar  service  required  of  them. 
I  therefore  recommend  that  an  equal  number  of  good  horses  be  purchased  aud 
the  condemned  horses  be  sold. 
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BELLS. 

Great  uneasiness  and  much  difficulty  is  experienced  by  members  of  our 
Department  residing  in  the  southwestern  portions  of  the  city  in  hearing  the 
fire-alarm,  and  I  recommend  that  a  Fire  Alarm  Bell  of  sufficient  size  be  placed 
on  the  House  of  Engine  Company  No.  7,  at  the  Mission,  and  that  the  Bell 
now  used  by  that  Company  be  placed  on  the  House  of  Hose  Company  No.  5, 
on  Market  street,  near  Tenth  street. 


ALARMS     ON    APPARATUS. 

The^  crowded  condition  of  our  thoroughfares  during  the  day-time  and  even- 
ing make  it  exceedingly  difficult  (and  frequently  dangerous  to  citizens)  for  our 
Department  to  proceed  to  alarms  of  fire  with  that  promptness  and  rate  of 
speed  which  is  always  necessary,  and  in  order  to  insure  safety,  and  properly 
protect  the  public  interest.  I  would  suggest  and  recommend  that  one  or  more 
small  bells  be  attached  to  the  several  pieces  of  apparatus,  which  shall  give 
warning  of  their  approach. 

NEW    FIRE   ALARM   BOXES. 

Our  principal  hotels,  all  having  private  watchmen  in  the  night-time,  and 
during  the  day-time  large  numbers  of  people  in  and  around  their  vicinity,  I 
would  recommend  that  alarm  boxes  be  placed  in  each  of  them,  which  shall 
strike  the  number  of  the  box  located  most  adjacent  to  the  hotel  from  which  an 
alarm  shall  be  given,  thus  insuring  to  our  Department  an  early  and  timely 
alarm,  and  a  consequent  prompt  response  on  our  part,  which  must  conduce  to 
the  great  benefit  of  all,  as  the  most  important  point  (to  our  Department)  in 
cases  of  fire,  is  a  quick  and  correct  alarm  from  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  a  fire. 

CISTERNS. 

The  removal  of  a  Department  Cistern  from  the  junction  of  Harrison  and 
Second  streets,  by  the  operators  of  the  new  grade  for  the  latter  street,  makes 
it  highly  important  and  necessary  that  another  should  be  constructed  in  that 
neighborhood,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  cistern  of  one  hundred  thousand 
(100,000)  gallons  capacity  be  constructed  at  the  junction  of  First  and  Harrison 
streets. 

The  rapid  extension  and  growth  of  the  city  to  the  south  and  west  admonish 
me  of  the  necessity  of  an  increase  of  water  facilities  for  the  use  of  our  Depart- 
ment, as  in  case  of  an  accident  or  disarrangement  to  the  Water  Company's 
pipes,  that  large  district  would  be  entirely  unprotected  in  the  event  of  a  serious 
conflagration.  I  therefore  recommend  that  eight  (8)  cisterns  of  the  capacity 
of  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  gallons-  each  be  constructed,  to  be  located  at  such 
points  as  may  be  selected  by  the  proper  authority. 
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NEW    COMPANIES. 

The  reasons  given  in  the  preceding  recommendation  for  new  cisterns  are 
quite  sufficient  to  justify  me  in,  as  I  am  already  convinced  of  the  necessity  of, 
urging  on  your  Honorable  Body  the  formation  of  two  (2)  new  Engine  Com- 
panies in  the  above  mentioned  district,  and  I  would  recommend  that  one  of 
them  be  located  in  the  neighborhood  ol  Bryant  and  Twenty-fourth  (24)  streets, 
and  the  other  in  the  vicinity  of  Geary  and  Franklin  streets,  and  that  both  Com- 
panies shall  be  provided  with  third-class  steam  fire  engines. 

NEW    ENGINE. 

The  first-class  steam  engine  now  in  service  of  Engine  Company  No.  1  is 
too  heavy  for  constant  use  at  fire  alarms,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  new 
third-class  steam  fire  engine  be  immediately  purchased  and  placed  in  the 
service  of  Engine  Company  No.  5,  and  the  engine  now  used  by  that  Company 
placed  in  the  service  of  Engine  Company  No.  1;  the  large  engine  of  the  last 
named  Company  to  be  placed  in  the  Corporation  Yard  and  kept  in  good  repair, 
and  ready  for  use  in  case  of  emergency,  or  accident  to  other  engines  of 
the  Department;  and  in  this  connection  I  would  also  recommend  the  purchase 
of  three  (3)  small  suctions  to  be  substituted  in  case  of  accident  to  either  of 
those  now  in  use. 

HYDRANTS . 

A  list  of  the  Hydrants  located  and  set  during  the  past  year  will  be  found 
annexed  to  this  Report,  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  that  two  hundred  (200) 
new  hydrants  be  purchased,  to  be  placed  in  the  most  advantageous  position,  as 
the  work  of  pipe-laying  progresses  by  the  Water  Company. 

SOUTH   SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  citizens  and  property-owners  of  South  San  Francisco  have  made  fre- 
quent applications  to  this  office  for  apparatus  and  hose  for  the  protection  of 
property  in  that  growing  but  isolated  neighborhood.  I  therefore  suggest  and 
recommend  that  one  hand-engine  and  hose-reel  and  one  thousand  feet  of  hose 
be  placed  in  charge  of  responsible  parties,  and  in  a  convenient  location,  where 
the  greatest  benefit  may  be  obtained;  and  as  a  necessity  for  the  carrying  out  of 
the  above  suggestion,  I  would  recommend  that  two  cisterns,  of  a  capacity  of 
forty-thousand  gallons  each,  be  constructed  in  the  above  named  neighbor- 
hood, and  in  such  locations  as  may  be  selected  after  a  careful  examination  of 
the  surroundings. 

DEPARTMENT   RELIEF    FUND. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  this  Fund,  maintained  by  the  monthly  contributions 
of  the  members  of  the  Department  and  the  liberal  donations  of  a  few  private 
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citizens,  has  thus  far  amply  sustained  the  demands  made  upon  it,  and  has 
been  productive  of  much  relief  and  assistance  to  our  members  who  have  been 
sick  or  injured  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 

AMENDMENT    OF    FIRE    ORDINANCE. 

The  prevailing  custom  among  builders  in  this  city,  of  leaving  open  spaces 
in  basements  and  under  the  roofs  of  a  continuous  number  of  buildings,  is  pro- 
ductive of  much  unnecessary  damage  and  loss  by  fire.  I  therefore  recommend 
to  your  Honorable  Body  an  amendment  to  said  Ordinance,  and  urge  you  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  necessity  of 
amending  the  Fire  Ordinance,  so  as  to  provide  that  all  buildings  to  be  'here- 
after erected  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  whe,n  more  than  one 
building  is  to  be  constructed,  shall  have  all  division  partitions,  from  foundation 
to  under  side  of  roof,  boarding  closely  planked,  to  prevent  the  strong  current  of 
air  which  will  otherwise  prevail;  if  this  be  faithfiilly  carried  out  fires  will,  in 
most  cases,  be  confined  to  the  building  in  which  they  originate;  but  if  the  pre-  ' 
sent  system  be  continued,  extensive  conflagrations  may  be  expected,  as,  in 
some  instances,  rows  of  buildings  already  constructed  and  extending  almost 
an  entire  block,  are  built  in  the  objectionable  manner  referred  to. 

Another  amendment,  which  I  conceive  to  be  very  desirable  and  necessary, 
is,  that  hereafter  plans  and  specifications  of  all  alterations  to  buildings  within 
the  fire  limits,  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Wardens  for  their 
approval,  before  being  acted  on  by  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Closing  this  portion  of  my  report,  I  would  remark  that  it  would  subserve  the 
public  interest  if  owners  of  buildings,  where  iron  doors  and  shutters  are  used, 
could  be  induced  to  leave  in  them  a  small  opening  whence  fires  could  be  dis- 
covered, which  otherwise  might  remain  undiscovered  until  a  fire  had  gained 
headway  sufficient  to  produce  disastrous  conflagrations. 

LOSSES    BY  'FIRE. 

The  losses  by  fire  and  other  details  will  be  found  in  the  history  of  the  work 
of  the  Department,  furnished  in  another  portion  of  this  report. 

I 
FIRE   ALARM    TELEGRAPH. 

The  working  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  is  prompt  and  efficient,  and  our 
Department  is  indebted  to  the  Superintendent  and  ever-vigilant  gentlemen  by 
whom  it  is  conducted  for  much  of  the  success  which  has  attended  our  efforts 
in  the  extinguishing  of  fires,  by  the  promptness  and  correctness  with  which 
alarms  have  been  sounded,  and  tender  them  our  appreciation  and  thanks  for 
their  fidelity  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Fire  Department. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  would  remind  your  Honorable  Body  that  the 
facts  recited  are  necessarily  drawn,  in  a  great  measure,  from  my  personal  ex- 
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perience  as  Assistant  Engineer  in  the  Department,  not  having  the  advantage 
of  the  notes  and  official  observation  of  my  predecessor  during  the  year  last 
past;  but  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Department  generally  is  active  and  effi- 
cient in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incumbent  upon  them :  and  since  my 
assumption  of  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Chief  Engineer,  I  have  been  ably 
supported  by  all  the  officers  and  members  in  the  discharge  of  our  common  duty. 

To  the  Chief  of  Police  and  the  men  in  his'  Department,  the  Fire  Marshal 
and  his  Deputies,  I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  aid  and  assistance  rendered 
by  them,  and  shall  always  feel  grateful  for  the  support  they  have  given  me, 
and  which,  I  believe,  they  are  ready  and  willing  to  give  in  time  of  necessity, 
and  frequently  of  great  personal  danger. 

To  your  Honorable  Body,  who  have  elevated  me  to  this  responsible  position, 
I  am  under  the  deepest  obligations  of  gratitude,  and  tender  you  my  sincere 
and  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  honor  conferred  on  me;  and  I  assure  you  that  it 
shall  be  my  pride  and  ambition  to  so  discharge  my  whole  duty  as  to  retain  the 
esteem  and  confidence  of  the  gentlemen  who  compose  your  Honorable  Board, 
and,  through  you,  the  respect  of  my  fellow-citizens.

The  Engineman,  Fireman  and  Driver  are  permanently  employed.  These, 
together  with  the  Foreman  and  eight  Hosemen,  who  do  duty  only  when 
alarmed,  constitute  the  Company. 

This  Engine  was  built  by  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Company,  at  Man- 
chester, New  Hampshire,  and  is  a  first-class  double  Engine.  It  has  vertical 
reciprocating  steam  cylinders,  7%  inches  in  diameter,  and  two  double-acting 
vertical  pumps,  4%  inches  in  diameter  and  12-inch  stroke,  and  will  discharge 
about  600  gallons  per  minute. 

A  Tender,  to  carry  fuel,  and  a  Water-tank,  for  the  supply  of  the  Boiler, 
make  a  part  of  the  machine.  The  Tender  will  carry  fuel  enough  for  two  hours' 
consumption,  and  the  Water-Tank  will  contain  60  gallons. 

This  Company  was  organized  December  3,  1866,  from  which  time  they  have 
had  charge  of  this  Engine. 

The  weight  of  this  Engine,  with  three  men,  is  about  8,500  pounds. 

The  House  of  this  Company  is  new  and  in  good  condition.  This  Company 
have  in  charge  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  (1,350)  feet  of  Hose.  The 
Hose  Reel  is  two-wheeled,  of  the  Amoskeag  build.  The  returns  show  that  the 
Engine  rolled  to  two  hundred  and  thirty  (230)  alarms,  and  worked  at  thirty 
(30)  fires  thirty-seven-hours  (37.30)  and  one-half  during  the  year.

The  Engineman,  Fireman  and  Driver  are  permanently  employed.  These, 
together  with  the  Foreman  and  eight  Hosemen,  who  do  duty  only  when 
alarmed,  constitute  the  entire  Company .  This  Company  was  organized  on  the 
3d  day  of  December,  1866,  and  did  duty  with  an  Engine  used  in  the  Volunteer 
Department  until  they  took  charge  of  their  present  apparatus,  which  is  a  second- 
class  Amoskeag  double  Engine,  and  has  two  steam  cylinders  6%  inches  in 
diameter,  and  two  double-acting  vertical  pumps  4  inches  in  diameter  and 
10 -inch  stroke,  and  will  discharge  about  four  hundred  gallons  per  minute.  The 
weight  of  this  Engine,  including  three  men,  is  about  6,400  pounds.  This  Com- 
pany have  in  charge  a  two  (2)  wheeled  Hose-Cart,  built  in  this  city,  together 
with  1,350  feet  of  Hose. 
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The  returns  of  this  Company  show  that  during  the  year  they  rolled  to  two 
hundred  and  thirty-four  (234)  alarms,  and  worked  at  seventy-one  (71)  fires, 
eighty-one  hours  and  fifty-five  minutes  (81.55.)

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  accordance  with  Kesolution  No.  1,334  of  your  Honorable 
Body,  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Tele- 
graph for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1870,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

CONDITION    OF    THE    TELEGRAPH. 

All  the  Lines,  Machinery  and  Instruments  are  in  perfect  working  order,  and 
during  the  past  year  the  Telegraph  has  given  renewed  evidence  of  its  invalua- 
ble advantages  as  a  system  ot  transmitting  alarms. 

APPARATUS   IN    USE. 

We  have  in  operation  ninety-six  (96)  Signal  Boxes,  and  about  forty-five  (45) 
miles  of  wire,  five  (5)  large  Bells,  and  twenty-two  (22)  Gongs. 

NUMBER    OF    ALARMS    FOR    THE    YEAR. 

The  total  number  of  Alarms  received  and  struck  for  the  year  by  means  of 
the  Telegraph  was  two  hundred  and  thirty  (230).  The  causes  were  as  follows: 
Actual  fires,  onejiundred  and  ninety  (190);  Chimneys,  twenty-one  (21);  Bon- 
fires, seven  (7) ;  Second  Alarms,  three  (3) ;  Asphaltum,  two  (2) ;  Ashes,  one  (1) ; 
Falling  in  of  sewer,  one  (1) ;  Exhibition,  one  (1) ;  False,  four  (4).  The  highest 
number  in  any  one  month  was  July,  thirty-four  (34) .  The  least  January,  seven 

(7). 

An  accurate  account  is  kept  of  the  time  of  giving  each  alarm,  and  the  sta- 
tion from  which  it  is  received. 
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MERIDIAN    BELLS. 

Three  blows  are  struck  on  all  the  Bells  and  Gongs  at  12  o'clock  M.  (Ten- 
nent's  time.) 

POLICE    TELEGEAPH. 

The  Police  Telegraph  is  in  daily  use  by  the  Police  and  Health  Departments, 
and  is  working  very  satisfactorily.  An  extension  of  this  line  from  the  Alms- 
house  to  the  Industrial  School  is  contemplated. 

KEYS    TO    THE    SIGNAL    BOXES. 

Keys  to  the  Signal  Boxes  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Police,  and  are  also  left  in 
grocery  stores  and  dwellings  most  convenient  to  the  Boxes. 

SECOND    ALARMS. 

Upon  a  second  alarm  being  given  from  the  same  box,  it  will  be  considered  a 
general  alarm.  Complaints  concerning  the  workings  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph, irregular  striking  of  the  Bells  and  Gongs,  broken  wires,  etc.,  should  in 
all  cases  be  promptly  reported  at  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Office,  Brenham 
Place. 

ADDITIONAL   BELL. 

An  additional  Bell  of  two  thousand  pounds  weight,  with  the  necessary  Tower 
and  Striking  Apparatus,  is  needed  at  the  Mission. 

EXTENSION. 

An  appropriation  of  five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  has  been  authorized  for 
the  purchase  and  erection  of  twenty  (20)  of  the  American  Fire  Alarm  Tele 
graph  Company's  improved  automatic  Signal  Boxes.  It  is  proposed  to  locate 
these  Boxes  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  where  fires  are  most  frequent,  and 
remove  the  crank-boxes  to  the  outskirts  of  the  city. 

APPROPRIATION. 

The  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  ($15,000)  dollars  was  appropriated  by  the  last 
Legislature  for  extensions  and  repairs  of  the  Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph 
for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

HORSE    AND    WAGON. 

I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  horse,  harness  and  light  wagon  for 
the  use  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph.  The  horse  now  in  use  is  the  property  of 
the  Repairer. 

TELEGRAPH    EMPLOYEES. 

The  force  consists  of  the  Superintendent  of  Telegraph,  three  Operators  and 
one  Repairer.  The  Operators  have  each  in  turn  the  charge  of  the  instruments 
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at  the  Central  Office,  and  are  accountable  to  the  Superintendent  for  any  omis- 
sions or  mistakes  that  may  occur  during  their  respective  watches.  The  Re- 
pairer  has  under  his  charge  the  Wires,  Bells,  Gongs  and  Batteries  belonging 
to  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  and  in  addition  has  to  perform  porter's  duties 
about  the  office. 

The  constant  extension  of  our  lines  and  additional  machinery  and  boxes  to 
look  after,  will  soon  require  the  employment  of  an  additional  man. 

My  thanks  are  due  the  Operators  and  Repairer  for  the  very  satisfactory 
manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  respective  duties.

For  facility  of  reference,  the  Appendix  or  Supplementary  Acts,  except  those  relating  to 
revenue,  are  arranged  chronologically,  in  the  order  of  their  passage. 

The  Acts  concerning  revenue  it  has  been  thought  best  to  group  together,  for  the  convenience 
of  considering  the  Revenue  Law  as  a  whole.

FRANCISCO,  TO  ESTABLISH  THE  BOUNDARIES  OF  THE  CITY 
AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  AND  TO  CONSOLIDATE 
THE  GOVERNMENT  THEREOF. 

[Approved  April  19,  1856.] 


The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

ARTICLE   I. 

SECTION  1.  The  corporation,  or  body  politic  and  corporate,  now  existing 
and  known  as  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  shall  remain  and  continue  to  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  in  name  and  in  fact,  by  the  name  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  may  sue 
and  defend  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters  and  proceedings  what- 
ever, and  may  have  and  may  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  at 
pleasure,  and  may  purchase,  receive,  hold,  and  enjoy  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty, and  sell,  convey,  mortgage,  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  common 
benefit.  The  boundaries  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  as 
follows:  Beginning  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  three  miles  from  shore,  and  on  the 
line  (extended)  of  the  United  States  survey,  separating  townships  two  and  three, 
south  (Mount  Diablo  meridian),  and  thence  running  northerly  and  parallel  with 
the  shore,  so  as  to  be  three  miles  therefrom  opposite  Seal  Rock;  thence  in  the 
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same  general  direction  to  a  point  three  miles  from  shore,  and  on  the  northerly 
side  of  the  entrance  to  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco ;  thence  to  low  water  mark  on 
the  northerly  side  of  the  said  entrance,  at  a  point  opposite  Fort  Point;  thence 
following  said  low  water  mark  to  a  point  due  northwest  of  Golden  Kock;  thence 
due  southeast  to  a  point  within  three  miles  of  the  natural  high  water  mark  on 
the  eastern  shore  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco ;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction 
to  a  point  three  miles  from  said  eastern  shore,  and  on  the  line  first  named 
(considered  as  extending  across  said  bay) ;  and  thence  along  said  first  named 
line  to  the  place  of  beginning.  The  islands  in  said  bay,  known  as  the  Acatraces 
[Alcatraces],  and  Yerba  Buena,  and  the  islands  in  said  ocean  known  as  the 
Farallones,  shall  be  attached  to  and  form  a  part  of  said  city  and  county ;  provided, 
however,  that  all  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  corporation  heretofore  and  now 
known  as  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  shall  survive  to,  and  continue  against, 
the  corporations  continued  by  this  Act.  The  district  or  districts  of  said  city 
and  county,  bordering  upon  the  southern  line  thereof,  as  heretofore  established, 
shall  be  extended  to  the  southern  line  of  said  city  and  county  as  established  in 
this  Act.  [Amended,  April  18,  1857,  209.] 

SEC.  2.  The  public  buildings,  lands,  and  property,  all  rights  of  property 
and  rights  of  action,  and  all  moneys,  revenues,  and  income,  belonging  or  ap- 
pertaining either  to  the  corporation  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  or  to  the 
County  of  San  Francisco,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  vested  in,  and  to  appertain 
to,  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and  the  moneys  in  the  treasury 
of  said  city,  and  in  the  treasury  of  said  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  all  the 
revenues  and  income  from  whatsoever  source  arising,  including  delinquent  taxes 
upon  persons  and  property  appertaining  to  the  said  city  or  to  the  said  county, 
shall  be  handed  over,  paid  and  received  into  the  treasury  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  as  a  part  of  the  General  Fund;  or  where  the  said 
moneys,  revenues,  and  income,  or  any  part  thereof,  have  been  heretofore  and 
still  remain  set  apart  and  dedicated  by  lawful  authority  to  the  use  of  a  Special 
Fund,  the  necessity  and  objects  of  which  still  continue,  the  same  shall  continue 
to  be  received,  held,  and  disbursed  for  the  same  use,  unless  it  is  otherwise 
provided  in  this  or  some  other  Act. 

SEC.  3.  The  records,  books,  and  papers  in  the  custody  of  the  said  City 
Treasurer,  shall  be  handed  over  to  and  received  into  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  said  city  and  county,  and  all  other  books,  records,  and  papers  of  the 
said  corporation,  shall  be  delivered  and  received  into  the  custody  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  find  shall  not  be  withheld 
under  any  claim  of  a  lien  thereon  for  arrears  of  salary,  fees,  services,  or  ad- 
vances, nor  under  any  other  pretence  whatsoever.  Suits  and  actions  may  be 
brought  and  maintained  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
for  the  recovery  of  any  property,  money,  or  thing  belonging  thereto,  or  the 
enforcement  of  any  rights  of,  or  contracts  with,  said  city  and  county.  And 
from  any  judgment  rendered  against  the  said  city  and  county  in  any  court,  an 
appeal  may  be  taken  by  the  said  city  and  county,  where  such  appeal  is  allowed 
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by  law,  without  the  giving  of  any  appeal  bond  or  undertaking,  on  complying 
with  the  other  requisites  prescribed  by  law. 

SEC.  4.  All  the  existing  provisions  of  law,  denning  the  powers  and  duties 
of  county  officers,  excepting  those  relating  to  Supervisors  and  Boards  of  Super- 
visors, so  far  as  the  same  are  not  repealed  nor  altered  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  shall  be  considered  as  applicable  to  officers  of  the  said  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  acting  or  elected  under  this  Act.  Provision  shall  be  made  from 
the  revenues  of  the  said  city  and  county  for  the  payment  of  the  legal  indebted- 
ness of  the  former  city  corporation  and  of  the  County  of  San  Francisco.  The 
taxes  which  may  be  levied  and  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall 
be  uniform  throughout  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco ;  but  in  case 
it  should  hereafter  be  found  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the 
said  city  indebtedness,  to  increase  taxation  beyond  the  rate  of  the  county  tax 
levied  upon  property  in  said  County  of  San  Francisco,  during  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  such  increased  taxation,  over  and  above 
the  rate  aforesaid,  shall  be  levied  and  assessed  exclusively  upon  the  real  and 
personal  property  situated  within  the  limits  defined  in  the  second  section  of 
the  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  re-incorporate  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  passed 
May  fifth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,1  and  not  upon  such  prop- 
erty situated  without  those  limits. 

SEC.  5.  Immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  present  City  Attor- 
ney, Surveyor-General,  and  C.  K.  Garrison,  shall  proceed  to  lay  off  the  said 
city  and  county  into  twelve  convenient  districts,  equal  in  population  as  near  as 
conveniently  may  be,  giving  a  distinct  name  to  each  district,  the  boundaries  of 
which  they  shall  accurately  define  by  reference  to  public  streets,  roads  or  other 
permanent  monuments,  and  shall  cause  a  map  to  be  made  representing  the 
said  districts,  with  their  names  and  boundaries  so  fixed.  The  act  of  said  offi- 
cers establishing  said  districts,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  said  city  and  county,  and  the 
original  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk,  and  the  map  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  said  County  Surveyor.  Each  of  said  districts  shall  consti- 
tute an  election  precinct.2

SEC.  7.  By  the  term  "  qualification  of  officers,"  as  used  in  this  Act,  is  to  be 
understood,  their  having  taken  the  oath  of  office,  given  the  official  bond,  where 
it  is  required  by  law,  and  complied  with  all  the  requisites  prescribed  by  the 
statutes  of  this  State,  to  entitle  and  qualify  them  to  exercise  the  functions  of 
their  offices. 

SEC.  8.  The  Sheriff,  County  Clerk,  County  Kecorder,  Treasurer,  District 
Attorney,  Auditor,  Tax  Collector,  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  High- 
ways, Surveyor,  Harbor  Master  and  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said 
city  and  county,  shall  keep  public  offices,  which  shall  be  kept  open  for  the 
transaction  of  business  every  day  in  the  year,  except  Sundays,  Christmas,  New 
Year's,  Fourth  of  July,  Thanksgiving,  the  twenty-second  of  February,  and  on 
any  days  during  which  a  general  election  shall  be  held,  betwaen  the  hours  of 
nine  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  four  o'clock  P.  M.  [Amended,  May  14,  1861,  375.] 

SEC.  9.  Whenever  vacancies  occur  in  any  elective  office  of  the  said  city  and 
county,  and  provision  is  not  otherwise  made  in  this  or  some  other  Act  for 
filling  the  same  until  the  next  election,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint 
a  person  to  discharge  the  duties  of  such  office  until  the  next  election,  when  the 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  for  the  term,  excepting  vacancies  in  the  office 
of  Dock  Masters,  which  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointments  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. 4  All  persons  so  appointed  shall,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  take 
the  oath  of  office  and  give  bond  as  required  by  law.  But  in  an  action  or 
proceeding  where  the  Sheriff  of  said  city  and  county  is  a  party,  or  is  interested, 
or  otherwise  incapacitated  to  execute  the  orders  or  process  therein,  the  same 
shall  be  executed  by  a  suitable  person,  residing  in  said  city  and  county,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  court,  and  denominated  an  "Elisor,"  who  shall  give  such 
security  as  the  court  in  its  discretion  may  require,  and  shall  execute  the  process 
and  orders  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Sheriff'  is  required  to  execute  similar 
process  and  orders  in  other  cases.5

AKTICLE  II. 

PUBLIC    OKDEK    AND    POLICE. 

SEC.  15.  The  Department  of  Police  of  said  city  and  county  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  in  subjection  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
the  rules  and  regulations,  not  in  conflict  therewith,  which  may  be  established 
by  competent  authority,  under  the  powers  granted  in  this  Act.  In  the  suppres- 
sion of  any  riot,  public  tumult,  disturbances  of  the  public  peace,  or  organized 
resistance  against  the  laws,  or  public  authorities  in  the  lawful  exercise  of  their 
functions,  he  shall  have  all  the  powers  that  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  con- 
ferred upon  sheriffs  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  his  lawful  orders  shall  be 
promptly  executed  by  all  Police  Officers,  Watchmen  and  Constables  in  the  said 
city  and  county  ;  and  every  citizen  shall  also  lend  him  aid,  when  required,  for 
the  arrest'  of  offenders  and  maintenance  of  public  order. 
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SEC.  16.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  keep  a  public  office,  which  shall  be 
open,  and  at  which  he,  or  in  case  of  his  necessary  absence,  a  Captain  of  Police, 
or  Police  Officer,  by  him  designated  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  in  attendance, 
at  all  hours,  day  and  night.  In  case  of  his  necessary  absence  from  his  office, 
it  shall  be  made  known  to  the  Police  Officer  in  attendance  where  he  can  be 
found,  if  needed,  and  he  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  city  and  county, 
•  without  urgent  necessity,  and  leave  obtained,  in  writing,  from  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Police  Judge  and  County  Judge,  or  two  of  them,  who 
shall,  at  the  time  of  granting  the  same,  appoint  a  person  to  act  during  his 
absence,  with  all  his  powers,  duties  and  obligations.  If  such  absence  from  the 
city  and  county  be  on  any  other  than  business  immediately  connected  with  his 
office,  he  shall  lose  his  salary  for  the  time  'of  such  absence,  of  which  account 
•  shall  be  taken  by  the  Police  Judge. 

SEC.  17.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  designate  one  or  more  out  of  the  number 
of  Police  Officers  to  attend  constantly  upon  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  to  execute 
the  orders  and  process  of  the  said  Court  ;  he  may  order  to  be  arrested  and  to 
be  taken  before  the  Police  Judge,  any  person  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  peace  or 
a  violation  of  the  general  regulations  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
under  the  authority  granted  in  this  Act  ;  he  shall  supervise  and  direct  the  Police 
force  of  said  city  and  county,  and  shall  observe  and  cause  to  be  observed  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  regulations  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors in  relation  thereto  ;  he  shall  see  that  the  lawful  orders  and  process  issued 
by  the  Police  Judge's  Court  are  promptly  executed;  and  shall  exercise  such  other 
powers  connected  with  his  office  as  head  of  Police,  as  may  be  prescribed  in 
the  general  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

SEC.  18.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  acquaint  himself  with  all  the  statutes  and 
laws  in  force  in  this  State  denning  public  offences  and  nuisances  and  regulat- 
ing criminal  proceedings,  and  shall  procure  and  keep  in  his  office  the 
Statutes  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States,  and  all  necessary  elementary 
works  on  that  subject  ;  he  shall  give  information  and  advice  touching  said  laws, 
gratuitously,  to  all  Police  Officers  and  Magistrates  asking  it.

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SEC.  21.  The  Clerk  of  the  Police  Judge's  Court  shall  keep  a  record  of  its 
proceedings,  issue  all  process  ordered  by  said  Court,  receive  and  pay  weekly 
into  the  treasury  of  the  city  and  county  all  fines  imposed  by  said  Court,  and 
render  to  the  County  Auditor,  monthly,  and  before  any  amount  can  be  paid 
him  on  account  of  salary,  an  exact  and  detailed  account,  upon  oath,  accom- 
panied with  an  exhibition  of  said  record,  of  all  fines  imposed  and  moneys  col- 
lected since  his  last  account  rendered.  He  shall  prepare  bonds,  justify  and 
accept  bail,  when  the  amount  has  been  fixed  by  the  Police  Judge,  in  cases  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  he  shall  fix,  justify  and  accept  bail,  after 
arrest,  in  the  absence  of  the  Police  Judge,  in  all  cases  not  amounting  to  a 
felony,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  effect  as  though  the  same  had 
been  fixed  by  the  Police  Judge.  The  said  Clerk  shall  remain  at  the  court-room 
of  said  court,  in  the  City  Hall,  during  the  hours  named  in  section  eight  of  the" 
Act  of  which  this  is  amendatory,  and  during  such  reasonable  hours  thereafter 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  his  said  duties.  I  Amended, 
May  18,  1861,  514.] 

SEC.  22.  All  fines  imposed  by  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  Court  of  Sessions10  of 
said  city  and  county,  or  any  Justice's  Court,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
thereof,  as  part  of  the  Police  Fund;  in  cases  where,  for  any  offence,  the  said 
Courts  are  authorized  to  impose  a  fine  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  or 
both,  they  may,  instead  thereof,  sentence  the  offender  to  be  employed  in  labor 
upon  the  public  works  of  said  city  and  county,  for  a  period  of  time  equal  to 
the  term  of  imprisonment  which  might  be  legally  imposed,  and  may,  in  case 
of  imposing  a  fine,  embrace  as  a  part  of  the  sentence,  that  in  default  of  pay- 
ment of  such  fine,  the  offender  shall  be  employed  to  labor  on  said  public  works 
at  one  dollar  a  day  till  the  fine  imposed  is  satisfied.  By  the  public  works,  as 
used  in  this  Act,  is  understood  the  construction,  or  repair,  or  cleaning,  of  any 
street,  road,  dock,  wharf,  public  square,  park,  building,  or  other  works  what- 
soever, which  is  authorized  to  be  done  by  and  for  the  use  of  the  said  city  and 
county,  and  the  expense  of  which  is  not  to  be  borne  exclusively  by  the  individ- 
uals or  property  particularly  benefited  thereby. 

SEC.  23.  The  Chief  of  Police,  in  conjunction  with  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Police  Judge,  the  concurrence  of  two  of  them 
being  necessary  to  a  choice,  shall  appoint  four  Captains  of  Police,  each  from  a 
different  district,  and  as  many  Police  Officers,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
I  Amendment,  April  4,  1864;  1863-4,  502],  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  de- 
termine to  be  necessary.

No  person  can  be  appointed  Captain  of  Police  or  Police  Officer, 
unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  a  resident  and

All  the  certificates  so  produced, 
shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police. 

SEC.  25.  Police  Captains  and  Officers  may  be  suspended  from  office  by  the 
Chief  of  Police,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors and  Police  Judge,  removed  from  office  for  official  negligence,  ineffi- 
ciency, or  misconduct,  under  such  general  rules  and  regulations,  not  contrary 
to  law,  as  may  have  been  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  they  shall 
receive  from  the  treasury  of  said  city  and  county,  payable  out  of  the  Police 
Fund,  such  compensation  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  a  year,  each,  for  Captains,  and 
one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  a  year,  each,  for  Police  Officers.12 

SEC.  26.  Neither  the  Chief  of  Police,  Captains,  or  any  officer  of  Police, 
shall  follow  any  other  profession  or  calling,  become  bail  for  any  person  charged 
with  any  offence  whatever,  receive  any  present  or  reward  for  official  services 
rendered,  or  to  be  rendered,  unless  with  the  knowledge  and  approbation  of  a 
majority  of  the  Police  Commissioners,  to. wit:  the  Police  Judge,  President  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  Chief  of  Police  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco — such  approbation  to  be  given  in  writing;  nor  be  allowed  pay  for  any 
period  during  which  they  shall  absent  themselves  from  public  duty,  unless 
such  absence  necessarily  result  from  indisposition  or  disability  occasioned  by 
injuries  suffered  while  in  the  discharge  of  official  duty.  Police  Officers  in  sub- 
jection to  the  orders  of  the  respective  Captains,  and  all  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  shall  be  prompt  and  vigilant  in  the  detection 
of  crime,  the  arrest  of  public  offenders,  the  suppression  of  all  riots,  frays,  duels 
and  disturbances  of  the  public  peace,  the  execution  of  process  from  the  Police 
Judge's  Court,  in  causing  the  abatement  of  public  nuisances,  the  removal  of 
unlawful  obstructions  from  the  public  streets,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws 
and  regulations  of  Police.

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SEC.  27.  In  case  of  great  public  emergency  or  danger,  the  Chief  of  Police 
may  appoint  an  additional  number  of  Policemen,  of  approved  character  for 
honesty  and  sobriety,  who  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  other  Police  Officers 
for  twenty-four  hours  only,  but  without  pay.  The  Chief  of  Police,  Captains, 
and  every  officer  of  the  permanent  force,  shall  provide  themselves  with  a 
uniform  and  badge  of  office,  to  be  prescribed  by  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  which  shall  be  worn  by  them  upon  all  occasions,  with  such  ex- 
ceptions as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Chief  of  Police  in  the  performance  of  de- 
tective duty. 

SEC.  28.  Charges  of  oppression  or  official  misconduct,  when  presented  by 
any  citizen  of  the  said  city  and  county,  against  any  Police  Captain  or  Officer,  and 
verified  on  oath,  setting  forth  the  specific  acts  complained  of,  shall  be  received 
and  attentively  considered  and  determined  by  the  Police  Judge,  President  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  Chief  of  Police,  giving  to  the  accused  due  no- 
tice, and  an  impartial  hearing  in  defence.  The  Chief  of  Police,  Police  Judge, 
and  all  other  officers  now  acting  or  hereafter  to  be  elected  or  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  be  accused,  tried,  and  removed  from  office  in 
the  mode  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  State  for  the  removal  of  civil  officers 
otherwise  than  by  impeachment. 

SEC.  29.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  establish  a 
convenient  number  of  Police  Stations;  determine  within  what  districts  the  Po- 
lice Officers  and  Captains  shall  usually  be  distributed  and  employed;  designate 
the  prisons  to  be  used  for  the  reception  of  all  persons  arrested  or  convicted 
and  sentenced  for  public  offences,  in  cases  not  provided  for  by  law;  [and]  ap- 
point, during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  the  keeper  of  such  prisons.

AKTICLE  V. 

SUPERVISORS. 

SEC.  65.  The  Supervisors,  in  their  respective  districts,  shall  vigilantly  ob- 
serve the  conduct  of  all  public-  officers,  and  take  notice  of  the  fidelity  and  ex- 
actitude, or  the  want  thereof,  with  which  they  execute  their  duties  and  obliga- 
tions, especially  in  the  collection,  custody,  administration,  and  disbursement 
of  public  funds  and  property; for  which  purpose  the  books,  records,  and  official 
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papers,  of  all  officers  and  magistrates  of  such  districts  shall,  at  all  convenient 
times,  be  open  to  their  inspection.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  books  and 
records  of  all  officers  in  their  districts  are  kept  in  legal  and  proper  form.  They 
shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  every  month,  to  examine  the 
accounts  of  any  officer  of  their  respective  districts,  having  the  collection  and 
custody  of  public  funds,  to  examine  and  count  over  the  moneys  remaining 
in  the  hands  of  such  officers,  and  shall  note  any  discrepancy  or  defalcation  that 
may  be  discovered,  or  reasonably  suspected,  and  report  the  same  forthwith, 
together  with  any  wilful  official  negligence  or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  any 
such  officer,  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

SEC.  66.  At  every  regular  session  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  before  pro- 
ceeding to  other  business,  each  member  shall  be  called  upon  to  report,  orally, 
upon  the  matters  specified  in  the  preceding  section;  to  give  information  of  the 
condition  of  his  district,  in  regard  to  public  schools,  streets,  roads,  and  high- 
ways, health,  police,  industry,  and  population;  and  to  suggest  any  defects  he 
may  have  noticed  in  the  laws  and  regulations,  or  the  administration  thereof 
and  the  means  of  remedying  them. 

SEC.  67.  The  Supervisors  shall  meet  within  five  days  after  each  annual 
election,  and  also  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  of 
each  year,  and  at  such  other  times  as  specially  required  by  law;  or  they  may, 
for  urgent  reasons,  be  specially  convoked  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors. A  majority  of  all  the  Supervisors  to  be  elected  in  the  several  dis- 
tricts shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  and  no  regulation,  resolution, 
ordinance,  or  order  of  the  Board,  can  pass  without  the  concurrence  of  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  members  elected,13  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
day  to  day.  All  the  sessions,  acts,  and  resolutions  of  the  Board  shall  be  public. 
The  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  elected  by  the  city  and  county  at 
large,  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  the  Board,  without  the  right  to  vote. 
In  his  absence,  during  any  session,  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  President  pro 
tempore,  who  shall  however  have  the  same  vote  as  other  members.  The  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election  returns,  and  qualifications  of 
its  own  members,  and  shall  order  and  provide  for  holding  elections  in  the 
proper  districts,  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  happen  or  exist  more  than  six 
months  previous  to  the  next  general  election;  at  which  general  election  such 
office  shall  be  filled  by  election  for  the  full  term  of  two  years.14  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  keep  a  record  of  its  acts 
and  resolutions,  and  allow  the  same  to  be  published;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  on 
any  question  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  member,  be  entered  on  its  journals. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  with  a  salary  of  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  dollars  per  month  [Amended,  April  26,  1862,  46615],  to  hold  office

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during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Equalization,  without  any  additional  salary  as  such,  except  as  provided  in  section 
eleven  [Repealed.  See  ante,  Sec.  11],  and  shall  be  required  to  take  the  constitu- 
tional oath  of  office,  and  give  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office.  He  shall  have  power  to  administer  such  oaths  and  affirmations  as  may 
be  required  by  law  or  the  regulations,  or  the  orders  of  the  Board,  relating  to 
any  demands  upon  the  treasury,  or  other  business  connected  with  the  govern- 
ment of  the  city  and  county;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  certify  and  authenti- 
cate copies  of  all  records,  papers,  and  documents  in  his  official  custody.  The 
powers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  those  granted  in  this  Act,  and  they  are 
prohibited  to  exercise  any  others.  [Amended,  April  18,  1857,  209.] 

SEC.  68.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
vigilantly  to  observe  the  official  conduct  of  each  Supervisor  in  his  district,  and 
of  all  public  officers  of  the  city  and  county,  and  take  note  of  the  fidelity  and 
exactitude,  or  the  want  thereof,  with  which  they  execute  their  duties  and  obli- 
gations, especially  in  the  collection,  custody,  administration,  and  disbursement 
of  the  public  fund?  and  property ;  for  which  purpose  the  books,  records,  and  official 
papers  of  ail  officers  and  magistrates  of  said  city  and  count/,  shall  at  all  con- 
venient times  be  open  to  his  inspection.  He  shall  take  especial  care  to  see  that 
the  books  and  records  of  all  such  officers  are  kept  in  legal  and  proper  form  ; 
and  any  official  defalcation,  or  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  official  misconduct, 
which  he  may  have  discovered,  or  which  shall  have  been  reported  to  him  by 
any  Supervisor,  shall,  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  be  laid  before  the  Grand 
Jury,  in  order  that  the  officer  in  default  may  be  proceeded  against  according  to 
law.  Every  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  providing 
for  any  specific  improvement,  the  granting  of  any  privilege,  or  involving  the 
lease  or  other  appropriation  of  public  property,  or  the  expenditure  of  public 
moneys  (except  for  sums  less  than  five  hundred  dollars),  or  laying  tax  or 
assessment,  and  every  ordinance  or  resolution  imposing  a  new  duty  or  penalty 
shall,  after  its  introduction  in  the  Board,  be  published,  with  the  ayes  and  nays,  in 
some  city  daily  newspaper,  at  least  five  successive  days  before  final  action  by  the 
Board  upon  the  same;  and  every  such  ordinance,  after  the  same  shall  pass  the 
Board,  shall,  before  it  takes  effect,  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  Board 
for  his  approval.  If  he  approves,  he  shall  sign  it ;  if  not,  he  shall  return  it 
within  ten  days,  to  the  Board,  with  his  objections  in  writing.  The  Board  shall 
then  enter  the  objections  on  the  journals,  and  publish  them  in  some  city  news- 
paper. If  at  any  stated  meeting  thereafter  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  the  Board  vote  for  such  ordinance  or  resolution,  it  shall  then,  despite  the 
objections  of  the  President,  become  valid.16  Should  any  such  ordinance  or 
resolution  not  be  returned  by  the  President,  within  ten  days  after  he  receives 
it,  it  shall  become  valid  the  same  as  if  it  had  received  his  signature.

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SEC.  69.  All  contracts  for  building17  and  printing  to  be  done  for  the  said 
city  and  county,  and  ordinary  supplies  for  subsistence  of  prisoners,  must 
be  given  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  lowest  bidder  offering  adequate 
security,  after  due  public  notice  published  for  not  less  than  five  days,  in  at 
least  two  newspapers  in  said  city  and  county.  All  contracts  for  subsistence  of 
prisoners  must  be  given  out  annually  at  a  fixed  price  per  day,  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  cents  per  diem,  for  each  person  connected  with  the  prison  [Amended,  April  26, 
1862,  466];  and  the  advertisement  for  proposals  to  be  published  as  aforesaid 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  shall  specify  each  article  that  will  be  required, 
the  quality  thereof,  the  quantity  for  each  person,  and  the  existing  and  probable 
number  of  prisoners  to  be  supplied.  All  articles  of  food  supplied  for  prisoners 
must  be  of  a  sound  and  wholesome  quality,  and  subject  to  the  inspection  and 
approval  of  the  keeper  of  the  prison,  and  also  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  Police  Judge  of  said  city  and  county,  all  of  which  must  be 
expressed  in  the  contract  therefor  to  be  entered  into. 

SEC.  70.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine 
appeals  from  the  executive  officers  of  said  city  and  county,  in  the  cases  pro- 
vided in  this  Act;  and  in  all  cases  of  an  appeal  taken  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, or  Board  of  Education,  from  the  order  or  decision  made  by  any  other 
officer  or  officers,  such  officer  or  officers  shall  furnish  the  Board  with  a  state- 
ment of  his  or  their  reasons  for  the  order  or  decision  so  appealed  from,  and 
the  party  appealing  shall  be  heard  briefly,  but  without  the  observance  of  any 
technical  or  other  formalities,  not  necessary,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  to 
a  just  decision,  which  shall,  after  ascertaining  the  true  state  of  the  case,  be 
given  without  delay. 

SEC.  71.  First.  On  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  May,  annually,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  shall  levy  the  amount  of  taxes  for  State, 
city  and  county  purposes,  required  by  law  to  be  levied  upon  all  property  not 
exempt  from  taxation,  said  amount  to  be  such  as  the  said  Board  may  deem 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  all  demands  upon  the  treasury  thereof, 
authorized  by  law  to  be  paid  out  of  the  same ;  provided,  that  such  taxation,  exclu- 
sive of  the  State  tax,  and  any  and  all  special  taxes  now,  or  which  hereafter  may 
be  authorized  by  law,  shall  not  in  the  aggregate  exceed  the  rate  now  allowed 
by  said  Act  of  which  this  is  amendatory,  to  wit :  two  dollars  and  thirty-five 
cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars'  valuation  of  the  property  to  be  assessed; 
provided,  further,  that  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall,  in  making  the  said 
levy  of  said  taxes,  apportion  and  divide  the  taxes  so  levied  and  to  be  collected 
and  applied  to  the  several  specific  funds  known  as  the  Corporation  Debt  Fund, 
General  Fund,  School  Fund,  Street  Light  Fund,  and  Street  Department  Fund, 
according  to  the  estimate  of  said  Board  of  the  necessities  of  the  said  Funds,

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except  that  the  rate  for  the  School  Fund  shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  cents18  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars'  valuation  of  property;  and  provided,  further,  that 
the  said  Board  shall  authorize  the  disbursement  of  said  money  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned;  and  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  the  said  Board  shall 
direct  the  Treasurer  to  transfer  all  surplus  moneys  of  all  funds,  excepting  the 
School  Fund,  after  liquidating  or  providing  for  all  outstanding  demands  upon 
said  funds,  to  the  General  Fund;  but  no  money  shall  be  transferred  from 
either  of  the  said  funds  to  another,  nor  used  in  paying  any  demands  upon  such 
other  fund,  until  all  the  indebtedness  arising  in  any  fiscal  year  and  payable  out 
of  said  funds  so  raised  for  said  fiscal  year  shall  have  been  paid  and  discharged. 

Second.  The  Corporation  Debt  Fund  shall  be  applied  to  and  used  for  the 
payment  of  demands  authorized  under  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  eighth  and  tenth 
subdivisions  of  section  ninety-five  of  the  Act  of  which  this  is  amendatory,  and 
the  several  other  Acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  of  section  seven  of  an  Act  enti- 
tled an  Act  to  provide  for  the  funding  and  payment  of  the  outstanding  unfunded 
claims  against  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  against  the  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, as  they  existed  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-eight. 

Third.  The  General  Fund  shall  be  applied  and  used  for  the  payment  of  all 
sums  authorized  by  law  to  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund,  and  not  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  Act. 

Fourth.  The  School  Fund  shall  be  applied  and  used  for  the  payment  of  all 
sums  authorized  by  law  to  be  paid  out  of  the  School  Fund. 

Fifth.  The  Street  Light  Fund  shall  be  applied  and  used  in  payment  for 
lighting  the  streets  of  the  city,  and  for  the  repair  of  lamps  and  posts  in  pursu- 
ance of  any  existing  or  future  contract  of  the  said  city  or  county. 

Sixth.  The  Street  Department  Fund  shall  be  applied  and  used  for  repairing, 
improving  all  streets,  lanes,  and  the  crossings  thereof,  which  shall  have  been 
accepted  by  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors:  for  cleaning  streets,  lanes,  cross- 
ings and  sewers;  for  all  street  work  in  front  of,  or  assessable  upon  property

SEC.  7.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  upon  request  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  said  city  and  county,  to 
levy  and  collect  upon  the  real  estate  and  personal  property  within  the  said  city  and  county, 
a  tax  of  forty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  valuation,  in  lieu  of  all  others,  for 
the  support  of  the  common  schools  therein,  in  each  fiscal  year;  provided,  that  said  amount 
may  be  less  than  forty-five  cents,  should  said  Board  of  Education  so  request.  Said  tax  shall 
be  levied  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city  and  county 
taxes  are  levied  and  collected.  All  moneys  received  from  this  tax  shall  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  School  Fund.

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Highways,  as  immediately  essential  for  the  safety  of  life,  limb,  or  property,  or 
necessary  for  public  health,  or  which  cannot  be  by  law  assessed  upon  private 
property,  and  for  such  other  objects  relating  to  streets  and  highways,  as  shall 
be  directed  by  law  to  be  paid  therefrom.  All  moneys  received  from  licenses 
on  vehicles,  from  the  income  from  street  railroads,  Irom  fines  and  penalties  for 
violation  of  any  law  or  ordinance  regulating  vehicles,  or  the  public  streets, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Street  Department  Fund.  [Amended,  March  26,  1866; 
1865-6,  436.] 

SEC.  72.  The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  also  constitute  a  Board  of 
Equalization  for  said  city  and  county,  and  as  such  shall  have  the  powers  con- 
ferred by  the  general  laws  regulating  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes, 
when  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Appointments  of  officers 
or  public  agents  required  by  existing  statutes,  not  repealed  by  this  Act,  to  be 
made  on  the  nomination  of  the  Mayor,  and  confirmation  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  shall,  after  this  Act  takes  effect,  be  made 
in  like  manner  on  the  nomination  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  a  confirmation  by  said  Board. 

SEC.  73.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor,  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  Chief  of  Police 
and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  of  said  city  and  county,  to  report 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  first  Monday  in  February  of  each  year  the 
condition  of  their  respective  departments,  embracing  all  their  operations  and 
expenditures  during  the  preceding  year,  and  recommending  such  improvements 
in  them  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  The  Auditor  shall  also  present  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  at  each  quarterly  session,  and  must  also  publish  the  same, 
a  statement  of  the  exact  condition  of  the  finances  of  said  city  and  county,  which 
must  show  the  receipts  into,  and  disbursements  made  from  the  treasury  during 
the  preceding  quarter,  the  amount  of  money  on  hand,  and  the  amount  of 
audited  demands  outstanding.  Immediately  after  the  first  Monday  in  February, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  make  up  and  publish  an  abstract  from  these 
several  reports  and  other  sources  of  the  operations,  expenditures  and  condition 
of  all  departments  of  government  of  the  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  74.  [As-  amended  May  18,  1861,  544.]  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
further  have  power,  by  regulation  or  order :

To  provide  for  the  security,  custody  and  administration  of  all  prop- 
erty of  said  city  and  county,  without  any  power  to  sell  or  encumber  the  same, 
or  lease  any  part  thereof  for  more  than  three  years;  except,  however,  that  such 
personal  property  belonging  to  the  fire,  street,  or  other  departments,  as  they 
deem  unsuited  to  the  uses  and  purposes  for  which  the  same  was  designed,  or 
so  much  worn  and  dilapidated  as  not  to  be  worth  repairing,  may  be  sold  or  ex- 
changed, by  order  or  resolution.19

Fourth.  To  provide  for  cases  omitted  in  this  Act,  and  in  conformity  with 
the  principles  adopted  in  it  for  opening,  altering,  extending,  constructing,  re- 
pairing, or  otherwise  improving  of  public  streets  and  highways,  at  the  expense 
of  the  property  benefited  thereby,  without  any  recourse,  in  any  event,  upon 
the  city  and  county,  or  the  public  treasury,  for  any  portion  of  the  expense  of 
such  works,  or  any  delinquency  of  the  property  holders  or  owners.20

Sixth.     To  regulate  market-houses  and  market-places.

Eighth.  To  provide  for  enclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public 
grounds  of  the  city  and  county,  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum.21 

Ninth.  To  prohibit  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings,  or  structures,  within 
any  fixed  limits  where  the  streets  have  been  established  and  graded,  or  ordered 
to  be  graded;  to  regulate  the  sale,  storage  and  use  of  gunpowder,  or  other  ex- 
plosive or  combustible  materials  and  substances,  and  make  all  needful  regula- 
tions for  protection  against  fire. 

Tenth.  To  make  such  regulations  concerning  the  erection  and  use  of  build- 
ings as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  inhabitants. 

Eleventh.  To  determine  the  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  that  shall  be 
incurred  for  the  breach  of  regulations  established  by  the  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors, and  also  for  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  where  no  pen- 
alty is  affixed  thereto,  or  provided  by  law,  but  no  penalty  to  be  imposed 
shall  exceed  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  six  months'  imprisonment, 
or  both ;  and  every  violation  of  any  lawful  order,  or  regulation,  or  ordinance,  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  hereby 
declared  a  misdemeanor  or  public  offence,  and  all  prosecutions  for  the  same 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California. 

Twelfth.  To  regulate  and  provide  for  the  employment  of  prisoners  sentenced 
to  labor  on  the  public  works  of  said  city  and  county. 

Thirteenth.  To  license  and  regulate  hackney-coaches,  carriages  and  other 
public  vehicles,  and  to  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  transportation  of 
persons,  baggage  and  property  therein;  and  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters

Twenty-third.  To  provide  ways  and  means  for  the  prosecution  of  the  claims, 
in  the  name  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  public  lands,  now  pending  for 
the  same. 

Twenty-fourth.  To  permit  the  laying  down  of  railroad  tracks,  and  the  running 
of  c&rs  thereon,  along  any  street,  or  portion  of  street,  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
excavating  and  filling  in  a  street,  or  portion  of  a  street,  or  adjoining  lots,  and 
for  such  limited  time  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  no 
longer. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

FINANCE    AND    REVENUE. 

SEC.  75.  All  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  imposed  for  offences  committed 
within  the  said  city  and  county,  shall  be  received  by  the  Clerk  or  Magistrate  of 
the  respective  court,  and  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof,  as  a  part  of  the  Police 
Fund;  forty  per  cent,  of  all  poll  taxes  collected  in  said  city  and  county,  or  any

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other  proportion  of  such  poll  taxes  which  may  be  hereafter  assigned  to  said  city 
and  county,  by  law,  shall  also  be  paid  and  received  into  the  treasury  thereof,  as 
a  part  of  the  Police  Fund.  All  demands  payable  out  of  said  fund  may,  in  case 
there  be  not  sufficient  money  in  the  treasury  arising  from  the  sources  specified 
in  this  section,  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  76.  The  School  Fund  of  said  city  and  county  shall  consist  of  all  moneys 
received  from  the  State  School  Fund;  all  moneys  arising  from  taxes  upon 
property  which  shall  be  levied  each  year  for  that  use,  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, and  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rate  of  thirty-five  cents23  on  each 
hundred  dollars'  valuation  of  all  property,  real  and  personal,  liable  to  be 
assessed.  The  General  Fund  consists  of  all  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  desig- 
nated and  set  apart  by  law  to  a  specified  use,  and  of  the  overplus  of  any  Special 
Fund  remaining  after  the  satisfaction  of  all  demands  upon  it.  The  Surplus 
Fund  consists  of  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  General  Fund  remaining  in  the 
treasury  after  the  satisfaction  of  all  demands  due  and  payable,  which  are  speci- 
fied in  the  first  fourteen  subdivisions  in  section  ninety-five.  The  fiscal  year 
shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  State. 

SEC.  77.  * 

And  in  default  of  such  payment  before  the  time  when  the  Tax  Collector  may 
be  authorized  by  law  to  seize  and  sell  the  property  therefor,  the  said  Tax  Col- 
lector shall  proceed  to  collect  said  taxes,  together  with  his  legal  fees,  by  seizure 
and  sale  of  the  property  liable  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  law  for  the  collection 
of  such  State  and  county  taxes.

SEC.  78.  The  Tax  Collector,  upon  the  final  settlement  to  be  made  by  him  as 
such  Tax  Collector,  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  shall  be  charged 
with,  and  shill  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  the  full  amount  of  all  taxes 
by  him  collected  and  not  previously  paid  over,  without  any  deduction  of  ,coni- 
missions,  fees  or  otherwise;  he  shall  also  be  charged  with  and  be  deemed  debtor 
to  the  treasury,  for  the  full  amount  of  all  taxes  due  upon  the  delinquent  list 
delivered  to  him  for  collection,  unless  it  be  made  to  appear  that  it  was  out  of 
his  power  to  collect  the  same  by  levy  and  sale  of  any  property  liable  to  be 
seized  and  sold  therefor;  if  the  impossibility  to  collect  any  portion  of  such 
delinquent  taxes  have  resulted  from  any  irregularity  or  defect  in  the  assessment, 
then  the  Assessor,  whose  duty  it  was  to  make  the  assessment,  shall  be  liable 
and  be  deemed  debtor  to  the  treasury  for  the  amount  remaining  uncollected  for 
that  cause. 

SEC.  79.  The  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county  shall  receive  and  safely  keep 
in  a  secure  fire-proof  vault,  to  be  prepared  for  the  purpose,  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to,  or  which  shall  be  paid  into,  the  treasury,  and  shall  not  loan,  use  or

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deposit  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  any  banker  or  other  person,  nor 
pay  out  any  part  of  said  moneys,  except  upon  demands  authorized  by  this  Act, 
and  after  they  have  been  duly  audited;  he  shall  keep  the  key  of  said  vault,  and 
not  suffer  the  same  to  be  opened  except  in  his  presence.  At  the  closing  up  of 
the  same,  each  day,  he  shall  take  an  account  and  enter  in  the  proper  book  the 
exact  amount  of  money  on  hand,  and  at  the  end  of  every  month  shall  make 
and  publish  a  statement  of  all  receipts  into,  and  payments  from,  the  treasury, 
and  on  what  account.  If  he  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  he 
shall  be  considered  a  defaulter,  and  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
in  office,  and  be  liable  to  removal,  and  shall  be  proceeded  against  accordingly ; 
if  he  loan  or  deposit  said  moneys,  or  any  part  thereof,  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section,  or  apply  the  same  to  his  own  use  or  to  the  use  of  any 
other  person,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  or  suffer  the  same  to  go  out  of  his 
personal  custody,  except  in  payment  of  audited  demands  upon  the  treasury,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  suffer  im- 
prisonment in  the  State  Prison  for  a  period  not  less  than  three  or  more  than 
ten  years. 

SEC.  80.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  moneys  belonging  to  each  fund  sepa- 
rate and  distinct,  and  shall,  in  no  case,  pay  demands  chargeable  against  one 
fund  out  of  moneys  belonging  to  another,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
Act,  without  an  express  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  can  only  be 
made  at  or  after  the  third  regular  session,  held  during  the  fiscal  year,  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds.  The  said  Treasurer  shall  give  his  personal  attendance  at  his  pub- 
lic office  during  the  office  hours  fixed  in  this  Act;  and  if  he  absent  himself 
therefrom,  except  on  account  of  sickness  or  urgent  necessity,  during  such  office 
hours,  he  shall  lose  his  salary  for  the  entire  day  on  which  he  was  absent.

SEC.  82.  No  payment  can  be  made  from  the  treasury  or  out  of  the  public 
funds  of  said  city  arid  county,  unless  the  same  be  specifically  authorized  by 
this  Act,  nor  unless  the  demand  which  is  paid  be  duly  audited,  as  in  this  Act 
provided,  and  that  must  appear  upon  the  face  of  it.  No  demand  upon  the 
treasury  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor  in  faVor  of  any  person  or  officer  in 
any  manner  indebted  thereto,  without  first  deducting  the  amount  of  such 
indebtedness,  nor  to  any  person  or  officer  having  the  collection,  custody  or 
disbursement  of  public  funds,  unless  his  account  has  been  duly  presented, 
passed,  approved  and  allowed,  as  required  in  this  Act;  nor  in  favor  of  any 
officer  who  shall  have  neglected  to  make  his  official  returns  or  his  reports,  in 
writing,  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  required  by  law,  or  by  the  regulations 
established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  nor  to  any  officer  who  shall  have 
neglected  or  refused  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  or  any  other 
Act  of  the  Legislature,  regulating  the  duties  of  such  officer,  on  being  required 
in  writing  to  comply  therewith,  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
or  the  Supervisor  of  the  respective  district;  nor  in  favor  of  any  officer  for  the 
time  he  shall  have  absented  himself  without  lawful  cause,  from  the  duties  of 
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his  office  during  the  office  hours  prescribed  in  this  Act,  and  the  Auditor  may 
examine  any  officer,  receiving  a.  salary  from  the  treasury,  on  oath  touching 
such  absence. 

SEC.  83.  The  term  "audited,"  as  used  in  this  Act  -with  reference  to  de- 
mands upon  the  treasury,  is  to  be  understood  their  having  been  presented  to, 
and  passed  upon,  by  every  officer  and  Board  of  officers,  and  finally  allowed  as 
required  by  law;  and  this  must  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  paper  representing 
the  demand,  or  else  it  is  not  audited.  The  term  "law  or  laws, "  as  used  in  this 
Act,  is  never  to  be  understood  as  applicable  to  any  regulation  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  or  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  Board  of  Delegates  of  the  Fire 
Department,  but  only  applicable  to  the  constitution  and  the  laws  made  or 
adopted  by  the  Legislature  in  pursuance  thereof. 

SEC.  84.  Every  demand  upon  the  treasury,  except  the  salary  of  the  Auditor, 
and  including  [the]  salary  of  the  Treasurer,  must,  before  it  can  be  paid,  be 
presented  to  the  Auditor  of  the  city  and  county  to  be  allowed,  who  shall  satisfy 
himself  whether  the  money  is  legally  due  and  remains  unpaid,  and  whether  the 
payment  thereof  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  and  county  is  authorized  by  law, 
and  out  of  what  fund.  If  he  allow  it  he  shall  indorse  upon  it  the  word  "al- 
lowed," with  the  name  of  the  fund  out  of  which  it  is  payable,  with  the  date  of 
such  allowance,  and  sign  his  name  thereto;  but  the  allowance  or  approval  of 
the  Auditor,  or  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  any  other  Board,  or  officer,  of 
any  demand,  which  upon  the  face  of  it  appears  not  to  have  been  expressly 
made  by  law  payable  out  of  the  treasury  or  fund  to  be  charged  therewith,  shall 
afford  no  warrant  to  the  Treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer  for  paying  the 
same.  No  demand  can- be  approved,  allowed,  audited,  or  paid,  unless  it  specify 
each  several  item,  date  and  value  composing  it,  and  refer  to  the  law  by  title, 
date  and  section  authorizing  the  same.' 

SEC.  85.  The  demand  of  the  Auditor  for  his  monthly  salary  shall  be  audited 
and  allowed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  All  other  monthly 
demands  on  account  of  salaries  fixed  by  law,  and  made  payable  out  of  the 
treasury  of  said  city  and  county,  may  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor  without  any 
previous  approval.  All  demand's  payable  out  of  the  School  Fund  must,  before 
they  can  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor  or  paid,  be  previously  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  or  by  the  President  thereof,  and  Superintendent  of  Com- 
mon Schools,  acting  under  the  express  authorization  of  said  Board.  Demands 
for  teachers'  wages  or  other  expenses  appertaining  to  any  school,  cannot  be 
approved,  allowed  or  audited,  to  an  amount  exceeding  the  share  of  school 
money  which  such  school  will  be  entitled  to  have  apportioned  to  it  during  the 
current  fiscal  year.  Demands  for  monthly  pay  of  Police  Captains  and  Officers 
must,  before  they  can  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor  or  paid,  first  be  approved  by 
the  Police  Judge  and  Chief  of  Police,  or  if  they  refuse  or  cannot  agree,  then 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  All  other  lawful  demands  payable  out  of  the 
treasury,  or  any  public  funds  of  said  city  and  county,  and  not  hereinbefore  in 
this  section  specified,  must,  before  they  can  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor,  or  in 
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any  manner  be  recognized  or  paid,  be  first  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors; or,  if  the  demand  be  under  two  hundred  dollars,  by  the  President  and 
two  members  thereof,  appointed  by  the  Board  for  that  purpose,  with  power  to 
act  under  and  subject  to  its  instructions  and  regulations  during  recess  of  the  said 
Board.  The  Auditor  must  number  and  keep  a  record  of  all  demands  on  the 
treasury  allowed  by  him,  showing  the  number,  date,  amount  and  name  of  the 
original  and  present  holder;  on  what  account  allowed,  out  of  what  fund  paya- 
ble, and  if  previously  approved,  by  what  officer,  officers,  or  Board  it  has  been 
so  approved;  and  it  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  in  office  for  the  Auditor  to 
deliver  any  demand  with  his  allowance  thereon,  until  this  requisite  shall  have 
been  complied  with.  [Amended,  April  18,  1857,  209.] 

SEC.  86.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Auditor,  Chief  of  Police, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  each  Supervisor,  shall  have  power  to 
administer  oaths  and  affirmations  concerning  any  demand  on  the  treasury,  or 
otherwise  relating  to  their  official  duties.  Every  officer  who  shall  approve, 
allow,  or  pay  any  demand  on  the  treasury  not  authorized  by  this  Act,  shall  be 
liable  to  the  city  and  county,  individually  and  on  his  official  bond,  for  the 
amount  of  the  demand  so  illegally* approved,  allowed,  or  paid.  Every  citizen 
shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  books  of  the  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  at  any  time  during  business  hours.  Copies  or 
extracts  from  said  books,  duly  certified,  shall  be  given  by  the  officer  having  the 
same  in  his  custody,  to  any  citizen  demanding  the  same,  and  paying  or  tender- 
ing sixteen  cents  per  folio  of  one  hundred  words,  for  such  copies  or  extracts. 
[Amended,  April  18,  1857,  209.] 

SEC.  87.  The  Auditor  is  the  head  of  the  Finance  Department  of  the  city  and 
county,  and  as  such  is  required  to  be  constantly  acquainted  with  the  exact 
condition  of  the  treasury,  and  every  lawful  demand  upon  it.  He  shall  keep  a 
public  office,  and  give  his  personal  attendance  there  daily  during  the  office 
hours  fixed  in  this  Act,  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  follow  or  engage  in  any 
other  occupation,  office,  or  calling,  while  he  holds  said  office;  if  he  absents 
himself  from  his  office  during  such  office  hours,  except  on  indispensable  offi- 
cial business  or  urgent  necessity,  he  shall  lose  his  salary  for  the  day,  and  it 
shall  be  a  part  of  his  official  duty  to  keep  account  of  the  times  and  occasions 
when  he  shall  be  so  absent  from  duty. 

SEC.  88.  Every  lawful  demand  upon  the  treasury  duly  audited,  as  in  this  Act 
required,  shall  in'all  cases  be  paid  on  presentation  and  cancelled,  and  the  proper 
entry  thereof  be  made,  if  there  be  sufficient  money  in  the  treasury  belonging 
to  the  fund  out  of  which  it  is  payable ;  but  if  there  be  not  sufficient  money 
belonging  to  said  fund  to  pay  such  demand,  then  it  shall  be  registered  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer  for  that  purpose,  showing  its  number,  when  pre- 
sented, date,  amount,  name  of  the  original  holder,  and  on  what  account 
allowed,  and  out  of  what  fund  payable;  and  being  so  registered,  shall  be 
returned  to  the  party  presenting  it  with  an  indorsement  of  the  word  "regis- 
tered," dated  and  signed  by  the  Treasurer. 
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SEC.  89.  Whenever  any  audited  demand  has  been  presented  to  the  Treasurer 
and  not  paid,  and  it  be  made  known  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, he  shall  proceed  immediately  to  investigate  the  cause  of  such  non- 
payment; and  if  it  be  ascertained  that  the  demand  has  been  illegally  and 
fraudulently  approved  or  allowed,  he  shall  cause  the  officer  guilty  of  such 
'illegal  and  fraudulent  approval  or  allowance,  to  be  proceeded  against  for 
misconduct  in  office.  If  he  ascertain  that  the  demand  has  been  duly  audited, 
and  that  the  Treasurer  has  funds  applicable  to  the  payment  thereof,  which, 
without  reasonable  grounds  for  doubt  as  to  the  legality  of  such  payment,  he 
refuses  to  apply  thereto,  he  shall  proceed  against  him  as  a  defaulter;  if  it  be 
ascertained  that  the  demand  was  not  paid  for  want  of  funds,  then  he  shall 
cause  the  Sheriff  or  Tax  Collector,  or  other  officer  or  person  or  persons,  who 
ought  to  have  collected  or  to  have  paid  the  money  into  the  treasury,  if  they 
have  been  grossly  negligent  therein,  to  be  proceeded  against  according  to  law 
and  without  any  delay. 

SEC.  90.  The  salaries,  fees  and  compensation  of  all  officers,  including  police- 
men and  employees  of  all  classes,  and  all  teachers  in  common  schools,  or 
others,  employed  at  fixed -wages,  shall  be  "payable  monthly;  and  any  demand 
whatsoever  upon  the  treasury  hereafter  accruing,  shall  not  be  paid,  but  shall  be 
forever  barred  by  limitation  of  time,  unless  the  same  be  presented  for  payment, 
properly  audited,  within  one  month  after  such  demand  became  due  and  payable; 
or,  if  it  be  a  demand  which  has  to  be  passed  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors or  Board  of  Education,  then  within  one  month  after  the  regular  session 
of  the  proper  Board,  held  next  after  the  demand  accrued,  or  unless  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall,  within  six  months  after  the  demand  accrued  as  aforesaid, 
on  a  careful  investigation  of  the  facts,  certify  that  the  same  is  in  all  respects 
just  and  legal,  and  that  the  presentation  of  it,  as  above  required,  was  not  in 
the  power  either  of  the  original  party  interested,  or  his  agent,  or  the  present 
holder,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  barred  in  the  same  manner,  unless  presented 
for  payment  within  twenty  days  thereafter. 

SEC.  91.  The  Treasurer,  for  money  received  into  the  treasury,  and  all  other 
offices  [officers]  of  said  city  and  county  receiving  money  from  the  Treasurer 
for  disbursement,  shall  give  receipt  for  all  moneys  by  them  received,  which 
receipt  shall  be  presented  to,  and  countersigned  by,  the  Auditor.  The  Auditor, 
before  countersigning  any  such  receipt,  shall  number  it,  and  make  an  entry  in 
a  book  of  record,  to  be  kept  in  his  office  for  that  purpose,  of  the  number,  date 
and  amount,  by  whom,  and  in  whose  favor  given  and  on  what  account.  No 
such  receipt  shall  be  valid  as  evidence  in  favor  of  the  person  or  officer  receiv- 
ing it,  till  presented  to  the  Auditor  and  countersigned  as  aforesaid;  and  any 
person  or  officer  using,  or  offering  to  use,  such  receipt  as  evidence  in  favor  of 
such  person  or  officer,  of  the  payment  specified  in  it,  without  being  first  coun- 
tersigned, as  above  required,  shall  forfeit  to  the  said  city  and  county  double 
the  amount  of  money  specified  in  such  receipt. 

SEC.  92.  If  any  person  feel  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Auditor,  or 
other  proper  officer  or  officers  of  said  city  and  county,  except  the  Board  of 
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Education,  in  the  rejection  of,  or  refusal  to  approve  or  allow,  any  demand 
upon  the  treasury,  presented  by  such  person,  he  may  appeal,  and  have  the 
same  passed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  whose  decision  thereon  shall 
be  final;  and  if  the  said  Board  shall  approve  and  allow  the  demand,  it  shall 
afterward  be  presented  to  the  Auditor,  and  entered  in  the  proper  book  in  like 
manner  as  other  demands  allowed  by  him,  and  an  indorsement  must  be  made, 
of  its  having  been  so  entered,  before  it  can  be  paid;  provided,  that  from  the 
decision  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools  refusing  or  not  agreeing  to  allow  any  demand,  payable  out  of 
the  School  Fund,  the  appeal  shall  be  taken  to  the  Board  of  Education,  whose 
decision  thereon  shall  be  final. 

SEC.  93.  In  all  cases  of  such  appeals  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  the  Board 
of  Education,  the  opinion  of  the  District  Attorney  thereon,  shall  be  required 
in  writing,  read  and  filed;  and  upon  such  appeal,  and  in  all  other  cases  upon 
the  approval  or  allowance  of  any  demand  upon  the  treasury,  or  School  Fund, 
the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  upon  the  records. 

Sice.  94.  The  President  of  the  .Board  of  Supervisors,  in  conjunction  with 
the  County  Judge  and  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county,  shall,  every  month, 
examine  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  other  officers  of  said  city  and  county 
having  the  collection  and  custody  of  public  funds,  and  shall  bo  permitted,  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  see  and  count  over  all  the  moneys  remaining  in  the 
hands  of  such  Treasurer  or  other  officer.  If  they  ascertain  dearly  that  such 
Treasurer,  or  other  officer,  is  a  defaulter,  they  shall  forthwith  take  possession 
of  all  funds,  books,  and  papers,  belonging  to  such  officer,  and  appoint  a  person 
to  fill  the  same,  until  the  said  defaulting  officer  can  be  proceeded  against  accord- 
ing to  law,  which  shall  be  done  without  delay.  The  person  so  appointed  shall 
give  bond  and  take  the  oath  of  office,  in  the  same  manner  as  was  required  of 
the  officer  whose  place  he  is  appointed  to  fill.  If  the  Treasurer,  or  other  officer 
so  charged  as  a  defaulter,  be  acquitted  thereof,  he  shall  resume  his  duties. 

SEC.  95.  [As  Amended,  April  18,  1857,  209.]  Payments  of  demands  on  the 
treasury  of  said  city  and  county  may  be  made  for  the  following  objects,  and 
none  others: 

First.  Out  of  the  Police  Fund,  the  fixed  salaries  of  Police  Captains  and  offi- 
cers, Chief  of  Police,  Police  Judge,  and  Clerk  of  the  Police  Court. 

Second.  Out  of  the  School  Fund,  the  salaries  or  wages  of  teachers  in  the 
common  schools,  rents,  repairs,  building,  and  furnishing  of  school-houses,  as 
provided  by  law. 

Third.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  the  fixed  salaries  or  compensation  of  the 
Assessor  and  his  deputies,  *  *  f  and  other  officers  of  said  city  and  county, 
and  of  officers  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  legal  fees  of  jurors  and  witnesses 
in  criminal  cases,  when  the  same  by  law  are  payable  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Fourth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  upon  the  "  San 
Francisco  City  Stock,''  duly  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  entitled  "  An  Act 
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to  authorize  the  funding  of  the  Floating  Debt  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same,"  passed  May  first,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-one. 

Fifth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  on  the  bonds  duly 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Fund  Commissioners,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Funding  of  the  Legal  and  Equita- 
ble Debt  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  for  final  redemption  of  the  same," 
passed  May  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five. 

Sixth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  on  bonds  duly 
issued  by  the  Commissioners  for  Funding  the  Floating  Debt  of  the  County  of 
San  Francisco,  in  pursuance  of  An  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  Fund  the  Floating 
Debt  of  the  County  of  San  Francisco,"  passed  May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-two. 

Seventh.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  upon  the  bonds 
known  as  the  "Fire  Bonds,"  issued  to  the  amount  of  "two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,"  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  bearing 
date  December  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four. 

Eighth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  the  certificates  of  stock  and  bonds,  after 
maturity,  which  have  been  duly  issued,  referred  to  in  the  four  next  preceding 
subdivisions  of  this  section. 

Ninth.  Out  of  the  School  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  on  the  bonds  known 
as  the  "  School  Bonds,"  dated  May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four, 
and  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  issued  by 
the  corporate  authority  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  together  with  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars,  annually,  as  a  Sinking  Fund,  for  the  redemption  of  said 
bonds,  and  the  sum  or  sums  due  on  each  and  every  of  the  said  bonds  at  matu-  . 
rity,  and  also  the  amount  necessary  to  discharge  legal  incumbrances  now  exist- 
ing on  school-houses  and  school-house  lots. 

Tenth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  annually, 
for  the  redemption  of  the  certificates  of  stock,  mentioned  in  the  fourth  sub- 
division of  this  section,  when  the  same  shall  be  offered  for  redemption  at  the 
treasury,  and  after  first  applying  to  that  use  the  money  now  belonging  to  said 
"  Sinking  Fund"  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Fund  Commissioners.  Also, 
the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars,  annually, 
for  the  redemption  of  said  "  Fire  Bonds,"  mentioned  in  the  seventh  subdivision 
of  this  section,  when  the  same  shall  be  offered  at  the  City  and  County  Treasury 
for  redemption,  and  after  first  applying  to  that  use  the  money  now  belonging 
to  this  "  Sinking  Fund." 

Eleventh.  Out  of  the  Police  Fund,  bills  for  the  subsisting  of  prisoners  pre- 
viously authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  in  this  Act  provided,  and 
duly  audited,  which  bills  must  minutely  specify  each  several  item  composing 
the  demand. 

Twelfth.     [0&so/efe.] 
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Thirteenth.  Out  of  the  Genejjal  Fund,  bills  duly  audited  for  expenditures  in 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  indigent  sick  of  the  city  and  county,  pre- 
viously authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  not  exceeding  the  amount 
in  this  Act,  limited  for  that  purpose. 

Fourteenth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  *  * 

the  expense  legally  incurred  for  books,  stationery,  and  official  blanks,  as  author- 
ized by  section  eleven  of  this  Act,  and  the  necessary  expense  of  constructing  a 
fire-proof  vault,  to  be  prepared  for  the  Treasurer's  office,  as  required  by  section 
seventy-nine  of  this  Act;  also,  expenditures  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars 
[Amended,  April  26,  1862,  466;  sec.  1,  sub.  10;  Supplement  XIV],  during  any 
one  month,  for  objects  of  urgent  necessity  other  than  those  heretofore  specified 
in  this  section,  when  the  amount  thereof  in  each  particular  case  shall  have 
been  previously  authorized  and  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  the  law- 
ful exercise  of  their  powers.  [Portion  of  this  subdivision  relating  to  expenditures 
for  maintenance  of  Fire  Department,  repealed  by  sec.  8,  Act  of  March  2,  1866, 
1865-5,  138;  see  post,  Supplement  XXXV;  and  as  to  construction  of  cisterns, 
repealed  by  Act  of  April  4,  1863,  168;  sec.  1,  sub.  7;  Supplement  XV,  post.] 

Fifteenth.  Out  of  the  Surplus  Fund,  expenditures  previously  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  lawful  exercise  of  their  powers,  for  objects 
other  than  those  specified  in  the  preceding  fourteen  subdivisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, may  be  paid  out  of  the  Surplus  Fund,  as  specified  in  sections  ninety-seven 
and  ninety-eight,  but  not  otherwise.  At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  and  after 
every  lawful  demand  on  the  treasury  then  due  and  payable,  or  to  accrue  for 
that  year,  shall  have  been  actually  paid,  taken  up  and  canceled,  and  record 
thereof  made  in  the  proper  books,  or  cash  in  the  treasury  shall  have  been  set 
apart  and  reserved,  equal  to  the  amount  of  said  demands  that  may  then  be 
outstanding,  or  to  accrue  for  that  year,  and  a  surplus  of  money  shall  still  re- 
main in  the  treasury,  then,  and  in  such  case,  but  not  otherwise,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  may,  out  of  such  Surplus  Fund,  and  from  no  other  source  what- 
ever, make  appropriations  for  the  various  objects  embraced  within  their  lawful 
powers,  other  than  those  specified  in  the  first  fourteen  subdivisions  of  this 
section,  and  may,  in  case  the  revenue  of  the  year  then  next  ensuing  will,  in 
their  opinion,  be  amply  sufficient  to  satisfy  all  demands  upon  the  General 
Fund  and  Police  Fund,  set  apart  and  reserve  the  moneys  so  appropriated,  to 
be  expended  from  time  to  time,  during  such  succeeding  year,  subject,  however, 
to  the  provisions  of  section  ninety-six.  Every  contract  whereby  any  money 
is  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  for  other  objects  than  those  specified  in  the 
first  fourteen  subdivisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  null  and  void  as  against  the 
city  and  county,  if  made  before  such  Surplus  Fund  exists  in  the  treasury,  and 
unless  it  be  in  writing,  with  a  printed  copy' of  section  ninety-five,  ninety-six, 
ninety-seven  and  ninety-eight  of  this  Act  attached  to  it,  and  in  such  case,  the 
officer  or  officers  executing  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  city  and  county,  in 
contravention  of  this  provision,  shall  alone  be  liable  in  his  or  their  in- 
dividual capacity,  to  the  other  contracting  party,  for  the  fulfilment  of  such 
contract. 
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SEC.  96.  The  demands  specified  in  the  first  fourteen  subdivisions  of  section 
ninety-five,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  m  the  treasury,  in  preference  to 
any  and  all  other  demands  whatsoever;  and  in  case  of  any  deficiency  of  funds 
for  the  payment  of  any  of  the  said  demands,  when  presented,  then  all  such 
demands,  being  presented  and  registered  by  the  Treasurer,  as  in  this  Act 
required,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  afterward  coming  into  the  said 
treasury,  applicable  thereto,  in  the  order  in  which  the  same  are  registered. 

SEC.  97.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  Board  of  Education,  and  each  and 
every  officer  of  the  said  city  and  county,  being  absolutely  prohibited  to  contract 
any  debt  or  liability,  in  any  form,  against  the  said  city  and  county  hereafter, 
the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  enumerated  in  this  Act,  so  far  as  the 
exercise  thereof  may  involve  the  expenditure  of  money  otherwise  than  for  the 
objects  and  demands  referred  to  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  deemed  to 
extend  only  to  authorizing  the  appropriation  and  application  of  any  surplus 
moneys  remaining  in  the  treasury,  during  any  one  fiscal  year,  to  the  objects 
specified  in  such  enumeration  of  powers,  after  the  demands  mentioned  in  the 
first  fourteen  subdivisions  of  section  ninety-five,  due  and  payable  during  such 
fiscal  year,  shall  have  been  paid,  and  the  several  Sinking  Funds  shall  have  been 
provided  and  reserved  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  and  certificates  of  stock, 
to  the  amount  hereinbefore  specified. 

SEC.  98.  If  any  expenditures,  not  authorized  by  this  Act,  be  incurred,  they 
can  never  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  nor  shall  they  be  deemed  to  constitute, 
or  lay  the  foundation  of  any  claim,  demand,  or  liability,  legal,  equitable,  or 
otherwise,  against  the  said  city  and  county.  If  expenditures  be  incurred, 
which  are  authorized  by  this  Act  to  be  paid  out  of  the  surplus  funds  in  the 
treasury,  but  not  for  the  preferred  objects  specified  in  section  ninety-six,  such 
expenditures  can  only  be  paid  out  of  such  surplus  funds  and  revenues  strictly 
appertaining  to  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  expenditures  have  been  ordered, 
or  the  contracts  therefor  entered  into,  and  cannot  be  carried  forward  and  paid 
out  of  any  revenues  accruing  and  receivable  into  the  treasury  for  any  subse- 
quent year ;  nor  shall  any  demand  for,  or  arising  out  of,  any  such  expenditure, 
contract  or  consideration,  be  deemed  to  be  a  legal  nor  [or]  equitable  claim  or 
liability  against  the  said  city  and  county,  or  the  treasury  thereof,  or  the  taxable 
property  or  tax  payers,  otherwise  than  as  in  this  section  provided;  and  no  de- 
mand preferred  against  the  said  city  and  county,  or  the  treasury  thereof,  which 
is  not  legally  obligatory  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,' can  be  recognized, 
assumed,  or  legalized,  so  as  to  give  it  any  validity,  or  authorize  the  payment 
thereof. 

SEC.  99.     The  following  acts  and  laws  are  hereby  repealed: 

The  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  reincorporate  the  City  of  San  Francisco," 
passed  May  fifth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five. 

The  Act  explanatory  thereof,  passed  May  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-five. 

The  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  reincorporate  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  passed 
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April  fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one;  and  the  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  passed  April  fifteenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty. 

The  eighth  section  of  the  Act  passed  April  twenty-fifth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  entitled  "An  Act  dividing  the  State  into  counties,  and 
establishing  the  seats  of  justice  therein." 

The  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  create  a  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  define  their  duties,"  passed  April  twenty-ninth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

The  twenty-eighth  section  ot  the  Act,  passed  March  twenty-sixth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  County  Record- 
ers," so  far  as  it  relates  to  San  Francisco  County. 

All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  Supervisors,  or 
Boards  of  Supervisors,  are  declared  inapplicable  to  the  said  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  except  such  as  are  expressly  referred  to  in  and  made  applicable 
thereto  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  also,  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws,  so  far  as 
they  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

SEC.  9.     [Repealed  by  sec.  17,  Act  of  April  18,  1857,  222.] 

SEC.  10.  This  Act,  excepting  this  section,  and  section  five  of  article  first, 
only,  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July  next,  and,  in  the  mean- 
time, the  existing  municipal  government,  or  officers  of  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, or  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  other  officers,  of  the  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, shall  not  have  power  to  contract  any  debt  or  liability  against  the  said  city, 
or  against  the  said  county.  But  this  prohibition,  or  anything  contained  in  the 
existing  charter  of  said  city,  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  appropria- 
tion or  payment  out  of  the  treasury  of  any  n^oneys  actually  existing  therein, 
to  the  various  objects  and  purposes  as  authorized  by  law,  or  the  drawing  of  any 
warrant  or  order  therefor.  This  section,  and  section  five  of  article  first  of  this 
Act,  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  passage.

CONCERNING   THE   HARBOR    MASTER   OF   THE    PORT    OF     SAN   FRANCISCO. 
[Approved  March  26,  1857.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  *  *  *  one  Harbor  Master  for  the  said 
port  of  San  Francisco,  who  shall  appoint  a  Deputy  Harbor  Master,  for  whose 
official  acts  he  shall  be  responsible.  The  said  Harbor  Master  shall  receive  as 
full  compensation  for  his  salary,  and  the  salary  of  his  said  deputy 
and  all  other  expenses  of  his  office,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  [Amended, 
May  17,  1861,  554,  Supplement  X~\  per  annum,  payable  by  the  said  city  and 
county,  not  oftener  than  once  a  month.  But  no  portion  of 

said  salary  shall  ever  be  paid  or  allowed,  when  an  amount  of  harbor  dues  equal 
to  the  amount  of  salary  demanded  shall  not  have  been  previously  duly  collected 
and  paid  over  within  the  same  period  for  which  salary  is  demanded  and 
unpaid.2* 


24  The  provisions  of  this  section  relating  to  the  election  and  commencement  of  term  of 
office  of  the  Harbor  Master,  are  repealed  by  sees.  1  and  5  of  the  Act  of  April  2, 1866;  1865-6, 
718;  Supplement  XL.  By  the  Act  of  April  2,  1866;  1865-6,  663,  the  Supervisors  are  author- 
ized "  to  allow  and  order  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  seventy-five  dollars  per  month  for 
boat  hire  and  office  rent  for  the  Harbor  Master."

SEC.  2.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  office,  the  same  shall  be 
filled  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  said  city  and  county, 
and  the  person  so  chosen  by  said  Board  to  fill  such  vacancy,  shall  hold  his 
office  until  the  next  general  election,  and  until  his  successor  is  qualified. 

SEC.  3.  No  person  shall  be  qualified  to  act  as  such  Harbor  Master,  until  he 
shallhave  duly  executed  and  delivered  his  official  bond,  with  two  or  more 
sureties,  who  are  freeholders  in  said  county,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, payable  to  the  said  city  and  county,  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  said 
Board  of  Supervisors,  said  approval  to  be  attested  by  the  President  of  said 
Board  officially,  and  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as»sucla 
officer,  and  his  strict  compliance  with  the  duty  required  of  him  by  this  Act. 

SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbor  Master  to  superintend  and  en- 
force the  execution  of  all  laws  of  this  State,  and  ordinances  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  not  conflicting  with  said  laws,  in  relation  to  the  re- 
moval of  obstructions  from  the  harbor,  the  cleaning  of  the  docks  and  wharves, 
and  the  prevention  and  removal  of  nuisances  in  or  upon  them ;  also,  to  take  in 
charge  all  abandoned  or  sunken  vessels,  and  all  boats  picked  up  adrift,  and 
place  the  same  in  safety,  after  which  he  shall  advertise  for  one  week,  in  one  of 
the  daily  newspapers  printed  in  said  county,  the  full  particulars  pertaining  to 
the  same,  and  request  all  parties  interested  to  appear  and  make  good  their 
claims,  within  twenty  days  from  the  last  day  of  advertising.  If  claimed  with- 
in the  said  twenty  days,  such  property  shall  be  delivered  to  the  owner  on  pay- 
ment of  all  costs  of  removing  and  securing  the  same,  and  of  advertising.  If 
not  claimed  within  that  time,  or  if  the  owner  fails  to  [pay  the]  costs,  such 
property  shall  be  sold  by  the  Harbor  Master  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  public 
auction,  and  the  proceeds,  deducting  all  costs,  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner;  or 
if  not  claimed  by  the  owner,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  county;  but  the  owner  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  said  Treasurer  the  amount  so  paid  to  him,  if  he  shall  claim 
the  same  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  payment. 

SEC.  5  All  harbor  dues,  fees,  fines  and  forfeitures  under  this  Act,  which 
shall  be  collected,  recovered  and  received  by  the  Harbor  Master  of  the  said 
port,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  shall 
be  well  and  truly  accounted  for,  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  city  and 
county  by  the  said  Harbor  Master,  at  least  as  often  as  once  every  week,  and 
under  such  supervision,  orders  or  directions,  to  insure  a  faithful  and  regular 
accounting  therefor,  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  may 
adopt.  And  the  said  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county  shall  keep  an  account 
of  such  receipts,  and  receive  all  sums  for  harbor  dues  when  payment  thereof 
shall  be  tendered  at  his  office. 

SEC.  6.  The  Harbor  Master  of  said  port  shallhave  full  authority  to  regulate 
and  station  all  ships,  steamers  and  other  vessels  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco, 
and  to  remove  from  time  to  time  such  ships,  steamers  and  other  vessels  as  are 
not  engaged  in  receiving  or  discharging  cargo.  As  to  the  fact  of  their  being 
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employed  in  receiving  or  discharging  cargo,  the  Harbor  Master  shall  be  the 
judge.  But  he  shall  be  liable  for  damages  to  any  party  aggrieved  By  such 
decision. 

SEC.  7.  If  any  master,  owner,  agent,  or  other  person  having  charge  or  con- 
trol of  any  ship,  steamer  or  other  vessel,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  the 
directions  of  the  Harbor  Master  in  any  matter  pertaining  to  the  regulations  of 
said  port,  or  removal  and  stationing  of  vessels  therein,  such  master,  owner, 
agent  or  other  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  either 
the  Fourth  or  Twelfth  District  Courts,  or  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars, 
if  sued  for  before  the  Police  Judge,  upon  whom  full  and  ample  jurisdiction  in 
such  case  is  hereby  conferred,  or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  said  city  and 
county,  by  an  action  in  the  name  of  said  city  and  county,  and  said  Harbor 
Master  shall  be  a  competent  witness  in  the  case;  and  for  the  amount  which 
shall  be  recovered,  such  ship,  steamer,  or  other  vessel,  and  the  owners  thereof, 
shall  be  liable. 

SEC.  8.  The  Harbor  Master  is  hereby  authorized  to  demand  and  receive 
from  the  owners,  masters,  agents  or  consignees  of  all  ships,  steamers,  or  other 
vessels,  entering  the  said  port  of  San  Francisco,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided,  four  cents  per  ton,  to  be  computed  from  their  register  or  enrollment 
at  the  custom-house,  the  same  to  be  paid  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the 
said  ship,  steamer  or  other  vessel  enters  into  said  port. 

SEC.  9.  All  vessels  plying  between  the  said  port  of  San  Francisco  and  any 
place  within  the  State,  or  within  the  Territories  of  Washington  or  Oregon, 
shall  be  liable  to  pay,  and  the  Harbor  Master  is  authorized  to  demand  and 
receive  from  the  masters,  owners  or  agents  thereof,  not  exceeding  two  cents 
per  ton,  once  every  three  months,  computing  from  the  custom-house  register 
or  enrollment  of  each  vessel,  and  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable  quarterly, 
in  advance,  at  the  commencement  of  each  and  every  three  months,  from  the 
first  day  of  January  of  each  year. 

SEC.  10.     No  fees  or  harbor  dues  whatever  shall  be  demanded  or  collected 

% 

from  any  vessel  actually  engaged  in  the  whale  fishery. 

SEC.  11.  Whenever  harbor  fees  are  payable,  and  the  custom-house  register, 
enrollment  or  license  is  not  exhibited  to  the  Harbor  Master  when  demanded 
by  him,  showing  officially  the  tonnage  of  the  vessel  to  be  rated  .by  him,  he 
shall  rate  the  vessel  at  any  tonnage  he  pleases,  not  exceeding  five  times  her 
custom-house  measurement,  and  the  vessel  and  her  owner  shall  be  liable  to 
pay  fees,  as  if  the  vessel  was  actually  of  the  tonnage  so  rated. 

SEC.  12.  The  harbor  dues  shall  be  payable  in  all  cases  at  the  Harbor 
Master's  office,  within  the  time  specified  in  the  preceding  sections.  If  not 
paid  within  said -time,  the  Harbor  Master  shall  charge  double  the  amount  of 
said  fees,  and  in  all  such  cases  the  owner  and  vessel  shall  be  liable  in  said 
double  amount  imposed,  and  the  amount  may  be  recovered  by  an  action  in 
the  name  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  any  court  of  competent

jurisdiction  in  said  county;  and  the  Harbor  Master  shall  be  a  competent  wit- 
ness. But  if  it  be  made  to  appear,  in  any  such  case,  that  the  failure  to  pay 
was  accidental,  and  not  intentional,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may,  in  their 
discretion,  relinquish  the  charge  for  double  fees,  upon  the  payment  of  a  smaller 
sum,  but  not  less  than  the  amount  of  single  fees,  and  costs  of  all  proceedings 
instituted  for  the  collection  of  the  same. 

SEC.  13.  The  port  of  San  Francisco,  so  far  as  the  duties,  rights  and  powers 
of  the  Harbor  Master  as  denned  in  this  Act  are  concerned,  shall  be  understood 
and  construed  to  extend  from  high  water  mark  at  Fort  Point,  near  the  mouth 
of  the  bay  of  San  Francisco,  thence  up  said  bay  to  the  boundary  of  said  county 
on  the  south,  and  to  the  distance  of  one  marine  league  into  the  bay,  from  high 
water  mark,  between  said  Fort  Point  and  said  southern  boundary  of  said  city 
and  county. 

SEC.  14.  The  Harbor  Master  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  hear  and  de- 
termine any  controversy  in  cases  of  collision,  which  may  be  submitted  to  him 
by  consent  of  the  parties  interested;  and  when  damages  are  allowed  by  him  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  his  decision  shall  be  final.  For  the  hearing 
and  determination  of  any  such  case,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  dollars. 

SEC.  15.  The  Harbor  Master  shall  keep  an  office  in  some  suitable  and  con- 
venient place  between  Vallejo  and  Market  streets,  and  east  of  Battery  street, 
in  said  city  and  county.

SEC.  18.  The  Act  entitled  "An  Act  regulating  the  duties  of  Harbor  Master 
of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,"  approved  May  first,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two,  and  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN     ACT 

TO   DEFINE   THE   POWERS   AND   DUTIES   OF   THE   BOARD  OF    SUPERVISORS   OF 
THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY   OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  IN  CERTAIN  CASES. 

[Approved  April  10,  1857.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  mac 

as  follows : 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  committee,  consisting  of  three  members  of 
said  Board,  to  be  denominated  the  "  Finance  Committee, "  and  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies which  may  happen  in  said  committee  by  new  appointments,  from  time  to 
time.  Said  committee,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  said  Board,  shall  have  the  power  as  hereinafter  specified. 

SEC.  2.     The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  Act. 
*     *    [Remainder  of  section  obsolete.] 

SEC.  3.  The  Clerk  of  said  committee  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceed- 
1ngs,  with  the  names  of  witnesses  examined,  and  a  substantial  account  of 
the  evidence  taken.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sheriff,  or  any  Constable  or 
Policeman  of  said  city  and  county,  to  execute  the  lawful  process  and  orders  of 
the  said  committee.  The  said  committee  may  visit  any  of  the  public  offices 
when  and  as  often  as  they  think  proper,  and  make  their  examinations  and  in- 
vestigations therein  without  hindrance.  In  the  exercise  of  its  functions,  the 
concurrence  of  two  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  deemed  sufficient. 

SECS.  4  and  5.     [Obsolete.] 

SEC.  6.  The  said  committee  shall  hereafter,  as  often  as  may  be  required  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  investigate  the  transactions  and  accounts  of 
all  officers  having  the  collection,  custody  or  disbursement  of  public  money,  or 
having  the  power  to  approve,  allow',  or  audit  demands  on  the  treasury,  and 
report  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  for  the  purpose  shall  continue 
to  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  granted  in  this  Act.  But  nothing  in  this 
Act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  the  Auditor,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  or  other  officers,  from  any  of  the  duties  and  obligations  now 
imposed  on  them  by  law. 
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SEC.  7.  The  said,  committee  and  the  Clerk  shall  have  free  access  to  any  re- 
cords, books  and  papers  in  all  public  offices.  And  said  committee  shall  have  the 
same  power  as  courts  of  record,  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations,  to  examine 
witnesses  and  compel  their  attendance  before  them,  by  subpoena,  and  attach- 
ment for  contempt,  in  case  of  their  refusal  to  appear  or  to  testify  when  lawfully 
required,  and  shall  have  the  like  power  to  punish  as  for  contempt,  any  officer, 
ex-officer,  or  other  person,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  when  required  in  writ- 
ing, by  said  committee,  to  exhibit  any  official  records,  books  or  papers  in  his 
custody,  or  to  explain  the  same,  or  any  official  transaction  of  his  own,  or  of 
any  other  officer,  so  far  as  he  may  be  able. 

SEC.  8.  If,  from  the  examination  made  by  the  Finance  Committee,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  power^  granted  by  this  Act,  it  shall  appear  that  a  misdemeanor  in 
office,  or  a  defalcation  has  been  committed  by  any  officer  of  said  city  and  county, 
whose  accounts  and  transactions  they  are  authorized  to  examine  as  aforesaid, 
said  committee  shall  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  who  shall  immediately  cause  said  report  to  be  published, 
in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  for 
the  period  of  three  days.

TO    ESTABLISH   THE    INDUSTRIAL     SCHOOL   DEPAKTMENT     OF    THE    CITY    AND 
COUNTY    OF    SAN   FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  April  15, 1858.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Industrial  School  Department  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Board  of  Managers,  and  of  such  persons  as  shall  become  mem- 
bers, by  subscribing  and  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  department,  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars,  within  one  year  next  before  any  annual  election  in  said  department, 
or  shall  become  life  members  by  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  department  one 
hundred  dollars  at  any  one  time. 
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SEC.  2.  There  shall  be  an  election  held  annually  on  tjie  first  Monday  in 
June,  for  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  ;  and  six 
Managers,  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified ;  provided,  that  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  under 
these  sections,  twelve  Managers  shall  be  elected,  six  to  serve  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  six  to  serve  for  two 
years  as  aforesaid.  But  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacan- 
cies in  their  own  body,  and  in  the  offices  of  President,  Vice-President, 
and  Treasurer,  and  the  persons  filling  such  vacancies  shall  hold  office  until  the 
next  regular  election.  [Amended,  March  8,  1860,  73.25] 

SEC.  3.  The  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  department,  and  three 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

SEC.  4.  The  first  election  under  this  Act  shall  be  called  by  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  the  place 
of  election,  and  the  judges  to  conduct  the  same.  At  all  subsequent  elections 
the  President  of  the  department  shall  call  the  election,  by  giving  ten  days' 
notice  thereof  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily  papers  of  the  city  and  county.  The 
Board  of  Managers  shall  fix  the  place  for  holding  the  same,  and  shall  appoint 
three  judges  to  conduct  said  election,  which  shall  be  held  from  nine  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  to  five  o'clock,  P.M.,  of  the  day  of  election.  All  annual  and  life  mem- 
bers of  the  department  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election.  On  the 
question  of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  such  election,  the  books  of  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  primd  facie  evidence ;  and  the  Judges  of  election  shall  be

SECTION  1.    Section  three  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  aid,  assist  or  encourage  any  child  to  run  away,  who  has  been 
committed  or  surrendered,  or  who  has  been  indentured  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  shall 
harbor  or  conceal  any  such  child,  knowing  of  such  commitment,  surrenderor  indenture,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  And 
any  child  who  may  be  absent  on  leave  of  absence,  or  who  may  be  bound  as  an  apprentice  under 
this  Act  or  the  Act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and  shall  escape. from  the  person  under 
whose  care  he  or  she  is  placed,  or  to  whom  he  or  she  is  bound,  shall  be  considered  a  fugitive 
from  said  school,  and  may  be  arrested  and  returned  to  said  school  by  the  Superintendent  or 
other  officer  of  said  school,  or  by  any  Sheriff  or  Police  Officer  in  this  State,  and  the  necessary 
expense  of  such  arrest  shall  be  allowed  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  of  said  Department ; 
and  the  Aiiditor  of  said  city  and  county  shall  audit  the  same,  and  such  expense  shall  be  paid 
from  the  General  Fund  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  2.  [Authorizes  the  Board  of  Managers  to  order  paid  a  sum,  not  exceeding  $15,000  (in  addi- 
tion to  a  sum  not  exceeding  $8,000,  authorized  by  the  Act  of  April  6,  1863,  187,  for  the  same  purpose), 
for  the  erection,  <&c.,  of  an  addition  to  the  Industrial  School  Building]. 

SEC.  3.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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authorized  to  administer  an  oath,  when  required,  to  persons  offering  to  vote  at 
such  election. 

SEC.  5.  The  Secretary  of  the  department  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  receive  such  fixed  salary  as  they  may  determine. 
He  shall  give  such  official  bond  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board;  he  shall  keep  a 
full  and  particular  record  of  all  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Board  and  the 
department,  in  such  form  as  the  Board  may  require;  he  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  Auditor;  he  shall  make  a  quarterly  report,  as  Auditor,  of  all  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  department  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  City  and 
County;  and  he  shall  also  make  an  annual  report  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
department  to  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  said  quarterly  and  annual 
reports  shall  be  published;  and  all  his  books  and  accounts  shall  at  all  times,  in 
business  hours,  be  open  to  examination  by  any  member  of  the  department,  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  a  committee  thereof,  or  any  grand  jury,  or  under 
an  order  of  the  Court  of  Sessions26  of  said  city  and  county.  The  Treasurer 
shall  be  charged  with  the  keeping  and  disbursement  of  the  funds  of  the  depart- 
ment; he  shall  pay  money  out  of  the  treasury  only  upon  demands  thereupon, 
allowed  by  the  President  of  the  department  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  for  objects  previously  approved  by  the,  Board  of  Managers, 
which  demands  must  also,  before  payment,  be  audited  by  the  Secretary,  as 
Auditor;  which  demands  may  be  audited  by  the  Auditor  of  the  city  and  county 
upon  the  proper  fund  in  the  city  and  county  treasury,  arid  registered  and  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county,  to  the  extent  of  the  appropriations 
authorized  by  this  Act,  but  no  more  during  any  fiscal  year.  The  Treasurer 
shall  make  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  showing  the  state 
of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  department,  and  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  the  quarter,  which  report  shall  be  published.  The  Treasurer  shall  give 
an  official  bond  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
shall  receive  such  salary  as  they  may  determine. 

SEC.  6.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  department  shall  have  the  control, 
management  and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  department, 
except  so  far  as  provision  is  otherwise  made  by  law;  and  especially,  they  shall

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  also,  especially, 
have  power  to  accept  from  the  parents  or  guardian  of  any  child  the  surrender 
of  such  child  during  minority;  and  all  the  rights  of  parents  or  guardians  to 
keep,  control,  educate,  employ,  indenture  or  discharge  such  child  shall  vest  in 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

SEC.  7.  The  purposes  of  said  department  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  solely, 
the  detention,  management,  reformation,  education  and  maintenance  of  such 
children  as  shall  be  committed  or  surrendered  thereto;  and  no  portion  of  the 
funds,  whether  furnished  by  members  of  the  department,  or  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  or  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any  other  source 
whatsoever,  shall  be  used,  or  allowed  to  be  used,  for  any  other  purpose  what- 
soever, excepting  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  required  in  purchasing  the 
land,  and  in  erecting,  improving,  enlarging  or  furnishing  the  buildings  and 
structures  necessary*  to  said  department,  and  in  supplying  and  managing  the 
industry  of  the  school.  The  Officers  and  Managers  of  the  Department  shall 
incur  no  indebtedness  beyond  the  actual  cash  subscriptions,  and  the  sums 
authorized  by  this  Act  to  be  expended;  and  no  member  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, nor  the  President,  nor  the  Vice-President  of  the  department,  shall 
receive  any  compensation  for  his  services,  or  directly  or  indirectly  be  interested 
in  any  contract  connected  with  the  management  of  the  department. 

SEC.  8.  The  Board  of  Managers  may  make,  alter,  and  amend  such  by-laws 
as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  orderly  and  economical  management  of  the 
concerns  of  the  department,  and  they  shall  see  that  strict  discipline  is  main- 
tained in  the  Industrial  School;  they  shall  provide  employment  for  the  inmates, 
indenture,  procure  them  to  be  adopted,  or  discharge  them,  as  is  hereinafter 
provided;  they  shall  appoint  a  Superintendent,  Deputy  Superintendent,  Ma- 
tron, Teachers,  and  such  other  employees  as  they  may  require,  and  shall  fix  their 
salaries ;  they  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Superintendent,  Deputy  Super- 
intendent, Matron,  Teachers,  and  other  employees,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
Act,  and  may  remove  such  officers  at  pleasure,  and  appoint  others  in  their 
places.  The  Superintendent  and  Deputy  Superintendent  shall  give  such  official 
bonds  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board. 

SEC.  9.  For  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  children,  and  the  salaries  of 
the  Superintendent,  Teachers  and  other  officers  of  said  school,  and  for  other 
purposes  connected  with  said  school,  the  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  audit  the  demands  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers for  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  per  month;  and  the 
Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay  the, 
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sum  so  allowed  and  audited  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  not  exceeding,  in  all,  the  said  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars

SEC.  10.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  receive  and  detain  in 
said  Industrial  School  such  children,  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  as  may 
be  thereto  committed  by  the  Police  Judge,  or  the  Court  of  Sessions27  of  said 
city  and  county,  as  vagrants,  living  an  idle  or  dissolute  life,  or  who  shall  be 
duly  convicted  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  or  who,  upon  being  tried  before 
such  Police  Judge,  or  Court  of  Sessions,27  for  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  shall 
be  found  to  be  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  to  have  done  an  act  which,  if 
done  by  a  person  of  full  age,  would  be  a  crime  or  misdemeanor;  and  the  said 
Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  place  the  said  children  committed  to 
their  custody,  during  the  minority  of  said  children,  to  such  employments,  and 
cause  them  to  be  instructed  in  such  branches  of  useful  knowledge  as  may  be 
suitable  to  their  years  and  capacity;  and  they  shall  have  power  in  their  discre- 
tion, to  bind  out  the  said  children,  with  their  consent,  as  apprentices,  during 
their  minority,  to  such  persons,  and  at  such  places,  to  learn  such  proper  trades 
and  employments  as  in  their  judgment  will  be  most  conducive  to  their  reforma- 
tion and  amendment,  and  will  tend  to  the  future  benefit  and  advantage  of  such 
children.  And  the  said  Police  Judge,  and  the  said  Court  of  Sessions,27  and  either 
of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  commit  all  offenders  duly 
convicted,  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  to  said  Industrial  School,  in  all  cases 
where  the  said  Police  Judge,  and  the  said  Court  of  Sessions,27  or  either  of 
them,  shall  deem  such  commitment  to  be  more  suitable  than  the  punishment 
now  authorized  by  law.

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Act,  to  divide  that  portion  of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  districts  in  said  city  and 
county,  being  southerly  and  westerly  of  the  line  formed  by  Centre,  Dolores, 
Market,  and  Larldn  streets,  into  two  road  districts;  they  shall  cause  each  dis- 
trict to  be  numbered,  and  the  boundaries  of  the  same  to  be  accurately  defined 
by  reference  to  public  streets  or  highways,  or  other  permanent  monuments, 
and  shall  cause  such  description  of  boundaries,  with  their  numbers,  to  be 

entered  on  their  minutes.

SEC.  2.  The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall,  as  soon  as  they  have  estab- 
lished the  road  districts  before  named,  appoint  some  qualified  person,  a  resident 
and  legal  voter  in  each  road  district,  Eoadmaster,  and  whenever  thereafter  a 
vacancy  in  said  office  may  occur.  Each  Eoadmaster  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  one  year  from  and  after  the  date  of  his  appointment,  and  until  his 
successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

SEC.  3.  Said  Roadmasters  shall  each  take  and  subscribe  the  proper  oath  of 
office,  and  give  bond  conditioned  on  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  in  such  sum,  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and  with  such  sure- 
ties as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  direct. 

SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Eoadmaster  to  carefully  examine  all  the 
public  roads  in  his  district,  and  report  the  condition  of  the  same  from  time  to 
time  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  provided,  that  from  the  month  of  November 
to  May,  inclusive,  of  each  year,  such  report  shall  be  made  on  the  first  Monday 
of  each  month;  said  report  shall  specify  the  kind  of  repairs  and  the  portion  or 
portions  of  the  district  in  which  they  are  required,  together  with  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  thereof. 

SKC.  5.  Upon  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  estimate  of 
the  Eoadmaster  of  any  district,  as  herein  provided,  the  said  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors shall  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  said  esti- 
mate; provided,  that  the  amount  of  all  appropriations  authorized  by  this  Act 
shall  not  exceed  four  thousand  dollars  for  any  one  fiscal  year.54  All  sums  so 


54  An  Act  to  confer  additional  powers  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  approved  April  4,  1870  ;  1869-70,  712  ;  provides: 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  hereby 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  for  the  building,  improving  and  repairing  of  each  of  the  road  districts  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  repairs  of  said  roads  shall  be  ordered  by  the  said  Board, 
upon  the  written  report  of  the  Roadmasters  of  said  road  districts. 

SEC.  2.  The  Auditor  of  said  City  and  County  is  hereby  directed  to  audit,  and  the  Treasurer 
of  said  City  and  County  to  pay  out  of  the  General  Fund,  all  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  building,  improving  and  repairing  of  the  said  roads;  provided,  that  the  same 
does  not  exceed  the  said  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  for  each  district.

The,  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1 .     There  shall  be  elected,  hereafter,  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,    by  the  qualified   electors   thereof,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  May, 
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eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,55  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  one  Attorney 
and  Counsellor,  learned  in  the  law,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and 
until  his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified,  and  shall  be  paid, 
by  said  City  and  County,  a  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  to  be 
audited  and  paid  monthly,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salary  of  the  County 
Judge  is  by  law  audited  and  paid.  Said  Attorney  and  Counsellor  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  Attorney  and  Counsellor  in  and  for  the  said  city  and  county  as 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  shall  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe. [Amended,  April  27, 1863,  771.  ]

PROVED THE  NINETEENTH  DAY  OF  APRIL,  EIGHTEEN  HUNDRED  AND 
FIFTY-SIX,  REPEALING  SECTIONS  THIRTY-SIX  TO  SIXTY-FOUR,  INCLU- 
SIVE, AND  ACTS  AND  PARTS  OF  ACTS  AMENDATORY  AND  SUPPLE- 
MENTARY THEREOF,  AND  SUBSTITUTING  THIS  ACT  FOR  SAID  ARTICLE 

FOUR. 

[Approved  April  25,  1862.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SECTION    1.    All  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places  or  courts,  as  laid  down  on 
the  map  now  in  the  office  of  the  City  and  County  Surveyor  of  the  City  and

the  grade  and  width  of  said  streets  have  been  officially  established.  [Amended,

SEC.  2.  All  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places  or  courts  which  may  be  hereafter 
officially  established,  and  all  which  may  hereafter  be  dedicated  to  public 
use,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  open  public  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places 
or  couits;  and  whenever  the  grade  and  width  of  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys, 
and  the  grade  and  size  of  said  places  or  courts  shall  have  been  officially 
established,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  to  order 
work  to  be  done  thereon  as  is  conferred  upon  them  by  section  one  of  this  Act. 
[Amended,  April  4,  1870;  1869-70,  890.] 

SEC.  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
order  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places  or 
courts,  graded  or  regraded,  to  the  official  grade,  planked  or  replanked,  paved  or 
repaved,  or  macadamized,  piled  or  replied,  capped  or  recapped,  and  to  order 
sidewalks,  sewers,  cesspools,  manholes,  culverts,  curbing  and  crosswalks,  to  be 
constructed  therein,  and  to  order  any  other  work  to  be  done  which  shall  be 
necessary  to  make  and  complete  the  whole,  or  any  portion  of  said  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  places  or  courts,  and  they  may  order  any  of  the  said  work  to  be  im- 
proved. The  work  provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  "  specific 
improvements,"  within  the  meaning  of  section  sixty-eight,  Article  V,  of  Chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  repeal  the  several 
Charters  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  to  establish  the  boundaries  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  consolidate  the  Government  thereof, 
approved  April  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six.  Nor  shall  the 
ordinances  or  resolutions  passed  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  be  deemed  to  be  such  ordinances  or  resolutions  as  are  men- 
tioned  in  said  section  sixty-eight. 

SEC.  4.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  order  any  work  authorized  by  sec- 
tion three  of  this  Act  to  be  done,  after  notice  of  their  intention  so  to  do,  in  the 
form  of  a  resolution  describing  the  work,  and  signed  by  the  Clerk  of  said 
Board,  has  been  published  for  the  period  of  ten  days  in  the  paper  doing 
the  printing  under  this  law,  and  also  in  two  daily  newspapers,  one  of  which 
newspapers  shall  be  published  as  a  morning  edition,  and  one  as  an  evening 
edition,  printed  and  published  in  said  city  and  county,  for  five  days,  Sundays 
and  non-judicial  days  excepted;  provided,  that  no  such  notice  shall  be  given  or 
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order  made  for  the  grading  of  any  street  mentioned  in  section  three  of  this  Act, 
unless  the  majority  of  the  frontage  of  the  lots  and  lands  fronting  on  the  work 
proposed  to  be  done  and  described  in  said  resolution,  or  which  is  to  be  made 
liable  for  such  grading,  excepting  public  property,  shall  have  been  represented 
by  the  owners  thereof,  or  by  their  agents,  in  a  petition  to  the  said  Board  of 
Supervisors,  stating  that  they  are  the  owners  and  in  possession,  or  agents  of 
the  lots  named  in  the  petition,  and  also  requesting  that  such  improvements  or 
street  work  shall  be  done ;  and  for  any  other  character  of  street  improvements, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power,  without  petition  of  the  property 
owners,  to  give  the  notice  prescribed  in  this  section,  to  be  published  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided,  and  to  order  the  said  work  to  be  done.  All 
owners  of  lands  or  lots,  or  portions  of  lots,  who  may  feel  aggrieved,  or  have 
objections  to  the  ordering  of  the  work  described  in  said  notice,  or  who  may 
have  objections  to  any  of  the  subsequent  proceedings  of  the  said  Board  in  rela- 
tion to  the  work  mentioned  in  such  notices  of  intentions,  or  who  may  have  any 
objections  to  any  of  the  acts  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  Highways 
and  Squares  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  discharge  of  any 
of  the  obligations  or  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  virtue  of  his  office,  shall  file 
with  the  Clerk  a  petition  or  remonstrance,  wherein  they  shall  set  forth  in  what 
respect  they  feel  aggrieved,  or  the  acts  or  proceedings  to  which  they  object; 
which  petition  or  remonstrance  shall  be  passed  upon  by  said  Board,  and  their 
decisions  thereon  shall  be  final  and  conclusive;  but  said  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  not  order  the  work  described  in  said  notices  to  be  done,  unless  all  objec- 
tions and  protests  that  may  have  been  presented  and  filed,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
have  been  by  them  disposed  of.  Should  the  owners  or  agents  of  more  than 
one-half  in  frontage  of  the  lots  and  lands  fronting  on  the  work  proposed  to  be 
done,  and  designated  in  said  notice  or  resolution,  or  liable  to  be  assessed  for 
work,  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  written  objections  against 
any  grading  described  in  said  notice,  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  the 
publication  of  said  notice  of  intention,  and  his  publication  thereof  as  herein- 
before provided ;  then,  and  thereupon,  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be 
barred  from  proceeding  further  for  the  period  of  six  months;  and  the  said  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  not  renew  the  notice  of  intention  for  doing  any  grading  so 
protested  against  within  said  six  months,  unless  the  owners  or  agents  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  frontage  of  the  lots  and  lands  fronting  on  said  grading,  or  liable  to 
be  assessed  therefor  as  aforesaid,  shall  petition  anew  for  the  work  to  be  done;  ^, 
provided,  further,  that  in  all  cases  of  any  intended  paving  of  any  street  or  part 
of  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court,  the  owners  or  agents  of  a  majority  of  the 
frontage  of  the  lots  and  lands  fronting  on  said  intended  improvement,  m&y 
petition  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  to  have  such  paving  done;  and  in  such 
petition  may  designate  whether  the  same  shall  be  by  cobble  or  other  stone 
pavement,  or  by  what  is  known  as  the  Stow  foundation  pavement;  and  the  said 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  thereupon  order  the  same  kind  of  pavement  to  be 
laid  down  as  the  said  petitioners  shall  request,  the  same  to  be  laid  down  and 
constructed  in  other  respects  under  the  laws  and  regulations  as  heretofore  or 
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herein  provided.  Said  Stow  foundation  pavement  shall  be  constructed  of  black 
heart  redwood,  or  of  such  other  wood  as  may  have  been  subjected  to  the  pre- 
servation process,  and  the  blocks  placed  with  the  grain  of  the  wood  in  a  vertical 
position,  which  blocks  shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches  in  length  and  four 
inches  in  thickness;  and  when  the  same  shall  be  completed  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Beard  of  Supervisors  to  accept  the  same  in 
all  respects,  and  to  the  extent  and  for  all  purposes  as  cobble  stone  pavements 
are  now  accepted.  It  is  further  provided,  that  at  the  expiration  of  any  notice 
of  intention,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquired  juris- 
diction to  order  any  work  to  be  done  which  is  authorized  by  section  three  of 
this  Act,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  where 
any  public  street  shall  have  been  graded,  or  graded  and  macadamized,  or 
graded  and  paved  for  the  distance  of  two  or  more  blocks  upon  each  side  thereof 
of  any  one  or  more  blocks  or  crossing  of  a  street  which  is  not  improved,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  Highways,  to  order  the  notice  provided  in 
this  section  to  be  given,  without  the  petition  provided  first  aforesaid;  and  if  the 
owners  of  three-fourths  of  the  frontage  of  the  land  and  lots  fronting  on  such 
portions  of  said  streets  to  be  graded  or  improved,  shall  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed in  said  notice,  file  written  objections  to  the  improvement  of  the  said 
street,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  duly  consider  said  objections  before  or- 
dering said  work;  and  if  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  decide  and  declare,  by 
an  entry  in  the  minutes  of  said  Board,  that  the  objections  so  made  are  not 
good,  thereupon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquired 
jurisdiction  to  order  any  of  such  street  work  to  be  done  that^is  prescribed  in 
said  notice  and  in  section  three  of  this  Act;  provided,  further,  that  when  one- 
half  or  more  of  the  grading,  planking,  macadamizing,  paving,  sidewalking,  or 
sewering  of  any  one  street  lying  between  two  main  street  crossings  has  been 
already  performed,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  order  the  remainder  of  such 
grading,  planking,  macadamizing,  paving,  sidewalking  or  se,wering  to  be  done, 
notwithstanding  the  objections  of  any  or  all  of  the  property  owners.  [  Amended, 
Aprils,  1870;  1869-70,  890.] 

SEC.  5.  The  owners  of  more  than  one-half  in  frontage  of  lots  and  lands 
fronting  on  any  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court,  mentioned  in  sections  one 
and  two  of  this  Act,  or  their  duly  authorized  agents,  may  petition  the  said 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  order  any  of  the  work  mentioned  in  section  three  of 
this  Act,  to  be  done,  and  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  may  order  the  work 
mentioned  in  said  petition  to  be  done,  after  notice  of  their  intention  so  to  do 
has  been  published  as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  Act.  No  order  or  per- 
mission shall  be  given  to  grade  or  pile  and  cap  any  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or 
court,  in  the  first  instance,  or  any  portion  thereof,  without  extending  and  com- 
pleting the  same  throughout  the  whole  width  of  such  street,  lane,  alley,  place 
or  court;  when  any  such  work  has  heretofore  been  done,  or  when  any  such 
work  shall  hereafter  be  done,  in  violation  of  this  section,  neither  the  lots,  or 
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portions  of  lots,  in  front  of  which  such  work  has  been  or  may  be  done  here- 
after, nor  the  owners  thereof,  shall  be  exempt  from  assessments  made  for  the 
payment  of  the  work  afterward  done  to  complete  said  street,  lane,  alley,  place 
or  court,  to  its  full  width,  as  provided  in  section  eight  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  6.  Before  giving  out  any  contracts  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
doing  any  work  authorized  by  section  three  of  this  Act,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  cause  notice  to  be  conspicuously  posted  in  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  and  also  published  for  five 
days  (Sundays  and  non-judicial  days  excepted),  inviting  sealed  proposals  for 
the  work  contemplated.  All  proposals  offered  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and  said  Board  shall,  in  open  session,  open,  examine 
and  publicly  declare  the  same,  and  shall  award  said  work  to  the  lowest  respon- 
sible bidder;  and  all  bids  shall  befor  a  price  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United 
States; 'provided,  said  Board  may  reject  any  and  all  bids,  should  they  deem  it 
for  the  public  good;  and  also  may  reject  the  bid  of  any  party  who  maybe 
proved  delinquent  or  unfaithful  in  any  former  contract  with  said  city  and 
county.  And  if  all  bids  shall  be  rejected,  the  Supervisors  shall  direct  the  Clerk 
to  again  post  said  notice  and  publish  the  same,  as  in  the  first  instance.  All 
proposals  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  check,  payable  at  sight,  on  a  bank  or 
banking  house  in  said  city  and  county,  duly  certified,  for  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  United  States  gold  coin,  payable  to  the  order  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  to  be  approved  by  him ;  and  if  tho  bidder  to  whom 
the  contract  is  awarded,  shall,  for  ten  days  thereafter,  fail  or  neglect  to  enter 
into  a  contract,  as  hereinafter  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Superin- 
tendent to  certify  such  failure  on  the  part  of  said  bidder  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  who  shall  thereupon  draw  the  money  due  on  said  check 
and  pay  it  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to 
be  by  him  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  Department  Fund.  It  isfur- 
tlier  provided,  that  all  persons,  owners  included,  who  shall  fail  to  enter  into 
any  contract,  as  herein  provided,  or  to  complete  the  contracts  entered  into,  are 
hereby  prohibited  from  bidding  a  second  time  for  the  same  work;  and  in  case 
of  own  ers,  they  are  hereby  prohibited  from  electing  to  take  the  same  work  a 
second  time,  and  from  entering  into  any  contract  concerning  the  same.  Notice 
of  such  award  shall  be  published  for  three  days  (Sundays  and  non-judicial  days 
excepted) ,  and  within  five  days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  award,  the 
owners  of  a  majority  of  the  frontage  of  lots  and  lands  liable  to  be  assessed  for 
said  work,  or  their  agents,  and  who  shall  make  oath  that  they  are  such  owners, 
or  the  agents  of  said  owners,  may  elect  to  do  the  said  work,  arid  enter  into  a 
written  contract  to  do  the  whole  work,  at  the  price  for  which  the  same  is 
awarded,  upon  giving  the  bond  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  they  shall  commence 
said  work  within  ten  days  from  the  first  publication  last  above  mentioned; 
and  shall  prosecute  it  diligently  and  continuously,  and  complete  it  within  the 
time  limited  in  the  contract,  or  within  any  extended  time  ;  but  should  the  said 
property  owners  fail  to  commence  the  said  work  within  said  ten  days,  or  fail 
to  prosecute  the  same  diligently  or  continuously,  in  the  judgment  of  said

Superintendent,  or  complete  it  within  the  time  prescribed  in  the  contract,  or 
within  such  extended  time,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Superintendent 
to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  original  bidder  to  whom  the  contract  was  first 
awarded,  to  do  said  work  or  complete  the  same,  as  the  case  may  be,  provided 
said  original  bidder  within  five  days  after  the  notice  thereof,  elect  to  take  said 
contract;  but  if  he  refuse  to  take  said  contract,  then  the  said  Superintendent 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  who  shall,  without  further 
petition  on  behalf  of  the  property  owners,  order  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  advertise  for  bids,  as  in  the  first  instance,  and  relet  the  contract, 
in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided.  And  it  is  further  provided,  that  all  con- 
tractors for  street  work  shall,  at  the  time  of  entering  into  said  contract,  execute 
a  bond  payable  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  with  two  or  more 
sureties,  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  in  such  additional 
amount  as  may  be  fixed  by  said  Superintendent,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  said  contract  ;  and  said  sureties  shall  justify  in  double  the 
amount  of  the  penalty  fixed  in  said  bond  ;  such  sureties  to  justify  before  said 
Superintendent  or  his  deputy.  And  the  qualifications  and  responsibility  of 
such  sureties  shall  be  the  same  as  are  now  prescribed  for  sureties  on  the  offi- 
cial bonds  of  the  officers  of  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  And  it  is 
further  provided,  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  any  person 
suffering  damage  by  reason  of  the  breach  of  said  contract,  may  sue  on  said 
bond;  it  is  further  provided,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Superintendent  to 
collect  from  the  contractors,  before  any  contract  is  signed,  the  expense  of 
publication  of  the  notices  mentioned  in  this  Act.  [Amended,  April  4,  1870; 
1869-70,890.] 

SEC.  7.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways  is  hereby 
authorized,  in  his  official  capacity,  to  enter  into  all  written  contracts,  and  to 
receipt  all  bonds  authorized  by  this  Act,  and  to  do  any  other  acts  either 
expressed  or  implied,  that  pertain  to  the  Street  Department  under  this  Act;  and 
said  Superintendent  shall  fix  the  time  for  the  commencement  and  completion  of 
the  work  under  all  contracts  entered  into  by  him,  and  may  extend  the  time  so 
fixed  from  time  to  time  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  And 
in  all  cases  where  the  Superintendent,  under  the  direction  of  said  Board,  has 
extended  the-  time  for  the  performance  of  contracts,  the  same  shall  be  held  to 
have  been  legally  extended.  And  whenever,  in  any  contract  heretofore  made, 
the  said  Superintendent  has  fixed  the  time  for  doing  the  work,  or  has  extended 
the  same,  such  acts  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  have  been  legally  done,  and  it 
shall  so  be  held  in  all  the  Courts  of  this  State;  but  this  provision  shall  not  apply 
to  any  contracts  the  work  under  which  has  not  been  commenced.  The  work 
provided  for  in  section  three  of  this  Act  must,  in  all  cases,  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent,  and  the  materials  used 
shall  be  such  as  are  required  by  the  said  Superintendent;  and  all  contracts  made 
therefor  must  contain  this  condition,  and  also  express  notice  that  in  no  case 
(except  where  it  is  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act),  will  the  city  and  county  be 
liable  for  any  portion  of  the  expense,  nor  for  any  delinquency  of  persons  or

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property  assessed.  The  assessment  and  apportionment  of  the  expenses  of  all 
such  work,  in  the  mode  herein  provided,  shall  be  made  by  the  said  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Streets  and  Highways.  [Amended,  April  25,  1863,  525.] 

SEC.  8.  Subdivision  One.  The  expenses  incurred  for  any  work  authorized  by 
section  three  of  this  Act,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  lots  and  lands  fronting 
thereon,  except  as  hereinafter  specially  provided,  each  lot  or  portion  of  lot  being 
separately  assessed,  in  proportion  to  its  frontage,  at  a  rate  per  front  foot  suffi- 
cient to  cover  the  total  expense  of  the  work. 

Subdivision  Two.  The  expense  of  all  improvements  (except  such  as  done  by 
contractors  under  the  provisions  of  section  fourteen  of  this  Act) ,  until  the  streets, 
street  crossings,  lanes,  alleys,  places  or  courts  are  jfinally  accepted,  as  provided 
in  section  twenty-one  of  this  Act,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  lots  and  lands,  as 
provided  in  this  section,  according  to  the  nature  and  character  of  the  work;  and 
after  such  acceptance,  the  expense  of  all  work  thereafter  done  thereon  shall  be 
paid  by  said  city  and  county  out  of  the  Street  Department  Fund;  and  if  said  fund 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  defray  such  expenses,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may 
transfer  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  Street  Department  Fund  sufficient  money 
to  meet  any  deficiency. 

Subdivision  Three.  The  expense  of  work  done  on  main  street  crossings,  ex- 
cept such  as  are  provided  for  in  subdivision  eight  of  this  section,  shall  be 
assessed  upon  the  four  quarter  blocks  adjoining  and  cornering  on  the  crossing; 
and  each  lot  or  part  of  a  lot,  in  such  quarter  blocks,  fronting  on  such  main 
street,  shall  be  separately  assessed,  according  to  its  proportion  of  frontage  on 
the  said  main  streets. 

Subdivision  Four.  Where  a  main  street  terminates  at  right  angles  in  another 
main  street,  the  expense  of  the  work  done  on  one-half  the  width  of  the  street 
opposite  the  termination  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  lots  in  each  of  the  two  quar- 
ter blocks  adjoining  and  cornering  on  the  same,  according  to  the  frontage  of 
such  lots  on  said  main  streets,  and  the  expense  of  the  other  half  of  the  width 
of  said  street  upon  the  lots  fronting  on  the  latter  half  of  the  street  opposite 
such  termination. 

Subdivision  Five.  Where  any  small  or  subdivision  street  crosses  a  main  street 
the  expense, of  all  work  done  on  said  crossing  shall  be  assessed  on  all  the  lots 
or  portions  of  lots  half  way  on  said  small  streets  to  the  next  crossing  or  inter- 
section, or  to  the  end  of  said  small  or  subdivision  street,  if  it  does  not  meet 
another. 

Subdivision  Six.  The  expense  of  work  done  on  the  small  or  subdivision 
street  crossings  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  lots  fronting  upon  such  small  streets 
on  each  side  thereof,  in  all  directions,  half  way  to  the  next  street,  place  or 
court,  on  either  side,  respectively,  or  to  the  end  of  .such  street,  if  it  does  not 
meet  another. 

Subdivision  Seven.  Where  a  small  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court  termi- 
nates in  another  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court,  the  expense  of  the  work  done 
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on  one-half  the  width  of  the  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court  opposite  the  ter- 
mination shall  be  assessed  upon  the  lots  fronting  on  such  small  street,  lane, 
alley,  place  or  court  so  terminating,  according  to  its  frontage  thereon,  half  way 
on  each  side,  respectively,  to  the  next  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court,  or  to 
the  end  of  such  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court,  if  it  does  not  meet  another; 
and  the  other  one-half  of  the  width  upon  the  lots  fronting  such  termination. 

Subdivision  Eight.  The  maps  now  in  the  office  of  the  said  Superintendent  of 
Public  Streets  and  Highways,  showing  the  street  crossings  or  spaces  formed  or 
made  by  the  junction  or  intersection  of  other  streets  with  Market  street,  other 
than  at  right  angles,  also  showing  other  street  crossings  adjoining  fractional  or 
irregular  blocks  (all  of  which  crossings  or  spaces  are  colored  on  said  maps  and 
numbered  from  three  to  one  hundred  and  fifty,  inclusive),  and  heretofore  cer- 
tified by  said  Superintendent — one  adopted  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  number 'fifteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  approved  on  the  six- 
teenth day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  the  other  adopted 
by  a  resolution  of  the  said  Board,  number  three  thousand  two  hundred  and 
eighty-four,  approved  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  which  resolutions  are  copied  on  the  face  of  said  maps,  respectively — 
shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  official  maps  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  approved;  and  the  expenses  incurred  for  the  work  done  on 
the  said  crossings  or  spaces  formed  by  the  junction  or  intersection  of  East  street 
with  Market  street,  and  of  other  streets  with  Market  street,  and  not  squarely 
in  front  of  and  not  properly  assessable  to  lots  fronting  on  such  streets,  and  for 
work  done  on  said  other  street  crossings  and  spaces,  all  of  which  are  colored 
o.n  said  maps,  shall  be  assessed  on  the  contiguous,  adjacent  and  neighboring 
irregular  or  quarter  blocks  or  lots  of  land  which  are  of  the  same  color  as  the 
crossings  or  spaces,  and  which  have  a  number  thereon  corresponding  with  the 
number  of  the  crossing  or  space  on  which  the  work  has  been  done. 

Subdivision  Nine.  In  all  the  streets  constituting  the  water  front  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  bounded  on  one  side  by  the  property  of  said 
city  and  county,  or  crossings  cornering  thereon,  or  on  the  water  front,  the 
expense  of  work  done  on  that  portion  of  said  streets,  from  the  centre  line 
thereof  to  the  said  water  front,  or  to  such  property  of  the  city  and  county 
bounded  thereon,  and  of  one-fourth  of  their  crossing's,  shall  be  provided  for 
by  the  said  city  and  county;  but  no  contract  for  any  such  work  shall  be  given 
out  except  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  after  an  observance  of  all  the  for- 
malities required  by  this  Act. 

Subdivision  Ten.  Where  any  work  mentioned  in  section  three  of  this  Act 
(sewers,  manholes,  cesspools,  culverts,  crosswalks,  crossings,  curbings,  grad- 
ing, piling  and  capping  excepted)  is  done  on  one  side  of  the  centre  line  of  said 
streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places,  or  courts,  the  lots  or  portions  of  lots  fronting  on 
that  side  only  in  front  of  which  said  work  is  done  shall  be  assessed  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  said  work,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
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Subdivision  Eleven.     The  assessment  made  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  grad- 
ing mentioned  in  the  proviso  in  section  four  of  this  Act,  shall  be  assessed  upon  all 
the  lands,  lots,  and  portions  of  lots  fronting  on  either  side  of  said  street,  lying  and 
being  between  the  said  main  street  crossings,  in  the  manner  provided  in  sub- 
division one  of  this  section.      Before  any  work  is  done  under  a  contract  to 
complete  the   grading  of  a  partially  graded  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  four  of  this  Act,  the  City  and  County  Surveyor 
shall  ascertain,  as  near  as  possible,  the  number  of  cubic  yards  of  grading  done 
previous  to  the  letting  of  the  contract  in  front  of  each,  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
fronting  upon  the  work  under  contract,  and  also  ascertain  the  number  of  cubic 
yards  of  grading  necessary  to  complete  the  grading  included  in  the  contract,  and 
certify  such  estimates  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways 
before  the  completion  of  the  work  included  in  said  contract.     And  when  any 
owner  of  a  lot  or  lots  fronting  on  said  partially  graded  street,  lane,  alley,  place, 
or  court,  has  graded  a  part  of  the  same,  and  desires  credits  for  grading  done  by 
him  previous  to  the  publication  of  the  notice  of  intention,  he  shall  file  with  the 
City  and  County  Surveyor,  previous  to  the  completion  of  the  grading  under 
contract,  a  certificate  of  the  City  and  County  Surveyor  in  office  when  the  work 
was  performed,  certifying  the  number  of  cubic  yards  of  grading  done  by  him 
or  those  through  whom  he  claims  or  deraigns  title  ;  provided,  however,  that  he 
shall  not  be  allowed  any  credits  at  any  time  for  any  embankment  made  above 
or  excavations  made  below  the  official  grade  ;  but  the  cost  of  removing  such 
embankment  or  filling  in  such  excavation  shall  always  be  charged  exclusively 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lot  or  lots  of  land  fronting  thereon,  in  addition 
to  the  pro  rata  rate  which  may  be  assessed  to  them.     If  the  credit  for  grading, 
so  certified  as  aforesaid,  in  cubic  yards  or  measurement,  equals  the  propor- 
tional amount  of  grading  which  such  owner  would  be  obliged  to  do  if  no  grad- 
ing had  been  done  on  such  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court,  then  such  owner 
and  his  lot  or  lots  shall  be  exempted  from  assessment  for  the  remaining  work ; 
and  if  the  grading  done  by  such  owner  is  less  than  his  proportional  share,  then 
the  work  required  to  be  done  in  front  of  his  lot  or  lots,  according  to  the  origi- 
nal profile  of  the  land  previous  to  any  grading  thereon,  shall  be  included  in 
the  assessment;  and  the  work  certified  as  aforesaid  to  have  been  done  by  him 
at  his  own  expense  shall  be  credited  to  him  at  the  contract  rate  ;  proridcd,  that 
in  making  the  assessment  to  cover  the  expense  of  any  work  mentioned  in  this 
section,  the  said  Superintendent  may  deviate  from  its  provisions  and  assess 
such  lots  and  lands  fronting  on  any  street,,  lane,  alley,  place,  or  court,  as  he 
may  decide  liable  to  assessment  for  said  work,  which  decision  may  be  appealed 
from  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Subdivision  Twelve.  Section  one  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  amendatory  of  and 
supplementary  to  an  Act  to  provide  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  Government 
of  this  State, 'approved  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven, 
approved  April  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  shall  not  be  appli- 
cable to  the  provisions  of  this  section;  but  the  property  therein  mentioned  shall 
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be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  to  be  assessed  for  work  done  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section.     [Amended,  March  26,  1868;  1867-8,  358.] 

SEC.  9.  After  the  contractor  of  any  street  work  has  fulfilled  his  contract  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent,  the  said  Superintendent  shall  make  an 
assessment  to  cover  the  sum  due  for  the  work  performed  and  specified  in  such 
contract,  including  incidental  expenses,  if  any,  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  and  according  to  the  character  of  the  work  done,  which 
assessment  shall  briefly  refer  to  the  contract,  the  work  contracted  for  and  per- 
formed, and  shall  show  the  amount  to  be  paid  therefor,  together  with  the  inci- 
dental expenses,  if  any,  the  rate  per  front  foot  assessed,  the  amount  of  each 
assessment,  the  name  of  the  owner  of  each  lot,  or  portion  of  lot,  if  known  to 
the  Superintendent,  if  unknown,  the  word  "unknown"  shall  be  written  oppo- 
site the  number  of  the  lot,  but  an  assessment  made  to  a  person  not  the  owner 
shall  not  render  said  assessment  illegal,  and  the  amount  assessed  thereon,  the 
number  of  each  lot  or  portion  of  a  lot,  assessed,  and  shall  have  attached  thereto 
a  diagram,  exhibiting  each  street,  or  street  crossing,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court, 
on  which  any  work  has  been  done,  and  showing  the  relative  location  of  each  dis- 
trict [distinct]  lot  or  portion  of  a  lot  to  the  work  done,  numbered  to  correspond 
with  the  numbers  in  the  assessment,  and  showing  the  number  of  feet  frontage 
assessed  for  said  work,  and  contracted  for  and  performed;  and  such  assessment 
shall  in  all  cases  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States.  [Amended, 
April  4,  1870;  1869-70,  890.] 

SEC.  10.  To  said  assessment,  mentioned  in  section  nine  of  this  Act,  shall  be 
attached  a  certificate,  signed  "by  said  Superintendent  and  the  Auditor  of  said 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  effect  that  the  said  assessment,  and 
the  amount  or  amounts  assessed  to  each  person  or  to  each  piece  or  parcel  or 
lot  of  land  affected  thereby  or  liable  therefor,  is  true  and  correct;  and  it  .shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  Superintendent  to  give  to  each  of  said  contracts  for  street 
improvement  or  assessment  a  name  or  number,  by  which  the  fund  collected 
for  the  payment  of  said  work  shall  be  known;  and  it  is  farther  provided,  that 
the  said  Superintendent  shall  deliver  to  such  contractor,  upon  the  recording  of 
the  assessment,  diagram  and  certificate  above  referred  to,  an  order  for  the 
amount  due  to  such  contractor,  payable  only  out  of  such  fund,  and  in  amounts 
as  the'  same  is  collected  at  the  end  of  each  month,  such  amounts  to  be 
paid  by  the  City  and  County  Treasurer  to  the  holder  of  said  order,  and  to  be 
indorsed  on  the  same  ^  when  payments  are  so  made;  and  it  is  further  provided, 
that  the  said  Superintendent  shall,  immediately  after  the  recording  of  the 
assessment,  diagram  and  certificate,  as  herein  prescribed,  deliver  the  same  to 
the  Tax  Collector  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  who  shall  note 
thereon  the  time  of  its  receipt  by  him,  and  the  date  when  the  same  shall  become 
delinquent,  and  shall  thereupon  publish  a  brief  notice,  for  the  period  of  thirty 
successive  days,  Sundays  and  non-judicial  days  excepted,  that  the  same  is  in 
his  hands  for  collection,  and  that  unless  such  assessment  shall  be  paid  at  his 
office  within  thirty  days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  the  same  will 
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be  delinquent,  and  will  be  by  him  delivered  to  the  City  and  County  Attorney 
for  collection  by  suit.  That  said  Tax  Collector,  on  the  last  day  of  each  month, 
shall  pay  over  to  the  City  and  County  Treasurer  each  amount  collected,  on 
each  separate  assessment,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  by  said  Treasurer 
to  the  credit  of  the  proper  fund.  And  said  Treasurer  shall  pay  out  the  said 
moneys  so  collected  to  the  parties  holding  the  Superintendent's  orders  on  said 
fund,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  take  the  proper  vouchers  therefor.  The 
said  Tax  Collector  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall  be  respectively  entitled  to  one 
additional  clerk,  in  the  discretion  of  said  Board,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  each,  who  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  General 
Fund.  [Amended,  April  4,  1870;  1869-70,  890.] 

SBC.  11.  The  City  and  County  Attorney  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  is  hereby  authorized,  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  City  and  County  Attorney,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  sue  for  and  col- 
lect all  and  every  delinquent  street  assessment,  such  suits  to  be  prosecuted  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Such  Assistant  City  and  County  Attorney  to  receive  no 
compensation,  except  a  fee  and  percentage  in  each  action,  which  shall  be  as 
follows:  After  suit  brought,  and  before  judgment  or  decree,  said  Attorney 
shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  collect,  in  addition  to  the  said  principal  sum 
or  sums  for  which  suit  is  brought,  interest,  costs  of  suit  and  disburse- 
ments, fifteen  dollars  in  each  case  where  suit  is  commenced,  which  he  shall 
have  for  his  own  use;  but  if  a  judgment  or  decree  is  rendered,  fifteen  per 
cent,  shall  be  added  and  collected  as  his  fee  for  collection;  provided,  that 
said  percentage  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  [per  cent.]  shall  not  be  allowed  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  judgment;  and  provided  further,  that  if 
any  suit  is  carried  on  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
an  additional  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  said 
assessment  or  assessments  shall  draw  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per 
annum,  from  the  date  of  the  recording  of  said  assessment,  down  to  and  after 
judgment  or  decree,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Assistant  City  and  County  Attorney  to  commence  suit  to  recover 
said  assessments  within  ten  days  after  the  same  is  delivered  to  him ;  and  said 
action  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.  The  costs  required  to  commence  and  prosecute  said  actions 
to  be  drawn  from  the  Street  Department  Fund  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  re- 
turns [returned]  to  that  fund  when  collected;  and  no  defence  shall  be  interposed 
except: 

First-.  Want  of  jurisdiction  to  order  work. 

Second.  That  the  assessment  has  been  paid. 

Third.  Fraud  in  the  assessment  or  in  any  of  the  acts  or  proceedings  prior 
thereto,  setting  out  the  facts  showing  such  fraud. 

And  it  is  further  provided,  that  when  any  contract  for  any  street  work  shall 
have  been  made  by  the  proper  officers  of  said  city  and  county,  and  shall  be 
fully  and  faithfully  performed  by  the  contractor  thereof,  or  his  assigns,  in 
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every  respect,  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  contract,  and  after- 
wards the  assessment  for  the  payment  of  such  street  work  shall  be  declared 
invalid  by  the  highest  courts  in  the  State,  and  if  such  invalidity  shall  appear 
by  the  decision  of  said  courts  not  to  have  been  in  any  manner  caused  by  the 
frauds,  acts,  conduct  or  omissions  of  said  contractor,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  to  order  the  full 
amount  or  amounts  of  such  contract,  or  whatever  amounts  shall  be  due  and 
owing  on  said  contract,  to  be  paid  to  the  contractor,  or  his  assigns,  out  of  the 
Street  Department  Fund,  together  with  all  such  fees  to  the  said  attorney,  as 
he,  the  said  attorney,  would  have  been  entitled  to  if  the  same  had  been  col- 
lected after  judgment;  and  the  City  and  County  Auditor  shall  audit,  and  the 
Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  ;  provided,  that  the  claim  of  said  contractor 
shall  be  presented  within  six  months  after  the  final  determination  of  the  cause 
by  such  Court ;  and  upon  such  payment  to  such  contractor,  as  aforesaid,  the 
said  contractor,  or  his  assigns,  shall  assign  said  contract  to  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.  Said  Assistant  City  and  County  Attorney  shall  be  required 
to  enter  into  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the  said 
Street  Department  Fund,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
County  Judge  of  said  city  and  county,  and  conditioned  faithfully  and  diligently 
to  perform  his  duties  as  Assistant  City  and  County  Attorney,  and  to  sue  for 
and  collect  all  assessments  that  may  be  delinquent  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  to  pay,  on  the  last  day  of  each  month,  all  moneys  collected  during  the 
month  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  accompanied 
with  a  statement  to  the  City  and  County  Treasurer  which  shall  designate  the 
fund  or  funds  to  which  said  money  shall  be  applied;  and  it  is  especially 
provided,  that  the  duties  of  such  Attorney  shall  extend  only  to  the  collection  of 
delinquent  street  assessments,  and  counsel  relative  to  street  work,  and  in  no 
case  shall  be  entitled  to  any  claim  against  or  compensation  from  said  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  percent- 
age to  be  paid  said  Assistant  City  and  County  Attorney,  when  assessments  are 
declared  invalid,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  monthly,  in  the  same  manner  that 
other  claims  against  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  allowed  ;  but 
said  claim  shall  only  be  paid  out  of  the  special  fund  collected  as  aforesaid.  On 
collections  made  and  received  before  judgment  or  decree,  the  percentage  may 
be  retained  by  him.  [Amended,  April  4,  1870  ;  1869-70,  890.  ] 

SEC.  12.  The  owner,  contractor,  or  his  assigns,  and  all  'persons,  whether 
named  in  the  assessment  or  not,  feeling  aggrieved  by  any  of  the  acts  or 
determinations  of  the  said  Superintendent  in  relation  to  the  acceptance  of 
work,  or  to  the  assessment,  or  to  any  act,  proceeding,  matters  or  thing  done, 
suffered  or  committed  by  him,  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  first  publica- 
tion of  notice  of  the  issuance  of  said  assessment,  as  herein  provided,  appeal  to 
said  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  provided  in  this  section,  by  briefly  stating  their 
objections  in  writing  and  filing  the  same  with  the  Clerk  of  said  Board.  Notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  briefly  referring  to  the  subject  matters  of 
appeal,  and  to  the  acts  or  determinations  objected  to  or  complained  of,  shall  be 
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published  for  five  days,  Sundays  and  non-judicial  days  excepted.  When  said 
assessment  shall  have  been  made  by  said  Superintendent,  he  shall  publish  for 
ten  days,  Sundays  and  non-judicial  days  excepted,  a  brief  notice  of  said  assess- 
ment, describing  therein  the  general  nature  of  the  work  done,  and  the  names 
of  such  persons  as  are  named  therein  and  the  amount  assessed  to  them  respect- 
ively. During  the  time  of  said  last  named  publication,  said  Superintendent, 
on  application  of  any  of  said  owners,  may  make  any  changes,  alterations  and 
corrections  in  said  assessment,  which  to  him  may  seem  just,  or  he  may  annul 
the  same,  if  he  finds  the  contract  on  which  the  same  is  based  has  not  been 
performed,  and  make  a  new  assessment  on  performance  thereof,  and  republish 
said  notice  of  ten  days,  with  the  like  right  to  object  to  any  second  assessment 
on  the  part  of  the  owners,  and  of  appeal  to  said  Board  as  herein  provided. 
Said  Board,  on  appeal,  may  correct,  alter  or  modify  said  assessment,  as  to  them 
shall  seem  just,  and  may  annul  the  same,  and  may  order  a  new  assessment  to 
be  made  in  the  manner  by  them  directed,  and  may  make  any  order  or  decision 
in  relation  to  any  contract  or  the  performance  thereof,  or  in  relation  to  any  of 
the  acts  of  the  contractor  or  the  said  Superintendent,  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
hearing  of  said  appeal.  And  all  the  decisions  and  determinations  of  said  Board 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  persons  entitled  to  an  appeal.  At  the 
expiration  of  said  ten  days,  if  no  appeal  is  taken  to  said  Board,  or  if  an  appeal 
is  taken  and  the  appeal  is  dismissed,  or  after  the  deoisions  of  said  Board  on 
appeal  have  been  complied  with,  said  assessment,  diagram  and  certificate  shall 
be  recorded  in  suitable  books  kept  in  the  office  of  said  Superintendent  for  that 
purpose,  and  when  so  recorded  the  several  amounts  assessed  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  land,  lots  or  portions  of  lots  assessed,  respectively,  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  fully  paid,  and  have  priority  to  all  other  liens,  taxes  excepted  ; 
and  from  and  after  the  date  of  said  recording  all  persons  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
notice  of  the  contents  of  the  record  thereof,  and  of  all  the  records,  proceedings, 
orders,  resolutions  and  notices  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  or  of  said  Su- 
perintendent, in  relation  to  street  work.  After  jurisdiction  to  order  any  work 
has  been  obtained,  no  irregularity  in  any  of  the  subsequent  proceedings  shall 
render  any  assessment  illegal.  [Amended,  ApriH,  1870  ;  1869-70,  890.] 

SEC.  13.  Actions  for  the  collection  of  any  delinquent  street  assessment  shall 
be  brought  in  the  name  of  The  People  of  the  City  and  County  ot  San  Francisco, 
and  in  any  of  the  District  Courts  in  and  for  said  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  against  the  owners  and  all  persons  having  any  interest  therein,  and 
the  said  original  assessments  delivered  to  the  said  Tax  Collector  of  said  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  collection,  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  the  said 
fifteen  days  from  the  first  publication  thereof,  be  delivered  to  the  Assistant  City 
and  County  Attorney,  with  the  word  "Paid"  marked  opposite  to  each  sum 
assessed  and  which  shall  have  been  paid;  also,  to  whom  and  by  whom  paid 
and  the  date  of  payment;  and  said  assessment  or  assessments,  or  the  original 
record  thereof,  shall  be  primd  fade  evidence  of  plaintiff's  right  to  recover  in 
the  action,  and  as  to  all  defences  not  hereinbefore  enumerated,  it  shall  be  con- 
clusive evidence  of  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to  recover.  And  in  case  any  one 
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or  more  of  the  items  in  the  assessment  or  assessments  are  against  owners 
thereof  who  cannot  with  due  diligence  be  found,  the  service  in  each  of  such 
actions  may  be  had  either  in  manner  as  is  now  prescribed  by  the  Civil 
Practice  Act  of  this  State,  or  in  manner  as  is  prescribed  by  an  Act  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  entitled  an  Act  supplementary 
to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  in  relation  to  suits  brought  for  the  collection 
of  delinquent  taxes,  approved  May  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
approved  March  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  the, 
remedies  therein  provided  are  cumulative;  and  the  said  Assistant  City  and 
County  Attorney  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  which  are  conferred 
upon  the  District  Attorney  by  said  last  mentioned  Act.  The  Court  in  which 
such  suit  shall  be.  commenced  shall  have  power  to  adjudge  and  decree  a  lien 
against  the  premises  assessed,  and  to  order  such  premises  to  be  sold  on  execu- 
tion or  decree,  as  in  other  cases  of  the  sale  of  real  estate  by  the  process  of  said 
Courts;  and  on  appeal,  the  appellate  Court  shall  be  vested  with  the  same 
power  to  adjudge  and  decree  a  lien,  and  to  order  to  be  sold  such  premises  on 
execution  or  decree,  as  is  conferred  on  the  Court  from  which  an  appeal  is  taken. 
Such  premises,  if  sold,  may  be  redeemed  as  in  other  cases.  In  bringing  an 
action  to  recover  street  assessments,  the  complaint  need  not  show  any  of  the 
proceedings  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  assessment,  diagram  and  certificate, 
but  it  shall  be  held  legally  sufficient  if  it  shows  the  title  of  the  Court  in 
which  the  action  is  brought  by  the  parties  plaintiff  and  defendant,  the  date  of 
the  issuance  of  the  assessment,  the  date  of  the  recording  thereof,  the 
book,  and  page  where  recorded,  a  general  statement  of  the  work  done, 
a  description  of  the  lot  or  lots  sought  to  be  charged  with  the  assessments, 
the  amount  assessed  thereon,  that  the  same  remains  unpaid,  and  the  proper 
prayer  for  relief ;  said  complaint  may  be  verified  by  said  Assistant  City 
and  County  Attorney.  In  all  suits  now  pending  or  hereafter  to  be  brought 
to  recover  street  assessments,  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  general  and 
regulated  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  also,  when  not  in  conflict  here- 
with, by  the  Civil  Practice  Act  of  this  State.  It  is  hereby  expressly  provided 
that  nothing  but  gold  or  silver  coin  of  the  United  States  shall  be  received  in 
payment  of  street  assessments,  and  the  judgment  or  decree  in  every  case  shall 
be  made  payable  in  and  entered  for  gold  coin.  [Amended,  April  4,  1870;  1869- 
70,  890.] 

SEC.  14.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways  may  require, 
at  his  option,  by  notice  in  writing  to  be  delivered  to  them  personally  or  left  on 
the  premises,  the  owners,  tenants  or  occupants  of  lots  or  portions  of  lots  liable 
to  be  assessed  for  work  done  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  improve  forth- 
with any  of  the  work  mentioned  in  section  three  of  this  Act  in  front  of  the 
property  of  which  he  is  the  owner,  tenant  or  occupant,  to  the  centre  of  the 
street  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  require,  or  to  remove  all  filth  and  dirt  from 
the  street  in  front  of  his  premises;  and  by  a  like  notice  to  be  served  personally 
upon  the  president  or  any  officer  of  a  railroad  corporation  or  company,  or  to 
be  left  at  the  office  of  said  corporation  or  company,  to  require  such  corporation 
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or  company  to  improve  forthwith  any  work  mentioned  in  this  Act  which  said 
corporation  or  company  are  required  by  law  to  do  and  perform;  said  notice  to 
specify  what  improvement  is  required  or  work  is  to  be  done.  After  the  expi- 
ration of  three  days,  the  said  Superintendent  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquired 
jurisdiction  to  contract  for  the  doing  of  the  work,  or  making  the  improvements, 
or  the  removing  the  filth  and  dirt  required  by  said  notice.  If  such  improvement 
or  work  of  cleaning  be  not  commenced  within  three  days  after  notice  given  as 
aforesaid,  and  diligently  and  without  interruption  prosecuted  to  completion,  the 
said  Superintendent  may  enter  into  a  contract  with  any  suitable  person  apply- 
ing to  make  said  improvements  or  to  do  said  cleaning,  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner,  tenant  or  occupant,  or  railroad  corporation  or  company,  as  the  case  may 
be,  at  a  reasonable  price,  to  be  determined  by  said  Superintendent;  and  such 
owner,  tenant  or  occupant,  or  railroad  corporation  or  company,  shall  be  liable 
to  pay  the  same.  After  the  certificate  referred  to  in  section  fifteen  shall  have 
been  recorded,  the  sum  contracted  to  be  paid  shall  be  a  lien,  the  same  as  pro- 
vided in  section  ten  of  this  Act,  and  also  a  lien  upon  the  franchise  and  property 
of  said  corporation  or  company,  and  may  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  assessments.  [Amended,  March  26,  1868;  1867-8,  358.] 

SEC.  15.  If  the  expense  of  such  improvements,  or  removing  such  dirt  and 
filth  after  the  completion  thereof,  be  not  paid  to  the  contractor  so  employed,  or 
his  agent  or  assignee,  on  demand,  the  said  contractor  or  his  assigns  shall  have 
the  right  to  sue  the  owner,  tenant  or  occupant,  or  railroad  corporation  or  com- 
pany, under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  for  the  amount  contracted  to  be  paid, 
and  the  certificate  of  the  Superintendent  that  the  work  has  been  properly  done , 
and  that  the  charges  for  the  same  are  reasonable  and  just,  shall  be  primd  facie 
evidence  of  the  amount  claimed  for  said  work  and  of  the  right  of  the  contractor 
to  recover  for  the  same  in  such  action.  [Amended,  March  26,  1868;  1867-8, 
358.] 

SEC.  16.  In  addition,  and  as  cumulative  to  the  remedies  above  g"iven,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power,  by  resolution  or  ordinance,  to  prescribe 
the  penalties  that  shall  be  incurred  by  any  owner,  tenant,  occupant,  or  railroad 
corporation  or  company,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  make  improvements  or  re- 
move dirt  and  filth,  as  provided  for  in  section  fourteen  of  this  Act;  which  fines 
and  penalties  shall  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  the  City  and  County,  by  prose- 
cution in  the  name  of  The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  as  in  other  cases 
provided  for  in  subdivision  eleven  of  section  fifteen,  chapter  four  hundred  and 
ninety-three,  on  page  five  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  Statutes  of  said  State, 
approved  May  eighteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,56  and  may  be  applied 
if  deemed  expedient  by  the  said  Board,  in  payment  of  the  expenses  of  any 
such  improvements  when  not  otherwise  provided  for.  [Amended,  March  26, 
1868;  1867-8,  358.]

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SEC.  17.  The  person  in  whose  name  the  lots  and  lands  shall  stand  assessed 
on  the  assessment  roll  in  the  office  of  the  Assessor  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  or  the  owner  in  fee,  or  the  person  in  possession  thereof  claim- 
ing to  own  the  same  or  exercising  acts  of  ownership  over  the  same  at  the  date 
of  said  assessment,  shall  be  regarded  and  deemed  to  be  the  owner  (for  the 
purpose  of  this  law) ,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  that  word,  as 
used  in  this  Act.  [Amended,  April  4,  1870;  18G9-70,  890.] 

SEC.  18.  Any  tenant  or  lessee  of  the  lands  or  lots  liable,  may  pay  the 
amount  assessed  against  the  property  of  which  he  is  the  tenant  or  lessee,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  he  may  pay  the  price  agreed  to  be  paid,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  fourteen  of  this  Act,  either  before  or  after  suit  brought, 
together  with  costs  to  the  contractor,  or  his  agent  or  assigns;  or  he  may  redeem 
the  property,  if  sold  on  execution  or  decree,  for  the  benefit  ol  the  owner,  within 
the  time  prescribed  by  law,  and  deduct  the  amount  so  paid  from  the  rents  due, 
and  to  become  due,  from  him ;  and  for  any  sum  so  paid  beyond  the  rents  due 
from  him,  he  shall  have  a  lien  upon,  and  may  retain  possession  of  the  said 
lands  and  lots,  until  the  amount  so  paid  and  advanced  be  satisfied,  with  legal 
interest,  from  accruing  rents  or  by  payment  by  the  owner. 

SEC.  19.  The  records  kept  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and 
Highways,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  signed  by  him, 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  other  public  records;  and  such  records, 
or  copies  therefff  duly  certified  by  said  Superintendent,  may  be  used  in  evi- 
dence with  the  [same]  force  and  effect  as  the  original  assessments,  diagrams  and 
warrants.  The  said  records  shall,  during  all  office  hours,  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  citizen  wishing  to  examine  them,  free  of  charge.  [Amended,  March 
26,  1868;  1867-3,  358.] 

SEC.  20.  Notices  in  writing  which  are  required  to  be  given  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  be  served  by  any  Police  Officer, 
with  the  permission  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  the  fact  of  such  service  shall 
be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  person  making  it,  taken  before  the  Superinten- 
dent (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths),  Police  Judge,  or  any 
Judge,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace;  or  such  notices,  whether  verbal  or  written, 
may  be  delivered  by  the  Superintendent  himself.  The  Superintendent  shall 
keep  a  record  of  the  fact  of  giving  such  notices,  when  delivered  by  himself, 
personally,  and  also  of  the  notices  and  proof  of  service,  when  delivered  by  any 
other  person. 

SEC.  21.  When  any  street  or  portion  of  a  street  has  been  or  shall  hereafter 
be  constructed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  committee  on  streets,  wharves,  grades 
and  public  squares  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  said  Superintendent,  and 
shall  have  a  brick  sewer  or  cement  pipe  constructed  therein  under  such  regula- 
tions as  said  Board  shall  adopt,  the  same  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  thereafter  shall  be  kept  open  and  improved  by  the  said  city 
and  county,  the  expense  thereof,  together  with  all  work  done  in  front  of  city 
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property  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Street  Department  Fund;  provided,  that  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  not  accept  of  any  portion  of  the  street  less  than  the  entire 
width  of  the  roadway  (including  the  curbing  and  one  block  in  length  or  one  en- 
tire crossing) ;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  partially 
or  conditionally  accept  any  street  or  portion  of  a  street  without  a  sewer  or  pipe 
therein,  as  above  stated,  if  a  sewer  or  pipe  therein  shall  be  deemed  by  them 
unnecessary;  but  the  lots  of  land  previously  assessable  for  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion of  a  sewer  or  pipe  shall  still  remain  and  be  assessable  for  such  cost,  and 
for  the  cost  of  repair  and  restoration  of  the  street  damaged  in  the  said  construc- 
tion, when  a  sewer  or  pipe  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  the  same  as  if  no  partial 
or  conditional  acceptance  had  ever  been  had.  The  said  Superintendent  shall 
keep  in  his  office  a  register  of  all  accepted  streets,  the  same  to  be  indexed  so 
that  reference  maybe  easily  had  thereto.  [Amended,  April  4,  1870;  1869-70, 
890.] 

SEC.  22.  The  said  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  public  office  in  some  conve- 
nient place,  to  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors ;  and  his  office  shall  be 
kept  open  as  in  this  Act  required.  He  shall  not,  during  his  continuance  in  office, 
follow  any  other  profession  or  calling,  but  shall  be  required  to  devote  himself 
exclusively  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  be  allowed  not  more  than  eleven 
deputies,  to  be  by  him  appointed  from  time  to  time.  Three  of  said  deputies 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  month  each,  and  four  of  said 
deputies  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  each, 
and  four  of  said  deputies  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  month  each.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  deputies  to  perform 
all  or  any  of  the  duties  conferred  by  this  Act  upon  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Streets  and  Highways,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Superintendent, 
except  the  acceptance  or  approval  of  work  done.  The  Superintendent  of 
Public  Streets  and  Highways,  or  his  deputies,  shall  superintend  and  direct 
the  clearing  of  all  sewers  in  the  public  streets,  and  the  expense  of  the  same 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Street  Department  Fund,  in  the  same  manner  as  pro- 
vid.ed  for  the  improvements  of  streets  that  have  been  finally  accepted,  as  in 
this  Act  provided.  [Amended,  April  4,  1870;  1869-70,  874.] 

SEC.  23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Superintendent  to  see  that  the  laws, 
orders,  and  regulations,  relating  to  the  public  streets  and  highways,  are  carried 
into  execution,  and  that  the  penalties  therefor  are  rigidly  enforced.  It  is  re- 
quired that  he  shall  keep  himself  informed  of  the  condition  of  all  public  streets 
and  highways,  and  also  of  all  public  buildings,  parks,  lots  and  ground,  of  the 
said  city  and  county,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bonds  to  the  city  and 
county  in  such  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office;  and  should  said  Superin- 
tendent fail  to  see  that  the  laws,  orders,  and  regulations,  relating  to  the  public 
streets  and  highways,  are  carried  into  execution,  after  notice  from  any  citizen 
of  a  violation  thereof,  the  said  Superintendent  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable 
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upon  his  official  bond,  to  any  person  injured  in  his  person  or  property  in  con- 
sequence of  said  official  neglect. 

SEC.  24.  No  recourse  shall  be  had  against  said  city  and  county  for  damage 
to  person  or  property  suffered  or  sustained  by  or  by  reason  of  the  defective  con- 
dition of  any  street  or  public  highway  of  said  city  and  county,  whether  origin- 
ally existing,  or  occasioned  by  construction,  -excavation,  embankment,  or  want 
of  repair  of  such  street  or  public  highway,  and  whether  such  damage  be  occa- 
sioned by  accident  on  said  street  or  public  highway,  or  by  falling  from  or  upon 
the  same.  But  if  any  j)erson,  while  carefully  using  any  street  or  public  high- 
way of  said  city  and  county,  graded,  or  in  course  of  being  graded,  or  carefully 
using  any  other  street  or  public  highway  leading  into  or  crossing  the  same,  be 
injured,  killed,  lost,  or  destroyed,  or  any  horses,  animals,  or  other  property,  be 
lost,  injured,  or  destroyed,  through  any  defect  in  said  street  or  public  highway, 
graded,  or  in  course  of  being  graded  as  aforesaid,  or  by  reason  of  any  excava- 
tion or  embankment  in  or  of  the  same,  or  by  falling  from  or  upon  such  embank- 
ment or  excavation,  then  the  person  or  persons  upon  whom  the  law  may  impose 
the  duty  either  to  repair  such  defect  or  to  guard  the  public  from  the  excavation,  • 
embankment,  or  grading  aforesaid,  and  also  the  officer  or  officers  through  whose 
official  neglect  such  defect  remained  unrepaired,  or  said  excavation  or  embank- 
ment remained  ungraded  [unguarded?],  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  jointly  and  seve- 
rally liable  to  the  person  or  persons  injured  for  the  damages  sustained. 
[Amended,  April  25,  1863,525.] 

SEC.  25.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  be  the  proper  officer  to  do  the  surveying 
and  other  wrork  which  may  be  necessary  to  be  done  under  sections  one  and 
two  of  this  Act,  and  to  survey,  measure  and  estimate  the  work  done  under  con- 
tracts for  grading  streets;  and  every  certificate  of  work  done  by  him,  signed  in

[Approved  April  25,  1863.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  have  power,  by  regulation  or  order  : 

First.  To  regulate  the  Police  and  Police  force  of  said  city  and  county,  and 
to  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties. 

Second.  To  authorize  and  direct  the  summary  abatement  of  nuisances  ;  to 
make  all  regulations  which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  preservation 
of  the  public  health  and  the  prevention  of  contagious  diseases  ;  to  provide,  by 
regulation  for  the  prevention  and  summary  removal  of  all  nuisances  and 
obstructions  in  the  streets,  alleys,  highways,  and  public  grounds  of  said  city 
and  county;  and  to  prevent  or  regulate  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to 
authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  contrary  to  ordinance. 

Third.  To  prohibit  and  suppress  or  exclude  from  certain  limits,  all  houses 
of  ill-fame,  prostitution  and  gaming;  to  prohibit  and  suppress,  or  exclude  from 
certain  limits,  or  to  regulate  all  occupations,  houses,  places,  pastimes,  amuse- 
ments, exhibitions  and  practices,  which  are  against  good  morals,  contrary  to 
public  order  and  decency,  or  dangerous  to  the  public  safety. 

Fourth.  To  license  and  regulate  hackney  coaches,  and  other  public  passen- 
ger vehicles,  and  to  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  transportation  of  persons, 
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baggage,  and  property,  or  either,  therein;  and  to  license  and  regulate  all  vehi- 
cles used  for  the  conveyance  of  merchandise,  earth  and  ballast,  or  either;  and 
also,  to  license  and  regulate  persons  and  parties  employed  in  conveying  baggage, 
property,  and  merchandise,  or  either,  to  or  from  any  of  the  wharfs,  slips, 
bulkheads,  or  railroad  stations  within  the  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  j65  *  to  fix  and  establish  the  amount  of  every 

license  paid  into  the  City  and  County  Treasury  for  city  and  county  purposes, 
at  such  rate  as  said  Board  shall  determine,  not  exceeding  the  amount  fixed  by 
law;  and,  provided,  said  Board  shall  have  no  power  to  entirely  abolish  any 
license  fixed  by  law,  or  to  reduce  the  proportion  of  each  license  collected,  which 
'  by  law  is  paid  into  the  City  and  County  Treasury  for  State  purposes. 

Fifth.  To  provide  for  the  summary  removal  and  disposition  of  any  or  all 
vehicles  found  during  certain  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  to  be  designated  by 
said  Board,  in  the  streets,  highways  and  public  squares  of  said  city  and  county, 
or  such  of  them  as  said  Board  may  designate;  and,  in  addition  to  all  other 
remedies,  to  provide,  by  regulation,  for  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  said 
vehicles  so  found  in  said  streets,  highways  or  public  squares,  as  aforesaid. 

Sixth.  To  require,  by  ordinance,  all  contractors  for  street  work,  or  other 
persons  lawfully  undertaking  to  improve,  grade,  or  alter  streets  or  public  high- 
ways in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  erect  fences  or  other  suitable

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  provide,  by  order,  for  laying 
out,  opening,  extending,  widening,  straightening,  or  closing  up,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  any  street,  square,  lane,  or  alley,  within  the  bounds  of  said  city,  which, 
in  their  opinion,  the  public  welfare  or  convenience  may  require ;  to  provide  for 
ascertaining  whether  any,  and  what  amount  in  value  of  damage  will  be  caused 
thereby,  and  what  amount  of  benefit  will  thereby  accrue  to  the  owner  or  pos- 
sessor of  any  ground  or  improvements  within  said  city  and  county  for  which 
such  owner  or  possessor  ought  to  be  compensated,  or  ought  to  pay  a  compen- 
sation, and  to  provide  for  assessing  and  levying,  either  generally  on  the  whole 
assessable  property  within  said  city,  or  specially  on  the  property  of  persons 
benefited,  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  the  damages  and  expenses  which  they  shall 
ascertain  will  be  incurred  in  locating,  opening,  extending,  widening,  straighten- 
ing, or  closing  up  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  street,  square,  lane,  or  alley,  in 
said  city  and  county;  to  provide  for  granting  appeals  to  the  County  Court  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  from  the  decisions  of  any  Commission- 
ers, or  other  persons,  appointed  in  virtue  of  any  ordinance,  to  ascertain  the 
damage  which  will  be  caused,  or  the  benefit  which  will  accrue  to  the  owners  or 
possessors  of  groiind  or  improvements,  by  locating,  opening,  extending,  wide- 
ning, straightening,  or  closing  up,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  street,  square,  lane, 
or  alley,  within  said  city  and  county,  and  for  securing  to  every  such  owner  and 
possessor,  the  right,  on  application  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  have  decided, 
by  a  jury  trial,  whether  any  damage  has  been  caused,  or  any  benefit  has  accrued 
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to  them,  and  to  what  amount;  to  provide  for  collecting  and  paying  over  the 
amount  of  compensation  adjudged  to  each  person  entitled,  and  to  enact  and 
pass  all  orders  from  time  to  time  which  shall  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper 
to  exercise  the  powers  and  effect  the  objects  above  specified;  provided,  never- 
theless, that  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  proceed  to  execute  any  of  the  powers  vested  in  them  by  this  Act,  at 
Jeast  thirty  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any  application  which  may  be  made 
for  the  passage  of  any  order,  by  'advertisement  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily 
newspapers  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  having  the  largest  cir- 
culation ;  provided,  further,  that  whenever  any  street  or  part  of  any  street  in  the 
said  city  and  county,  occupied  or  used  by  the  track  of  any  railroad  company, 
shall  require  to  be  altered  or  widened  for  the  convenience  of  public  travel,  and 
proceedings  for  the  altering  or  widening  the  same  shall  have  been  taken  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners  appointed 
as  in  this  Act  provided,  and  whose  duty  it  may  be,  to  make  a  just  and  equitable 
assessment  of  the  whole  amount  of  costs,  damages,  and  expenses,  of  such 
altering  or  widening,  among  the  owners  of  all  the  lands  and  real  estate  intended 
to  be  benefited  thereby,  to  assess  such  portion  of  said  costs,  damages,  and  ex- 
penses, upon  the  corporation  or  company  owning  or  using  said  railroad  track 
as  shall  to  them  seem  equitable  and  just,  and  such  assessment  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  any  property  of  said  corporation  or  company  in  the  said  city  and  county, 
and  may  also  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  the  assessment  upon  such 
owners  of  lands  and  real  estate  intended  to  be  benefited  thereby. 

SEC.  2.  That  before  any  Commissioners  appointed  by  any  order  to  be  passed 
in  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  proceed  to  the  performance  of  their  duty,  they  shall 
give  notice  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  having  the  largest  circulation,  of  the  object  of  the  order  under  which 
they  propose  to  act,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  of  their  first  meeting  to 
execute  the  same. 

SEC.  3.  That  upon  the  return  of  any  assessment  to  be  made  under  any 
ordinance  to  be  passed  in  virtue  of  this  Act,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  cause  a  copy  of  said 
assessment  to  be  published  for  ten  days,  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers  of 
said  city  and  county  having  the  largest  circulation. 

SEC.  4.  That  the  time  within  which  any  appeal  is  to  be  made  from  any 
assessment  shall  be  computed  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  ten  days 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  section. 

.SEC.  5.  All  the  expenses  resulting  from  locating,  opening,  extending,  widen- 
ing, straightening  or  closing  up,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  street,  square,  lane, 
or  alley,  within  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
moneys  derived  from  the  assessments  upon  the  property  benefited  by  such 
locating,  opening,  extending,  widening,  straightening,  or  closing  up,  in  whole

the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  expense 
caused  by  the  same.

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  BOAKD. 

SECTFON  1.  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  consist  of  the  School  Directors  elected  for  the  several  election  dis- 
tricts of  said  city  and  county.  The  said  Board  shall  organize  annually,  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  July,68  by  electing  a  President  from  among  its  members,  and 
shall  hold  meetings  monthly  thereafter,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Board 
may  determine.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elect  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  transact  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 
The  Board  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings.  Its  sessions  shall  be 
public,  and  its  records  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

OF  THE  POWEES  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  BOAKD.

First.  To  establish  and  maintain  Public  Schools,  and  to  establish  School

To  employ  and  dismiss  Teachers,  Janitors,  and  School  Census  Mar- 
shals, and  to  fix,  alter,  allow  and  order  paid,  their  salaries  or  compensations  ^ 
and  to  employ  and  pay  such  mechanics  and  laborers  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board;  and  to  withhold,  for  good 
and  sufficient  cause,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  salary  or  wages  of  any  person 
or  persons  employed  as  aforesaid. 

Fourth.  To  make,  establish  and  enforce  all  necessary  and  proper  rules  and 
regulations,  not  contrary  to  law,  for  the  government  and  progress  of  Public 
Schools  within  the  said  city  and  county,  the  pupils  therein,  and  the  teachers 
thereof,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  the  laws  relating  to  education;  also,  to 
establish  and  regulate  the  grade  of  schools,  and  determine  what  text-books,71 
course  of  study,  and  mode  of  instruction  shall  be  used-  in  said  schools. 

Fifth.  To  provide  for  the  School  Department  of  said  city  and  county,  fuel, 
lights,  water,  blanks,  blank  books,  books,  printing,  stationery,  and  such  other 
articles,  materials,  or  supplies  as  may  be  necessary  and  appropriate  for  use  in 
the  schools  or  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent,  and  to  incur  incidental  ex- 
penses not  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sixth.  To  build,  alter,  repair,  rent  and  provide  school  houses,  and  furnish 
them  with  proper  school  furniture,  apparatus,  and  school  appliances,  and  to 
insure  any  and  all  school  property. 

Seventh.  To  lease,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years,  any  unoccupied  prop- 
erty of  the  School  Department  not  required  for  school  purposes. 

Eighth.  To  receive,  purchase,  lease,  and  hold  in  fee,  in  trust  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  any  and  all  real  estate,  and  to  hold  in  trust  any 
personal  property  that  may  have  been  acquired,  or  may  hereafter  be  acquired, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  public  schools  of  said  city  and  county  ;  provided, 
the  lots  to  be  purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  do  not  exceed  ten 
in  number  ;  and  all  conveyances  heretofore  made  to  the  said  Board  of  Educa- 
tion are  hereby  legalized  and  declared  valid,  and  the  property  therein  conveyed 
vested  in  said  Board  in  trust  as  aforesaid.

Eleventh.  To  sue  for  any  and  all  lots,  lands  and  property  belonging  to  or 
claimed  by  the  said  School  Department,  and  to  prosecute  and  defend  all  actions, 
at  law -or  in  equity,  necessary  to  recover  and  maintain  the  full  enjoyment  and 
possession  of  said  Jots,  lands  and  property,  and  to  employ  and  pay  counsel  in 
such  cases;  provided,  the  amount  of  fees  paid  to  such  counsel  shall  not  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars  in  anyone  year;  and  further  to  do  any  and  all  lawful  acts 
necessary  thereto.

SEC.  3.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
minister oaths  and  affirmations  concerning  any  demand  upon  the  treasury  pay- 
able out  of  the  School  Fund,  or  other  matters  relating  to  his  official  duties. 

SEC.  4.  At  the  last  regular  session  of  the  Board,  in  September,  Decem- 
ber, March  and  June,  of  each  year,  before  proceeding  to  other  business, 
each  Director  shall  be  called  on  to  report  the  condition  of  the  school  or  schools 
in  his  district,  and  the  circumstances  and  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  in 
respect  to  education,  and  to  suggest  any  defect  he  may  have  noted  and  im- 
provement he  would  recommend  in  the  school  regulations.  The  reports  to  be 
made  in  December  and  June  shall  be  in  writing. 

SEC.  5.  Before  giving  out  any  contract  or  incurring  any  liability  to  me- 
chanics or  laborers,  or  for  expenditures  authorized  by  section  two,  subdivisions 
three,  five,  and  six,  respectively,  to  any  amount  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars, 
the  Board  of  Education  shall  cause  notice  to  be  published  for  five  days,  invit- 
ing sealed  proposals  for  the  object  contemplated.  All  proposals  offered  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  and  said  Board  shall,  in 
open  session,  open,  examine,  and  publicly  declare  the  same,  and  award  the 
contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidded  ;  provided,  said  Board  may  reject  any 
and  all  bids,  should  they  deem  it  for  the  public  good,  and  also,  the  bid  of  any 
party  who  may  have  proved  delinquent  or  unfaithful  in  any  former  contract 
with  said  city  and  county  or  said  Board,  and  cause  a  republication  of  the  no- 
tice for  proposals  as  above  specified.  [Amended,  March  12,  1864  ;  1863-4, 162.] 

SEC.  6.  No  School  Director  or  Superintendent  shall  be  interested  in  any 
contract  pertaining  in  any  manner  to  the  School  Department  of  said  city  and 
county.  All  contracts  in  violation  of  this  section  are  declared  void,  and  any 
Director  or  Superintendent  violating  or  aiding  in  the  violation  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

SEC.  7.  No  teacher  shall  be  employed  in  any  of  the  Public  Schools  without 
having  a  certificate  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  For  the  purpose 
of  granting  the  certificates  required,  the  Board  of  Education,  either  as  a  body, 
or  by  committee,  or  by  the  Superintendent,  shall  hold  examinations  of  teachers. 
No  certificate  shall  be  issued  except  to  a  person  who  shall  have  passed  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  such  branches  as  the  Board  may  require,  and  shall 
have  given  evidence  of  good  moral  character,  ability,  and  fitness  to  teach. 
The  said  certificate  shall  be  in  force  for  two  years;  provided,  that  the  person 
to  whom  it  is  granted  is  continuously  employed  in  the  schools  in  teaching. 

SEC.  8.  The  Board  may,  in  its  discretion,  renew,  without  reexamination, 
the  certificate  of  any  person  so  employed.  *  It  shall  have  power  to  revoke  the 
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certificate  of  any  teacher  upon  evidence  of  immoral  or  unprofessional  conduct, 
and  any  School  Director,  with  the  consent  and  advice  of  the  Superintendent, 
may,  for  good  and  sufficient  cause,  provisionally  withdraw  the  certificate  of 
any  teacher  employed  in  the  schools  of  his  district  until  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Board. 

OF   THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

SEC.  9.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  is  hereby  declared  and  constituted  ex-qfficio  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  without  the  right  to  vote. 

SEC.  iO.  The  said  Superintendent  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  Clerk, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  who  shall  act  as  Secretary  of 
the  Board,  and  who  shall  be  paid  a  salary,  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  Board,  not  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  month.  [Amended,  sec.  2,  note  74, 
below.']  The  said  Clerk  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  the  pleasure  of-  the  Su- 
perintendent, and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Board  or  the  Superintendent.^ 

SEC.  11.  The  Superintendent  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  annu- 
ally, on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  June,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they 
may  require,  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  expenditures,  income,  and  condition 
and  progress  of  the  Public  Schools  of  said  city  and  county,  during  the  pre- 
ceding year,  with  such  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

SEC.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  visit  and  examine 
each  school  at  least  once  in  three  months;  to  observe,  and  cause  to  be  observed, 
such  general  rules  for  the  regulation,  government  and  instruction  of  the  schools, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  as  may  be  established  by  the  Board 
of  Education;  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  Board,  and  inform  them  at  each 
session  of  the  condition  of  the  Public  Schools,  school  houses,  School  Funds, 
and  other  matters  connected  therewith,  and  to  recommend  such  measures  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  education  in  the  city  and 
county.  He  shall  acquaint  himself  with  all  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations 


?•*  "An  Act  to  establish  and  define  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,"  approved  April  2,  1870  ;  1869-70,  670; 
provides  : 

SECTION  1.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  concerning  any  demand  upon  the 
treasury  payable  out  of  the  School  Fund,  or  other  matters  brought  before  the  School  De- 
partment for  investigation. 

'  SEC.  2.  The  said  Secretary  shall  be  paid  a  salary,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  month,  in  lieu  of  any  salary  now  paid, 
payable  in  the  same  manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools  for  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  is  paid. 

SEC.  3.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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governing  the  Public  Schools  in  the  said  city  and  county,  and  the  judicial  de- 
cisions thereon,  and  give  advice  on  subjects  connected  with  the  Public  Schools 
gratuitously,  to  officers,  teachers,  pupils  and  their  parents  and  guardians. 

SEC.  13.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  School  Director  shall  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointment by  the  Superintendent,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
School  Directors  then  in  office;  and  such  appointees  shall  hold  office,  respect- 
ively, until  the  municipal  election  nest  ensuing,  and  the  election  and  qualifica- 
tion of  their  successors  in  office.  But  no  such  appointment  shall  be  valid, 
unless  the  appointee  be,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  an  elector  of  the 
district  wherein  the  vacancy  occurred. 

SEC.  14.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Superintendent,  the  Board  of 
Education  may  appoint  a  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  regular  election 
then  next  following,  when  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  election  of  the  people. 

OF   THE   SCHOOL  FUND. 

SEC.  15.  The  School  Fund  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall 
consist  of  all  moneys  received  from  the  State  School  Fund ;  of  all  moneys 
arising  from  taxes  which  shall  be  levied  annually  by  -the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  said  city  and  county  for  school  purposes;  of  all  moneys  arising  from 
the  sale,  rent  or  exchange  of  any  school  property;  and  of  such  other  moneys 
as  may,  from  any  source  whatever,  be  paid  into  said  School  Fund;  which  fund 
shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other  moneys,  and  shall  only  be 
used  for  school  purposes  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  and  redemption  ot  the  principal  of  the  school  bonds,  according 
to  law.  No  fees  or  commissions  shall  be  allowed  or  paid  for  assessing,  collect- 
ing, keeping  or  disbursing  any  school  moneys ;  and  if,  at  the  end  of  any  fiscal 
year,  any  surplus  remains  in  the  School  Fund,  such  surplus  money  shall  be 
carried  forward  to  the  School  Fund  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  shall  not  be,  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  diverted  or  withdrawn  from  said  fund,  except  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  16.  The  said  School  Fund  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  said  Board  of 
Education  for  the  following  purposes,  to  wit : 

First.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  or  wages  of  teachers,  janitors,  school 
census  marshals,  and  other  persons  who  may  be  employed  by  the  said  Board. 

Second.  For  the  erection,  alteration,  repair,  rent,  and  furnishing  of  school 
houses. 

Third.     For  the  expenses  of  Model  and  Normal  Schools. 

Fourth.  For  the  purchase  money  or  rent  of  any  real  or  personal  property 
purchased  or  leased  by  said  Board. 

Fifth.    For  the  insurance  of  all  scliool  property. 

Sixth.  For  the  payment  of  interest  due  on  school  bonds,  and  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  same. 

Seventh.  For  the  discharge  of  all  legal  incurnbrances  now  existing  on  any 
school  property. 
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Eighth.  For  lighting  school-rooms  and  the  office  and  rooms  of  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  Board  of  Education. 

Ninth.  For  supplying  the  schools  'with  fuel,  water,  apparatus,  blanks,  blank 
books,  and  necessary  school  appliances,  together  with  books  for  indigent 
children. 

Tenth.  For  supplying  books,  printing  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Board  of  Education,  and  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
Board  and  Department. 

Eleventh.  *  *  *  *.  *  -  *  *  * 

Twelfth.  For  grading,  fencing  and  improving  school  lots,  and  for  grading, 
sewering,  planking,  or  paving  and  repairing  streets,  and  constructing  and  re- 
pairing sidewalks  in  front  thereof. 

SEC.  17.  All  claims  payable  out  of  the  School  Fund  (excepting  the  coupons 
for  interest  and  the  School  Bonds) ,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  and 'after  they  shall  have  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elect  of  the  Board,  upon  a  call  of  yeas  and  nays  (which  shall  be  recorded), 
they  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Schools,  and  be  sent  to  the  City  and  County  Auditor.  Every  demand 
shall  have  indorsed  upon  it  a  certificate  of  its  approval  by  the  Board,  showing 
the  date  thereof  and  the  law  authorizing  the  same  by  title,  date  and  section. 
All  demands  for  teachers'  salaries  shall  be  payable  monthly. 

SEC.  18.  Demands  on  the  School  Fund  may  be  audited  and  approved  in  the 
usual  manner,  although  there  shall  not  at  the  time  be  money  in  the  treasury 
for  the  payment  of  the  same;  provided,  that  no  demand  on  said  fund  shall 
be  paid  out  of,  or  become  a  charge  against,  the  School  Fund  of  any  subsequent 
fiscal  year  ;  and,  further,  provided,  that  the  entire  expenditures  of  the  said 
School  Department  for  all  purposes  shall  not  in  any  fiscal  year  exceed  the 
revenues  thereof  for  the  same  year. 

SEC.  19.  The  City  and  County  Auditor  shall  state,  by  indorsement  upon 
every  claim  or  demand  audited  on  the  School  Fund,  the  particular  money  or 
fund  out  of  which  the  same  is  payable,  and  that  it  is  payable  from  no  other 
source. 

SEC.  20.  Audited  bills  of  the  current  fiscal  year  for  wages  or  salaries  of  the 
teachers  in  the  Public  Schools,  shall  be  receivable  for  school  taxes  due  upon 
real  estate. 

SEC.  21.  All  demands  authorized  by  this  Act  shall  be  audited  and  approved 
in  the  usual  manner,  and  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county  are 
respectively  authorized  and  required  to  audit  and  pay  the  same  when  so 
ordered  paid  and  approved  by  the  said  Board  ;  provided,  that  the  said  Board 
shall  not  have  power  to  contract  any  debt  or  liability  in  any  form  whatsoever 
against  the  said  city  and  county  in  contravention  of  this  Act. 
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SEC.  22.  The  teachers  in  the  Industrial  School  in  said  city  and  county  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  23.  This  Act  shaU  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage, 
and  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws,  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  or  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed.

TO  CONFER  FURTHER  POWERS  UPON  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE 
CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  April  27,  1863.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  have  power,  by  regulation  or  order: 

First.  To  license  and  regulate  all  such  callings,  trades,  and  employments, 
as  the  public  good  may  require  to  be  licensed  and  regulated,  and  as  are  not 
prohibited  by  law.  And  all  licenses  granted  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  or  the  powers  therein  delegated,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Auditor  of 
said  City  and  County. 

Second.  To  authorize  the  Auditor  of  said  City  and  County  to  deliver,  from 
time  to  time,  to  either  the  Treasurer  or  to  the  License  Collector,  as  many  of 
such  licenses  as  may  be  required,  and  to  sign  the  same,  and  charge  them  to 
the  officer  receiving  them,  specifying  in  the  charge  the  business  and  amounts 
named  in  the  licenses  and  class  of  licenses. 

Third.  To  regulate  and  compel  the  payment  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  all 
moneys  received  by  any  License  Collector  or  Deputy  License  Collector,  and  to 
fix  the  amount  of  the  bonds  to  be  required  from  such  License  Collector  or 
Deputy. 

Fourth.  To  appoint,  instead  of  the  present  License  Collectors,  one  person 
as  Collector  of  Licenses,  whose  salary  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  and  two  persons  as  Deputy  Collectors  of  Li- 
censes, whose  salaries  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  twentjr-five  .dollars 
per  month  each,  the  amount  of  each  such  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  Board 
of  Supervisors;  which  said  Collector  of  Licenses  and  Deputy  Collectors  of 
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Licenses  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  Police  Officers  in  serving 
processes  or  summonses  and  in  making  arrests;  also,  shall  have  and  exercise 
the  power  to  administer  such  oaths  and  affirmations  as  shall  be  necessary  in 
the  discharge  and  execution  of  their  official  duties.  The  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors shall  have  power  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  by-laws  regulating  the 
official  conduct  or  duty  of  said  persons  who  shall  be  appointed  Collector  of 
Licenses  and  Deputy  Collectors  of  Licenses,  and  alter  or  amend  the  same 
from  time  to  time  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

SEC.  2.  [Repeals  sub.  9,  sec.  1,  of  Act  of  April  23,  1858,  235,  and  all  Ads  or 
parts  of  Acts  conflicting  with  this  Act.  ] 

SEC.  3.  [Repeals  sub.  14  of  sec.  74,  of  Act  of  April  19,  1856,  145  (Consolida- 
tion Act,  ante) ;  and  of  amendatory  and  supplementary  Acts.  ] 

SEC.  4.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  TO  GRANT  THE  RIGHT  TO  LAY  DOWN  GAS  PIPES  IN  THE 
STREETS  OF  SAID  CITY  AND  COUNTY,  SUBJECT  TO  CERTAIN  RESTRIC- 
TIONS AND  REQUIREMENTS. 

[Approved  April  27,  1863.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  hereby  authorized  to  grant  the  right  to  lay  down  gas  pipes  in  and 
through  the  streets  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  through  said 
pipes  to  supply  gas  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  county  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  for  the  term  of  fifty  years,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  2.  In  consideration  of  the  rights  thus  granted  by  said  Board  to  any 
grantees,  said  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns,  within  ten  months,  shall 
commence  and  prosecute  the  work  in  good  faith,  and  within  two  years  from 
the  date  of  the  grant  thus  made  shall  have  erected  the  necessary  buildings  and 
apparatus  for  the  manufacture  of  at  least  fifty  thousand  cubic  feet  of  gas  in 
each  twenty-four  hours,  and  shall  have  laid  down  at  least  two  miles  of  main

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gas  pipe  through  the  public  streets  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  supply  gas  through  the  same  ;  within  four  years  from  the  date  of  the 
grant  thus  made,  the  said  grantees,  and  their  associates  and  assigns,  shall 
have  laid  down  three  additional  miles  of  street  main  pipes,  and  shall  at  all 
times  thereafter  during  the  continuance  of  the  franchise  privileges  thus  grant- 
ed, supply  gas  through  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  their  inhabitants  ;  provided,  that  said  grantees  shall  not  charge 
more  than  five  dollars  for  each  one  thousand  cubic  feet  of  gas. 

SEC.  3.  Said  streets  or  ways  in  which  said  pipes  may  be  laid  shall  be  placed 
in  the  same  good  order  and  condition  as  they  were  at  the  time  of  being  dis- 
turbed, at  the  cost  of  said  grantees,  associates  or  assigns,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  Highways,  and  to  his  satisfaction. 

SEC.  4.  If,  under  the  privileges  granted  by  authority  of  this  Act,  any  injury 
shall  be  done  to  any  water  pipes,  gas  pipes,  sewers,  or  drains,  belonging  to 
other  parties,  the  amount  of  said  injury,  including  losses  of  water  or  gas, 
shall  be  assessed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  and 
paid  by  the  parties  causing  such  injury,  their  associates  and  assigns  ;  and  the 
assessment  of  said  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  Highways  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  as  to  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid. 

SEC.  5.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  such  grantees  and  their  asso- 
ciates and  assigns  shall  not  erect  any  work  or  apparatus  for  the  manufacture  of 
gas  within  the  district  bounded  on  the  north  by  Francisco  street,  on  the  west 
by  Larkin  and  Ninth  streets,  and  on  the  south  by  Brannan  street ;  provided, 
that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  authorize  the  grantees  herein  named,  or  their 
associates  or  assigns,  to  build  or  maintain  any  works  or  erections  which  shall 
be  a  nuisance. 

SEC.  6.  For  the  faithful  performance  of  the  terms  of  any  such  grant,  on 
the  part  of  the  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  they  shall  execute,  within 
twenty  days  from  the  date  of  such  grant,  a  bond  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  with  two 
or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  County  Judge  of  said  city  and  county, 
and  shall  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  said  Treasurer,  and  upon  the  forfeiture 
of  said  bonds,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  of  said  city  and  county  to 
bring  an  action  for  the  amount  thereof,  and  upon  recovery  to  have  the  amount 
of  said  bond,  with  costs  of  suit,  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  city  and  county ; 
and  in  case  said  bond  shall  not  be  executed,  approved  and  filed,  as  provided  in 
this  Act,  or  in  case  of  the  non-performance  of  any  of  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  this  Act,  or  of  any  grant  made  under  this  Act,  by  such  grantees,  and 
their  associates  or  assigns,  required  to  be  performed,  their  franchises  thus 
granted  shall  utterly  cease  and  determine;  provided,  that  no  franchise  or  priv- 
ilege shall  be  claimed  or  held  under  any  grant  made  -by  authority  of  this  Act, 
unless  entirely  new  buildings  and  furnaces  for  the  manufacture  of  gas  shall  be 
erected,  and  new  main  gas  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  the  gas  shall  be  laid 
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down,  wholly  unconnected 'with  any  gas  building  now  standing,  or  gas  pipes 
which  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  laid  down  by  any  other  gas  company,  and 
unless  said  building  and  main  pipes  be  kept  and  maintained  entirely  uncon- 
nected with  any  gas  building  heretofore  erected,  or  main  gas  pipes  laid  down 
heretofore,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  erected  or  laid  down  by  any  other  gas 
company  ;  and,  provided,  that  any  violation  or  infringement  of  the  provisions 
of  this  proviso  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  rights,  franchises  and  immunities 
herein  granted,  and  such  franchises,  rights  and  immunities  shall,  ipso  facto, 
cease  and  determine,  all  the  said  property  and  rights  shall  vest  in  the  city,  and 
it  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  commence  and  prosecute  proceedings  for  the  enforcement  thereof.

TO    PROVIDE    FOR     THE    APPOINTMENT     OF     A      WEIGHER   OF    COAL    IN   AND 
FOR   THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY   OF  SAN   FRANCISCO,  CALIFORNIA. 

[Approved  April  27,  1863.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  Weigher  of  Coal  in  and  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  who  shall  reside  in  said  place,  and  continue  in 
office  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment,  and  until 
his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

SEC.  2.  Said  Weigher,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office,  and  give  bonds,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  which  oath  shall  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  County  Judge,  and  said  bond  acknowledged  before  him  and 
approved,  or  before  some  other  competent  officer,  the  oath  and  bond  to  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  3.  When  requested  to  do  so  by  any  person  interested  in  knowing  the 
weight  of  any  coal,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Weigher  to  weigh  all  coal  brought 
to  his  scales  to  be  weighed,  and,  unless  some  other  price  be  agreed  upon  by 
said  Weigher  and  the  person  or  persons  making  such  request,  he  may  charge 
and  collect  ten  cents  per  ton  for  such  service. 
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SEC.  4.  Said  Weigher  shall  have  and  maintain  at  suitable  places  such 
number  of  scales  as  he  may  deem  necessary  ;  but  this  Act  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  enable  said  Weigher  to  create  any  liability  against  said  city  and 
county. 

SEC.  5.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

A.  IN      ACT 

TO  PRESCRIBE    THE    JUKISDICTION  OF    THE    POLICE    JUDGE'S    COURT  OF    THE 
CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF    SAN  FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  January  27,  1864.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.  The  Police  Judge's  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  have  jurisdiction  : 

First.  Of  an  action  or  proceeding  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco .- 

Second.     Of  proceedings  respecting  vagrants  and  disorderly  persons. 

SEC.  2.  The  said  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the  following  public  of- 
fences when  committed  in  the  said  city  and  county: 

First.  Petit  larceny,  receiving  stolen  property,  when  the  amount  involved 
does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars. 

Second.  Assault  and  battery,  not  charged  to  have  been  committed  upon  a 
public  officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  or  with  intent  to  kill. 

Third.  Breaches  of  the  peace,  riots,  affrays,  committing  wilful  injury  to 
property,  and  all  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

The  Justices  of  the  Peace  within  the  limits  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  shall  not  have  power  to  try  and  decide  any  cases  of  the  classes 
mentioned  in  this  section. 

SEC.  3.  The  Judge  of  said  Court  shall  also  have  power  to  hear  cases  for 
examination,  and  may  commit  and  hold  the  offender  to  bail  for  trial  in  the 
proper  court,  and  may  try,  condemn,  or  acquit,  and  carry  his  judgment  into 
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execution,  as  the  case  may  require  according  to  law,  and  shall  have  power  to 
issue  warrants  of  arrest,  subpoenas,  and  all  other  process  necessary  to  the  full 
and  proper  exercise  of  his  power  and  jurisdiction.  All  fines  imposed  by  the 
Police  Judge  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  shall  be  final  and 
without  appeal. 

SEC.  4.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

SECTION  1.  The  County  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County  of  San,  Francisco  may 
appoint  two  Deputies  for  the  County  Court,  one  of  whom  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  and  t£te  other  a  salary  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month.

SECTION  1.  The  salary  to  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  Coroner  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.

SEC.  2.  Said  Coroner  shall  also  receive  for  such  chemical  analysis  [analyses] 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  him,  in  the  proper  fulfillment  of  his  duties, 
such  sums,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  analysis  [analyses]  made  in  any  one 
month,  as  shall  be  certified  by  the  chemist  or  chemists  making  such  analysis 
[analyses]  to  be  a  reasonable  charge,  and  he  shall  likewise  receive  for  the  inter- 
ment of  deceased  persons  payment  at  the  same  rate,  each,  as  is  allowed  for  the 
interment  of  deceased  hospital  patients  in  said  city  and  county,  not  to  exceed 
ten  dollars  for  each  interment  made  by  him. 

SEC.  3.  The  compensation  allowed  by  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund,  and  shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries 
of  officers  for  the  said  city  and  county;  provided,  that  the  said  Coroner  shall 
make  oath  that  he  has  received  no  compensation  for  any  of  the  items  in  his 
demand,  and  also,  that  the  analysis  [analyses]  charged  in  his  demand,  if  any, 
have  been  made  as  charged  therein,  and  that  the  same  were  necessary  to  the 
proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office;  and  that  the  interments  charged 
in  his  demand,  if  any,  have  been  made  by  him,  and  that  the  bodies  interred 
were  proper  subjects  for  burial  by  the  Coroner.

No  person  shall  board  or  attempt  to  board  any  vessel  arriving  in 
the  harbor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  before  said  vessel  has 
been  made  fast  to  the  wharf,  without  obtaining  leave  from  the  Master  or  per- 
son having  charge  of  said  vessel,  or  permission,  in  writing,  from  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  the  agent  thereof,  or  having  boarded  such  vessel,  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  leave  the  same  upon  request  of  the  Master  or  other  person  in  charge 
thereof,  under  the  penalty  prescribed  in  the  next  succeeding  section  of  this 
Act.™

No  person  shall  entice  or  persuade  nor  attempt  to  entice  or  per- 
suade any  member  of  the  crew  of  any  vessel  arriving  in  said  harbor,  or  of  any 
vessel  in  said  harbor,  to  leave  or  desert  said  vessel  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  service  in  such  vessel.  Any  person  guilty  of  so  doing  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalty  prescribed  in  section  two  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  6.  No  person  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  persuade  or  aid  any  person 
who  shall  have  shipped  on  any  vessel  for  a  voyage  from  said  port,  and  received 
any  advance  wages  therefor,  to  desert  or  wilfully  neglect  to  proceed  on  such 
voyage.  Any  person  guilty  of  so  doing  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Judge's  Court  of  said  city  and 
county  shall  be  punished  for  each  offence  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  for  a  term  not  exceeding  fifty  days,  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Judge  of  said  Police  Judge's  Court,  which  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  such 
cases. 

SEC.  6.  Any  person  offending  against  any  provision  of  this  Act  may  be 
arrested,  with  or  without  warrant,  as  provided  in  other  cases  of  misdemeanor, 
by  any  officer  qualified  to  serve  criminal  process  in  the  said  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco;  provided,  the  person  so  arrested  shall  be  forthwith  brought 
before  said  Police  Judge's  Court  or  admitted  to  bail,  as  in  other  cases  of 
misdemeanor  committed  in  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

SEC.  7.  The  word  "  Harbor,"  as  used  in  this  Act,  shall  be  held  to  mean  and

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City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and  the  word  "  vessel,"  as  used  in  this  Act,

The  Sheriif  of  the  County  of  San  Francisco  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  appoint  a  Matron  and  Assistant  Matron  for  the  County  Jail 
of  said  county,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  Female  Department  of  said  Jail, 
under  such  regulations  as  said  Sheriff  may  deem  requisite,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  State  regulating  the  management  of  said  Jail.  Said  Ma- 
tron and  Assistant  Matron  so  appointed,  before  entering  upon  their  duties, 
shall  give  the  same  bonds  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  are  required 
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of  Deputy  Sheriffs  or  Jail  Keepers,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  as  required  by  law. 

SEC.  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
if  they  deem  such  Matrons  necessary  for  the  public  good,  shall  order  paid  out 
of  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  compensa- 
tion for  the  services  of  said  Matron  and  Assistant  Matron,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  per  month,  to  be  divided  between  such  Matron  and 
Assistant  as  said  Board  of  Supervisors  may  direct,  which  shall  be  in  full  for 
such  services.

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.     Section  one  of  said  Act  is  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Section  1.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  fifteen  [seventeen;  see  Acts  of  April 
2,    1866;   1865-6,  863;  and  March   19,  1868;  1867-8,   198]  Judicial  Districts, 
which  districts  shall  be  numbered  and  composed  of  the  several  counties,  and 
parts  of  counties,  as  hereinafter  provided.  * 

SKC.  2.     Section  four  of  said  Act  is  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  4.  The  Twelfth  Judicial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  County  of 
San  Mateo,  and  all  that  portion  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  lying 
south  of  a  line  described  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  western  boundary  of 
said  city  and  county,  at  a  point  in  a  line  with  the  centre  of  Ridley  street,  in 
said  city;  thence  running  easterly  in  a  line  with  and  through  the  centre  of  Kid- 
ley  street,  to  the  centre  of  Market  street;  thence  northeastward  [along  the  centre 
of  Market  street  to  a  point  opposite  the  centre  of  Kearny  street ;  thence  north- 
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ward]  along  the  centre  of  Kearny  street,  to  a  point  in  a  line  with  the  northern 
side  of  the  City  Hall,  or  Court  House;  thence  easterly  to  and  along  the  north- 
ern line  of  the  City  Hall,  or  Court  House,  to  a  point  sixty-five  feet  from  the 
eastern  line  of  Kearny  street;  thence  at  right  angles  southerly,  to  the  southern 
line  ot  said  City  Hall,  or  Court  House;  thence  along  said  southern  line  of  said 
building,  to  the  eastern  line  of  Kearny  street;  thence  southerly  along  the  east- 
ern line  of  Kearny  street,  to  the  centre  of  Market  street;  thence  northeast- 
wardly along  the  centre  of  Market  street,  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  said  city 
and  county. 

SEC.  3.  Section  five  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  5.  The  Fourth  Judicial  District  shall  be  composed  of  all  that  portion 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  lying  north  and  embraced  within 
the  lines  described  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  western  boundary  of  said 
city  and  county,  at  a  point  in  a  line  with  Ridley  street,  in  said  qity  and  county; 
thence  running  easterly  in  a  line  with  and  through  the  centre  of  Ridley  street, 
to  the  centre  of  Market  street;  thence  northeastwardly  with  and  along  the  cen- 
tre of  Market  street,  to  the  centre  of  Kearny  street;  thence  northerly  along 
the  centre  of  Kearny  street,  to  a  point  in  a  line  with  the  northern  side  of  the 
City  Hall,  or  Court  House;  thence  easterly  to  and  along  the  northern  line  of 
the  City  Hall,  or  Court  House,  to  a  point  sixty-five  feet  from  the  eastern  line 
of  Kearny  street;  thence  at  right  angles  southerly,  to  the  southern  line  of  said 
City  Hall,  or  Court  House;  thence  easterly  along  the  southern  side  of  said 
building,  to  the  eastern  side  of  said  building;  thence  northerly  along  the  east- 
ern line  of  said  building,  to  a  point  eight  inches  north  of  the  northern  line  of 
said  building;  thence  at  right  angles  westerly,  to  the  centre  of  Kearny  street; 
thence  northerly  along  Kearny  street,  to  the  northern  boundary  of  said  city 
and  county.79 

SEC.  4.  The  Fifteenth  Judicial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  County  of 
Contra  Costa,  and  all  that  portion  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
which  is  not  included  within  the  limits  of  the  Twelfth  and  Fourth  Judicial 
Districts,  as  above  described. 

SEC.  5.  The  terms  "  City  Hall "  and  "  Court  House,"  as  used  in  this  Act, 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  building  owned  by  said  City  and  County,  and 
known  and  used  as  a  City  Hall  and  Court  House  prior  to  January  first,  A.  D. 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  no  other.

To  allow  and  order  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund,  a  sum  not  to  ex- 
ceed five  thousand  dollars,  for  improving  Washington,  Union,  and  Portsmouth 
Squares,  in  said  city  and  county.

To  allow  and  order  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund,  in  lieu  of  their 
present  salary,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  to  three 
Deputies  of  the  Sheriff  of  said  city  and  county,  which  Deputies  now  receive 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  month. 

Sixteenth.  To  purchase  boats,  tackle  and  apparatus  for  the  use  of  the  Har- 
bor Police,  and  to  allow  and  order  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund,  for  that  pur- 
pose, a  sum  or  sums  not  in  the  aggregate  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars.

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Any  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, who  may  be  designated  in  writing  by  the  Mayor,  or  President  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  purpose,  shall  have  power  to  preside  in  and  hold 
the  Police  Judge's  Court  of  said  city  and  county,  in  case  of  the  temporary 
absence  of  the  Police  Judge,  or  his  inability  to  act  from  any  cause;  and  dur- 
ing such  temporary  absence,  or  disability,  the  Justice  so  designated  shall  act 
as  Police  Judge,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  jurisdiction  and 
authority,  which  are  or  may  be  by  law  conferred  upon  said  court  or  judge. 

SEC.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Police  Judge,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  shall  have  power  to  appoint  some  suitable 
person,  who  is  a  resident  and  legal  voter  thereof,  to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall 
take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  and  enter  upon  his  duties  immediately. 
The  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  until  a  Police  Judge  shall  be  elected 
at  the  next  judicial  election,  and  qualified  according  to  law. 

SEC.  3.  All  laws,  so  far  as  they  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  4.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

[Approved  February  14, 18G6.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  association  known  as  the  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters,  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  nominate, 
and,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  to  appoint,  a 
public  officer  to  be  known  as  the  Fire  Marshal,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  said  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters.  Before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  before  the 
Ceunty  Judge,  and  execute  a  bond  to  the  State  of  California  in  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  conditional  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  with  two 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  County  Judge;  and  his  salary  shall  be  fixed 
from  time  to  time  and  paid  by  said  Board  of  Underwriters.  Any  person  ag- 
grieved by  any  misconduct  of  said  officer  or  of  his  deputy,  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  may  bring  an  action  in  his  own  name  on  such  official  bond  to  re- 
cover any  damages  sustained  by  him.  Said  bond  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
County  Clerk  of  said  city  and  county,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  County 
Judge.  And  in  case  of  the  sickness,  absence,  or  inability  of  the  said  Fire 
Marshal,  the  said  Fire  Marshal,  with  the  consent  of  said  Board  of  Under- 
writers and  Police  Commissioners,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
appoint  any  competent  person  to  act  for  and  in  his  stead  during  such  sickness, 
absence  or  inability;  and  such  person  so  appointed  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  authority  conferred  by  this  Act  upon  said  Fire  Marshal.  [Amended, 
March  2±,  1868;  1867-8,  280.] 

SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer  to  attend  at  all  fires  that  may 
occur  in  said  city  and  county,  with  a  badge  of  office  conspicuously  displayed, 
upon  which  his  official  title  shall  be  legibly  printed;  and  he  shall  take  charge 
of  and  protect  all  property  of  every  kind  and  description,  during  such  fires, 
which  may  be  imperiled  thereby,  and  safely  keep  the  same  in  his  possession, 
or  under  his  control,  until  satisfactory  proof  of  ownership  be  made  thereto, 
and  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  prevent  property  from  being  injured  at  such 
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fire,  and  regulate  and  direct,  when  in  his  opinion  it  is  necessary  or  expedient, 
the  removal  of  goods,  merchandise,  and  other  property,  to  a  place  of  safety. 
He  shall,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to,  exercise  the  functions 
of  a  peace  officer  of  said  city  and  county.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall 
wilfully  hinder  or  obstruct  said  officer  in  the  lawful  discharge  or  performance 
of  any  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  County 
Jail  for  not  more  than  three  months,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  authorize  said  Fire  Marshal  to  interfere  in  any  manner  with  the  proper 
discharge  of  the  lawful  duties  and  authority  of  the  Chief  and  Assistant  En- 
gineers of  the  Fire  Department  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Marshal  to  institute  investigations 
into  the  causes  of  such  fires  as  occur  in  said  city  and  county,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose he  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas  and  administer  oaths,  art!  compel 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  before  him,  by  attachment  or  otherwise.  All  sub- 
posnas  issued  by  him  shall  be  in  such  form  as  he  may  prescribe,  and  shall  be 
directed  to  and  served  by  any  police  officer,  or  by  any  peace  officer  of  said 
city  and  county.  Any  witness  who  refuses  to  attend  or  testify,  in  obedience 
to  such  subpoena,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  contempt,  and  be  punishable  by 
him,  as  in  cases  of  contempt  in  Justices'  Courts  in  civil  cases;  provided,  that 
said  officer  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  to  try  any  person  charged  with  commis- 
sion of  a  crime  for  the  purpose  of  inflicting  punishment  therefor,  but  shall 
make  a 'written  report  of  the  testimony  to  the  District  Attorney  or  Assistant 
District  Attorney,  and  institute  criminal  prosecutions  in  all  cases  in  which 
there  appears  to  him  to  be  reasonable  and  probable  cause  for  believing  that  a 
fire  has  been  caused  by  design. 

SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Fire  Marshal  to  aid  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  fire  ordinances  of  said  city  and  county,  and  for  this  purpose  he  is  duly 
authorized  to  visit  and  examine  all  buildings  in  process  of  erection  or  under- 
going repairs,  and  to  institute  prosecution  for  all  violations  of  the  ordinances 
of  said  city  and  county  which  relate  to  the  erection,  alterations,  or  repairs  of 
buildings  and  the  prevention  of  fires.  He  shall  exercise  such  additional  pow- 
ers as  may  be  conferred  upon  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said  city  and  county, 
to  enable  him  fully  to  carry  out  the  object  and  purposes  of  this  Act  and  the 
prevention  of  fires. 

SEC.  5,  Any  person  who  saves  from  fire,  or  from  a  building  endangered  by 
fire,  any  property,  and  who  wilfully  neglects  for  two  days  to  give  notice  to  the 
Fire  Marshal,  or  to  the  owner  of  such  property,  of  his  possession  thereof,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  grand  or  petit  larceny,  as  the  case  may  be,  according  to 
the  value  of  said  property;  and  any  person  who  shall  be  guilty  of  false  swearing 
in  any  investigation  under  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  therefor  as  in  other  cases  of  per- 
jury. 
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SEC.  6;  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  any  property  in  the  hands  of  the  Fire 
Marshal,  saved  from  fire,  until  satisfactory  proof  of  ownership  be  made,  and 
until  the  actual  expenses  incurred  by  said  officer  for  the  preservation  and 
keeping  of  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  him  by  the  owner  or  claimant  of  said 
property;  and  in  case  of  dispute  as  to  the  amount  of  such  expenses,  said  dis- 
pute to  be  determined  by  the  Police  Judge  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Board  of  Underwriters  at  any  time  to 
remove  said  Fire  Marshal,  and  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  said  office  caused  by  such 
removal,  or  by  resignation,  death,  or  absence  from  the  city,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  provided  in  section  first  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  8.  The  said  Fire  Marshal  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  ap- 
point one  or  more  persons  during  the  time  of  fire  for  the  purpose  of  saving  and 
protecting  property  at  said  fire,  and  until  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  owner  or 
claimants  thereof;  and  the  said  person  or  persons  so  appointed  shall  have, 
during  such  period,  the  authority  and  power  of  a  policeman  of  said  city  and 
county,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  Fire  Marshal's  Police;  and  each  of  such 
persons  shall  wear,  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  conspicuously  displayed 
on  his  person,  such  badge  or  device  as  said  Fire  Marshal  shall  designate. 

SEC.  9.  The  said  Fire  Marshal  is  hereby  duly  authorized  and  empowered  to 
hold  and  sell  or  cause  to  be  sold  at  public  auction  all  property  in  his  possession 
saved  from  a  fire  or  fires,  for  which  no  owner  can  be  found,  after  advertising 
the  same  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  said  city  and  county  for  the 
period  of  thirty  days;  provided,  however,  that  upon  application  by  said  Marshal 
to  the  County  Judge,  it  shall  appear  that  such  property  is  perishable,  said 
Judge  may  order  said  Marshal  to  make  sale  thereof  upon  such  notice  as  in  the 
opinion  of  said  Judge  may  be  reasonable.  The  proceeds  of  all  such  sales, 
together  with  an  account  thereof,  after  deducting  all  expenses,  shall  be  by  him 
deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county,  to  be  held  by  said 
Treasurer  subject  to  the  claim  of  the  owner  of  such  property.  Said  Fire  Mar- 
shal shall  from  time  to  time  file  with  the  County  Clerk  of  said  city  and  county, 
under  oath,  a  statement  and  description  of  all  property  in  his  possession  or 
under  his  control  and  sold  by  him,  together  with  the  amount  of  money  by  him 
deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  10.  The  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  prevention  of  confla- 
grations and  the  protection  of  property  saved  from  fire  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  approved  April  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  is 
hereby  repealed;  provided,  that  any  officer  appointed  under  that  Act  shall  be 
continued  in  office  under  this  Act  until  his  successor  in  office  be  appointed . 

SEC.  11.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage;  and  all  laws 
and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  they  con- 
flict herewith.

Second.  To  expend  a  sum  not  to  exceed  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
payable  out  of  the  General  Fynd,  for  the  improvement  of  roads  in  the  First 
Eoad  District;  said  money  to  be  expended  on  roads  outside  of  charter  line  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one  (1851).

TO   ESTABLISH  A   PAH)   FIRE   DEPARTMENT   FOR   THE   CITY   AND   COUNTS   OF 
SAN    FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  March  2, 1866.] 

The,  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  eimct 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  consisting  of  five  persons  of  good  character  and 
standing,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  have  been  residents  of 
said  city  and  county  for  at  least  two  years  [previous  to  their  appointment  or 
election  as  such  Commissioners,  and  said  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  shall 
be  composed  of  the  following  named  person^,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the 
periods  of  time,  to  be  computed  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  December, 
A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  set  opposite  their  respective  names : 
Benjamin  H.  Freeman,  for  the  term  of  five  years;  Samuel  Rainey,  for  the 
term  of  four  years;  James  H.  Eeynolds,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  two 
others  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of 
thi=j  Act,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  first  had  and  ob- 
tained, one  to  hold  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  and  after  the  first  Monday 
of  December,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  and  one  for  the  term  of 
one  year  from  and  after  said  day  and  year;  and  afterwards  of  five  persons,  who 
shall  serve  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  electlft  each 
year,  at  the  general  election  in  said  city  and  county;  the  first  of  such  persons 
to  be  elected  at  the  general  election  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy. 
The  offices  of  Commissioners  elected  or  appointed  heretofore  by  the  Board  of 
Underwriters  are  hereby  declared  vacant.  [Amended,  March  14, 1870;  1869-70,

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SEC.  2.  In  the  event  of  a  refusal  or  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  of  their 
office  of  any  one  or  more  of  said  Commissioners,  or  in  the  event  of  a  ^cancy 
occurring  from  any  cause,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county, 
being  duly  certified  thereof  by  any  one  or  more  of  said  Commissioners,  shall 
declare  the  office  of  such  Commissioner  vacant,  and  shall  appoint  a  suitable 
person  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  ensuing  general  election.  [Amended, 
March  14,  1870;  1869-70,  303.] 

SEC.  3.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a  Clerk,  who  by  virtue 
of  his  office  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department  constituted  by  this  Act, 
and  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  per  month,  but 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  other  pay  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Said 
Clerk  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of  a  clerk  to  the  Chief  Engineer.  And  the 
said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be  authorized  to  fit  up  an  office  for  their  use, 
which  shall  be  centrally  located,  the  cost  of  which,  together  with  the  rents  and 
necessary  stationery,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  and  county.  And  said  Fire 
Commissioners,  upon  their  organization,  shall  immediately  have  full  power,  by 
the  vote  and  concurrence  of  a  majority  thereof,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  to  take  all  the  necessary  steps  and  proceedings  to  pre- 
pare the  Fire  Department  constituted  by  this  Act,  to  go  into  active  operation 
on  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six  (1866). 87 

SEC.  4.  The  Fire  Department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
shall  consist  of  one  Chief  Engineer,  two  Assistant  Engineers,  one  Clerk  to  the 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  and  Chief  Engineer,  who  shall  give  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties;  one  Corporation  Yard-keeper;  seven  steam  fire 
engine  companies,  to  consist  each  of  one  foreman,  one  engineer,  one  driver, 
one  fireman  and  eight  hosemen,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as  assistant  foreman 
and  one  as  clerk,  which  clerk  shall  receive  five  dollars  per  month  extra;  two 
hook  and  ladder  companies,  to  consist  each  of  one  foreman,  one  driver,  one 
tillerman  and  twelve  hook  and  ladder  men,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as  assistant 
foreman,  and  one  as  clerk;  said  clerk  shall  receive  five  dollars  per  month  extra; 
and  five  hose  companies,  to  consist  each  of  one  foreman,  one  driver,  one  stew- 
ard and  six  hosemen,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as  assistant  foreman  and  one  as 
clerk,  which  clerk  shall  receive  five  dollars  per  month  extra.  Each  steam  fire 
engine  company  shall  have  one  steam  fire  engine,  one  hose  reel,  one  thousand 
feet  of  hose  and  not  more  than  three  horses.  Each  hook  and  ladder  company 
shall  have  one  truck,  with  hooks  and  ladders  and  necessary  and  proper  appur- 
tenances and  appliances,  and  two  horses.  Each  hose  company  shall  have  one 
hose  cart  and  reel,  with  one  thousand  feet  of  hose,  and  one  horse.  But  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power  to  increase  or  diminish  the  number  of 
fire  companies,  as  the  public  safety  of  the  city  and  county  may  require,  and  to 
purchase  the  necessary  steam  engines,  apparatus  and  appurtenances  therefor;

SEC.  5.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  two  Assistant  Engineers  shall  be  appointed 
by  said  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  each  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  and 
after  his  appointment,  to  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  said  Board,  and  all 
subordinate  officers  and  exrta  men  shall  be  appointed  by  said  Board,  and  shall 
be  removable  at  its  pleasure.

SEC.  6.  The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  men  comprising  said  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall  not  exceed  the  following  sums,  to  be  paid  monthly:  Chief  Engineer, 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month;  two  Assistant  Engineers,  one  hun- 
dred and  forty  dollars  per  month  each;  one  Clerk  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
missioners and  Chief  Engineer,  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  per  month; 
Superintendent  of  Corporation  Yard,  seventy-five  dollars  per  month;  each  fore- 
man, forty-five  dollars  per  month;  each  engineer,  one  hundred  and  forty  dol- 
lars per  month;  each  driver,  seventy-five  dollars  per  month;  each  fireman, 
seventy-five  dollars  per  month;  each  tillerman,  seventy-five  dollars  per  month; 
each  steward,  sixty-five  dollars  per  month;  each  hose  and  hook  and  ladder  man, 
thirty-five  dollars  per  month.  All  the  paid  members  of  the  Fire  Department, 
except  the  foreman,  assistant  foreman,  clerk,  hose  men  and  hook  and  ladder 
men,  shall  give  their  undivided  attention  to  their  respective  duties.

SEC.  7.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
shall  have  full  power  to  pass  all  ordinances,  and  said  Fire  Commissioners 
to  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government,  management,  control,  and 
discipline  of  the  said  Fire  Department,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  for  the 
best  interests  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  officers  and  members 
thereof;  and  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power  to  locate  all  cisterns, 
hydrants,  and  engine  houses  hereafter  to  be  purchased;  provided,  such  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California,  and  that  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  If  the  members  of  the  present  Fire  Department  fail,  neglect, 
or  refuse  to  perform  their  duties  in  every  respect  after  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
and  until  the  organization  of  the  paid  department,  as  in  this  Act  provided, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  empowered  to  take  possession  of  all  engines,  hose, 
hooks  and  ladders,  and  other  appurtenances  belonging  to  said  department,  and 
to  pass  such  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of  property 
until  the  organization  of  the  Fire  Department  provided  for  under  this  Act. 
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SEC.  8.  The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  to  appropri- 
ate, allow  and  order  paid  annually,  out  of  the  General  Fund,  the  salaries  here- 
inbefore specified  and  allowed;  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for 
running  expenses,  horse  feed,  repairs  to  apparatus  and  other  expenses  of  the 
said  Department;  and  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  three  horses, 
one  hose  reel  and  harness;  and  ten  thousand  dollars  annually  for  the  purchase 
of  hose  and  steam  fire  engines;  also,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
dollars  annually,  in  lieu  of  the  amount  now  allowed  by  law,  for  the  construc- 
tion and  erection  of  hydrants  and  cisterns;  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
have  power  to  advertise  for  proposals  and  make  contracts  for  the  construction 
of  said  cisterns  and  the  erection  of  said  hydrants,  and  they  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  locate  the  same.  [Amended,  March  9,  1868;  1867-8, 114.] 

SEC.  9.  The  Mayor  of  said  city  and  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at 
private  or  public  sale,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  any  or  all  of  the  engines,  hose  carriages,  engine  houses,  lots  on 
which  such  houses  stand,  or  other  property  which  shall  not  be  required  for  the 
use  of  the  department,  and  to  execute,  acknowledge,  and  deliver  good  and  suf- 
ficient deeds  or  bills  of  sale  for  the  same,  paying  the  proceeds  of  such  sales 
j^ito  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county,  such  proceeds  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  purchase  of  lots  and  erection  of  engine  houses  thereon,  as  the 
same  may  be  required. 

SEC.  10.  The  only  engines  which  shall  be  purchased  by  the  city  and  used 
by  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  steam  fire  engines,  of  the  best  pattern  and 
manufacture ;  provided,  that  the  hand  fire  engines  now  in  possession  of  the  city 
shall  be  used  in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners, with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  shall  direct  until 
such  steam  fire  engines  shall  have  been  purchased  to  the  number  of  six. 

SEC.  11.  Any  person  who  may  have  been  an  active  fireman  in  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  said  city  and  county  for  three  years  and  six  months  immediately 
preceding  the  time  when  this  Act  shall  take  effect,  shall  be  entitled  to  enjoy  all 
the  privileges  and  immunities  now  enjoyed  by  exempt  firemen  in  said  city  and 
county,  under  the  existing  laws  of  this  State.  Any  such  person  shall,  upon 
application  and  proper  proof  of  such  service,  receive  a  certificate  to  that  effect, 
from  the  person  or  persons  now  issuing  such  certificates,  and  in  the  same  form 
as  exempt  firemen  in  said  city  and  county  are  now  entitled  to  receive  such  cer- 
tificate. 

SEC.  12.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  so  that  the  Paid  Fire  De- 
partment herein  provided  for  and  established  may  be  fully  organized  prior  to 
the  first  Monday  of  December  next.  *  [Remainder

TO  ESTABLISH  AND  MAINTAIN  AN  ALMSHOUSE  AND  HOSPITAL  IN  THE  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  OF   SAN   FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  March  10,  1866.] 

The  People  of  the.  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  establish  and  maintain  an 
Almshouse  and  Hospital,  and  for  that  purpose  to  set  apart  and  appropriate 
land  belonging  to  said  city  and  county,  or  to  purchase  land,  not  exceeding 
eighty  acres,  as  said  Board  may  deem  necessary  in  said  city  and  county,  and 
erect  thereon  one  or  more  buildings,  suitable  for  almshouse  and  hospital 
purposes,  and  they  may  from  time  to  time  add  to  and  enlarge  such  buildings 
as  necessity  may  require. 

SEC.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  procuring  or  purchasing  and  improving  land, 
and  erecting  buildings  thereon,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  said 
Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  to  appropriate  and  order  paid  so  much  as 
may  be  necessary  of  the  appropriation  now  authorized  by  law  to  be  expended 
for  purchasing  land,  or  erecting  or  enlarging  buildings  for  hospital  purposes, 
or  for  both;  also,  to  expend,  in  addition  thereto,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  twenty 
thousand  dollars  for  furnishing  the  same. 

SEC.  3.  Said  Board  of  Supervisors  may  by  ordinance  make  such  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  for  the  govern- 
ment and  management  of  said  Almshouse,  and  for  the  admission,  discharge 
and  employment  of  the  inmates  thereof,  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper. 
[Amended,  March  28,  1868;  1867-8,  427.] 

SEC.  4.  Said  Board  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  for  duty  at  the  Aims- 
house  a  Superintendent,  I^itron,  Eesident  Physician,  and  such  assistants  and 
employees  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary;  provided,  they  shall 
not  at  any  time  pay  more  than  the  following  sums  as  salary  to  the  various 
employees  : 

To  the  Superintendent,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month. 

To  the  Matron,  fifty  dollars  per  month. 
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To  the  Kesident  Physician,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  month. 

To  the  Cook,  sixty  dollars  per  month. 

To  the  Chief  Farmer,  fifty  dollars  per  month. 

To  the  principal  Teamster,  fifty  dollars  per  month. 

And  to  each  and  every  other  employee,  not  to  exceed  thirty  dollars  per  month 
each,  except  nurses,  when  necessary,  may  be  employed  at  a  salary  not  to 
exceed  fifty  dollars  per  month.  [Amended,  March  28,  1868;  1867-8,  427.] 

SEC.  5.  Said  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  to  expend  a  sum 
not  exceeding  seven  thousand  dollars  per  month  for  the  support,  care  and 
maintenance  of  such  persons  as  may  be  admitted  to  said  Almshouse  and  Hos- 
pital, which  sum  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  sums  now  authorized  by  law  to  be 
expended  for  such  purposes.88 

SEC.  6.  Contracts  for  the  support  of  the  inmates  of  said  Almshouse  and 
Hospital  shall  be  given  out  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  inmates  of  the  City  and  County  Hospital. 

SEC.  7.  The  Mayor  of  said  city  and  county,  the  Eesident  Physician  of  said 
Almshouse  and  Hospital,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee, 
respectively,  and  they  alone,  shall  have  power  to  admit  inmates  to  said  Aims- 
house  and  Hospital,  under  such  restrictions  as  are  provided  in  section  three 
of  this  Act. 

SEC.  8.  The  Mayor,  when  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  shall 
have  power  to  sell  the  buildings  and  land  now  occupied  for  hospital  purposes, 
and  to  that  end  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute,  sign,  seal  and  deliver  good 
and  sufficient  deed  or  deeds  therefor,  to  such  person  or  persons  and  for  such 
sum  or  sums  as  said  Board  may  prescribe;  and  he  shall  pay  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale  or  sales  into  the  City  and  County  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
General  Fund. 

SEC.  9.  The  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county  is  hereby  directed  to  audit  and 
the  Treasurer  thereof  to  pay  out  of  the  General  Fund  such  sums  as  the  Super- 
visors may  allow  and  order  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  10.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

TO   ORGANIZE    AND    BEGULATE    THE    JUSTICES'    COURT   IN    THE    CITY    AND 
COUNTY   OF   SAN   FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  March  26,  1866.] 

TJie  People  of  tJie  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be,  in  and  for  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
one  Justices'  Court,  which  shall  have  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  now  pre- 
scribed and  conferred  by  law  upon  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Justices'  Court[s]  in 
said  city  and  county.  All  actions,  suits  and  proceedings  whereof  Justices  of 
the  Peace  and  Justices'  Courts  in  said  city  and  county  have  jurisdiction,  shall 
be  commenced,  entitled  and  prosecuted  in  said  Court.  The  said  Court  shall 
be  always  open,  non-judicial  days  excepted;  and  causes  therein  may  be  tried  be- 
fore the  presiding  Justice,  before  any  one  of  the  Justices  before  whom  the 
original  process  may  be  made  returnable,  or  to  whom  the  cause  may  be  assigned 
or  transferred  for  trial,  or  before  any  three  Justices  of  the  Peace  constituting  the 
Court  in  bank,  as  hereinafter  provided;  but  the  court  in  bank  shall  have  exclu- 
sive power  to  hear  and  determine  all  applications  for  new  trials.  For  the 
organization  of  said  Court,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  a  Justices'  Clerk,  shall 
be  elected  or  appointed;  and  the  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
ex  officio,  shall  be  an  officer  of  said  Court,  as  hereinafter  provided.  {Amended, 
February  10,  1870;  18G9-70,  56.] 

SEC.  2.  There  shall  be,  for  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  five  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  to  be  elected  by  the  city  and  county  at  large,  at  the  time,  in  the 
manner,  and  for  the  term,  as  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the  election  of  such 
Justices. 

SEC.  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  annually  appoint  one  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Peace  to  be  presiding  Justice,  who,  as  such,  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year,  and  until  his  successor  shall  in  the  same  manner  be  appointed;  and  any 
one  of  the  other  Justices  may  attend,  preside  and  act  as  presiding  Justice 
during  the  temporary  absence  or  disability  of  the  Justice  so  appointed.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  also  appoint  a  Justices'  Clerk,  on  the  written  nomina- 
tion and  recommendation  of  the  said  Justices,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 
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The  Clerk  shall  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  give  bond,  with  at 
least  two  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  in  the  same  manner  as  the  official 
bonds  of  other  officers  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  well  and  truly 
to  account  for  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  said  city  and  county,  as  required  by 
law,  all  moneys  by  him  collected  or  received  and  by  law  designated  for  that 
use.  A  new  or  additional  bond  may  be  required  by  the  Maj^or,  Auditor  and 
County  Judge,  or  any  two  of  them,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary;  and 
on  failure  to  furnish  such  new  or  additional  bond,  within  three  days  after  it 
shall  be  required,  the  office  shall  become  vacant.  The  Justices'  Clerk  shall 
have  authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  take  an<J  certify  affidavits  in  any  action, 
suit  or  proceeding  in  said  Justices'  Court.  [Amended,  February  10, 1870 ;  1869-70, 
56.] 

SEC.  4.  [Appointment  of  Constables.  Office  of  Constable  abolished,  sec.  12,  Act 
of  February  10,  1870;  1869-70,  56.] 

SEC.  5.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  provide  in  some  convenient  locality 
in  said  city  and  county,  a  suitable  building,  with  rooms  for  the  Clerk's  office, 
Court  room,  and  separate  rooms  for  offices  or  chambers  for  each  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Peace  (the  presiding  Justice  excepted),  for  the  transaction  of  their 
official  business,  and  shall  also  provide  suitable  furniture  therefor;  or  if  sard 
Board  should  deem  it  necessary  and  expedient,  offices  or  chambers  for  the 
Justices  may  be  provided  and  assigned  for  them  in  different  buildings  and 
places.  At  the  Clerk's  office,  the  presiding  Justice  and  Justices'  Clerk  shall 
be  in  attendance  daily,  non-judicial  days  excepted,  from  the  hour  of  nine  A.  M. 
until  five  P.  M.,  and  at  such  other  convenient  hours  as  may  be  required  by 
urgent  official  business;  and  the  other  Justices  aforesaid  shall  be  in  attendance 
at  their  respective  offices  or  chambers,  for  the  dispatch  of  official  business, 
daily,  from  the  hour  of  nine  A.  M.  until  five  P.  M.  Unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  leave  of  temporary  absence  may  be  granted  by 
the  Mayor  to  the  Clerk  or  any  of  the  Justices,  when  such  absence  will  not 
materially  prejudice  or  delay  official  business;  but  absence  for  more  than  two 
hours  in  a  day,  or  for  more  than  four  days  in  one  month,  shall  be  charged 
with  a  proportionate  deduction  of  salary* 

SEC.  6.  All  legal  process  of  every  kind  which  the  Justices^  of  the  Peace  of 
said  city  and  county,  or  any  of  them,  are  or  may  be  authorized  to  issue,  for 
the  issuance  or  service  of  which  any  fee  is  or  may  be  allowed  by  law,  shall  be 
issued  by  the  said  Clerk  upon  the  order  of  the  presiding  Justice,  or  upon  the 
order  of  one  of  the  said  Justices  of  the  Peace,  except  as  hereinafter  provided; 
and  the  fees  for  issuance  and  service  of  all  such  process,  and  all  other  fees 
which  now  are  allowed  by  law  for  any  official  services  of  Justices,  Sheriff  or 
Justices'  Clerk,  shall  be  exacted  and  paid  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  said 
Clerk,  and  by  him,  daily  or  weekly,  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  require, 
and  before  his  salary  shall  be  allowed,  accounted  for  in  detail,  under  oath,  and

paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  city  and  county,  as  part  of  the  Special  Fee  Fund; 
provided,  that  such  payment  in  advance  shall  not  be  exacted  from  parties  who, 
upon  proving  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  presiding  Justice,  by  their  own  affidavit 
or  other  evidence,  setting  forth  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  their  demand, 
that  they  have  a  good  cause  of  action,  and  that  they  are  not  of  sufficient 
pecuniary  ability  to  pay  the  legal  fees  in  advance,  shall  be  admitted  by  such 
Justice  to  sue  either  in  forma  pauperis,  or  without  such  prepayment.  [Amended, 
February  10,  1870;  1869-70,  56.] 

SEC.  7.  After  this  Act  shall  take  effect,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  or  the  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  col- 
lect or  receive  any  fee  or  compensation  whatever  (other  than  the  salary  in  this 
Act  allowed  out  of  the  treasury)  for  any  official  services  performed  in  the  service 
or  execution  of  process  issued  out  of  the  Justices'  Court  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  but  all  fees  or  moneys  legally  chargeable  for  such 
services  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Justices'  Clerk,  as  aforesaid;  and 
no  judgment  shall  be  rendered  in  the  said  Justices'  Court,  or  in  any  action 
before  said  Justices,  or  any  of  them,  until  the  fees  allowed  therefor,  and  all 
fees  for  previous  services,  which  are  destined  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury, 
shall  have  been  paid  as  in  this  Act  provided,  except  in  case  of  poor  persons, 
as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section.  [Amended,  February  10,  1870; 
1869-70,  56.] 

SEC.  8.  All  actions  and  proceedings  commenced  after  this  Act  takes  effect, 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  whereof  the  Justices  of  the  Peace 
have  jurisdiction,  shall  be  entitled  "  In  Justices'  Court  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,"  and  shall  be  commenced  in  said  Court  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, and  the  original  process  shall  be  returnable,  and  the  parties  required  to 
appear  before  the  presiding  Justice  at  the  aforesaid  Justices'  Court  room,  or 
before  one  of  the  other  Justices  of  the  Peace,  by  the  presiding  Justice  to  be 
designated;  but  all  complaints,  answers,  and  other  pleadings  and  papers  re- 
quired to  be  filed,  shall  be  filed  and  a  record  of  all  such  actions  and  proceed- 
ing shall  be  made  and  kept  in  the  Clerk's  office  aforesaid;  and  the  presiding 
Justice,  and  each  of  the  other  Justices,  shall  have  power  to  hear,  try,  and  de- 
termine any  action  so  commenced,  and  which  shall  be  made  returnable  before 
him,  and  to  make  any  necessary  and  proper  orders  therein.  The  presiding 
Justice  shall  also  have  power,  in  his  discretion,  on  hearing  the  wishes  and  ob- 
jections of  the  parties,  to  assign  any  cause  returnable  before  him  after  issue 
joined  therein,  and  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  the  next  section  to  transfer 
any  cause  returnable  before  any  other  Justice,  for  trial  before  some  other 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  before  three  Justices,  who  shall,  in  such  case,  sit 
together  in  the  Justices'  Court -room  and  constitute  the  Court  in  bank;  and 
the  presiding  Justice  may  in  like  manner  assign  any  contested  motion,  appli- 
cation, or  issue  in  law  arising  in  any  cause  returnable  before  him,  for  hearing 
before  any  other  Justice,  or  before  the  Court  in  bank  as  aforesaid;  and  the 
said  Court,  Justice  or  Justices  to  whom  any  cause,  motion,  application,  or 
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issue  shall  be  so  as  aforesaid  assigned  or  transferred,  shall  have  full  power, 
jurisdiction,  and  authority  to  hear,  try,  and  determine  the  same  accordingly. 

SEC.  9.  If  at  the  time  of  setting  or  assigning  for  trial  any  cause  or  matter 
returnable  or  pending  before  the  presiding  Justice,  either  party  shall  object 
to  any  one  of  the  Jus'tices  on  the  ground  that  he  is  a  material  witness  fo^  such 
party,  or  that  he  cannot  have  a  fair  trial  before  such  Justice,  or  on  any  other 
valid  ground,  the  presiding  Justice,  in  case  such  objection  is  substantiated  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  section  five  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  the  Civil 
Practice  Act,  shall  allow  such  objection,  and  not  assign  the  case  for  trial,  or 
any  matter  or  motion  therein  for  hearing,  before  the  Justice  so  objected  to,  but 
may  assign  the  same  to  be  tried  or  heard  before  some  other  Justice;  and  if  at 
the  time  of  joining  issue  in  a  cause  returnable  before  any  other  Justice,  objec- 
tion shall  be  made  to  having  the  cause  tried  before  such  Justice,  on  the  ground 
that  such  Justice  is  a  material  witness  for  either  party,  or  on  the  ground  of  the 
interest,  prejudice,  or  bias  of  such  Justice,  and  such  objection  be  substantiated 
in  the  manner  aforesaid,  then  the  justice  before  whom  the  cause  is  pending 
shall  suspend  proceedings  therein,  and  the  presiding  Justice,  on  motion  and 
production  before  him  of  the  same  affidavit  and  proofs,  shall  order  the  transfer 
of  the  action  for  trial  before  some  other  Justice  by  him  to  be  designated,  which 
shall  accordingly  be  done  on  the  terms  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
aforesaid  section  of  the  Civil  Practice  Act. 

SEC.  10.  Cases  which  by  the  provisions  of  section  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  of  the  Civil  Practice  Act  are  required  to  be  certified  to  the  District  Court, 
by  reason  of  involving  the  question  of  title  or  possession  of  real  property,  or 
the  legality  of  any  tax,  impost,  assessment,  toll,  or  municipal  fine,  shall  be  so 
certified  by  the  presiding  Justice  and  Justices'  Clerk;  and  for  that  purpose,  if 
such  question  shall  arise  on  the  trial  while  the  case  is  pending  before  one  of 
the  other  Justices,  such  Justice  shall  certify  the  same,  in  the  manner  in  said 
section  of  the  Civil  Practice  Act  provided,  to  the  presiding  Justice.  All  tran- 
scripts of  judgments  to  be  filed  in  the  County  Clerk's  office  or  County  Record- 
er's office,  shall  be  given  and  certified  from  the  Justices'  register  and  be  signed 
by  the  Clerk  and  presiding  Justice. 

SEC.  11.  Applications  for  new  trial  shall  be  made  to  the  presiding  Justice; 
and  the  affidavits,  motion  therefor,  and  other  papers  required  to  be  filed,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Justices'  Clerk.  The  motion  shall  be  heard  and  determined 
by  the  Court  in  bank.  Appeals  from  judgments  rendered  in  said  Justices' 
Court  may  be  taken  and  perfected  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  law.  The 
notice  of  appeal,  and  all  papers  required  to  be  filed  to  perfect  it,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Justices'  Clerk.  The  statement  on  appeal  shall  be  settled,  when  neces- 
sary, before  the  Justice  who  tried  the  cause,  or  before  one  of  the  Justices,  if » 
tried  in  bank.  The  sureties  on  appeal,  when  required  to  justify,  may  justify 
before  any  one  of  the  Justices.  The  transcript  and  papers  on  appeal  shall  be 
made  out,  certified  and  returned  to  the  County  Court  inihe  form  prescribed 
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by  the  Civil  Practice  Act,  by  the  Justices'  Clerk,  verified  also  by  the  presiding 
Justice. 

SEC.  12.  The  presiding  Justice,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  prompt  dis- 
patch of  business  shall  demand  it,  may  require  the  aid  of  one  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Peace  in  the  discharge  either  of  his  own  duties,  or.  those  of  the  Justices' 
Clerk  (the  collection  of  fees,  accounting  for  and  paying  the  same  into  the 
treasuiy  excepted),  and  each  of  the  Justices,  when  so  required  shall,  for  the 
purpose,  have  the  same  power  and  authority  as  the  presiding  Justice  or  Clerk 
in  whose  aid  he  shall  act;  and  any  one  of  the  Justices,  when  required  as  afore- 
said, may  act  as  Justices'  Clerk  pro  tempore  during  the  temporary  absence  or 
disability  of  the  said  Clerk,  with  the  same  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities. 

SEC.  13.  In  a  suitable  book,  strongly  bound,  the  Justices'  Clerk  shall  keep 
a  permanent  record  of  all  actions,  proceedings  and  judgments  commenced,  had 
or  rendered  in  said  Justices'  Court;  which  book  shall  be  a  public  record,  and 
be  known  as  the  "Justices'  Register,"  for  whieh  purpose  the  said  Clerk  shall 
give  personal  attendance,  and  keep  minutes  of  all  proceedings  had,  either  be- 
fore the  presiding  Justice  or  the  Justices  in  bank;  and  such  proceedings  as  may 
take  place  before  the  other  Justices  in  cases  returnable  before  them,  or  which 
may  be  assigned  or  transferred  to  them  for  trial  or  hearing,  shall  be  entered  in, 
the  dockets  of  such  Justices;  and  minutes  of  proceedings  shall  be  kept  by  such 
Justices,  and  be  certified  and  returned,  together  with  all  pleadings  and  papers 
in  the  cause,  to  the  presiding  Justice,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  and 
the  proper  entries  to  be  made  in  the  cause  in  the  Justices'  Register. 

SEC.  14.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  necessary, 
may,  by  an  order  duly  passed  and  entered  in  the  records  of  said  Board,  estab- 
lish one  other  Justice's  Court,  to  be  held  at  such  place  in  the  city  and  county 
as  the  public  convenience  may  require,  which  shall  not  be  within  one  mile 
and  a  half  of  the  Justices'  Court  room  in  this  Act  provided  for;  and  the  said 
Board  shall,  by  a  similar  order,  designate  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  to 
hold  such  additional  Court.  The  Justice  so  designated,  and  in  case  of  his 
temporary  absence,  any  other  Justice  of  the  Peace,  shall  have  power  to  hold 
the  said  Court,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  power  to  issue  process,  make 
all  necessary  orders,  and  exercise  all  the  power,  authority,  and  jurisdiction 
now  conferred  by  law  upon  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  shall  be  governed4  in 
his  proceedings  in  all  respects  by  the  laws  regulating  proceedings  in  Justices' 
Courts,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  to  his  own  use  any  fees  or  compen- 
sation for  official  services,  other  than  his  salary  as  fixed  by  this  Act. 

SEC.  15.  All  fees  for  issuance  and  service  of  process  in  such  additional 
Court,  and  all  other  fees  which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  allowed  by 
law  for  any  official  services  of  the  Justice  or  Sheriff,  or  his  deputy,  in  any 
cause  or  proceeding  commenced  or  pending  therein,  shall  be  by  said  Jus- 
tice exacted  in  advance  (except  in  case  of  poor  persons,  provided  for  in  section 
six),  and  be  paid  into  his  hands,  and  be  by  him,  weekly  or  monthly,  as  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  may  require,  and  before  his  salary  shall  be  allowed, 
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accounted  for  with  the  City  and  County  Auditor,  in  detail,  under  oath,  and  in 
such  form  as  the  Auditor  shall  prescribe,  and  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said 
city  and  county  as  part  of  the  Special  Fee  Fund.  [Amended,  February  10, 
1870;  1869-70,  56.] 

SEC.  16.  The  Justices'  Court  organized  by  this  Act,  and  the  additional 
Justice's  Court  which  may  be  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under 
authority  thereof,  and  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  aforesaid,  shall  be  governed 
in  their  proceedings  by  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Practice  Act  regulating 
proceedings  in  civil  cases  in  Justices'  Courts,  and  by  the  provisions  of  law 
relating  to  any  special  cases  and  proceedings  whereof  jurisdiction  is  or  may 
be  conferred  upon  such  Justices  and  Justices'  Courts,  so  far  as  such  provisions 
are  not  repealed,  altered,  or  modified  by  those  of  this  Act,  and  the  same  are 
or  can  be  made  applicable  in  the  several  cases  arising  before  them. 

SEC.  IT.  All  actions  and  proceedings  pending  and  undetermined  before  any 
of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  the 
•  time  this  Act  takes  effect,  shall  be  proceeded  in,  heard,  and  determined  before 
the  same  Justices,  and  execution  shall  be  issued  thereon  and  other  proceedings 
therein,  whether  before  or  after  judgment,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  taken  and  had  before  said  Justices  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  Act 
had  not  been  passed;  but  all  suits  and  proceedings  commenced  after  this  Act 
takes  effect,  shall  be  commenced,  entitled,  and  prosecuted  in  the  Justices' 
Court,  or  the  additional  Justice's  Court,  as  in  this  Act  provided. 

SEC.  18.  The  County  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall 
have  power  to  make  rules  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  for 
the  government  of  the  Justices'  Courts  therein,  and  the  government  of  the  officers 
thereof;  but  such  rules  shall  not  be  in  force  until  thirty  days  after  their  publi- 
cation, and  no  rule  shall  be  made  imposing  any  tax  or  charge  on  any  legal 
proceeding,  or  giving  an  allowance  to  any  Justice  or  officer  for  services. 

SEC.  19.  The  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Justices'  Clerk  shall  receive  for 
their  official  services  the  following  salaries,  and  no  other  compensation,  paya- 
ble monthly  out  of  the  city  and  county  treasury,  and  out  of  the  Special  Fee 
Fund,  after  being  first  allowed  and  audited  as  other  similar  demands  are  by 
law  required  to  be  allowed  and  audited :  to  the  presiding  Justice,  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum;  to  the  Justices'  Clerk  and  each  of  the  Justices  of 
the  Peace  (the  presiding  Justice  excepted),  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  each 
per  annum.  [Amended,  February  10,  1870;  1869-70,  56.]  » 

SEC.  20.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  the  Justices' 
Clerk,  or  the  Sheriff  or  any  of  his  deputies,  of  the  City  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  to  appear  or  advocate,  or  in  any  manner  act  as  attorney,  counsel  or 
agent,  for  any  party  or  person  in  any  cause,  or  in  relation  to  any  demand, 
account  or  claim  pending,  or  to  be  sued  or  prosecuted  before  said  Justices  or 
any  of  them,  or  which  may  be  within  their  jurisdiction.  A  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  in  office.  [Amended, 
February  10,  1870;  1869-70,  56.]

SEC.  21.  No  person,  other  than  an  attorney  at  law,  duly  admitted  and 
licensed  to  practice  in  courts  of  records,  shall  be  permitted  to  appear  as  attor- 
ney or  agent  for  any  party,  in  any  cause  or  proceeding  before  said  Justices,  or 
any  of  them,  unless  he  produce  a  sufficient  power  of  attorney  to  that  effect, 
duly  executed  and  acknowledged  before  one  of  said  Justices,  or  before  some 
other  officer  authorized  by  law  to  take  acknowledgment  of  deeds;  which  power 
of  attorney,  or  a  {rue  copy  thereof,  duly  certified  by  one  of  the  Justices  afore- 
said (who,  on  inspection  of  the  original,  shall  attest  to  its  genuineness),  shall 
be  filed  among  the  papers  in  such  cause  or  proceeding. 

SEC.  22.  The  election  of  the  six  Justices  of  the  Peace  chosen  at  the  last 
special  judicial  election  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  is  hereby 
ratified  and  confirmed. 

SEC.  23.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight;  provided,  that  at  the 
general  election  next  preceding  that  date,  there  shall  be  elected  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  five  Justices  of  the  Peace,  as  provided  for  in 
section  two  of  this  Act,  to  succeed  the  present  Justices  after  the  expirat&n  of 
the  term  for  which  they  were  elected;  and  thereafter,  also,  the  Justices  of  the 
Peace  in  and  for  said  city  and  county  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election ; 
and  all  laws,  so  far  as  they  require  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city 
and  county  to  be  elected  at  the  special  judicial  election,  are  hereby  repealed. 


[Sections  one  to  seven,  inclusive,  of  "An  Act  amendatory  of  and  supplementary 
to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  organize  and  regulate  the  Justices'  Court  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  approved  March  26,  1866,"  approved  February  10, 
1870;  1869-70,  56,  are  incorporated  in  the  next  preceding  Act  as  amendments  thereto. 
The  remaining  sections  of  said  Act  are  subjoined :] 

SEC.  8.  The  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  the 
officer  of  said  Court,  and,  in  addition  to  the  deputies  now  allowed  by  law,  may 
appoint  three  deputies,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  said  Sheriff  in  serving 
and  executing  all  the  processes,  writs  and  orders  of  the  said  Justices'  Court. 
Said  deputies  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  p* 
month  each,  payable  monthly  out  of  the  city  and  county  treasury,  and  out  o 
the  Special  Fee  Fund,  after  having  been  first  allowed  and  audited  as  other  de- 
mands are  by  law  required  to  be  audited  and  allowed. 

SEC.  9.  It  Shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Sheriff  to  serve  and  execute,  or 
cause  to  be  served  and  executed,  each  and  every  process,  writ  or  order  that 
may  be  issued  by  the  Justices'  Court  in  and  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.  One  of  said  deputies  shall  remain  in  attendance  during  the  session 
of  said  Court,  as  the  Court  may  direct. 
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SEC.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  provide  and  furnish  a  suitable  office  for  said 
deputies,  convenient  to  said  Justices'  Court,  where  one  of  said  deputies 
shall  remain  during  the  sessions  of  said  Justices'  Court,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  said  court  may  order  and  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  attending 
to  such  duties  as  may  be  imposed  on  said  Sheriff  or  said  deputies  as  herein 
provided.  The  said  Sheriff  shall  be  liable,  on  his  official  bond,  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  all  duties  required  of  him  or  his  said  deputies,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  11.  Subpoenas  for  witnesses  may  be  issued  by  said  Justices'  Clerk, 
without  a  Justice's  order. 

SEC.  12.  The  office  of  Constable,  so  far  as  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  is  concerned,  is  hereby  abolished. 

SEC.  13.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts,  so  far  as  they  are  in  conflict  with  this 
Act,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN     ACT 

GRANTING  POWER  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  TO  ORDER  CERTAIN  STREET  WORK  TO  BE 
DONE  AS  THEREIN  SPECIFIED. 

[Approved  March  31, 1866.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Whenever  street  work  or  grading  of  any  street  or  part  thereof 
may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  on  a  portion  of  any  street  in  front  of  any  lot  owned  or  pos-

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

ad  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Tax  Collector  of  said  city  and  county  shall  be  allowed,  in 
lieu  of  the  deputies  and  clerks  now  allowed  by  law,  one  Chief  Deputy  [and] 
one  Cash  Deputy,  each  at  a  monthly  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars;  three 
General  Deputies,  each  at  a  monthly  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars; 
also,  extra  clerks  at  salaries  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per 
month  each,  for  the  time  actually  employed;  provided,  said  Tax  Collector  shall 
not  be  allowed  exceeding  twelve  thousand  dollars  for  salaries  of  all  such  depu- 
ties and  clerks  during  any  one  fiscal  year. 
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SEC.  2.  The  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county  is  hereby  directed  to  audit  and 
the  Treasurer  to  pay,  in  United  States  coin,  out  of  the  General  'Fund  of  said 
city  and  county,  the  several  salaries  herein  provided  for,  all  demands  therefor 
to  be  first  approved  and  certified  as  correct  by  the  said  Tax  Collector. 

SEC.  3.  The  clerks  herein  provided  for  shall  not  have  power  to  receipt  for 
moneys  or  administer  oaths  in  matters  appertaining  to  said  office. 

SEC.  4.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage; and  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  are  hereby  repealed.

OF    THE    CITY   AND    COUNTY  OF    SAN   FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  March  27,  1868.] 

The  People  of  tJie  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Whereas,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  passed  an  order,  numbered  eight  hundred,  which  said  order  was 
approved  by  the  Mayor  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  January 
fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  which  is  as  follows  : 

"Order  No.  800. — An  order  for  the  settlement  and  quieting  titles  to  land  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  situate  above  high  water  mark  of  the 
Bay  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  without  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

"The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows: 

"  SECTION  1.  Immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  order,  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors shall  proceed  to  device  and  adopt  a  plan  for  the  subdivision  into 
blocks  and  lots  of  all  the  lands  not  reserved  to  the  United  States,  situated  on 
the  Peninsula  of  San  Francisco,  and  within  the  present  corporate  limits  of  said 
city  and  county,  and  above  the  natural  ordinary  high  water  mark  of  the  Bay 
of  San  Francisco  and  the  Pacific  Ocean,  as  the  same  existed  on  the  seventh  day 
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of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  without  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  as  defined  in  the  Act  to  re-incorporate  th'e  said  city, 
passed  by  the  Legislature  of  California  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  so  far  as  said  Board  may  deem  such  subdivision 
necessary;  and  to  select  and  set  apart  for  public  uses  such  lots  and  portions  of 
said  land  as  said  Board  may  deem  necessary,  subject  to  the  limitations  and 
provisions  hereinafter  in  this  order  contained. 

"  SEC.  2.  After  the  adoption  of  the  plan  provided  for  in  section  one  of  thin 
order,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  causs  to  be  made  a  map  of  said  lant^s, 
according  to  said  plan.  Suah  map  shall  show  the  streets  and  public  highways, 
the  blocks  formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  streets  and  public  highways,  and 
the  lots  into  which  said  blocks  shall  be  subdivided,  and  upon  such  map  shall 
be  designated  the  lots  and  portions  of  land  set  apart  for  public  uses,  and  the 
particular  use  for  which  each  lot  or  portion  of  land  shall  have  been  set  apart. 

"  SEC.  3.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  map  provided  for  by  section  two  of 
this  order,  it  shall  be  deposited  for  public  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  there  remain  for  a  period  of  thirty  days;  and 
notice  shall  be  published  in  three  of  the  daily  papers  during  the  whole  time 
that  said,  map  shall  so  remain  in  said  office. 

"  SEC.  4.  Any  person  having  or  claiming  any  interest  in  any  portion  of  said 
lands,  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  order,  may,  at  any 
time  before  the  completion  of  said  map,  or  while  the  same  shall  remain  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  public  inspection,  present  to 
the  Committee  on  Outside  Lands,  hereinafter  in  this  order  provided  for,  a  de- 
scription and  diagram  of  the  lands  in  which  he  shall  so  claim  an  interest,  and 
have  the  same  delineated  on  said  map ;  but  no  claim  shall  be  delineated  upon 
said  map  by  said  committee,  unless  all  taxes  shall  have  been  paid  thereon  for 
five  fiscal  years^  preceding  the  year  beginning  July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-six. 

"  SEC.  5.  After  the  said  map  shall  have  remained  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  said  period  of  thirty  days,  as  provided  in 
section  three  of  this  order,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  examine  the  objec- 
tions, if  any,  made  thereto,  and  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  location  or 
designation  of  any  lots  or  portions  of  land  set  apart  for  public  uses  as  may  be 
necessary  to  obviate  any  objection  which  the  said  Boajd  shall  deem  just  and 
proper. 

"  SEC.  6.  As  soon  as  the  alterations  provided  for  in'section  five  of  this  order 
shall  have  been  made  and  delineated  on  said  map,  the  said  map  shall  becorrfe 
and  be  the  official  map  of  said  lands;  and  the  portions  of  land  thereon  desig- 
nated as  public  streets  and  highways,  and  the  tract  or  portion  of  land  set  apart 
and  designated  on  said  map  as  a  public  park,  and  the  tract  or  portion  of  land  set 
apart  and  designated  thereon  as  a  cemetery,  and  lots  for  a  Hospital,  City  Hall, 
County  Jail,  Public  Schools,  Fire  Department,  City  Library,  or  other  public 
purposes,  shall  be  deemed  absolutely  dedicated  as  such. 
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"  SEC.  7.  No  lot  set  apart  for  public  use,  other  than  for  a  park,  plaza,  cem- 
etery or  public  square,  or  for  the  erection  thereon  of  a  City  Hall  or  buildings 
for  a  City  Library,  Hospital,  County  Jail  or  an  Asylum,  shall  exceed  in  extent 
two  fifty  vara  lots;  and  no  tract  or  portion  of  land  set  apart  for  a  plaza  or 
public  square  shall  exceed  in  extent  four  whole  blocks,  formed  by  the  inter- 
section of  the  main  streets  of  the  plan;  and  the  tract  or  portion  of  land  set 
apart  for  a  cemetery  shall  not  be  less  in  extent  than  two  hundred  acres;  and 
the  tract  or  portion  of  land  set  apart  for  a  public  park  shall  not  be  less  than 
one  thousand  acres. 

"  SEC.  8.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  compensation  for  any  lot  or 
portion  of  land  set  apart  for  public  use,  unless  his  claim  shall  have  been  delin- 
eated on  the  map  hereinbefore  in  this  order  provided  for,  nor  until  all  conflict- 
ing claims  to  such  lot  or  portion  of  land  shall  have  been  finally  determined; 
and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  compensation  for  any  portion  of 
land  included  in  any  street  or  highway. 

"  SEC.  9.  All  that  portion  of  the  land  described  in  section  one  of  this  order 
which  lies  south  of  a  line  drawn  due  south,  eighty-one  degrees  and  thirty-five 
minutes  east,  magnetic,  through  Seal  Kock,  and  west  of  a  line  easterly  not  less 
than  two  hundred  ;feet  from  ordinary  high  water  mark,  is  hereby  reserved  and 
set  apart  for  public  use  as  a  public  highway. 

"  SEC.  10.  After  the  committee  hereinafter  provided  for  in  section  thirteen 
shall  have  made  their  final  report  upon  the  said  map  and  reservations,  and  the 
report  shall  be  ratified  by  the  Board  of  Siipervisors,  it  shall  be  the  further  duty 
of  the  said  committee  to  make  a  -just  appraisement  of  the  lands  reserved  for 
public  uses  other  than  for  streets  and  highways,  and  to  make  a  just  and  equita- 
ble assessment  of  the  value  of  the  lands  so  reserved,  ratably  and  equitably 
upon  and  to  each  piece  and  parcel  of  land  delineated  on  said  map,  according  to 
the  appraised  value  of  said  lands  (exclusive  of  the  lands  reserved  for  public 
streets  and  highways).  They  shall  make  their  report  in  duplicate,  under  their 
hands  or  the  hands  of  a  majority  of  them;  onecopy  of  which  said  report  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  other 
copy  of  said  report  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City  and  County  Recorder ; 
provided,  that  no  member  of  such  committee  shall  act  in  making  such  appraise- 
ments or  assessments  who  shall  be  interested  in  any  of  the  lands  to  be  affected; 
and  in  case  any  meinbtr  of  said  committee  shall  be  so  interested,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  appoint  some  other  member  to  act  in  his  place  in'inakiiig 
said  appraisements  and  assessments.  The  said  committee  shall  be  sworn  to 
faithfully  discharge  their  duties. 

"SEC.  11.  Upon  the  payment  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  tt*3  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  of  the  amount  assessed  by  the  committee  provided  for 
in  section  thirteen  of  this  order,  upon  the  lands  as  provided  for  in  section  ten 
of  this  order,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  hereby  relinquishes  and 
grants  all  the  right,  title  and  claim  which  the  said  city  and  county  now  has  or 
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may  hereafter  acquire  as  the  successor  of  the  Pueblo  of  San  Francisco,  or  as 
the  grantee  or  the  patentee  of  the  United  States,  in  and.  to  the  lands  hereinbe- 
fore in  this  order  described,  and  not  excepted  or  reserved,  or  intended  to  be 
excepted  or  reserved,  by  any  of  the  preceding  sections  or  provisions  of  this 
order,  and  which  may  not  be  set  apart  for  public  use  under  any  of  the  preced- 
ing sections  and  provisions,  and  upon  which  shall  be  paid,  previous  to  the 
first  day  or  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  all  taxes  which  have 
been  assessed  thereon  during  the  five  fiscal  years  preceding  the  year  beginning 
•July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  unto  the  person,  or  to  the  heirs  and 
assigns  of  persons,  who  were,  on  the  eighth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six,  in  the  actual  bona  fide  possession  thereof,  by  themselves  or  their 
tenants,  or,  having  been  ousted  from  such  possession  before  or 'since  said  day, 
have  recovered  or  may  recover  the  same  by  leg:il  process.  And  it  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  intent  and  object  of  this  section  to  pass  the  right,  title  and 
claim  of  the  said  city  and  county  in  and  to  every  tract  or  portion  of  said  land 
delineated  on  said  map,  except  the  portions  that  are  or  may  be  reserved  as 
aforesaid,  possessed  by  one  person,  unto  the  possessor  thereof,  in  severalty; 
and  every  separate  tract  or  portion  thereof,  except  the  portions  that  are  or  may 
be  reserved  as  aforesaid,  possessed  by  more  than  one  person,  jointly  or  in 
common,  unto  the  possessors  thereof,  jointly  or  in  common. 

"  SEC,  12.  The  grants  and  relinquishments  by  this  order  made  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  selections,  reservations  and  conditions  hereinbefore  in  this  order  made 
and  provided  for. 

"  SEC.  13.  A  committee  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
be  chosen  by  said  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  and  report  to  the 
Board  the  plan  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  order,  to  supervise  the  mak- 
ing of  the  map  provided  for  in  section  three,  to  select,  set  apart  and  designate 
the  lots  and  portions  of  land  hereinbefore  provided  to  be  set  apart  for  public 
use,  and  generally  to  superintend  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this 
order;  all  the  acts  of  said  committee  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

"  SEC.  1-i.  The  committee  aforesaid  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation 
for  their  services,  to  be  determined  by  the  County  Judge. 

"SEC.  15.  Whenever  a  survey  shall  be  required  to  determine  the  bounda- 
ries of  any  claim  or  portion  of  any  claim,  whether  ordered  by  the  committee  or 
requested  by  the  claimants,  the  expenses  of  such  survey  shall  be  borne  by  such 
claimants;  and  no  survey  shall  be  received  by  the  committee  except  it  shall 
have  been  made  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  or  a  surveyor  desig- 
nated by  the  committee;  and  the  amount  of  compensation  for  such  survey  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  committee  at  a  reasonable  rate,  not  to  exceed  the  ordinary 
charges  for  such  services. 

,  "  SEC.  16.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  provide  by  order  for  the  distribu- 
tion and  payment  to  those  entitled  thereto  of  the  moneys  assessed  for  the  cost 
36 
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of  reservations,  and  which  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  City  and  County  Treas- 
urer, under  the  provisions  of  section  eleven  of  this  order. 

"  SEC.  17.  Nothing  in  this  order  contained  shall  have  the  effect  to  annul  or 
invalidate  any  action  or  proceeding  heretofore  had  or  commenced  under  the 
orders  which  are  by  this  order  repealed ;  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  do 
anew,  under  this  order,  anything  therein  provided  for  which  is  also  provided 
for  in  the  orders  aforesaid,  and  which  has  been  done  under  and  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  of  said  orders,  and  have  been  ratified  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors; and  all  proceedings  commenced  under  said  orders,  relating  to  maps  and 
surveys  and  not  yet  completed,  shall  be  continued  and  completed  under  this 
order. 

"  SEC.  18.  Order  seven  hundred  and  thirty-three,  and  all  orders  and  parts 
of  orders  and  resolutions,  so  far  as  they  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
order,  are  hereby  repealed. 

"  SEC.  19.  This  order  is  subject  in  all  its  parts  to  ratification  by  the  Legis- 
lature, for  which  application  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors." 

_Be  it  therefore  enacted,  that  the  within  and  before  recited  order  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed;  and  all  proceedings  heretofore  had,  and 
which  have  taken  place,  or  shall  hereafter  take  place  under  its  provisions,  are 
ratified  and  confirmed  in  all  respects;  provided,  that  after  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors shall  have  set  apart  a  tract  of  land  for  a  cemetery,  as  provided  in  said 
order,  and  shall  have  set  apart  a  tract  of  land  for  a  public  park,  as  therein 
provided,  the  said  Board  may,  if  in  their  judgment  the  same  would  be  better

SECTION  1.  Nothing  in  the  provisions  of  a  certain  order  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  numbered 
•eight  hundred,  and  entitled  ' '  An  Order  for  the  settlement  and  quieting  titles 
to  land  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  situate  above  high  water 
mark  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  without  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  nor  in  the  provisions  of  any 
Act  confirming  or  purporting  to  confirm  the  same,  shall  authorize  the  said 
Board  to  exchange  any  lands  set  apart  and  reserved,  or  to  be  set  apart  and  re- 
served, for  a  cemetery  or  a  park,  nor  to  deprive  the  said  Board  of  the  power  of

certify  and  deliver  to  the  Tax  Collector  of  said  city  and  county  a  copy  of  the 
same,  which  copy  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  have  the  same  force,  -effect  and 
validity,  in  regard  to  the  sums  therein  assessed,  as  an  assessment  roll  duly 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Equalization  in  regard  to  State  and  county  taxes. 
The  said  Tax  Collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  said  several  sums  of  money 
assessed  in  said  report  in  the  same  manner  as  State  and  county  taxes  are  col- 
lected by  him  in  said  city  and  county;  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  various 
Acts  relating  to  the  collection  of  the  public  revenue  in  said  city  and  county,

TO    PROVIDE   FUNDS    TO    BE    APPLIED    TO  BUILDING  A  HOSPITAL  IN  THE  CITY 
AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FEANCISCO. 

[Approved  March  28,  1868.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  s;iid 
city  and  county  first  obtained  by  ordinance,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  issue  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  said  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors and  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  herein  named,  bonds  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

SEC.  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  not 
inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  section,  and  made  payable  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county, 
both  principal  and  interest,  at  such  times,  not  exceeding  twenty  years  from 
the  time  of  their  issuance,  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  prescribe  by  ordi- 
nance. The  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  not  exceed  seven  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  shall  be  paid  s emi -annually ;  and  both  principal  and  interest  shall 
be  payable  in  United  States  gold  coin. 

SEC.  3.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Treasurer 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  "Hos- 
pital Fund  Bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco."  • 

SEC.  4.  Said  bonds  shall  have  coupons  attnched  to  them  for  the  semi- 
annual interest  which  may  accrue  upon  them,  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  said 
city  and  county;  and  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  said  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  are  hereby  pledged  for  the  redemption  of  the  same  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  thereof. 
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SEC.  5.  Whenever  said  bonds  or  any  portion  of  them  are  issued,  the  Treas- 
urer and  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  sell  the  same  to  the  highest  bidder  therefor,  after  having  first  advertised  the 
same  for  three  successive  weeks  in  three  daily  papers  published  in  said  city 
and  county.  All  money  derived  from  the  issue  and  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
appropriated  and  used  for  the  sole  purpose  of  building  a  Hospital  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  location,  style  and  material  thereof,  the  con- 
struction, and  all  contracts  and  plans  relating  thereto,  to  be  determined  by 
said  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  in  all  cases  to  be  approved,  before  the  adoption 
or  ratification  of  the  same,  by  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  said  city 
and  county.  But  no  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  Act  shall  be  sold 
for  a  less  sum  than  seventy-five  cents  in  gold  coin  on  the  dollar  par  value. 

SEC.  6.  To  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall, 
when  deemed  necessary  by  them,  for  the  purpose  in  this  section  provided,  levy 
an  annual  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  the  said  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and  a  sufficient  sum  or  sums  shill  be  raised  by  such  annual  levies 
to  pay  the  principal  of  said  bonds  when  the  same  shall  become  due.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county  to  set  apart  annually, 
out  of  the  moneys  coining  into  the  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  Hospital 
Fund,  raised  by  said  annual  tax,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  semi-annual 
interest  on  said  bonds,  and  also  to  provide  a  Sinking  Fund  sufficient  for  the 
redemption  of  the  same  at  maturity. 

SEC.  7.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  upon  petition  of  the  owners  of 
three-fourths  of  the  property  to  be  affected  thereby— said  property  to  be  ascer-

tainecl  and  indicated  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  first  subdivision  of  section  two  of  this  Act — to  change  and  modify  the  grade 
of  any.  street  or  avenue,  or  of  any  part  of  any  street  or  avenue,  in  said  city  and 
county,  as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

SEC.  2 .  The  grade  of  any  street  or  avenue,  or  portion  of  any  street  or 
avenue,  the  grade  of  which  has  been  fixed  by  ordinance,  shall  not  be  altered  or 
changed,  except  upon  an  adjustment  of  the  benefits  and  damages ;  and  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  as  follows : 

First.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  upon  the  receipt  of  a  petition  in  confor- 
mity with  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this  Act,  shall  publish  in  the  official 
newspaper  of  said  city  and  county  a  notice  of  their  intention  to  make  such 
[change].  Said  notice  shall  be  published  for  thirty  days,  and  shall  describe 
the  proposed  change,  and  designate  the  limits  within  which  the  lots  of  land  to 
be  benefited  shall  be  assessed  to  pay  any  damages  that  may  be  awarded  by  rea- 
son of  the  change. 

Second.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  any  per- 
son claiming  that  he  or  she  would  sustain  damage  by  reason  of  such  change 
shall  file  a  petition  with  the  County  Clerk,  addressed  to  the  County  Court,  set- 
ting forth  the  fact  of  his  or  her  ownership,  the  description  and  situation  of  his 
or  her  property,  its  market  value,  and  the  amount  of  damage,  over  and  above 
all  benefits,  which  he  or  she  would  sustain  by  reason  of  the  proposed  change, 
if  completed,  asking  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  to  assess  such  damage ; 
which  petition  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  petitioner,  or  his  or  her 
agent. 

Third.  On  the  filing  of  such  petition,  the  said  County  Court  shall  take  juris- 
diction of  the  proceedings,  and  the  County  Clerk  shall  immediately  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Fourth.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  publication  of  said  notice,  and  at 
the  time  indicated  by  said  notice,  or  at  such  other  time  to  which  it  may  be  con- 
tinued, the  County  Court  shall  appoint  three  citizens,  who  are  freeholders  in 
said  city  and  county,  and  competent  judges  of  the  value  of  real  estate  therein, 
and  not  interested  in  said  proceedings,  as  Commissioners,  to  assess  the  benefits 
and  damages  to  each  separate  lot  of  land  within  the  limits  designated  in  the 
notice. 

Fifth.  The  Commissioners  shall  be  sworn  by  the  County  Judge,  to  make 
the  assessments  of  benefits  and  damages,  to  the  best  of  their  judgment  and 
ability,  without  fear  or  favor,  and  that  they  have  no  interest  in  the  controversy, 
nor  in  any  of  the  land  within  the  limits  designated,  which  oath  shall  be  filed 
with  the  County  Clerk  as  part  of  the  proceedings.  A  copy  thereof,  and  of  the 
order  of  appointment,  certified  by  the  Clerk,  may  be  delivered  to  said  Commis- 
sioners as  their  authority. 

Stoth.  Said  Commissioners  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  premises  to  be 
assessed  and  the  premises  for  which  damages  are  claimed,  with  a  committee 
from  their  body,  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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Seventh.  Said  Commissioners  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their 
duty,  to  examine,  under  oath,  which  any  one  of  them  is  hereby  authorized  to 
administer,  any  witnesses  produced  before  them  by  any  party,  touching  the 
matters  to  be  investigated,  and  such  other  witnesses  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  fully  acquaint  themselves  with  the  actual  amount  of  benefits  and  dam- 
ages which  will  result  to  the  respective  parties  interested  in  the  proposed 
change.  • 

Eighth.  Said  Commissioners,  having  determined  the  damage  which  will  be 
sustained  by  each  petitioner,  over  and  above  all  benefits  by  the  completion  of 
the  proposed  change,  shall  proceed  to  assess  the  whole  amount  thereof,  together 
with  the  costs,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  proceedings,  including  the  compen- 
sation to  the  Commissioners  for  their  services,  to  be  taxed  and  allowed  by  the 
County  Judge,  ratably,  upon  the  several  lots  of  land  benefited  within  the  limits 
designated  in  said  notice,  so  that  the  same  shall  be  distributed  according  to  the 
benefits  produced  by  such  change  as  nearly  as  possible. 

Smth.  Said  Commissioners  shall  make  their  report  in  writing,  and  shall 
subscribe  the  same  and  file  it  with  the  County  Clerk.  In  their  said  report 
they  shall  describe  each  piece  of  property  which  will  sustain  damage,  stating  the 
amount  of  the  damages  which  it  will  sustain  over  and  above  all  benefits;  and 
they  shall  also  give  a  brief  description  of  each  lot  benefited  within  the  desig- 
nated limits,  the  name  of  the  owner,  if  known,  and  the  amount  of  benefit 
assessed  against  the  same.  In  case  the  three  Commissioners  do  not  agree,  the 
award  agreed  upon  by  any  two  of  them  shall  be  sufficient.  On  the  filing  of 
said  report,  the  County  Clerk  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  writing, 
of  the  fact,  and  thereupon  the  said  Board  shall,  by  ordinance,  confirm  or 
reject  said  report.  If  they  confirm  it,  the  grades  of  the  streets  shall  be 
changed  as  contemplated,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
notify  the  County  Court  that  the  Board  have  confirmed  the  report.  The 
County  Court  shall  thereupon  enter  up  judgment  against  each  lot  assessed  for 
benefits,  describing  the  same  as  accurately  as  can  conveniently  be  done. 
Upon  which  judgment  an  order  of  sale  may  issue  by  order  of  the  Court,  com- 
manding the  Sheriff  of  said  city  and  county  to  collect  the  amount  therein 
mentioned  by  sale  of  the  lot  assessed  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  law  for  the 
sale  of  real  estate,  the  proceeds  to  be  paid  by  the  Sheriff  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  who  shall  place  the  same  to  the  credit 
of  the  Street  Department  Fund;  and  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and  the  Treasurer 
of  said  city  and  county  shall  pay  the  amount  collected  for  damages  into  the 
County  Court,  which  shall  hold,  invest  and  distribute -the  same  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  in  section  nineteen  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  declare 
and  regulate  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  to  take  private  lands  for  certain  public  improvements  and 
to  prescribe  the  manner  of  its  execution,  approved  April  fourth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four.  All  such  judgments  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Sail  Francisco,  and  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  lot  until  the  same  is 
paid;  but  no  sale  shall  be  made  nor  execution 'issue  until  the  County  Court 
shall  determine  that  said  work  has  been  completed. 
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SEC.  3.  Before  entering  up  judgment,  the  Court  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing 
parties  who  may  feel  aggrieved  by  reason  of  any  of  the  proceedings;  but  no 
objection  shall  be  considered  except  such  as  are  specifically  set  forth  in  writing 
by  the  parties;  and  all  errors,  omissions  and  irregularities  not  specifically  set 
forth  shall  be  deemed  to  be  waived.  Any  party  dissatisfied  may,  within  thirty 
days  after  judgment  against  him  or  his  lot,  or  the  order  to  pay  the  damages 
assessed,  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  to  review  the  matter  complained  of, 
and  the  appeal  shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  pre- 
scribed in,  and  in  all  respects  be  in  conformity  to,  an  Act  to  declare  and  regu- 
late the  power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San

as  follows : 

SECTION!.     [Provides  for  levy  of  certain  taxes.     Obsolete.'] 
SEC.  2.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay  for  the  improvement  of  all  streets 
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in  front  of  school  property  in  the  same  manner  and  from  the  same  fund  from 
which  other  street  improvements  in  front  of  public  property  are  paid. 

SEC.  3.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Education  or  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  dispose  of  any  real 
estate  belonging  to  the  School  Department,  except  fifty  vara  lot  three  hun- 
dred and  one,  and  the  lot  on  which  the  colored  school-house  is  located,  on 
Broadway,  between  Powell  and  Mason  streets,  which  lots  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction,  after  giving  thirty  days'  notice  in  some 
public  newspaper  in  said  city  and  county;  provided,  that  one-half  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  School  Fund  to  pay  any 
deficit  in  the  School  Fund  of  the  fiscal  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
and  sixty-eight. 

SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Auditing  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  during  the  month  of  July  of  every  year,  to  make  an 
annual  estimate  of  all  revenue  and  disbursements  of  the  School  Department 
for  the  current  fiscal  year,  specifying  separately  the  amount  of  funds  necessary 
to  defray  the 'different  items  of  expenditures  for  the  first  and  last  half  year;

The  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  a  Janitor  for  their  Court 
rooms,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  and  his  salary 
shall  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and 
be  paid  in  the  same  manner  that  the  Justices  are  paid,  out  of  the  Special  Fee 
Fund. 

SEC.  2.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  excepting  the  Mayor,  ex  officio  President  of  said 
Board,  shall,  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  be  allowed  a  salary  during  the  time 
he  is  in  office  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  month;  and  the  Auditor  of  said  city 
and  county  is  hereby  directed  to  audit  and  the  Treasurer  to  pay  such  salaries, 
monthly,  out  of  the  General  Fund. 
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SEC.  2.  The  votes  of  seven  members  constituting  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  be  necessary  to  pass  any  ordinance,  order,  or  resolution;  but  in  the  event 
of  a  veto  by  the  Mayor,  then  nine  votes  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  any  ordi- 
nance, order  or  resolution  over  such  veto,  otherwise  such  ordinance,  order  or 
resolution  shall  be  of  no  validity. 

SEC.  3.  If  a  member  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  hereafter  absent

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  [Amends  sec.  5,  Act  March  30,  1868;  1867-8,  558;  Supplement 
LI1I.-} 

SEC.  2.  The  office  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  authorized  or  cre- 
ated by  the  above  entitled  Act,  and  particularly  mentioned  in  said  section  five 
thereof,  is  hereby  abolished. 
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SEC.  3.  The  term  of  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  for

TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  ASSESSOR    OF  THE  CITY   AND    COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 
TO  APPOINT  DEPUTIES. 

[Approved    January  25,  1870.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Assessor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be 
allowed  to  assist  him  in  making  his  assessments,  in  lieu  of  the  deputies  now 
provided  by  law,  as  follows:  For  the  office,  one  chief  deputy,  seven  office 
deputies,  one  head  draughtsman  and  assistant  draughtsman.  For  the  field, 
one  chief  deputy  and  eighteen  under  deputies. 

SEC.  2.  Four  of  the  office  deputies  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  month  each,  and  shall  be  employed  and  paid  only  from 
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the  first  day  of  February  until  the  assessment  roll  is  finally  completed  and 
handed  over  to  the  Auditor. 

SEC.  3.  The  eighteen  under  field  deputies  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  each.  The  term  for  which  such  field 
deputies  shall  be  paid  shall  not  exceed  an  average  of  three  months  each,  com- 
mencing on  the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year. 

SEC.  4.  The  chief  office  deputy,  chief  field  deputy,  head  draughtsman, 
assistant  draughtsman,  and  three  under  office  deputies,  may  be  employed  the 
entire  yeai'. 

SEC.  5.  The  chief  office  deputy,  chief  field  deputy  and  head  draughtsman 
shall  be  paid  two  hundred  dollars  per  month  each;  the  under  office  deputies 
and  assistant  draughtsman,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  each. 

SEC.  6.  The  Auditor  of  the  said  city  and  county  is  hereby  directed  to  audit, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county  to  pay  out  of  the  General  Fund,  the 
salaries  -herein  provided  for.

TO  CONFER  ADDITIONAL  POWERS  UPON  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF

AND  TREASURER  THEREOF,  AND  AUTHORIZE  APPROPRIATIONS  BY  SAID 

BOARD. 

[Approved  March  9,  1870.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  are  hereby  authorized  and  [to?]  order  paid,  out  of  the  General  Fund, 
an  amount  notto  exceed  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars,  said  amount  to  be  used 
in  construction  of  an  additional  number  of  cells  in  the  county  jail,  said  cells 
to  be  constructed  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
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Committee  on  Public  Buildings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Sheriff  of 
said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
procure  a  strongly-built  covered  spring  wagon,  capable  of  seating  twelve  per- 
sons, also  two  horses  and  harness,  etc.,  to  be  used  under  the  direction  of  said 
Sheriff,  and  exclusively  in  the  transportation  of  prisoners  and  insane  persons. 

SEC.  3.  The  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  a  suitable  j)erson  to  drive  and  take  charge  and  care 
of  the  two  horses,  wagon,  etc.,  named  in  section  two  of  this  Act,  who  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  payable  out  of  the  General 
Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  4.  The  Board  ,of  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
allow  and  order  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund,  fifty-  ($50)  dollars  per  month, 
to  the  Sheriff,  which  shall  be  in  full  satisfaction  for  the  keeping  and  main- 
taining of  the  horses  named  in  section  two  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  5.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AND  TEEASUEEE  THEEEOF,  AND  TO  AUTHORIZE  CEETAIN  APPEOPEIA- 
TIONS  OF  MONEY  BY  SAID  BOARD. 

[  Approved  March  9, 1870.  ] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appropriate,  allow  and  order 
paid  out  of  the  General  Fund,  the  several  sums  of  money  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, and  to  exercise  the  following  powers,  to  wit : 

First.  To  appoint  a  Janitor  for  the  City  Hall,  at  a  salary  of  seventy-five 
dollars  per  month. 

Second.  To  appoint  four  Gardeners  to  take  charge  of  Portsmouth,  Wash- 
ington, Union  and  Columbia  Squares,  at  a  salary  of  seventy-five  dollars  per 
month  each. 
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Third  and  Fourth.  [Appointment  and  salaries  of  Health  Inspectors  and  Clerk 
Board  of  Health.  Repealed,  Ad  April  4,  1870 ;  1869-70,  716 ;  Supplement  LXIX.  ] 

Fifth.  To  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  per  month  for 
the  support,  care  and  maintenance  of  such  persons  as  may  be  admitted  to  the 
City  and  County  Hospital  and  Almshouse,  which  sum  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all 
sums  now  authorized  by  law  to  be  expended  for  such  purposes. 

Sixth.  To  expend  a  sum,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  for  extend- 
ing and  repairing  the  fire  alarm  and  police  telegraph,  payable  out  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund. 

Seventh.  For  inclosing  with  wood  the  city  and  county  property-,  including 
a  portion  of  the  land  reserved  for  public  use  by  the  Outside  Land  Committee, 
fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

Eifjhth.  To  pay  out  of  the  General  Fund,  for  inclosing  and  improving  the 
City  Cemetery,  and.  paying  keeper  thereof,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

SEC.  2.     [Authorizes  payment  of  certain  sums  heretofore  allowed,  in  excess  of 
allowance  provided  by  law.'] 
SEC.  3.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

FOB   THE    REGULATION   OF   SAILOES     BOARDING   HOUSES   AND    OF    SHIPPING 
OFFICES   IN    THE    CITY     AND    COUNTY    OF    SAN   FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  March  10,  1870.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  and  is  hereby  created  a  Board  of  Commissioners, 
to  be  denominated  the  Marine  Board  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  for  licens- 
ing sailors'  boarding  houses  and  shipping  masters  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.  Said  Board  shall  consist  of  three  members,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  two 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California.  All  the  mem- 
bers of  said  Board  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  take  an 
oath  of  office  as  prescribed  by  law.  The  Board  shall  maintain  an  office  in  the 
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City  of  San  Francisco,  the  rent  whereof  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  per 
month,  gold  coin. 

SEC.  2.  The  Marine  Board  hereby  constituted  shall  organize  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  as  soon  as  practicable.  Said  Board  shall  appoint  one  of  its 
members  President,  and  shall  appoint  a  Secretary,  and  shall  make  such  by-laws 
and  adopt  such  regulations  as  may  be  needful  for  the  orderly  conduct  of  its 
business,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State.  A 
majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  ot  business. 

SEC.  3.  -The  compensation  of  the  members  and  officers  of  said  Board  shall 
be  as  follows:  The  President  shall  receive  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars, 
gold  coin,  per  year;  the  other  two  members  of  said  Board  shall  each  receive 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  gold  coin,  per  year;  the  Secretary  shall  re- 
ceive a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars,  gold  coin,  per  year;  and  there  shall  be  allowed,  in  addition  to  the 
foregoing,  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  necessary  and  incidental  expenses  of 
said  Board. 

SEC.  4.  The  Board  shall  receive  the  application  of  any  person  applying  for 
a  license  to  keep  a  sailors'  hotel  or  boarding  house,  or  for  a  license  to  open 
and  carry  on  a  shipping  office  in  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  and  upon  satis- 
factory evidence  of  the  respectability  and  competency  of  such  applicant,  and 
of  the  suitableness  of  his  accommodations,  shall  issue  to  him  a  license  which 
shall  be  good  for  one  year,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  the  Board;  and  such 
lisense  shall  be  conspicuously  and  permanently  posted  in  the  office  or  princi- 
pal room  of  each  boarding  house  or  hotel  and  shipping  office  so  licensed, 
together  with  such  directions,  instructions  or  requests  as  the  said  Board  may 
direct  to  be  attached  thereto.  And  the  said  Board  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority, at  discretion,  to  revoke  any  such  license  for  the  violation  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  which  it  may  prescribe,  as  well  as  for  the  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act- 

SEC.  5.  For  each  and  every  license  issued  for  a  sailors'  hotel  or  boarding 
house,  'there  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  to  whom  such  license  is  issued,  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars,  in  United  States  gold  coin,  each  year;  and  for  every  license  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  a  shipping  office,  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  to 
whom  said  license  is  issued,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  in  United  States 
gold  coin,  each  year.  All  licenses  shall  be  payable  in  advance. 

SEC.  6.  The  said  Board  shall  furnish  to  each  sailors'  hotel  or  boarding 
house  keeper  licensed  by  them,  one  or  more  badges  or  shields,  011  which  shall 
be  printed  or  engraved  the  name  of  such  hotel  or  boarding  house  keeper,  and 
the  number  and  street  of  his  hotel  or  boarding  house  ;  and  said  badges  or 
shields  shall  be  surrendered  to  said  Board  upon  the  revocation  by  them  or 
expiration  of  any  license  granted  by  them  as  herein  provided. 

SEC.  7.  Every  sailors'  hotel  or  boarding  house  keeper,  and  every  agent, 
runner  or  employee  of  such  hotel  or  boarding  house  keeper,  when  boarding 
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any  vessel  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco,  or  when  inviting  or  soliciting  the 
boarding  or  lodging  of  any  seaman  or  person  employed  on  any  vessel,  shall 
wear,  conspicuously  displayed,  the  shield  or  badge  referred  to  in  the  foregoing 
section. 

SEC.  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  except  those  named  in  the 
preceding  section,  to  have,  wear,  exhibit  or  display  any  such  shield  or  badge 
to  any  of  the  crew  emplpyed  on  any  vessel,  with  the  intent  to  invite,  ask  or 
solicit  the  boarding  or  lodging  of  any  of  the  crew  employed  on  any  vessel  in 
the  harbor  of  San  Francisco. 

SEC.  9.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  not  having  the  license  in  this 
Act  provided,  or  not  being  the  regular  agent,  runner  or  employee  of  a  person 
having  such  license,  to  invite,  ask  or  solicit,  in  the  City  or  Harbor  of  San 
Francisco,  the  boarding  or  lodging  of  any  of  the  crew  employed  on  any  vessel. 

SEC.  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  keep,  conduct  or  carry  on, 
as  owner,  proprietor,  agent  or  otherwise,  any  sailors'  boarding  house,  or 
sailors'  hotel,  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  without  having  the 
license  in  this  Act  provided. 

SEC.  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  sailors'  boarding  house  or  hotel 
keeper,  landlord,  runner  or  shipping  master,  or  any  one  of  their  employees, 
to  board  any  vessel  entering  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco,  before  such  vessel 
shall  have  been  made  fast  to  the  wharf. 

SEC.  12.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  owner,  agent,  master  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  any  vessel  arriving  in  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  to  authorize 
or  permit  any  sailors'  hotel  or  boarding  house  keeper,  nor  any  runner,  agent, 
or  employee  of  any  sailors'  boarding  house  or  hotel  keeper  to  board  or  attempt 
to  board  any  vessel  arriving  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco  before  such  vessel 
shall'liave  been  made  fast  to  the  wharf;  nor  to  board,  or  attempt  to  board,  any 
vessel  lying  or  being  in  the  harbor  aforesaid,  unless  he  shall  wear  a  badge  or 
shield  as  hereinbefore  provided,  nor  unless  such  sailors'  hotel  or  boarding 
house  keeper  shall  have  been  duly  licensed  as  provided  in  this  Act. 

SEC.  13.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  sailors'  hotel  or  boarding  house 
keeper,  having  boarded  any  vessel  in  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  to  refuse  or 
neglect  to  leave  said  vessel  after  having  been  ordered  so  to  do  by  the  master  or 
person  having  charge  of  such  vessel. 

SEC.  14.  Every  licensed  boarding  house  or  hotel  keeper  shall  make  a  return 
every  Monday  of  each  week  to  the  Marine  Board  hereby  constituted,  of  the 
number  of  men  boarding  and  lodging  at  his  house,  the  number  received,  the 
number  shipped  during  the  week,  and  the  number  of  men  ready  for  shipment. 

SEC.  15.  Upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  disorderly  character  of  any 
sailors'  hotel  or  boarding  house,  licensed  as  herein  provided,  or  of  the  keeper 
or  proprietor  of  any  such  house,  or  of  maltreatment  of  any  boarder  or  lodger 
therein,  or  of  any  force,  fraud,  deceit  or  misrepresentation  in  inviting  or  soli- 
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citing  boarders  or  lodgers  for  such  house,  on  the  part  of  snch  keeper  or  pro- 
prietor,  of  of  any  of  his  agents,  runners  or  employees,  or  of  any  attempt  to 
persuade  or  entice  any  of  the  crew  to  desert  from  any  vessel  in  the  port  of  San 
Francisco,  or  of  harboring  or  concealing  any  deserter  from  any  vessel,  knowing 
or  having  good  reason  to  believe  him  to  be  such  deserter,  or  of  any  other  illegal 
or  dishonest  conduct  by  such  keeper  or  proprietor,  or  of  any  of  his  agents, 
runners  or  employees,  said  Board  may  revoke  the  license  for  keeping  such  house. 

SEC.  16.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a 
shipping  master,  or  the  business  of  shipping  seamen  or  crews  for  vessels,  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  to  ship  or  procure  to  be  shipped 
seamen  or  crews  for  vessels  lying  or  being  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco,  for 
a  compensation  paid  or  to  be  paid  for  such  service,  without  first  having  pro- 
cured a  license  as  provided  in  this  Act,  or  otherwise  than  as  herein  provided. 

SEC.  17.  No  seaman  or  other  person  shall  be  shipped  while  in  a  state  of  in- 
toxication, by  any  shipping  master  licensed  by  the  said  Board;  and  if  any 
seaman  shall  come  or  be  brought  to  the  office  of  any  shipping  master  in  a  state 
of  intoxication,  the  shipping  master  may  cause  him  to  be  detained  until  he 
shall  become  sober  and  capable  of  acting  intelligently. 

SEC.  18.  If  any  shipping  master  or  other  person  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  to  open  or  carry  on  a  shipping  office,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  if  such  shipping  master  or  other  person, 
or  his  agent,  servant  or  employee,  shall  be  guilty  of  oppressive,  fraudulent  or 
unjust  conduct  towards  any  seaman,  or  otherwise  shall  be  guilty  of  any  illegal, 
oppressive  or  unjust  act  in  carrying  on  the  business  for  which  he  is  licensed, 
the  Board,  upon  satisfactory  proof  thereof,  may  revoke  the  license  granted  to 
such  person. 

SEC.  19.  If,  at  the  time  of  shipment  of  any  seaman  or  other  person,  or  pre- 
vious thereto,  any  person  shall  file  with  the  Board  an  account  against  sucli  sea- 
man, or  other  person,  for  board,  clothing,  or  other  necessary  things  furnished 
him  while  in  port  since  his  last  previous  voyage,  said  Board  shall  cause  an  inves- 
tigation to  be  made  as  to  the  correctness  of  such  account;  and  if  the  same  shall  be 
found  to  be  correct  and  proper,  it  shall  be  a  lien  on  any  wages  to  be  paid  for 
the  voyage  for  which  such  seaman  or  person  may  be  shipped,  and  the  said  Board 
shall  have  power  to  collect  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  party  entitled  thereto. 
Said  Board  shall  make  such  regulations  in  regard  to  allowing  accounts  so  pre- 
sented, as  may  be  calculated  to  prevent  seamen  in  port  from  being  furnished 
with  intoxicating  liquors. 

SEC.  20.  If  any  seaman,  after  shipping  for  a  voyage  on  any  vessel  in  the 
port  of  San  Francisco,  and  signing  the  shipping  articles,  shall  refuse  to  render 
himself  on  board  such  vessel,  according  to  the  terms  of  his  agreement,  or  shall 
desert  from  such  vessel,  he  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  a  deserter,  and  may 
be  arrested  by  any  police  officer,  on  a  certificate  of  the  fact  of  such  shipment, 
signed  by  the  President  of  said  Board  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  in 
such  manner  as  the  rules  or  by-laws  of  said  Board  shall  require;  and  the  police 
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officer  arresting  such  seaman  shall  immediately  carry  him  before  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  giving  notice  thereof  at 
the  office  of  said  Board;  and  if  such  Justice,  on  an  investigation  of  the  matter, 
shall  bs  satisfied  that  such  person  is  not  a  deserter,  he  shall  discharge  him 
from  arrest. 

SEC.  21.  Said  Marine  Board  may  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  the  shipment  of  seamen,  the  paying  off  of  crews  of  vessels,  the 
reference  of  controversies  and  the  general  transaction  of  its  business,  and  for 
the  proper  and  -faithful  performance  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State  and  of  the  United  States;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
or  City  Marshal,  with  the  force  at  command,  to  execute  all  orders  of  said  Board. 

SEC.  22.  Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  or  either  of  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  this  Act,  and  any  Commissioner  or  Secretary  appointed  under  this 
Act  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  receive  any  gratuity  or  reward  other  than 
as  herein  provided,  or  on  account  of  any  license  under  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  a  county  jail  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  not  less 
than  thirty  days,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

SEC.  23.  Said  Board  shall  file,  within  ten  days  after  the  first  day  of  July  in 
each  year,  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
a  statement  showing  the  number  of  licenses  issued  for  the  year  next  previous 
to  the  said  first  day  of  July,  the  number  of  licenses  revoked,  together  with  the 
names  of  the  persons  to  whom  issued  and  the  street  and  number  of  the  houses 
licensed,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  whose  licenses  shall  have  been  revoked; 
and  also  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  moneys  received  by  it  during  the  said 
year,  specifying  on  what  account  such  moneys  shall  have  been  received,  and 
also  an  account  of  its  disbursements. 

SEC.  24.  All  fees  and  moneys  for  licenses  received  tinder  this  Act  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  credit 
of  the  General  Fund;  and  the  salaries  of  the  Commissioners  and  Secretary  of 
said  Board,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  said  Board,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
G-eneral  Fund  of  the  treasury  of  said  city  and  county;  and  the  Auditor  shall 
audit  and  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same. 

SEC.  25.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  or  authorizing  licenses  to  be  issued  to  the  parties  herein  authorized  to 
take  out  a  license,  are  hereby  repealed:  provided,  that  all  such  parties  holding 
unexpired  licenses  authorized  by  the  law  heretofore  in  force,  shall  not  be 
required  to  take  out  new  licenses  until  the  expiration  thereof;  but  in  all  other 
respects  such  parties  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  and  such 
unexpired  licenses  shall  be  liable  to  revocation  as  herein  provided. 

SEC.  26.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Tlie  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  <.',<.( tcf 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Upon  receiving  a  petition  from  any  person  or  persons,  claiming 
that  they,  by  themselves,  their  tenants  or  the  persons  through  whom  they 
claim  or  derive  possession,  have  been,  from  and  including  the  eighth  day  of 
March,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  (1866),  and  still  are,  in 
the  possession  of  any  of  the  lands  without  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  as  denned  in  an  Act  to  re-incorporate  said  city,  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  Anno 
Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one  (1851),  and  described  in  the  decree  of 
Justice  Field,  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  confirming  the  claim  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  entered  November  second,. Anno  Domini 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four  (1864),  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  Northern  District  of  the  State  of  California,  and  that  they,  or 
the  persons  through  whom  they  claim  or  derive  possession,  have  paid  to  the 
Tax  Collector  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  the  amount  assessed 
by  the  Outside  Land  Committee  upon  the  land  described  in  said  petition,  to 
pay  for  land  reserved  for  public  use,  provided  for  in  section  ten  (10)  of  Order 
Eight  Hundred  (800),  and  also  paid  the  taxes  mentioned  in  section  four  (4)  of 
said  order,  and  all  the  taxes  levied  on  said  lands  for  State  and  municipal  pur- 
poses now  due  and  remaining  unpaid;  or,  upon  receiving  a  petition  from  any 
person  or  persons,  setting  forth  that  said  petitioners,  by  themselves,  their 
tenants,  or  the  persons  through  whom  they  claim  or  derive  possession,  were, 
on  or  before  the  first  (1st)  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-five  (1855),  to  and  including  the  twentieth  (,20th)  day  of  June,  Anno 
Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty -five  (1855),  and  still  are,  in  possession  of 
the  land  described  in  said  petition,  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  above  high  water  mark,  as  defined  in  the  Act 
to  incorporate  said  city,  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California, 
on  the  fifteenth  (15th)  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
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one  (1851) ;  and  such  petition  in  either  case  setting  forth  that  such  lands  have 
not  been  sold,  leased,  dedicated,  reserved  or  conveyed  by  authority  of  the  said 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  the  United  States,  to  any  one,  or  for  any 
purpose,  and  asking  for  a  grant  from  said  city  and  county,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors shall  proceed  to  act  thereon  as  hereinafter  provided.  This  petition 
shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  party  in  whose  behalf  the 
petition  is  presented,  or  by  some  one  acting  as  his  agent,  and  conversant  with 
the  facts  detailed  in  the  petition. 

SEC.  2.  All  petitions  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Outside  Lands.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  be  the  Clerk  of  the  Outside  Land  Committee*  The  party 
presenting  the  said  petition  may  appear  before  said  Clerk  and  make  proof, 
verbal  and  documentary,  of  the  truth  of  the  matters  alleged  in  his  petition. 
Copies  of  the  documentary  evidence  shall  be  filed  with  said  Clerk,  and  the  oral 
testimony  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  said  Clerk  and  subscribed  by  the 
witness.  The  proofs  of  the  petitioner  being  closed,  the  said  committee  shall 
proceed  to  consider  the  same,  and  shall  make  such  report  and  recommenda- 
tion thereon  as  to  them  shall  seem  just  and  proper  in  the  premises.  The  said 
committee  shall  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  testimony 
taken  as  aforesaid,  together  with  the  report  of  the  said  committee,  and  said 
report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  their  approval,  and 
if,  in  their  judgment,  the  claim  of  the  petitioner  is  well  founded,  they  shall) 
by  an  order  entered  in  their  minutes,  adjudge  and  award  a  grant  of  such  lands 
to  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  therefor,  less  the  amount  reserved  for  public 
use.  The  said  Board  shall  thereupon  give  public  notice  of  their  award  by  no- 
tice, published  at  least  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks,  iiisome  daily  news- 
paper published  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  notice  shall 
specify  the  name  of  the  applicant,  the  date  and  filing  of  his  petition,  and  the 
tract  of  land  awarded,  by  a  good  and  sufficient  description  thereof;  proof  of 
publication  of  such  notice  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  now  or  hereafter 
required  by  law  for  the  proof  of  publication  in  civil  process.  The  Clerk  of 
the  said  committee  shall  be  allowed  compensation,  for  taking  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  witnesses,  twenty-five  cents;  and  for  reducing  the  testimony  to 
wilting,  twenty  cents  a  folio,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  by 
him  as  Clerk  of  said  committee.  The  compensation  herein  allowed  to  the 
Clerk  of  said  committee  shall  be  paid  to  said  Clerk  by  the  party  presenting 
the  petition. 

SEC.  3.  Upon  receiving  proof  of  the  publication  of  the  notice  provided  for 
in  the  second  section  hereof,  and  the  payment  of  all  necessary  expenses  for 
deeds,  the  Mayor  of.  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  party  or  par- 
ties presenting  the  aforesaid  petition,  a  deed  of  conveyance  of  the  tract  or  lot 
of  land  as  aforesaid,  adjudged  and  awarded  to  the  petitioner,-  and  attach 
thereto  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  provided, 
the  petitioner  or  petitioners  shall,  before  receiving  a  deed  as  aforesaid,  be 
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required  to  quitclaim  and  peaceably  deliver  the  possession  of  all  land  claimed 
by  said  petitioner  or  petitioners,  reserved  by  the  Commissioners  acting  under 
Ordinance  Eiglit  Hundred  and  Twenty-two  (822),  and  all  those  lands  reserved 
by  the  Committee  of  the  Board  on  Outside  Lands  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  provided,  'however,  that  in  case  a  suit 
shall  be  pending  between  the  petitioner  and  some  third  person,  involving  the 
right  of  possession  of  the  tract,  or  some  portion  thereof,  petitioned  for,  and 
such  third  person  shall  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  copy 
of  the  complaint  tiled  in  such  action,  before  the  deed  shall  have  been  executed 
and  delivered  to  the  petitioner,  and  also  competent  proof  that  such  third  per- 
sons, or  the  persons  through  whom  they  claim  or  derive  possession  have  paid, 
the  taxes  a*nd  assessments  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  then 
and  in  that  case  the  deed  shall  be  withheld  until  such  suit  shall  be  finally 
determined;  and  there  shall  thereafter  be  executed  a  deed  of  conveyance  of  so 
much  of  the  tract  of  land  as  shall  be  involved  in  the  said  suit,  to  the  party 
in  whose  favor  the  said  suit  shall  be  finally  determined  as  aforesaid;  pro- 
vided, further,  that  the  expenses  hereinafter  provided  for  shall  be  paid  before 
such  conveyance  shall  be  delivered. 

SEC.  4.  Upon  the  filing  of  a  petition,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  peti- 
tioner shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  sum  of 
money  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  publication  of  the  notice  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, and  other  expenses  incident  to  the  granting  of  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioner. But  the  Clerk  shall  not  receive  on  file  any  petition  that  shall  not  be 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  5.  A  conveyance  executed  and  delivered  in  pursuance  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Act  shall  operate  as  an  acknowledgment  on  the  part  of  the  said 
city  and  county,  that  the  title  to  the  land  therein  described  has  passed  under 
and  by  virtue  of  said  Order  Number  Eight  Hundred  (800),  or  of  said  Ordi- 
nance Number  Eight  Hundred  and  Twenty-two  (822),  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
also  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  several  Acts  of  Congress  and  the  Legislature 
ratifying  said  order  and  ordinance,  or  under  the  authority  of  which  the  same 
have  been  passed;  tiiid  such  conveyance  siiall  likewise  operate  to  grant,  convey, 
remise  and  release  to  the  party,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  named  therein,  the 
lands  in  such  conveyance  described,  and  all  the  estate  and  interest,  present  and 
future,  of  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  and  to  such  lands. 
But  no  such  conveyance  shall  in  any  event  be  held  to  import  a  warranty  or 
covenant  of  title  on  the  part  of,  or  to  bind  said  city  and  county,  or  any  officer 
thereof. 

SEC,  G.  All  orders  and  parts  of  orders  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
City  and  County  of  Sail  Francisco,  conflicting  wiih  Order  Eight  Hundred  and 
Sixty-six  (rJG(>),  are  hereby  repealed,  but  such  repeal  shall  not  invalidate  any 
of  the  proceedings  instituted  under  the  order  of  which  Order  Eight  Hundred 
and  Sixty-six  (866)  is  amendatory,  and  such  proceedings  may  be  continued 
under  the  provisions  of  said  Order  Eight  Hundred  and  Sixty-six  (866). 
Whenever  such  proceedings  have  been  completed,  and  the. Committee  on  Out- 
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side  Lands  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  have  executed 
and  delivered  a  deed  or  deeds,  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  such  deed  or 
deeds  were  executed,  may  obtain  from  the  Mayor,  at  his  or  their  own  expense, 
a  dee^d  of  the  same  land,  executed  by  him  and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  without  further  petition,  proof, 
award  or  notice;  and  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  exe- 
cute such  deeds.  Any  and  all  such  deeds  shall  have  the  like  force  and  effect 
as  the  conveyances  mentioned  in  section  five  of  this  Act;  provided,  that  if  any 
grantee  in  any  deed  executed  by  such  committee  has  heretofore  sold  or  con- 
\eyed  any  land  included  in  such  deed,  or  his,  her  or  their  interest  in  such 
land,  by  writing  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  City  and  County  Eecorder  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  deed  executed  by  the  Mayor,  and 
sealed  with  the  aforesaid  corporate  seal,  shall  be,  as  to  the  lands  so  sold  or 
conveyed,  for,  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  such  purchaser  or  purchasers, 
grantee  or  grantees,  and  their  heirs,  and  the  deed  executed  by  the  Mayor  shall 
expressly  so  state. 

SEC.  7.  Whereas,  divers  co-owners  and  tenants  in  common  of  certain  tracts 
of  land  situate  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  within  the  limits 
described  in  Order  Number  Eight  Hundred  (800)  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors, 
who  are  or  claim  to  be  in  possession  thereof  as  such  owners  and  tenants  in  com- 
mon, under  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said  Order  Num- 
ber Eight  Hundred  (8'l)0),  and  as  such  alleged  co-owners  and  tenants  in  com- 
mon, have  had  said  tracts  of  land  delineated  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  as  en- 
tireties, upon  the  map  mentioned  and  provided  for  in  said  Order  Number  Eight 
Hundred  (800),  and  have  also  severally  paid  their  proportionate  share  of  the 
taxes  upon  said  tracts  of  land  for  the  five  fiscal  years  preceding  the  year  be- 
ginning July  first  (1st),  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  (1866),  and  all  subse- 
quent taxes  due  thereon,  and  have  filed  with  said  Board  their  petition,  claim- 
ing said  land  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said 
order  and  Order  Number  Seven  Hundred  and  Forty-eight  (748)  of  said  Board; 
now,  therefore,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  alleged  co-owners  or  tenants  in 
common  of  lands  situate  within  the  limits  described  by  said  Order  Number 
Eight  Hundred  (800),  or  one  or  more  thereof ,  or  his  or  their  successor  or  suc- 
cessors in  interest,  who  shall  have  performed  the  acts  and  conditions  aforesaid, 
to  pay,  as  such  co-owners  or  tenants  in  common,  his  or  their  proportionate 
share  of  the  amount  of  any  and  all  taxes  or  assessments  now  levied  and  due, 
or  which  may  hereafter  (at  any  time,  prior  to  the  delivery  of  a  deed  from  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  for  his  or  their  undivided  interest  in  said 
lands)  be  levied  and  become  due  upon  the  tract  or  tracts  of  land,  wherein  he 
or  they  hold  as*  such  co-owners  or  tenants  in  common;  and  to  facilitate  the 
payment  of  such  proportionate  shares,  the  Tax  Collector  is  hereby  authorized 
to  divide  into  smaller  parcels  any  tract  of  land  claimed  by  co-owners,  owners 
in  severalty  or  temtnts  in  common,  and  to  apportion  to  each  subdivision  the 
ratable  proportion,  value  considered,  of  the  assessment  made  to  the  whole 
tract  so  divided,  and  after  the  payment  o'f  the  apportioned  assessment  upon

any  one  of  such  subdivisions,  no  valid  objection  shall  be  made  by  any  party 
to  the  acts  of  the  Tax  Collector  in  respect  to  such  division,  and  the  appor- 
tioned assessment  shall  become  as  valid  and  binding  upon  the  respective  sub- 
divisions to  which  they  have  been  so  apportioned,  as  if  no  division  had  been 
made  by  said  Tax  Collector. 

SEC.  8.  All  of  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Tax  Collector  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  taken  or  done  by  him  in  pursuance  of  or  under 
the  authority  of  any  order  or  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said 
oity  and  county,  or  in  pursuance  of  or  under  the  authority  of  any  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  in  reference  to  the  collection  of  the 
taxes  or  assessments  upon  what  are  commonly  designated  as  the  outside  lands 
of  the  said  city  and  county,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  declared  to 
be  legal,  valid  and  binding,  both  upon  the  lands  embraced  within  the  purview 
of  any  such  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  or  order  or  resolution  of  said 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  9.  And  whereas,  certain  lands,  known  as  outside  lands  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  have  been  advertised  for  sale  by  the  Tax  Collector 
of  said  city  and  county,  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  or  assessments  levied 
thereon,  known  as  the  outside  land  tax,  which  sale  has  been  postponed  from 
time  to  time  by  said  Tax  Collector;  and  whereas,  some  of  the  parties  claiming 
to  be  the  owners  of  portions  of  said  lands  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  taxes  so 
levied  as  aforesaid,  and  have  enjoined  the  said  Tax  Collector  from  proceeding 
with  said  sale ;  now,  therefore,  be  it  enacted,  that  all  the  pieces  or  parcels  of 
land  so  advertised  by  the  said  Tax  Collector  as  aforesaid,  on  which  assessments 
heretofore  levied  have  not  been  already  paid,  or  shall  not  be  paid  to  said  Tax 
Collector  within  thirty  days  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  shall  be 
sold  by  said  Tax  Collector  for  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Said  sales  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  by  said  Tax  Col- 
lector, not  exceeding  in  all  sixty  days,  and  may  take  place  at  such  place  in  said 
city  and  county  as  the  said  Tax  Collector  may  designate.  The  time  during 
which  any  injunction  may  be  in  force  restraining  the  said  Tax  Collector  or 
other  officer  of  said  city  and  county  from  proceeding  with  said  sale  shall  not 
be  computed  as  any  part  of  the  periods  limited  and  fixed  within  which  he  may 
perform  the  acts  and  duties  herein  defined,  but  shall  be  excluded  therefrom. 
The  said  Tax  Collector  may  retain  in  his  custody  so  much  of  the  proceeds 
arising  from  said  sale  as  shall  be  necessary  to  liquidate  and  pay  off  the  ap- 
praisements for  reserved  lands  as  heretofore  made,  pursuant  to  Order  Number 
Eight  Hundred,  and  all  such  proper  and  necessary  costs  as  he  may  be  at  in 
conducting  said  sale  and  the  collection  of  such  assessments,  and  the  overplus 
thereof  he  shall  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  city  and  county;  and 
said  Treasurer  shall  carry  the  amount  so  paid  to  him  to  the  credit  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  of  said  city  and  county.  The  amount  so  retained  by  the  said  Tax 
Collector  shall  be  paid  over  by  him  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto  under  section 
eleven  of  Order  Number  Eight  Hundred,  in  discharge  of  the  appraisements 
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for  reserved  lands;  and  within  thirty  days  from  and  after  he  shall  have 
received  a  sum  from  assessments  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  appraisements 
for  reserved  lands,  over  and  above  the  expenses  and  costs  of  making  collec- 
tions, he  shall  settle  and  pay  off  in  full  the  appraisements  made  as  aforesaid; 
provided,  however,  when  thoi-e  arc  conflicting  claimants  for  particular  appraise- 
ments, said  Tax  Collector  shall  nob  be  obliged  to  make  payment  in  such  cases 
until  such  conflicting  claims  sliall  be  determined,  amicably  or  otherwise;  and 
the  said  Tax  Collector  is  hereby  authorized,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  distri- 
bution 011  account  of  said  appraisements  for  reserved  lands,  pro  rata,  as  often 
as  he  shall  have  on  hand  fifty  per  cent,  or  less  thereof. 

SEC.  10.  Said  Tax  Collector  shall  issue  to  each  successful  purchaser  a 
receipt,  in  duplicate,  for  the  amount  bid  and  paid  by  him,  which  receipt  shall 
also  contain  a  brief  description  of  the  premises  sold,  and  upon  its  face  entitle 
the  bidder,  or  his  assigns,  to  a  deed  of  conveyance  of  the  premises  therein 
described,  at  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  the  sale,  unless 
there  shall  be  a  redemption  of  the  premises  as  hereinafter  provided. 

SEC.  11.  Said  lands  shall  be  sold  subject  to  redemption,  and  such  redemp- 
tion may  be  made  at  any  time  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  sale, 
upon  paying  to  the  said  Tax  Collector  the  amount  bid  therefor,  together  with 
twenty-five  per  cent,  thereon  and  in  addition  thereto ;  and  the  party  redeeming 
shallo  also  pay  such  expenses  of  advertising  and  other  expenses  as  the  said 
Tax  Collector  may  have  incurred  in  and  about  the  particular  tract  from  the 
sale  of  which  redemption  is  sought  to  be  effected;  provided,  that  all  lands  sold 
for  assessment  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act  shall  have  the  same  right  of 
redemption  as  provided  for  in  section  eleven  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  12.  The  Tax  Collector,  after  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from  the 
date  of  sale,  in  which  there  has  been  no  redemption,  shall  make  a  conveyance 
of  the  premises  sold  to  the  purchaser  thereof,  or  his  assigns;  and  where  there 
has  been  a  redemption,  he  may  make  conveyance  thereof  to  the  redemptioner. 
In  cases  of  redemption,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  pay  over  to  the  holders  of 
receipts  the  amount  bid,  together  with  the  sum  'paid,  by  the  redemptioner,  in 
addition  to  the  bid. 

SEC.  13.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CONCERNING  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  COUNTY   CLERK  OF  THE  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  March  31,  1870.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  County  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  may 
appoint,  in  addition  to  the  Deputy  Clerks  now  allowed  by  law,  one  additional 
Deputy  Clerk  for  the  District  Court  of  the  Fourth  Judicial  Di.-trict  in  said  city 
and  county,  one  additional  Clerk  for  the  District  Court  of  the  Twelfth  Judicial 
District  in  said  city  and  county,  one  additional  Deputy  Clerk  for  the  District 
Court  of  the  Fifteenth  Judicial  District  in  said  city  and  county,  one  additional 
Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  of  said  city  and  county,  each  of  whom  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month,  which  salaries 
shall  be  audited  and  paid  as  the  salaries  of  other  Deputy  Clerks  in  said  city  and 
county  are  audited  and  paid. 

SEC.  2.  The  second  and  third  sections  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  concerning 
the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  ap- 
proved February  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

SEC.  3.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  passage.

TO    ESTABLISH   A   MUNICIPAL   CRIMINAL   COURT    IN    THE     CITY    AND    COUNTY 

OF    SAN    FRANCISCO. 
[Approved  March  31,  1870.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.     There  shall  be  and  hereby  is  established,  within  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  a  Municipal  Court,  to  be  called  and  known  by  the 
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name  of  the  Municipal  Criminal  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

SEC.  2.  A  Judge  of  said  Court  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of 
said  city  and  county,  at  the  next  special  judicial  election,  to  be  held  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  four  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  next  after  his  election;  provided, 
that  the  Governor  shall,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  appoint 
and  commission  some  suitable  person,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  said  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  past  five  years,  as  Judge  of  said  Munici- 
pal Court,  who  shall  hold  such  office  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected,  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided,  and  who  shall  qualify  according  to  law.  When 
any  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Judge  of  said  Court,  it  shall  be  filled  by 
the  Governor,  by  the  appointment  of  some  suitable  person  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

SEC.  3.  The  said  Court  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  in  such  central  or  convenient  place  as  shall  be  provided  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.  • 

SEC.  4.  The  said  Court  shall  be  a  Court  of  record,  and  shall  have  a  seal,  to 
be  devised  by  the  Judge  thereof,  a  description  of  which  shall  be  entered  on 
the  mimites  of  the  Court,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 
And  the  said  Court  shall  have  the  same  power  as  the  District  Court  to  regulate 
its  forms  of  process  and  proceedings,  and  to  make  rules  for  its  own  govern- 
ment. 

SEC.  5.  All  writs  and  process  issued  out  of  the  said  Municipal.  Court  shall 
'be  in  the  form  prescribed  for  writs  and  process  issued  out  of  the  District 
Court,  and  shall  be  executed  and  returned  in  like  manner;  and  said  Court  shall 
have  power  to  issue  all  writs  of  subpoena  and  other  process,  and  the  same 
may  be  served  beyond  the  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  fehall  be  considered  of  the  same  effect  as  writs  and  process  issued  out  of 
the  District  Courts;  and  obedience  to  such  subpoena,  when  properly  issued 
and  served,  may  be  enforced  in  like  manner  as  obedience  to  a  subpoena  may 
be  enforced  by  the  District  Courts. 

SEC.  G.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  from  any  judgment 
or  order  of  the  said  Municipal  Criminal  Court  in  like  manner  as  from  an  order 
or  judgment  of  the  District  and  County  Courts,  and  ail  laws  regulating  ap- 
peals from  District  and  County  Courts  shall  be  deemed  applicable  to  appeals 
from  the  said  Municipal  Criminal  Court. 

SEC.  7.  All  laws  regulating  proceedings  in  the  District  Court  shall,  so  far 
as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  be  deemed  appli- 
cable to  the  proceedings  of  the  said  Municipal  Criminal  Court;  and  said  Court 
shall  have  power  to  make  rules,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State, 
for  its  government  and  the  government  of  its  officers. 
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SEC.  8.  The  County  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall 
be  ex  officio  Clerk  of  said  Municipal  Criminal  Court,  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  appoint  one  deputy  to  act  as  Court  room  Clerk  of  said  Court,  who 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  month,  and  one  deputy  to 
act  as  office  Clerk  of  said  Court,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  per  month,  and  such  salaries  shall  be  paid  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  salaries  of  the  other  deputies  of  said  County  Clerk. 

SEC.  9.  .The  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  the 
Sheriff  of  the  said  Municipal  Criminal  Court,  and  shall  execute,  either  in  per- 
son or  by  deputy,  such  of  the  process  of  said  Court  as  may  be  required  to  be 
executed  by  a  Sheriff,  and  shall  be  amenable  to  said  Court  by  proceedings,  as 
for  contempt,  on  his  failure  to  execute  such  process.  And  said  Sheriff  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  deputy,  in  addition  to  those  now  appointed  by 
him,  who  shall  act  as  Bailiff  or  Deputy  Sheriff  of  said  Court,  and  who  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month,  to  be  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  the  other  deputies  of  said  Sheriff  are  paid. 

SEC.  10.  The  Judge  of  said  Court  shall  have  power  to  take  and  certify 
affidavits,  to  be  read  or  filed  in  any  Court  or  before  any  judicial  officer  of  this 
State,  and  in  other  cases  where  a  judicial  oath  or  affidavit  is  required,  except 
in  those  cases  where  such  oath  or  affidavit  shall  be  specially  provided  by  law 
to  be  taken  before  some  other  officer  or  tribunal. 

SEC.  11.  The  said  Judge  of  the  Municipal  Criminal  Court  shall  be  a  con- 
servator of  the  peace  in  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  may 
exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  by  law  upon  the  County  Judge  as  magis- 
trate. 

SEC.  12.  When  an  indictment  is  found  in  the  County  Court  in  and  for  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  for  any  felony  or  misdemeanor  now  triable 
in  the  County  Court  of  said  city  and  county,  it  may  be  transmitted  by  the 
Clerk  of  said  Court  to  said  Municipal  Criminal  Court  for  trial,  except  when 
the  indictment  is  found  against  a  person  holding  the  office  of  Judge  of  said 
Municipal  Criminal  Coiirt. 

SEC.  13.  In  all  indictments  transmitted  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to 
said  Municipal  Criminal  Court,  it  shall  have  jurisdiction  for  trial  and  determina- 
tion exclusive  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco;  and  the  mode  of  procedure  and  trial  in  said  Municipal  Crimi- 
nal Court  shall  be  in  all  respects  the  same  as  now  prescribed  for  District  and 
County  Courts  under  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  en- 
titled an  Act  to  regulate  proceedings  in  criminal  cases,  passed  May  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  all  Acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supple- 
.mentary  thereto,  excepting  so  much  of  said  Act  as  may  be  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  14.     All  indictments  pending  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act 
and  the  organization  of  the  Court  thereunder,  in  the  County  Court  of  the  City 
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and  County  of  San  Francisco,  shall  bs,  at  the  option  and  discretion  of  the 
County  Court  or  the  Judge  thereof,  transmitted  to  said  Municipal  Criminal 
Court  for  trial  and  determination. 

SEC.  15.  The  Judge  of  said  Municipal  Criminal  Court  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  equal  monthly  instalments, 
out  of  the  same  fund,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  the  salary  of  the  Judge  of 
the  County  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  now  paid. 

SEC.  16.  The  District  Attorney  in  and  for  the  said  city  and  county  may,  by 
written  certificate,  signed  by  himself,  appoint  an  Assistant  District  Attorney, 
and  at  his  pleasure  remove  him ;  who,  during  the  time  he  is  acting  as  such 
assistant,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  salary  of  three  hundred  dollars  a  month, 
payable  as  the  salary  of  the  District  Attorney  is  now  made  payable  by  the 
law.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Assistant  District  Attorney  to  assist  the 
District  Attorney  in  the  performance  of  any  official  duty  enjoined  upon  the 
latter  by  law,  and  to  do  and  perform  such  other  duties  in  the  prosecution  of 
criminal  actions  in  the  Court  herein  established,  in  any  of  the  Courts  of  said 
city  and  county,  as  the  said  District  Attorney  may  order  or  direct. 

SEC.  17.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  in  thirty  days  after  its 
passage.

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  One-hali  of  all  the  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  imposed  for 
offences  committed  within  the  said  city  and  county,  and  now  paid  into  the  trea- 
sury thereof  as  a  part  of  the  Police  Fund,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Police  Judge's 
Court,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  San  Francisco  Benevolent  Associ- 
ation ;  provided,  that  such  payment  shall  not  diminish  the  amount  now  author- 
ized by  law  to  be  paid  out  of  said  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  to  other 
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associations,  or  to  the  School  Fund  of  said  city  and  county;  and  provided,  further, 
that  the  sum  so  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  San  Francisco  Benevolent  Associ- 
ation, under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  not  in  any  event  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

SEC.  2.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed, 
so  far  as  they  relate  to  said  Police  Fund. 

SEC.  3.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.  The  Home  for  the  care  of  the  Inebriate  of  San  Francisco  shall 
ahvays  be  kept  open  for  the  reception  and  care  of  inebriates,  both  male  and 
female,  of  every  nationality  and  sect,  free  of  charge  for  their  support,  care  or 
medical  attendance  while  they  necessarily  remain  therein;  provided,  the  Super- 
intendent of  said  home  may  require,  on  the  admission  of  any  such  person,  a, 
permit  from  at  least  one  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  home,  unless  such 
person  is  committed  to  said  home  as  provided  in  the  next  section  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  2.  Any  Police  Judge  or  magistrate  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  is  hereby  empowered  to  commit  any  person  whom  he  shall -convict  of 
habitual  intemperance  to  said  home,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months; 
provided,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  home  may  release,  by  a  two-third  vote 
of  said  Board  of  Managers,  any  person  so  convicted  or  otherwise  placed  in 
said  home  before  his  or  her  sentence  shall  expire. 

SEC.  3.  The  said  Board  of  Managers  are  hereby  empowered  to  receive  and  to 
detain  in  s:iid  home,  under  such  restrictions  and  discipline  as  they  shall  deem 
proper,  such  persons  as  may  be  thereto  committed  or  otherwise  placed  in  said 
home;  provided,  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  may  inquire,  by  writ 
of  habeas  corpus,  into  such  detention  or  discipline,  and  release  any  person 
therefrom. 
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SEC.  4.  The  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws  and 
rules  for  the  government  of  its  body,  officers  and  employees;  to  elect,  discharge 
and  pay  such  officers  and  employees  as  may  be  necessary  to  manage  and  carry 
on  said  home;  and  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and 
management  of  the  inmates  and  officers  of  said  home. 

SEC.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  home  shall  elect  from  their  number 
a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  prescribe  their 
respective  duties  and  responsibilities. 

SEC.  6.  Any  person  having  been  an  officer  of  said  Board,  or  of  said  home, 
or  an  employee  or  inmate  thereof,  who  shall,  after  his  or  her  term  of  office 
ceases,  or  employment  expires,  or  has  been  discharged,  retain  in  his  or  her  pos- 
session or  control  any  of  the  property  of  said  home,  or  the  books  or  the  papers 
of  said  Board,  or  seal  thea'eof,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  and.  not  to  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  six 
months,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

SEC.  7.  The  title  to  the  lot  set  apart  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San 
Francisco,  or  a  committee  of  said  Board,  to  and  for  the  corporation  known  as 
the  "  Home  for  the  care  of  the  Inebriate,"  is  hereby  confirmed  to  said  corpo- 
ration; and  the  title  of  said  city  and  county  in  and  to  said  lot  is  vested  in  said 
corporation  forever. 

SBC.  8.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  are  hereby  repealed.

SECTION  1.  The  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  exact  in  advance,  and  to  receive  any  and  all  fees  that 
are  now  allowed  by  law  for  services  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  process,  order, 
or  proceeding  issued  or  had  in  the  Justices'  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  and  all  such  fees  shall  be  accounted  for  by  said  Sheriff,  and 
paid  by  him  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county,  as  now  provided  by  law 
for  other  fees  allowed  to  the  Sheriff  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Clerk  of  said  Justices'  Court  to 
demand  or  receive  any  fees  for  the  service  of  any  process  or  order,  nor  for  any 
service  to  be  rendered  by  said  Sheriff.

The  Peopk  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows : 

SECTION  1.  The  Justices  of  the  Peace  within  the  limits  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to 
hear  complaints  and  issue  warrants  in  all  criminal  cases,  and  transfer  the  same 
to  the  Police  Court  of  said  city  and  county  for  trial  or  examination,  by  an 
indorsement  of  said  transfer  upon  the  warrant;  but  nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
be  so  ^construed  as  to  deny  to  the  said  Police  Court  of  said  city  and  county  the 
power  to  try  and  decide  certain  criminal  cases  as  now  provided  by  law. 

SEC.  2.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts,  so  far  as  they  are  in  conflict  with  this  Act, 
are  repealed-

TO   ESTABLISH   A    QUARANTINE   FOR   THE   BAY   AND   HARBOR   OF    SAN    FRAN- 
CISCO,   AND     SANITARY     LAWS     FOR     THE     CITY     AND     COUNTY   OF   SAN 

FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  April  4,  1870.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  quarantine  grounds  of  the  Bay  and  Harbor  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  be  at  the  anchorage  of  Saucelito. 

SEC.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Health  in  and  for  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  which  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city  and 
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county  and  four  physicians  in  good  standing  residing  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  they  shall 
determine  by  lot.  One  shall  hold  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for 
three  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  as 
herein  provided,  for  the  term  of  five  years  each. 

SEC.  3.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be 
ex  officio  President  of  the  Board  of  Health.  They  shall  meet  monthly,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  the  President  may  call  them  together  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Board  shall  elect  a  Chair- 
man, who  shall  be  clothed  with  the  same  powers  as  the  President. 

SEC.  4.  There  shall  be  a  Health  Officer  for  the  City  and  County  and  Port 
of  San  Francisco.  He  shall  be  elected "%  the  Board  of  Health,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  during  its  pleasure.  He  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some  medical 
college  in  good  standing,  and  shall  reside  within  the  city  limits  of  San 
Francisco. 

SEC.  5.  The  Health  Officer  shall  have  power  to  perform  all  acts  which 
quarantine  officers  are  usually  aiithorized  to  perform,  and  shall  be  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

SEC.  6.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  appoint  a  Deputy  Health  Officer,  who 
Shall  be  a  physician  in  good  standing;  a  Secretary,  two  Health  Inspectors,  one 
Market  Inspector,  and  one  Messenger,  whose  duties  shall  be  denned  by  the 
Health  Officer. 

SEC.  7.  The  following  rates  of  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  the  officers 
of  the  Health  Department:  Health  Officer,  twenty -four  hundred  dollars  per 
year;  Deputy  Health  Officer,  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  Secretary, 
two  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  two  Health  Inspectors,  one 
thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  each;  one  Market  Inspector,  one 
thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  one  Messenger,  nine  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.  All  the  salaries  provide-!  to  be  paid  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  monthly,  in  equal  instalments,  .out  of  the  General 
Fund  of  said  city  and  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  the  other 
officers  of  said  city  and  county  are  paid,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor 
of  said  city  and  county  to  allow,  and  of  the  Treasurer  to  pay,  said  salaries,  in 
the  manner  herein  provided. 

SEC.  8.  The  Health  Officer,  in  addition  to  his  salary,  shall  receive  such  sums 
for  the  necessary  expenses  of  his  office  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  direct,  and 
the  Auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  audit,  and  the  Treasurer  to  pay  such  sums  out 
of  the  General  Fund,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  provide  proper  offices 
for  the  Health  Department. 

SEC.  9.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  matters 
appertaining  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  said  city  and  county,  including  the 
City  and  County  Hospital,  the  County  Jail,  Almshouse,  Industrial  School,  and 
all  public  health  institutions  provided  by  the  City  and  County  of  Sa.n  Francisco ; 
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and  full  powers  are  hereby  given  to  said  Board  to  adopt  such  orders  and  regu- 
lations, and  appoint  or  discharge  such  medical  attendant ;  and  employees,  as  to 
them  seems  best  to  promote  the  public  welfare,  and  not  in  contravention  of  any 
law;  and  they  may  appoint  as  many  Health  Inspectors  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, in  time  of  epidemic. 

SEC.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  shipmasters  bringing  vessels  into  the  harbor 
of  San  Francisco,  and  of  masters,  owners  or  consignees,  having  vessels  in  said 
harbor  which  have  on  board  any  cases  of  small-pox,  yellow  fever  or  Asiatic 
cholera,  typhus  or  ship  fever,  to  immediately  report  the  same,-  in  writing,  to 
the  Health  Officer,  before  landing  any  passengers,  casting  anchor,  or  coming  to 
any  wharf,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  they  or  either  of  them  shall  become  aware 
of  the  existence  of  either  of  these  diseases  on  board  of  said  vessel. 

SEC.  11.  No  captain  or  other  officer  in  command  of  any  vessel  sailing  under 
a  register,  arriving  at  this  port,  nor  any  owner,  consignee,  agent,  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  such  vessel  or  vessels,  shall,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  land  or  permit  to  be 
landed  any  freight,  passengers  or  other  persons  from  said  vessel  or  vessels,  till 
he  shall  have  reported  to  the  Health  Officer,  presented  his  bill  of  health,  and 
received  a  permit  from  that  officer  to  land  said  freight,  passengers  or  other 
persons. 

SEC.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  pilot  who  shall  conduct  into  the  port 
of  San  Francisco  any  vessel  subject  to  quarantine,  or  to  examination  by  the 
Health  Officer— 

First.  To  bring  no  vessel  nearer  the  town  than  is  allowed  by  section  fourteen 
of  this  Act. 

Second.  To  prevent  any  person  from  leaving,  and  any  communication  being 
made  with  the  vessel  under  his  charge,  till  the  Health  Officer  shall  have  boarded, 
her,  and  shall  have  given  the  necessary  orders  and  directions. 

Third,  To  be  vigilant  in  preventing  any  violation  of  the  quarantine  laws^ 
and  to  report,  without  delay,  all  such  violations  that  come  to  his  knowledge,  to 
the  Health  Officer. 

Fourth.  To  present  the  master  of  the  vessel  with  a  printed  copy  of  the 
quarantine  laws,  unless  he  have  one  already.  And  in  the  event  of  being  sub- 
ject to  quarantine  by  reason  of  infection,  to  place  at  the  masthead  a  small 
yellow  flag. 

SEC.  13.  Every  master  of  a  vessel  subject  to  quarantine  or  visitation  by  the 
Health  Officer,  arriving  in  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  who  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  either — 

First.  To  proceed  with  and  anchor  his  vessel  at  the  place  assigned  for 
quarantine,  when  legally  directed  so  to  do;  or, 

Seoond.  To  submit  his  vessel,  cargo  and  passengers,  to  the  Health  Officer, 
and  to  furnish  all  necessary  information  to  enable  that  officer  to  determine  to 
what  length  of  quarantine  and  other  regulations  they  ought,  respectively,  to 
be  subject,  or  neglect  to  report  all  cases  of  disease  mentioned  in  this  Act,  and 
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all  cases  of  death  occurring  on  his  vessel,  and  to  comply  with  all  the  sanitary 
regulations  of  said  bay  and  harbor,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  as  provided  for  in  section  eleven  of  this 
Act. 

SEC.  14.  All  vessels  arriving  off  the  port  of  San  Francisco  from  ports 
which  have  been  legally  declared  infected  ports,  and  all  vessels  arriving  from 
ports  where  there  shall  be  prevailing  at  the  time  of  their  departure,  any  conta- 
gious, infectious  or  pestilential  diseases  (especially  small-pox,  Asiatic  cholera, 
typhus  or  ship  fever),  or  vessels  with  decaying  cargoes,  or  which  have  unusually 
foul  or  offensive  holds,  shall  be  subject  to  quarantine;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  master,  owner,  pilot  or  consignee,  to  report  any  and  all  such  vessel  or 
vessels  to  the  Health  Officer  without  delay.  No  such  vessel  shall  cross  a  right 
line  drawn  from  Meiggs'  Wharf  to  Alcatraces  Island,  till  the  Health  Officer 
shall  have  boarded  her  and  given  the  order  required  by  law. 

SEC.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  board  every  vessel 
subject  to  quarantine  or  visitation  by  him,  immediately  on  her  arrival  (or  as 
soon  as  he  shall  be  notified  thereof),  between  sunrise  and  sunset;  to  make 
such  examination  and  inspection  of  vessel,  books,  papers  or  cargo,  or  of 
persons  on  board,  under  oath,  as  he  may  judge  expedient ;  to  determine 
whether  said  vessel  should  be  ordered  to  quarantine,  and  if  so,  the  period  of 
quarantine. 

SEC.  16.  No  captain  or  other  officer  in  command  of  any  passenger-carrying 
vessel  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons  burden,  nor  of  any  vessel  of 
more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons  burden  having  passengers  on  board,  nor 
any  owner,  consignee,  agent  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such  vessel  or 
vessels,  shall,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  land  or  permit  to  be  landed  any  passenger  or  pas- 
sengers from  said  vessel  or  vessels,  until  he  shall  have  presented  his  bill  of 
health  to  the  Health  Officer,  and  received  a  permit  from  that  officer  to  land 
said  passenger  or  passengers,  except  in  such  cases  as  the  Health  Officer  shall 
deem  it  safe  to  give  the  permit  before  seeing  the  bill  of  health. 

SEC.  17.  The  following  fees  shall  be  collected  by  the  Health  Officer:  For 
giving  a  permit  to  land  freight  or  passengers,  or  both,  from  any  vessel  of  less 
than  one  thousand  tons  burden,  from  any  port  out  of  this  State,  two  and  a 
half  dollars;  from  any  port  in  this  State,  one  dollar  and  a  quarter;  from  any 
passenger-carrying  vessel  of  more  than  one  thousand  tons  burden,  three  dollars 
and  seventy-five  cents;  from  vessels  of  more  than  one  thousand  tons  burden, 
carrying  no  passengers,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  provided,  that  vessels  car- 
rying less  than  twenty  passengers  shall  in  no  case  pay  more  than  two  dollars 
and  a  half;  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  sailing  vessels  sailing  to  and  from  any 
port  of  the  Pacific  States  of  the  United  States  or  Territories,  or  to  whaling  ves- 
sels entering  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco,  excepting  that  they  shall  report  to 
the  Health  Officer,  as  provided  for  in  section  ten  of  this  Act. 
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SEC.  18.  The  Health  Officer,  or  his  deputy,  shall  board  any  vessel  bringing 
passengers  from  Asiatic  ports,  and  coming  into  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco, 
and  then  and  there,  in  his  discretion,  vaccinate  each  and  every  one  of  said 
passengers  before  they  shall  be  permitted  to  land  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

SEC.  19.  In  case  there  shall  be  any  persons  on  board  the  vessels  mentioned 
in  section  ten,  who  shall  actually  be  sick  with  the  small-pox,  the  Health  Officer 
is  hereby  authorized  to  require  each  and  every  person  on  board  said  vessel  to 
be  revaccinated,  if  he  or  she  has  been  previously  vaccinated,  or  to  be  then  and 
there  vaccinated  for  the  first  time. 

SEC.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  master,  or  other  officer  hav- 
ing command  of  such  vessel,  to  aid  the  Health  Officer  in  performing  the  duties 
herein  required,  by  anchoring  his  vessel  in  the  bay,  and  by  all  other  suitable 
and  reasonable  means,  until  said  vaccination  shall  have  been  completed;  and 
any  master  or  other  officer  in  command  of  such  vessel,  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  render  such  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

SEC.  21.  The  fees  of  the  Health  Officer  for  vaccinating  such  passengers  shall 
be  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  person  so  vaccinated;  and  all  persons  refusing 
to  be  vaccinated,  or  to  pay  the  fee  therefor,  shall  be  detained  at  quarantine  on 
board  said  vessel  until  they  are  vaccinated  and  pay  the  fee  therefor;  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  collect  the  said  fee  from  the  person  or  persons  vaccinated. 

SEC.  22.  The  Board  qf  Health  shall  have  power,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  to  provide  suitable  hospitals,  to  be  situated  at  or  near  Saucelito,  and 
furnish  and  supply  the  same  with  suitable  nurses  and  attaches,  as  in  their 
judgment  the  public  health  may  require,  and  to  remove  thereto  all  persons 
afflicted  with  cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhus  or  ship  fever. 

SEC.  23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  keep  a  record  of  all 
births,  deaths  and  interments  occurring  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, in  books  duly  prepared  for  that  purpose.  Said  records,  when  filled,  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  County  Eecorder,  and  produced  when  required 
for  public  inspection. 

SEC.  24.  Every  sexton,  undertaker,  superintendent  of  a  cemetery,  or  other 
person,  who  shall  inter,  or  cause  to  be  interred,  any  human  body  without  hav- 
ing first  obtained  and  filed  with  the  Health  Officer  a  physician's  certificate,  or 
the  Coroner's  certificate,  setting  forth,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  name,  age, 
color,  sex  and  date  and  place  of  birth,  date  and  locality  of  death,  and  cause  of 
death,  of  the  deceased,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and  on  con- 
viction shall  be  punished  as  provided  in  section  twenty-nine  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  25.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physicians,  when  deaths  occur  in  their 
practice,  to  give  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  with  the  name,  age,  color,  nativity, 
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date  of  death,  place  of  death  and  occupation  of  deceased.     For  this  purpose 
blank  certificates  shall  be  kept  at  the  Health  Office. 

SEC.  26.  Physicians  and  midwifes  shall,  on  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  each 
month,  make  a  return  to  the  Health  Officer  of  all  births,  deaths  and  the  num- 
ber of  still-born  children  occurring  in  their  practice  during  the  preceding  month. 
In  the  absence  of  such  attendants  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  parent  to  make 
such  report  within  thirty  days  after  the  birth  of  said  child. 

SEC.  27.  Superintendents  of  cemeteries  within  the  boundaries  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  make  returns  to  the  Health  Officer,  on  each 
Monday,  of  all  permits  for  interment  received  by  them  during  the  preceding 
week. 

SEC.  28.  No  superintendent  of  a  cemetery  shall  remove  or  cause  to  be  re- 
moved, disinter  or  cause  to  be  disinterred,  any  corpse  that  shall  have  been 
deposited  in  said  city,  without  a  permit  from  the  Health  Officer  or  by  order  of 
the  Coroner. 

SEC.  29.  Any  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and  on  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not 
exceeding  twelve  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

SEC.  30.  Whenever  a  nuisance  shall  exist  on  property  of  any  non-resident 
of  the  city  and  county,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  cause  such  nuisance  to  be  abated,  and  may  allow  and 
order  paid,  out  of  the  General  Fund,  all  proper  charges  and  expenses  incurred 
in  abating  such  nuisance;  and  all  sums  so  allowed  and  paid  shall  become  a 
charge  upon  the  property  on  which  the  nuisance  existed,  and  may  be  recovered 
by  an  action  against  such  property,  and  by  a  sale  of  the  property  on  execution 
for  such  judgment,  the  same  as  in  other  cases. 

SEC.  31.  The  Police  Judge's  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
shall  have  full  and  complete  jurisdiction  of  all  actions  and  proceedings  for  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  have  kept  in  his  office  a 
book,  in  which  shall  be  entered  all  fees  collected  by  him;  and  he  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  paid  over  to  the  City  and  County  Treasurer  weekly,  under  oath, 
to  the  credit  of  the  General  Fund. 

SEC.  33.  The  Health  Officer,  before  entering  on  his  duties,  shall  give  bonds 
with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health,  in 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

SEC.  34.  Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Deputy  Health  Officer  or 
Secretary  of  the  Health  Department,  shall  be  empowered  to  administer  oaths 
on  business  connected  with  that  department. 
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SEC.  35.     All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  this  Act,  or  any  of  its 
provisions,  are  hereby  repealed. 
SEC.  36.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  passage.

TO    PROVIDE    FOB   THE    ERECTION  OF  A  CITY  HALL  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY 
OF    SAN   FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  April  4,  1870.] 

Tlie  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  three  persons,  who 
shall  be  citizens  of  San  Francisco  to  serve  as  a  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the 
erection  and  construction  of  a  City  Hall,  in  and  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  as  in  this  Act  provided,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Board  of  City  Hall 
Commissioners.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  they  shall  file 
bonds  and  qualify  as  hereinafter  provided.  They  may  appoint  a  Secretary,  who 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month;  also,  rent  for 
their  use  a  suitable  office  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  rent  of 
which  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  per  month ;  and  to  do  any  other  act  or  exer- 
cise any  other  powers  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  A 
majority  of  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  competent  to  transact 
business. 

SEC.  2.  Immediately  after  said  Commissioners  shall  have  qualified  and 
organized,  as  herein  provided,  they  shall  take  possession  of  all  that  certain 
tract  of  land  belonging  to  said  city  and  county,  and  known  as  Yerba  Buena 
Park,  and  bounded  as  follows :  On  the  west  by  Larkin  street,  on  the  north  by 
McAllister  street,  on  the  east  by  Jones  street,  on  the  south  and  southeast  by 
Market  street,  and  on  the  south  by  Hayes  street,  for  the  purposes  herein  pro- 
vided. They  shall  immediately  thereafter  proceed  to  grade  said  park  or  lot  of 
land  to  the  official  grade  of  the  streets  bounding  the  same.  Said  grading  shall 
be  done  by  contract,  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  after  advertising  for 
proposals  to  do  the  same  for  at  least  thirty  days,  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers 
printed  and  published  in  said  city  and  county;  provided,  that  said  work  may 
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be  let  as  a  whole  or  in  parts,  and  the  Commissioners  may  reject  all  or  any  of 
the  bids,  and  readvertise  for  others  in  the  same  manner  as  at  first.  Said 
grading  shall  be  completed  within  one  year  from  the  letting  of  said  contract. 
All  expenses  for  such  grading  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  City  Hall  Fund, 
hereinafter  provided  for,  upon  orders  or  warrants  drawn  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,  or'  a  majority  of  them,  as  provided  in  section  thirteen  of  this 
Act. 

SEC.  3.  As  soon  as  the  said  grading  shall  be  completed,  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners shall  proceed  to  lay  out  into  lots  and  subdivisions  that  portion  of 
said  park  fronting  on  Market  street  and  Hayes  street,  and  bounded  as  follows : 
Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Hayes  and  Larkin  streets,  thence  northerly 
on  the  easterly  line  of  Larkin  street  to  a  point  distant  from  Market  street,  on 
a  line  at  right  angles  therewith  two  hundred  feet;  thence  northeasterly  and 
parallel  with  Market  street,  and  two  hundred  feet  distant  therefrom,  to  the 
southerly  line  of  McAllister  street;  thence  easterly  along  the  southerly  line  of 
McAllister  street  to  the  westerly  line  of  Jones  street;  thence  south  along  said 
Jones  street  to  Market  street;  thence  southwesterly  along  said  line  of  Market 
street  to  Hayes  street;  thence  west  along  the  northerly  line  of  Hayes  street  to 
the  point  of  commencement;  provided,  that  a  street  or  avenue  of  at  least  two 
hundred  feet  in  width  shall  be  reserved  and  laid  out  through  said  strip  of 
land,  from  Market  street  and  at  right  angles  therewith,  and  fronting  the  City 
Hall  building  to  be  erected  on  the  said  park,  as  hereinafter  provided;  said 
street  or  avenue  to  be  called  "City  Hall  avenue."  A  street  shall  also  be 
reserved  and  laid  [out]  along  the  northwesterly  line  of  the  foregoing  described 
tract  of  land,  running  from  Larkin  street  to  McAllister  street,  and  parallel  with 
Market  street,  of  the  same  width  as  McAllister  street,  to  be  called  ''Park 
avenue."  Said  tract  of  land  shall  be  divided  into  lots  and  subdivisions  of 
equal  size,  except  the  corners  and  irregular  portions,  and  shall  be  twenty-five 
feet  front  by  one  hundred  feet  deep,  the  fronts  to  be  on  Market  street  and  Park 
avenue.  Said  Commissioners  shall  cause  duplicate  maps  of  the  same  to  be 
prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor  of  S  an  Francisco,  one  of  which 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  said  City  and  County  Surveyor  and  one 
in  the  Recorder's  office  of  said  city  and  county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
City  and  County  Surveyor  to  make  the  survey  and  maps  required,  and  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  may  pay  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor. 

SEC.  4.  After  said  tract  of  land  shall  be  laid  out,  and  maps  thereof  pre- 
pared, as  in  the  preceding  section  provided,  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners 
shall  immediately  proceed  to  sell  at  public  auction,  in  some  public  place  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  said  lots  and  subdivisions,  and  in  such 
manner  as  will  bring  the  largest  sum  or  price  possible  for  the  same;  provided, 
that  as  soon  as  the  frontage  on  Market  street  is  graded  the  Commissioners 
shall  proceed  to  sell  the  lots  fronting  on  said  street.  Notices  of  such  sale 
shall  be  previously  given  by  publishing  the  same  in  at  least  two  daily  newspa- 
pers printed  and  published  in  the  City  and  Coiinty  of  San  Francisco,  for  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  day  of  sale,  specifying  the  property  to  be  sold  by  its  numbers 
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and  locality  as  to  streets,  and  by  any  other  descriptions  deefiied  necessary  to 
inform  purchasers;  also,  the  time,  place  and  conditions  of  sale.  Any  such 
sale  regularly  called  may  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day,  week  to  week,  or 
month  to  month,  by  public  proclamation;  but  notice  of  such  adjourned  sale  or 
sales  shall  be  published  in  the  same  papers  in  which  the  original  sale  is  adver- 
tised; and  during  any  sale,  the  Board  may  order  the  sale  of  any  particular 
property  to  be  passed  or  discontinued,  when  deemed  to  be  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  city.  The  compensation  ot  auctioneer,  including  advertising,  shall  not 
exceed  half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  gross  amount  of  sales. 

SEC.  5.  The  sale  shall  be  by  lots,  separately,  and  the  terms  of  sale  shall  be 
as  follows:  Cash  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States;  twenty-five  per  cent,  paya- 
ble on  the  day  of  such  sale,  and  seventy-five  per  cent,  payable  in  equal  instal- 
ments in  one,  two  and  three  years;  and  deferred  payments  to  draw  interest  at 
the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
receipt  to  each  purchaser  for  the  amount  of  his  payment,  stipulating  therein 
that  upon  the  payment  of  the  additional  seventy-five  per  cent.,  with  interest  as 
aforesaid,  he  shall  receive  a  deed  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
to  be  executed  by  said  Commissioners,  for  the  property  purchased  by  him. 
Upon  the  full  payment  of  the  purchase  price  and  interest,  as  above  provided, 
deeds  shall  be  prepared,  executed  and  delivered  by  said  Commissioners,  or  a 
majority  thereof,  to  each  purchaser  or  his  assigns,  which  deeds  shall  be  primd 
facie  evidence  of  the  regularity  of  the  proceedings  herein  provided  for,  and 
shall  be  evidence  of  title  and  right  of  possession  in  the  grantee,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  upon  which  actions  for  the  recovery  of  real  property,  or  for  injuries 
thereto,  may  be  maintained  and  defended  in  all  the  Courts  of  this  State 
having  jurisdiction  thereof.  In  case  of  failure  on  the  part  of  any  purchaser  to 
complete  the  payment  of  any  instalment  when  due,  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers shall  have  power  to  re-sell  the  property  so  purchased,  in  the  same  manner 
as  though  a  sale  had  not  been  made,  and  the  purchaser  so  failing  to  complete 
his  payment  shall  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  whatever  he  may  have  pre- 
viously paid. 

SEC.  6.  All  moneys  received  from  such  sales  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  said  city  and  county  by  said  Commissioners,  as  soon  as  received,  and  they 
shall  take  the  Treasurer's  receipt  therefor.  Said  money  shall  constitute  a 
fund  to  be  known  as  the  City  Hall  Fund,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  out  or  used 
except  as  in  this  Act  provided.  .  . 

SEC.  7.  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners,  immediately^after  the  grading  of 
said  park  tract  is  completed,  shall  proceed  to  contract  for,  superintend  and 
erect  a  City  Hall  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  upon  that  portion 
of  said  park  tract  lying  to  the  north  of  said  Park  avenue,  and  bounded  by 
Larkin,  McAllister  streets  and  aforesaid  Park  avenue,  to  be  located  as  nearly 
central  in  said  last  mentioned  tract  as  possible,  and  fronting  towards  Market 
street  opposite  said  City  Hall  avenue,  as  herein  provided  for.  They  shall 
adopt  such  plans  for  the  erection  of  said  City  Hall  as  in  their  judgment  best 
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calculated  to  serve  tlie  purposes  of  said  city  and  county,  having  in  view  the 
necessity  of  providing  a  permanent  building  which  will  furnish  sufficient  and 
suitable  rooms  to  accommodate  the  different  Courts  and  Boards  of  city  and 
county  officers,  Hall  of  Records,  and  also  offices  for  the  various  officers  for  the 
said  city  and  county;  provided,  the  whole  cost  of  such  building,  including  the 
laying  out  and  inclosing  the  grounds  (to  be  done  by  such  Commissioners), 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  and  a  half  million  dollars;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  block  bounded  by  Market,  Larkin  and  McAllister  streets  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  within  the  fire  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  subject  to  the  fire  ordinances  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  8.  Said  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  ap- 
point an  architect,  who  shall  not  be  one  of  their  number,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  under  direction  and  control  of  the  Commissioners,  to  prepare  plans  and 
specifications  for  said  City  Hall,  to  judge  of  the  quality  and  durability  of  the 
materials  that  may  be  furnished  for  its  erection,  and  to  take  special  care  that 
all  work  be  done  in  a  neat,  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  specifications  made.  Said  architect  may  be  removed  by  the 
Commissioners  and  his  successor  appointed  by  them,  with  the  duties  and 
liabilities  of  his  predecessor  in  office.  He  shall  be  required  to  take  an  oath 
that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  that  he  will  not  be 
interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  furnishing  of  materials  or  in 
any  contract  for  work  or  labor  on  said  City  Hall  building  during  his  period  of 
office.  His  salary  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  per  month,  which 
shall  include  all  compensation. 

SEC.  9.  Said  Commissioners  shall,  as  soon  as  such  plans  and  specifications 
have  been  made  and  adopted,  advertise  for  proposals  for  building  said  City 
Hall  according,  to  such  plans  and  specifications.  Proposals  may  be  invited  for 
the  whole  or  some  particular  portion  of  the  work  to  be  performed,  as  the  Com- 
missioners may  deem  best.  Said  notice  or  invitation  for  proposals  shall  be 
advertised  in  at  least  two  daily  papers,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  for  a  period  of  at  least  thirty  days,  and  shall  con- 
tain a  description  of  the  work  to  be  done,  with  a  proposition  for  bids  for  the 
contract  to  perform  said  work  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications ; 
also,  information  as  to  where  the  plans,  drawings  and  specifications  may  be 
seen.  The  contract  shall  be  given  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  shall  furnish 
sufficient  security  fcfc  the  performance  thereof,  or  the  Commissioners  may 
reject  any  or  all  bids  and  advertise  for  further  proposals;  and  if,  at  any  time, 
it  shall  be  found  that  the  successful  bidder  shall  have  colluded,  in  presenting 
any  bid  or  bids,  with  any  other  party  or  parties,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
any  other  bids  from  being  made,  then  any  contract  that  shall  have  been  made 
with  any  such  colluding  party  is  hereby  declared  null  and  void,  and  the  Com- 
missioners are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  make  a  new  contract  for  the 
performance  of  the  work. 
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SEC.  10.  All  bids,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Com- 
missioners, and  shall  be  sealed  up  and  delivered  to  the  Commissioners  at  their 
office  in  said  city  and  county,  and  shall  be  opened  by  them  on  such  day  and 
at  such  hour  as  shall  be  designated  in  the  advertisement  for  proposals.  No 
person  or  firm  shall  be  allowed  to  deposit  more  than  one  bid  for  the  same 
work.  If  more  than  one  appear  on  the  opening  of  said  bids  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, all  bids  of  such  person  or  firm  shall  be  set  aside  without  considera- 
tion. No  bid  shall  be  considered  unless  accompanied  by  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond,  in  such  amount  and  with  such  covenants  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioners  in  their  advertisement  for  proposals.  And  no  extra  compensa- 
tion shall  be  made  to  any  person  or  persons,  contractor  or  contractors,  for  any 
claim  for  extra  work,  unless  the  same  and  the  price  thereof  shall  have  been 
previously  agreed  upon,  in  writing,  and  filed;  provided,  that  all  bids  shall  be 
made  and  contracts  entered  into  upon  the  express  condition  that  no  Chinaman 
or  Mongolian  shall  be  used  in  the  factory,  mill,  foundry,  workshop,  or  by  the 
firm,  company  or  person  in  doing  any  of  the  work  bid  for  and  contracted  for; 
and  a  failure  to  comply  with  said  provision  of  said  contract  shall  work  a  for- 
feiture of  said  contract. 

£>EC.  11.  All  contracts  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  care- 
fully drawn,  and  contain  detailed  specifications  of  the  work  to  be  done,  the 
manner  in  which  the  same  shall  be  executed,  the  quality  of  the  material  to  be 
used,  and  the  time  in  which  the  same  shall  be  completed,  with  such  penalties 
for  the  non-performance  of  such  contract  as  said  Commissioners  shall  deem 
just  and  reasonable.  Every  contract  entered  into  by  said  Commissioners, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  together  with  the  plans  and  specifications  of 
the  work  to  be  done,  shall  be  filed  and  carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  said  city  and  county.  The  City  and  County 
Attorney  shall  render  assistance  to  said  Board  of  Commissioners  when  called 
upon  by  them  for  that  purpose ;  or  said  Board  may,  if  they  think  proper,  em- 
ploy an  attorney  to  act  for  them,  and  pay  him  a  reasonable  compensation,  not 
to  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  month  during  the  time  he  is  so 
employed. 

SEC.  12.  The  Commissioners  may  make  payment  to  the  contractors  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  work  shall  progress;  but  until  the  contract  is  completed 
at  no  time  shall  such  payment  exceed  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  value  of 
the  labor  performed  or  material  furnished,  which  said  value  shall  be  ascer- 
tained and  determined  by  the  architect,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
missioners; and  no  lien  for  labor  or  materials  shall  attach  to  said  building  or 
the  land  on  which  the  same  is  erected. 

SEC.  13.  The  Board  of  said  Commissioners  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
services  herein  provided  for  are  performed  and  labor  done,  draw  orders  or 
warrants  on  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county,  specifically  describing  the 
services  rendered  or  work  performed,  together  with  the  amount,  and  to  whom 
payable ;  a  correct  copy  of  which  orders  or  warrants  shall  be  kept  by  said 
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Board,  in  a  book  for  such  purpose.  The  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county 
shall  pay  said  orders  or  warrants  out  of  the  City  Hall  Fund  in  the  order  of 
their  presentation,  and  in  case  there  shall  not  be  any  money  in  said  fund,  at 
any  time,  to  pay  such  orders  or  warrants  when  presented,  the  Treasurer  shall 
note,  by  indorsement  on  the  same,  the  day  and  hour  of  such  day  when  the 
same  was  presented,  and  from  that  date  said  order  or  warrant  shall  draw  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  until  paid,  and  whenever  there 
shall  be  money  in  said  fund,  shall  be  paid  in  the  order  of  being  so  presented 
and  registered. 

SEC.  14.  The  Commissioners  appointed  by  and  under  this  Act  shall  not,  nor 
shall  either  of  them,  be  interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  con- 
tract for  work,  labor  or  materials  furnished,  in  the  construction  of  the  City 
Hall.  Before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  office,  they  shall  take  and  subscribe, 
before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  a  declaration  under  oath  that 
they  will  not,  during  their  continuance  in  such  office,  be  so  interested;  which 
oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and 
county;  a  violation  of  such  oath,  as  also  a  violation  of  the  oath  taken  by  the 
architect,  shall  subject  the  party  so  violating  the  same  to  a  prosecution  for  per- 
jury, and  upon  conviction  to  be  punished  accordingly;  and  he  shall  also  be 
liable  on  his  official  bond,  as  such  Commissioner,  for  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollar  for  each  offence,  to  be  prosecuted  as  other  official  bonds  of  said  city 
and  county  officers.  Such  Commissioners  shall  also,  before  entering  upon 
their  duties  as  such,  give  bonds  separately,  in  the  penal  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city  and 
county;  and  said  bonds  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  said  city  and  county.  Each  of  said  Commissioners  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  or  at  that  rate,  in  full  compensation  for  his 
services  as  such  Commissioner.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Commis- 
sioner, the  same  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  of  said  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature, 
when  a  person  shall  be  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy,  by  the  Legislature,  on  joint 
ballot. 

SEC.  15.  The  said  City  Hall  shall  be  erected,  completed,  the  grounds  prop- 
erly laid  out  and  enclosed,  and  the  entire  business  lor  which  said  Board  of 
Commissioners  is  created  and  appointed  fully  performed  within  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  Act;  and  whenever  the  same  shall  be  completed  and 
fully  performed,  as  within  this  Act  provided,  the  said  Commissioners  shall 
turn  over  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  all  their  books, 
papers,  vouchers  and  property  of  every  description,  and  at  the  same  time  ren- 
der a  full  and  final  account  of  their  transactions;  which  said  account  shall  be 
examined  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  if  found  correct,  approved;  and 
thereupon  the  office  of  said  Commissioners,  and  their  powers  and  duties,  shall 
cease  and  determine;  and  any  moneys  remaining  in  the  said  City  .Hall  Fund 
shall  be  turned  over  to  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county;  provided, 
the  securities  [sureties]  on  their  official  bonds  shall  not  be  discharged  from 
liability  until  such  account  shall  be  so  examined  and  found  correct. 
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SEC.  16.  An  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ($100,000)  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  gold  coin,  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  over  and  above  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  received  for  the  erection  of  the  City  Hall,  and  other  expenses  provided  in 
this  Act,  shall  be  placed  by  said  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  school  depart- 
ment funds  of  said  city  and  county.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  have  the 
right  to  draw  from  said  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  such  amounts  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  erection  of  a  Normal  School  building  for  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

SEC.  17.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

SEC.  18.     This  Act  shall   take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its

A  IV      ACT 

TO    PROVIDE   FOR    THE    IMPROVEMENT    OF   PUBLIC   PARKS    IN   THE    CITY    OF 

SAN   FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  April  4,  1870.] 

TJie  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  lands  designated  upon  a  map  of  the  outside  lands  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  made  in  pursuance  of  Order  Number  Eight 
Hundred,  by  the  word  "Park,"  to  wit:  Extending  from  Stanyan  street  on  the 
east  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  is  hereby  designated,  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
"  Golden  Gate  Park;"  and  the  other  parcel  of  land  fronting  on  Haight  street, 
and  also  marked  "  Park,"  is  hereby  designated,  and  shall  be  known  as  "  Buena 
Vista  Park;"  and  also  the  land  marked  on  said  map  "Avenue,"  extending  from 
Baker  street  westward  until  it  crosses  Stanyan  street,  shall  be  and  remain 
public  parks  of  said  city  and  county,  and  shall  be  improved  as  such  by  the 
Commissioners  hereinafter  mentioned  and  their  successors. 

SEC.  2.  The  said  parks  and  avenues  shall  be  under  the  exclusive  control  and 
management  of  a  Board  of  three  Commissioners,  who  are  hereby  designated 
as  "  Park  Commissioners./'  Two  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business;  but  no  money  shall  be  expended  or  contract  entered 
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into  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  money  without  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
of  said  city  and  a  majority  of  said  Board. 

SEC.  3.  The  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  to  appoint  three 
Commissioners,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  four  years,  and  who  shall  receive 
no  compensation  for  their  services.  In  case  of  a  vacancy,  the  same  shall  be 
tilled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  for  the  residue  of  the  term  then 
vacant;  and  all  vacancies  occasioned  by  expiration  of  terms  of  office,  or 
neglect  or  incapacity  of  qualification,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  aforesaid. 
Each  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  a  freeholder  and  resident  of  said  city  and 
county. 

SEC.  4.  The  said  Board  shall  have  the  fall  and  exclusive  power  to  govern, 
manage  and  direct  the  said  parks  and  avenues;  to  lay  out,  regulate  and  improve 
the  same;  to  pass  ordinances  for  the  regulation  and  government  of  the  same; 
to  appoint  such  engineers,  surveyors,  clerks,  and  other  officers,  as  may  be 
necessary; to  prescribe  and  define  their  respective  duties  and  authority;  to  fix 
the  amount  of  their  compensation,  and  to  have  the  management  of  the  funds 
provided  for  the  improvement  thereof. 

SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  a  felony  for  any  Commissioner,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
be  interested  in  any  contract  or  work  of  any  kind  whatever  connected  with 
either  of  said  parks  or  avenue :  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Commissioner 
or  other  person  who  may  have  any  knowledge  or  information  of  the  violation 
of  this  provision,  forthwith  to  report  the  same  to  the  Governor,  who  shall 
hear  the  allegations  in  regard  thereto;  and  if,  after  such  hearing,  he  shall  be 
satisfied  of  the  truth  thereof,  he  shall  immediately  remove  such  Commis- 
sioner thus  offending.  The  Governor  shall  issue  a  commission  to  each  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  by  him,  who  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  the 
receipt  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  law. 

SEC.  6.  The  said  Board  shall  semi-annually,  and  on  the  second  Monday  in 
January  in  each  year,  make  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  and  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  annually,  and  on  the  second  Monday 
of  January  in  each  year,  a  full  report  of  their  proceedings  and  a  detailed 
statement  of  all  their  receipts  and  expenditures. 

SEC.  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Commissioners  to  let  any  portion  of 
said  grcunds  from  time  to  time,  until  the  same  shall  be  required  for  the  im- 
provement of  said  parks;  \)\it  no  lease  shall  extend  beyond  three  years  from 
the  date  thereof.  All  moneys  realized  thereby  shall  be  devoted  to  the  im- 
provement of  said  parks  and  avenue. 

SEC.  8.  During  the  year  next  ensuing  their  appointment,  the  said  Commis- 
sioners may  expend  upon  said  parks  and  avenue  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  and  no  more ;  and  during  the  second  year  the  sum  of  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars;  and  annually  thereafter,  for  the  next  three  years,  the 
sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
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SEC.  9.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  from  time  to  time  create  and  issue 
bonds,  in  sums  of  not  less  than  three  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  which  bonds  shall  not  exceed  in  amount  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  payable  fifty  years  from  their  date, 
or  sooner,  if  the  Legislature  shall  hereafter  so  provide,  and  may  sell  the  same 
at  not  less  than  their  par  value,  to  create  a  fund  to  be  called  "The  Park  Im- 
provement Fund."  Such  bonds  and  ihe  interest  thereon  shall  be  payable  in 
gold  coin.  Such  interest  shall  be  paid  semi-annually,  at  the  office  of  the 
Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county,  and  shall  not  bear  interest  at  a  rate  exceed- 
ing six  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  said  parks  and  avenue  are  hereby  pledged 
as  security  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds. 

SEC.  10.  Said  Commissioners  shall  advertise  for  proposals  for  such  bonds 
at  least  sixty  days  before  issuing  the  same,  and  shall  issue  the  same  to  the 
best  and  highest  bidder;  but  no  bid  under  par  shall  be  accepted. 

SEC.  11.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  said  bonds,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  shall  order  and  cause  to  be  raised,  by  tax 
on  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  subject  to  taxation  according  to  law,  within 
said  city  and  county,  and  to  be  collected  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  taxes, 
yearly  and  every  year,  sufficient  money  to  pay  the  interest  annually  accruing 
on  the  bonds  then  issued. 

SKC.  12.  The  moneys  raised  by  sales  of  such  bonds  shall  be  deposited  with 
some  one  or  more  of  the  savings  or  banking  institutions  in  said  city  and  county, 
and  such  institution,  bank  or  banks,  with  which  the  same  may  be  deposited, 
shall  allow  interest  upon  such  deposits,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  said  Board, 
and  shall  open  and  keep  an  account  with  said  Board.  No  moneys  shall  be 
drawn  from  said  fund  except  upon  a  warrant  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Com- 
missioners and  the  Mayor. 

SEC.  13.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Board  of  Commissioners  to  pass  such 
ordinances  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  regulation,  use  and  government 
of  said  parks  and  avenue,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. Said  ordinances  shall,  within  five  days  after  their  passage,  be  published 
for  ten  days,  Sundays  excepted,  in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in  said  city  and 
county,  to  be  selected  by  said  Commissioners. 

SEC.  14.  All  persons  offending  against  any  such  ordinances  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  on  conviction  in  the  Police  Court  of 
said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  15.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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NOTE 


The  following  Acts  relating  to  revenue  apply  specially  to  San  Francisco  City  and  County. 
The  Acts  of  May  15, 185i,  and  April  29,  1857,  with  their  various  amendatory  Acts,  thus  apply 
by  virtue  of  sec.  115  of  the  Act  of  May  17,  1831,  419.  So  much  of  said  section  as  relates  to  the 
gubject,  for  the  better  understanding  of  the  foundation  and  present  state  of  the  revenue  law, 
is  subjoined  hereto  : 

SEC.  115.  The  Act  of  May  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  entitled  an  Act  to  pro- 
vide revenue  for  the  support  of  the  government  of  this  State,  and  all  Acts  amendatory  thereof 
or  supplementary  thereto;  the  Act  of  April  twenty- ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven, 
entitled  an  Act  to  provide  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  government  of  this  State,  and  all 
Acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplementary  thereto ;  the  Act  of  April  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty,  entitled  an  Act  to  provide  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  government  of  this 
State,  and  all  Acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplementary  thereto,  and  all  laws  and  parts 
of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  except  special  laws  creating  salaried 
offices  in  certain  counties  in  this  State,  are  hereby  repealed;  provided,  such  salaried  officers 
Bhall  receive  such  special  fees  for  their  own  use  as  are  provided  in  this  Act ;  provided, 
further,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  repeal  or  affect  the  laws  hereto- 
fore or  now  in  existence  in  regard  to  taxation,  or  collection  of  taxes  on  consigned  goods ;  nor 
to  repeal  or  affect  the  laws  heretofore  or  now  in  force  in  regard  to  issuing  or  collecting  licenses 
from  passenger  brokers  ;  nor  to  repeal  or  affect  the  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  provide  revenue  for 
the  support  of  the  government  of  this  State  from  a  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  from  foreign 
and  inland  bills,  and  other  matters,  passed  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight;  and,  provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  repeal  sections  twenty-six 
to  thirty-nine,  inclusive,  or  any  subsequent  amendments  of  said  sections  of  the  aforesaid  Act 
of  May  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  nor  shall  anything  herein  repeal  sections 
forty-ninth  to  fifty-two,  inclusive,  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven,  or  any  subsequent  amendments  of  said  sections ;  nor  shall  anything 
herein  repeal  the  Act  of  April  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  amendatory  of  the 
said  Act  of  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  so  far  as  the  same  applies 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ;  provided,  further,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  contained 
thall  apply  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  except  so  much  thereof  as  fixes  the 
amount  of  State  tax,  the  amount  of  poll  tax,  and  the  collection,  payment  and  enforcement  of 
taid  poll  tax,  the  amount  of  licenses  for  State  and  County  purposes,  and  so  much  of  this 
Act  as  relates  to  the  sale  and  the  vending  of  agricultural  productions  of  this  State,  and  the  time 
and  manner  of  reporting  to  and  settling  with  the  Controller  of  State,  and  to  property  exempt 
from  taxation,  but  in  the  said  city  and  county  the  Revenue  Law  (with  the  above  exceptions), 
in  force  prior  to  and  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

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AKTICLE  III. 

OF   BANKERS,    DEALERS    IN    EXCHANGE,    STOCKS,    GOLD    DUST,    AND    OTHER    SIMILAR 

OCCUPATIONS. 

SEC.  5.  First.  Licenses  shall  be  obtained  by  the  person  or  persons,  private 
association,  or  corporation,  doing  business  in  this  State,  engaged  in  one  or  all 
of  the  following  occupations,  to  wit :  In  buying  or  selling  foreign  or  inland 
bills  of  exchange;  or  in  loaning  money  at  interest;  or  in  buying  or  selling 
notes,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  private  persons,  or  State, 
county  or  city  ptocks,  or  stocks  of  incorporated  companies;  or  in  buying  or 
selling  gold* dust,  gold  or  silver  bullion,  gold  or  silver  coin;  keepers  of  savings 
banks;  or  engaged  as  common  carriers  in  transmitting  or  conveying  gold  dust, 
gold  or  silver  coin  or  bullion,  from  any  place  in  this  State  to  any  place  without 
this  State,  or  from  one  to  another  place  within  this  State,  for  profit;  or  en- 
gage in  receiving  general  or  specific  special  deposits  of  gold  dust,  gold  or  silver 
coin  or  bullion,  for  profit ;  provided,  that  ch  ecks  used  in  the  transaction  of  business 
between  parties  within  this  State,  shall  not  be  included  as  being  liable  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  6.  Brokers,  such  as  deal  in  stocks,  State,  city  or  county  securities, 
and  dealers  in  gold  dust,  shall  be  divided  into  five  classes,  as  follows :  Those 
doing  business  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  per 
quarter,  and  over,  shall  constitute  the  first  class.  Those  doing  business  to 
the  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  less  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  shall  constitute  the  second  class.  Those 
doing  business  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  less  than 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  shall  constitute  the  third  class. 
Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  less  than 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  shall  constitute  the  fourth  class. 
Those  doing  business  in  any  amount  under  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  quarter, 
shall  constitute  the  fifth  class.  The  license  shall  be  obtained  from  the  County 
Auditor,  and  shall  be  given  for  the  first  class  upon  the  payment  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  per  quarter;  for  the  second  class,  eighty  dollars  per  quarter;  for 
the  third  class,  forty  dollars  per  quarter;  for  the  fourth  class,  twenty95  dollars 
per  quarter;  for  the  fifth  class,  fifteen  dollars  per  quarter.  Said  amounts  to 
be  paid  to  the  County  Treasurer,  or  Collector  of  Taxes  of  the  county  in  which 
the  party  applying  therefor  desires  to  or  does  transact  any  one  or  all  of  the 
occupations  specified  in  section  one,  and  a  separate  license  shall  be  obtained 
for  each  branch  establishment,  or  separate  house  of  such  business  located  in 
the  same  county  .96 

SEO.  7.     Bankers,  or  dealers  in  exchange,  shall  be  divided  into  five  classes, 
as  follows :   Those  drawing  bills  of  exchange  or  drafts  to  the  amount  of  five

The 
license  for  the  first  class  shall  be  given  upon  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars  per  month;  for  the  second  class,  upon  the  payment  of  sixty  dollars  per 
month;  for  the  third  class,  upon  the  payment  of  forty  dollars  per  month;  for 
the  fourth  class,  upon  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  month;  for  the 
fifth  class,  upon  the  payment  of  fifteen  dollars  per  month.97  [Amended,  April 
25,  1863,  562.] 

SEC  8.  On  the  party  paying  the  County  Treasurer  or  the  Collector  of  Taxes 
an  amount  of  money  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  for  license,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  estimated  amount  of  business  specified  in  this  Act,  and  designating 
the  town,  city,  or  particular  locality  of  the  business  establishment,  or  branch 
thereof,  for  which  the  license  is  desired,  the  Treasurer  shall  thereupon  exe- 
cute and  deliver  to  such  party  a  receipt  therefor,  in  which  he  shall  specify  the 
amount  of  money  paid,  by  whom  paid,  and  the  town,  city,  or  particular  lo- 
cality. 

First.  Upon  presentation  of  said  receipt,  the  County  Auditor  shall  sign, 
issue,  and  deliver  a  license  to  the  party,  in  which  license  shall  be  stated  the 
kind  of  business  authorized  to  be  transacted,  and  the  town,  city,  or  particu- 
lar locality  of  such  business  establishment  or  branch.  The  Auditor  shall 
thereupon  charge  the  County  Treasurer  with  the  amount  of  money  specified 
in  said  receipt,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  file  said  receipt  as  a 
voucher  in  his  office.  The  Auditor  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive 
one  dollar,  to  be  paid  into  the  Special  Fee  Fund,  for  each  license  issued  by 
him  under  this  Act,  to  be  collected  from  the  person  receiving  such  license,  and 
in  no  case  shall  any  fee  be  allowed  to  Auditors  for  any  service  connected  with 
the  issuance  of  licenses. 

Second.  The  license  thus  obtained  shall  authorize  the  party  to  transact  any 
or  all  kinds  of  business  or  occupation  therein  specified,  at  or  within  the  town, 
city,  or  particular  locality  specified  in  the  same,  within  the  limits  of  the  county 
where  obtained,  during  the  term  of  three  months  from  the  date  thereof,  and 
no  longer,  but  may  be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  three  months, 
subject  to  change  by  the  Auditor's  estimate,  or  by  the  affidavit  of  the  party 
desiring  renewal,  if  no  new  estimate  be  made  by  the  Auditor.

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Third.  Persons  engaged  in  carrying  letters,  papers,  or  documents,  from 
one  part  of  this  State  to  another  shall  not  be  liable  to  obtain  licenses  for  that 
purpose. 

Licenses  may  be  procured  by  the  party  in  person,  by  agent  or 
attorney,  or  by  any  one  partner  in  the  name  of  all  the  copartners;  and  in 
cases  of  corporations,  by  application  by  the  President,  Secretary,  or  attorney 
of  such  corporation;  and  the  party,  in  every  instance,  making  the  applica- 
tion, shall  make  and  subscribe  an  affidavit  or  affirmation  before  the  County 
Treasurer  (when  required  to  do  so  by  him),  who  is  hereby  empowered  to  ad- 
minister the  same,  that  he  verily  believes  that  the  amount  of  business  to  be

against  the  defendant,  twenty-five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  adjudged  to  be  due, 
and  fifteen  dollars  for  fees  of  the  District  Attorney,  to  be  paid  to  the  County 
Treasurer  for  State  or  county  purposes  as  the  case  may  be;  and  the  judgment 
shall  be  a  lien  on  all  billiard  tables,  bowling  alleys,  and  property  of  every  kind 
belonging  to  or  used  in  any  such  billiard  room,  bowling  alley,  theatre,  circus, 
concert,  and  serenaders,  or  other  places  of  performance.  [Amended,  April  25, 
1863,  562.

ARTICLE    IV. 

Or  MERCHANTS   AND  DEALEES   IN  LIQUOKS,   AND   TAVEEN  KEEPEES. 

SEC.  9.  Every  person  who  may  deal  in  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  wines 
or  distilled  liquors,  except  the  agricultural  productions  of  this  State,98  and 
except  such  as  are  sold  by  auctioneers  or  commission  merchants  under  license, 
or  permission  according  to  law,  shall  quarterly  pay  an  amount  of  money  for 
licence,  as  required  by  the  clasc<  in  which  such  person  is  placed  by  the  Auditor 
of  the  county,  under  the  provisions  of  the  succeeding  section; provided,  always,

SEC.  10.  Every  person  who  shall  sell  or  vend  any  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise, wines,  or  distilled  liquors,  drugs,  or  medicines,  jewelry,  or  wares  of 
precious  metals;  and  persons  who  keep  horses  or  carriages  for  rent  or  hire, 
except  mules,  horses,  or  animals  used  in  transportation  of  goods,  shall  obtain 
from  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  such  business  may  be  transacted,  for 
any  or  all  the  branches  of  business  herein  enumerated,  a  license  for  the  trans- 
action of  such  business  at  the  following  rates,  to  wit :  All  persons  dealing  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  classed  according  to  the  amount  of  the  average  of  monthly 
sales  or  rents,  effected  in  the  following  manner — that  is  to  say,  those  who  are 
estimated  to  make  average  monthly  sales  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  more,  shall  constitute  the  first  class;  of  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars,  and  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  constitute  the  second 
class;  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  less  than  seventy-five  thousand  dollars, 
shall  constitute  the  third  class ;  of  forty  thousand,  and  less  than  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  shall  constitute  the  fourth  class;  of  thirty  thousand,  and  less  than 
forty  thousand  dollars,  shall  constitute  the  fifth  class;  of  twenty  thousand, 
and  less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars,  shall  constitute  the  sixth  class;  of 
ten  thousand,  and  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  shall  constitute  the 
seventh  class;  of  five  thousand,  and  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  eighth 
class;  of  one  thousand,  and  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  the  ninth  class; 
of  all  amounts  under  that  sum,  the  tenth  class.  The  license  for  the  first  class 
shall  be  given  upon  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars  per  month;  for  the  second  class, 
thirty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  month;  for  the  third  class,  twenty-five 
dollars  per  month  ;  for  [the]  fourth  class,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  for  the 
fifth  class,  fifteen  dollars  per  month;  for  the  sixth  class,  ten  dollars  per  month;

All  tavern  or  inn  keepers,100  and  all  persons  who  may  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  any  spirituous,  malt,  or  fermented  liquors,  or  wines,  in  less  quantities 
than  one  quart,  shall,  before  the  transaction  of  any  such  business,  take  out  a 
license  Or  licenses  from  the  County  Treasurer,  as  prescribed  in  this  Act,  and 
make  therefor  the  following  payment,  to  wit:  Those  making  sales  to  the  amount 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  or  more,  as  a  monthly  average,  shall  constitute  the  first 
class;  sales  to  the  extent  of  five  thousand  and  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, as  a  monthly  average,  shall  constitute  the  second  class;  and  all  sales  less 
than  five  thousand  dollars,  shall  constitute  the  third  class.

Each  travelling  merchant,  hawker  or  peddler,  who  shall  carry  a 
pack  and  vend  wares,  goods,  or  merchandise  of  any  kind,  shall  pay  for  each 
license  ten102  dollars  per  month;  and  every  such  travelling  merchant,  hawker  or 
peddler,  who  shall  use  a  wftgon,  for  the  purpose  of  vending  any  wares  or  mer- 
chandise of  any  kind,  or  wines  or  spirituous  liquors,  shall  pay  for  each  license 
or  licenses  thirty  dollars103  per  month ;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
ghall  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  the  productions  of  the  State.

All  moneyed  or  stock  corporations,  or  private  associations,  and  all 
companies  and  associations  for  mining  purposes,  whether  the  same  be  or  be 
not  incorporated,  and  whether  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation,  private 
association  or  mining  company,  be  located  in,  or  without  the  limits  of  this 
State,  shall  be  liable  to  taxation  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed. 

SEC.  55.  The  president,  cashier,  secretary,  treasurer,  agent,  or  other  proper 
officer  or  manager  of  every  incorporated  company,  and  of  each  mining  company 
or  association  that  is  now,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  law 
of  this  State,  authorizing  the  same,  or  that  may  exist  by  virtue  of  the  laws 
of  any  other  State,  or  by  virtue  of  any  private  or  individual  agreement,  who 
derive  any  income  or  profit  on  their  capital  in  this  State,  or  who  have  capital 
invested  in  their  machinery,  dam  or  dams,  canal  or  canals,  or  other  works  for 
mining  purposes;  and  the  principal  persons  having  charge  of  the  affairs  of 
every  private  association  engaged  in  selling  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  drafts,  or 
certificates  of  deposit  on  capital  within  this  State,  shall,  on  or  before  the  second 
Monday  of  May  annually,  make  and  deliver,  on  application  of  the  assessor  of

The  city,  town  or  place  in  which  the  depot  of  the  property  of  such 
company  or  private  association  is  situated;  or,  if  there  be  no  such  office,  the 
place  where  its  operations  are  carried  on;  and  such  statements  shall  be  certi- 
fied under  the  oath  of  such  president  or  other  officer  or  person,  to  be  in  all 
respects  just  and  true. 

SEC.  56.  If  the  statement  required  in  the  preceding  section  shall  not  be 
furnished  within  twenty  days  after  the  time  therein  specified,  each  company  or 
private  association,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  furnish  such  statement,  shall  be 
listed  and  assessed  by  the  Assessor,  for  the  amount  of  the  reputed  value  of  the 
stock  and  property  of  such  company,  or  private  association,  according  to  his 
best  judgment;  and  the  Sheriff  shall  have,  and  he  is  hereby  given  the  same 
power  and  authority  to  enfore  the  collection  of  taxes  imposed  upon  any  such 
company,  or  private  association,  which  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  same, 
as  are  conferred  on  the  Assessor  by  this  Act,  to  enforce  the  collection  of  poll 
tax. 

SEC.  57.  The  Assessor  of  the  several  counties  shall  enter  all  companies  and 
private  associations,  from  which  such  statements  have  been  received,  and  the 
property  of  such  company  or  private  association,  on  their  assessment  rolls,  in 
the  same  manner,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  is  required  in  other  cases,  showing  the 
name  of  such  company  or  private  association,  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid 
in,  the  value  of  all  their  personal  property  and  improvements  within  the  county, 
and  the  amount  of  such  capital  out  of  this  State,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of 
which  they  are  transacting  business  in  this  State,  the  value  of  all  real  estate 
then  belonging  to  said  company  or  private  associations;  provided,  that  the  said 
associations  shall  be  taxed  only  upon  the  amount  of  property  owned  by  them, 
whether  in  money  or  improvements  made  by  moneys  paid  in. 

SEC.  58.  If  the  Sheriff  shall  be  unable  to  collect  the  taxes  from  any  such 
company  or  private  association,  he  shall  return  the  same  to  the  County  Aud- 
i  tor,  as  in  other  cases  of  delinquent  taxes,  noting  the  reason  why  he  could  not 
collect  the  same ;  and  the  County  Auditor  shall  thereupon  certify  the  same  to 
the  Controller  of  State.

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  An  ad  valorem  tax  of  sixty112  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars value  of  taxable  property  is  hereby  levied  and  directed  to  be  collected  and 
paid  for  State  purposes,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  this  State 
not  by  this  Act  exempt  trom  taxation,  thirty  cents  of  which  shall  be  paid  into 
the  State  Treasury,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Interest  and  Kedemption 
Fund,  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  provide  for  paying 
certain  equitable  claims  against  the  State  of  California,  and  to  contract  a 
Funded  Debt  for  that  purpose,  approved  April  twenty-eighth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  as  provided  in  said  Act,  and  the  remaining  thirty 
cents  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund;  and  upon  the  same

Said 
statement  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  real  estate  owned  or  claimed  by  such 
person,  corporation,  association,  or  firm,  or  in  which  said  person,  corporation, 
association,  or  firm,  has  or  claims  to  have  any  interest,  or  which  is  under  the 
possession,  charge  or  control  of  such  person,  corporation,  association  or  firm, 
or  which  is  held  or  controlled,  in  trust  or  otherwise,  by  any  other  person  for 
them  or  either  of  them,  the  cash  value  of  all  personal  property,  and  a  descrip- 
tion thereof,  under  the  following  classification  and  definition: 

First.  All  household  and  kitchen  furniture,  all  law,  medical  and  miscella- 
neous libraries. 

Second.  All  stocks  of  goods  on  hand,  all  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and 
chattels  of  every  description. 

Third.  All  money  on  hand  or  on  deposit  in  bank  or  banks,  or  with  indi- 
viduals; and  all  gold  dust.

Fourth.  All  money  at  interest,  or  loaned,  whether  secured  by  pledge,  mort- 
gage, or  otherwise ;  all  solvent  debts  exceeding  what  may  be  due  from  such 
person,  corporation,  association  or  firm. 

Fifth.  All  horses,  mules,  oxen,  cows,  calves,  beef  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  goats, 
jacks  and  jennets,  and  cattle  of  every  description;  wagons,  carriages  and  all 
other  vehicles,  whether  for  use,  pleasure  or  hire. 

Sixth.  All  machines  or  machinery,  and  all  works  and  implements  not  fixed 
to  the  soil,  and  not  included  in  the  term  "real  estate,"  as  defined  by  this  Act. 

Seventh.  All  storeships  and  hulks,  all  steamers,  vessels,  and  water  craft  of 
every  kind  and  name,  either  owned  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  resident  or  resi- 
dents of  this  State,  or  registered  in  this  State,  or  navigating  the  waters  of  any 
river  or  bay  within  this  State,  giving  the  name  and  value,  separately,  of  each 
of  such  storeships,  hulks,  steamers,  vessels  and  water  craft. 

Eighth.  The  capital  stock  of  all  corporations,  companies,  associations,  firms, 
or  individuals,  doing  business  or  having  an  office  in  this  State. 

Ninth.     All  other  property  not  real  estate  which  is  not  otherwise  taxed. 

Every  such  statement  shall  be  signed  and  verified  by  the  person  making  such 
statement,  or  by  his  agent,  or  by  some  member  of  the  association,  company  or 
firm  making  such  statement,  or  by  the  president,  or  other  head,  cashier,  sec- 
retary, or  managing  agent  of  the  corporation  making  such  statement.  In  all

all  real  estate  and  personal  property  shall  be  assessed  to  a  person,  firm,  cor- 
poration, association,  or  company,  as  herein  provided,  if  any  owner  or  claim- 
ant shall  be  known  to  the  Assessor,  and  to  all  owners  and  claimants  of  any 
interest,  present  or  future,  therein,  or  any  lien  upon  the  same,  and  no  error  in 
regard  to  such  owner  or  claimant  shall  in  anywise  affect  the  validity  of  such

The  property  of  every  private  or  incorporated  company  shall  be  taxed 
in  the  county  where  the  property  is  situated;  provided,  that  whenever  any 
portion  of  the  property  of  any  such  company  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  in 
the  county  wherein  the  same  is  located,  then  upon  presentation  at  the  princi- 
pal office  of  such  company  of  the  certificate  or  receipt  of  the  Tax  Collector  of 
40 
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said  county  that  such  taxes  have  been  paid  in  another  county,  the  same  shall 
be  deducted  at  the  principal  office  from  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxes  imposed 
upon  or  paid  by  said  company  for  the  same  property  in  the  county  wherein 
the  principal  office  of  said  company  is  situated.  Partners  in  business  shall 
each  be  liable  for  the  whole  tax  on  the  partnership  property.  The  undivided 
property  of  deceased  persons  may  be  listed  to  the  heirs,  guardians,  executors, 
or  administrators,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  a  payment  of  taxes  made  by  either 
shall  bind  all  the  parties  in  interest  for  their  equal  proportions. 

SEC.  7.  On  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  August  in  each  year,  the  Assessor 
shall  complete  his  tax  list  or  assessment  roll,  and  shall  attach  his  certificate 
thereto,  and  deliver  it,  and  the  map  book,  and  all  of  the  original  lists  of  prop- 
erty given  to  him,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and  as  soon  as 
he  receives  said  assessment  roll,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
give  notice  of  the  fact,  specifying  therein  the  time  of  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Equalization,  by  publication  in  one  newspaper,  if  there  be  any  published  in 
the  county,  and  if  none,  then  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  direct,  and  he  shall  keep  the  roll  open  in  his  office  for  public  inspec- 
tion. "6 

SEC.  8.  The  Supervisors  of  the  county  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Equali- 
zation, of  which  Board  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be  Clerk. 
The  Board  of  Equalization  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  in  August,  and 
shall  continue  in  session  from  time  to  time,  until  the  business  of  equalization 
presented  to  them  is  disposed  of;  provided,  however,  that  they  shall  not  sit  after 
the  first  Monday  in  September.  The  Board  of  Equalization  shall  have  power 
to  determine  such  complaints  only  as  shall  be  made  to  them  upon  sworn  state- 
ments in  writing  in  regard  to  the  assessed  value  of  any  property,  and  may 
change  and  correct  any  such  valuation,  either  by  adding  thereto  or  deducting 
therefrom,  if  the  sum  fixed  in  the  assessment  roll  is  proven  to  be  too  small  or 
too  great.  During  the  sessions  of  the  Board  the  Assessor  may  be  present,  and 
shall  have  liberty  to  make  any  statement  toucniiig  questions  before  the  Board. 
A  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be  sufficient  to  constitute  the  Board 
of  Equalization,  and  a  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  determine  the 
action  of  the  Board.  During  the  sessions,  or  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Board  of  Equalization,  its  clerk  shall  enter  upon  the  assess- 
ment roll  all  the  changes  and  corrections  made  by  the  Board,  and  thereupon 
deliver  the  assessment  roll,  so  corrected,  to  the  County  Auditor,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  add  up  the  columns  of  valuation,  and,  on  or  before  the  third  Monday 
in  September,  he  shall  deliver  a  true  copy  of  the  corrected  roll,  to  be  styled  a 
duplicate  assessment  list,  with  the  total  of  taxes  to  each  person,  firm,  corpora- 
tion, and  association,  carried  out  in  a  separate  money  column,  which  said 
duplicate  assessment  list  shall  be  duly  certified  by  said  Auditor  (for  the  making

appropriation,  not  to  exceed  eight  cents  per  folio),  and  also  the  map,  to  the 
Tax  Collector.  [Amended,  March  18,  1864;  1863-4,  189.] 

SEC.  9.  Between  the  second  Monday  in  March  and  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  in  each  year,  the  Assessor  shall,  once  in  every  two  weeks,  or  oftener, 
in  his  discretion,  deliver  to  the  Tax  Collector  a  list  containing  the  names  of  all 
persons,  firms,  corporations  and  associations,  who  have  given  in  a  sworn  state- 
ment, as  provided  for  in  section  second  of  this  Act,  or  whose  personal  property 
has  been  finally  assessed  by  said  Assessor,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the 
amount  of  the  tax  on  personal  property  assessed  to  each  of  such  persons,  firms, 
corporations  and  associations;  said  list  shall  be  signed  and  certified  by  the 
Assessor. 

At  any  time  after  receiving  such  list  or  lists,  the  Tax  Collector  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  to  demand  of  each  and 
every  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association,  named  in  such  list,  the  payment 
of  the  amount  of  the  tax  on  personal  property  specified  in  such  list;  and  if  any 
such  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association,  cannot  be  found,  or  does  not  re- 
side in  the  county,  or  if  such  person,  firm,  corporation,  association,  or  company, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  such  tax,  said  Tax  Collector,  or  his  deputy,  shall 
seize  sufficient  of  the  personal  property  of  the  party  so  neglecting  or  refusing 
to  pay,  to  satisfy  the  taxes  and  costs,  and  shall  post  a  notice  of  such  seizure, 
with  a  description  of  the  property,  and  the  time  and  place  where  it  will  be  sold, 
in  three  public  places  in  the  county  where  it  is  seized,  and  shall  then,  at  the 
expiration  of  five  days,  proceed  to  sell,  at  public  auction,  at  the  time  and  place 
mentioned,  to  the  highest  bidder,  for  cash,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  said  property 
to  pay  the  taxes  and  expenses  incurred,  including  costs  and  mileage.  And  for 
this  service  the  Tax  Collector  shall  be  allowed  from  the  delinquent  party  a  fee 
of  three  dollars,  and  the  same  mileage  that  a  Sheriff  would  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive for  travelling  to  the  place  to  make  a  levy,  and  upon  the  payment  of  the 
purchase  money,  he  shall  deliver  to  the  purchaser  the  property  sold,  together 
with  a  certificate  of  the  sale,  and  of  the  amount  of  taxes  and  expenses  for  which 
the  property  was  sold,  whereupon  the  title  to  the  property  so  sold  shall  vest 
absolutely  in  the  purchaser.  The  Tax  Collector  shall,  once  in  every  month, 
return  to  the  Auditor  a  list  of  all  collections  made  under  this  section,  and  shall 
also  mark  the  word  "  Paid  "  on  the  general  assessment  roll  opposite  the  name 
of  each  party  whose  taxes  are  so  paid.  [Amended,  April  19,  1859,  343. 117] 

SEC.  10.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  make  or  give,  under  oath,  a  false  list  of 
his,  her,  or  their  taxable  property,  or  a  false  list  of  the  taxable  property, 
under  his,  her,  or  their  control,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  perjury,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  therefor  as 
is  by  law  provided,  for  the  punishment  of  perjury.  If  any  person  shall 
give  to  the  Assessor  or  his  deputy  a  false  name,  or  shall  refuse  to  give  his

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or  her  name,  or  shall  refuse  to  give  a  list  of  property,  as  is  by  this  Act  required, 
or  shall  refuse  to  swear  or  affirm  to  such  list,  he  or  she  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  arrested  upon  complaint  of  the  Assessor,  or  his 
deputy,  and  upon  conviction  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  he  or  she  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  two  days  nor  more  than 
three  months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment.118 

SEC.  11.  The  Assessor  and  his  sureties  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  made 
liable  for  the  taxes  on  all  taxable  property  within  the  county  which  is 
not  assessed  through  his  wilful  neglect.  Provided,  however,  that  if  it  be  proved 
that  any  non-assessment  was  caused  by  the  refusal  of  the  owner,  agent,  or 
claimant  of  such  property,  or  if  [of]  the  person  or  persons  having  it  in  pos- 
session, or  under  his  or  their  control  or  charge,  to  give  a  list  of  it  to  the  Assessor, 
the  Assessor  shall  not  be  liable;  but  the  person  or  persons  whose  refusal  to  give 
the  Assessor  a  list  caused  the  omission,  shall  pay  double  the  taxes  imposed  upon 
property  regularly  assessed.  And,  provided,  further,  that  the  Assessor  may,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  last  Saturday  in  October,  specially  assess  any  property 
which  shall  not  be  on  the  regular  list;  and  if  he  makes  any  such  special  assess- 
ment, he  shall  forthwith  deliver  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Tax  Collector,  and  the 
original  to  the  Auditor,  who  shall  charge  the  Tax  Collector  with  the  amount  of 
taxes  due  thereon.  And  all  special  assessments  shall  be  as  valid  and  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  regular  assessments.  No  property  belonging  to 
any  person  which  has  arrived  across  the  plains  in  this  State  after  the  first  day  of 
July  in  any  year,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  year,  unless  such  property 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  in  case  it  does  exceed  such  sum, 
then  only  the  excess  above  that  sum  shall  be  assessed  to  such  person. 

SEC.  12.  Upon  receiving  the  tax  list  or  certified  copy  of  the  assessment  roll 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Equalization,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  proceed 
to  collect  the  Taxes,  and  shall  forthwith  give  notice  by  publication  in  one  news- 
paper (if  there  be  any  published  in  his  county),  and  if  none  be  published, 
then  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  direct,  that  the  State  and 
county  taxes  are  due  and  payable,  and  that  the  laws  in  regard  to  their  collection 
will  be  strictly  enforced.119 

SEC.  13.  On  the  third  Monday  in  October  in  each  year,  the  Tax  Collector 
shall,  at  the  close  of  his  official  business  for  that  day,  enter  upon  the  tax  list 
or  assessment  roll  a  statement  that  he  has  made  a  levy  upon  all  the  property 
assessed  in  said  roll,  and  upon  which  the  taxes  have  not  been  paid,  for  which 
statement  no  fees  shall  be  charged;  and  thereafter  he  shall  charge  each  and 
every  person  an  addition  of  five  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  of  all  taxes  to  be

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paid  by  such  person;  which  five  per  cent,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county 
treasury,  one-half  for  the  use  of  the  State  and  the  other  half  thereof  for  the 
use  of  the  county.119 

SEC.  14.  On  the  Saturday  next  preceding  the  third  Monday  in  November, 
the  Tax  Collector  shall  have  completed  a  list  of  all  persons  and  property  then 
owing  any  taxes,  which  list  shall  be  called  the  delinquent  list,  and  shall  be 
published  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  after  said  list  is  completed  and  pub- 
lished, the  Tax  Collector  shall  collect  in  addition  to  the  taxes  and  the  five  per 
cent,  added  thereto,  fifty  cents  on  each  and  every  lot  piece,  or  tract  of  land. 
separately  assessed,  and  also  on  the  assessment  of  personal  property  of  each 
delinquent  tax  payer,  twenty-five  cents  of  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  county, 
in  full  for  the  cost  it  may  incur  for  printing  the  list,  and  the  other  twenty-five 
cents  shall  be  retained  by  the  Tax  Collector  in  full  for  all  services  in  preparing 
•the  list. 

SEC.  15.  On  or  before  the  fourth  Monday  in  November,  the  Tax  Collector 
shall  cause  the  delinquent  list  named  in  section  fourteen  to  be  published, 
giving  in  said  publication  the  name  of  the  owner,  when  known,  of  all  the  real 
estate,  together  with  such  a  condensed  description  of  the  property  that  it  may 
easily  be  known,  and  also  a  similar  condensed  description  of  any  real  estate 
assessed  to  unknown  owners ;  and  also  the  name  of  every  party  delinquent  for 
any  tax  on  personal  property;120  and,  also,  opposite  each  name  or  description, 
give  the  amount  of  taxes,  including  the  costs  hereinbefore  provided,  due  from 
each  delinquent  person  or  property.  If  a  newspaper  is  published  in  the 
county,  the  publication  by  this  section  required  shall  be  made  by  one  insertion 
one  time  per  week,  for  three  successive  weeks  in  some  paper  published  in  the 
city  and  county,  or  in  a  supplement  to  such  paper.121  Said  publication  shall 
also  designate  the  time  and  place  of  commencing  the  sale,  which  time  shall 
not  be  less  than  twenty-one  days  nor  more  than  twenty-eight  days  from  the 
first  appearance  of  the  publication,  and  the  place  shall  be  in  front  of  the  city 
and  county  court-house.122  [Amended,  April  19,  1859,  343.] 

SEC.  16.  On  the  day,  and  at  the  place  fixed  for  the  sale,  or  on  some  subse- 
quent day  to  which  he  may  have  postponed  it,  of  which  he  shall  give  due 
notice,  the  Tax  Collector  shall,  between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  A.  M.,  and 
three  P.  M.,  commence  to  sell  the  real  estate  advertised,  and  upon  which  the 
taxes  and  costs  have  not  been  paid,  commencing  at  the  head  of  the  list,  and 
continuing  it  in  the  alphabetical  or  numerical  order  of  lots  or  blocks  as 
entered  on  the  assessment-roll,  and  continuing  said  list  through,  unless  the 
sale  is  adjourned  until  another  day;  and  power  is  hereby  given  to  the  Tax 
Collector  to  postpone  the  day  of  commencing  the  sale,  and  to  postpone  the 
sale  from  day  to  day  after  it  has  been  commenced,  if  he  deems  the  best  inter-

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ests  of  the  State,  and  the  city  and  county,  or  of  the  tax-payers,  will  be  served 
by  such  postponement;  provided,  however,  the  whole  sale  of  real  estate  shall 
be  completed  within  three  weeks  from  the  day  first  fixed  as  the  day  of  sale. 
[Amended,  April  19,  1859,  343.] 

SEC.  17.  The  owner  in  possession,  or  the  possessor  of  any  real  estate  offered 
for  sale  for  taxes  due  by  him,  may  designate  in  writing  to  the  Tax  Collector, 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  sale,  what  portion  of  the  property  he  wishes 
bid  on,  if  any  person  is  willing  to  take  less  than  the  whole;  but  if  the  owner  in 
possession  or  the  possessor  does  not  so  designate,  then  the  Tax  Collector  shall 
designate,  and  the  person  who  will  take  the  least  quantity  or  smallest  part  of 
the  land,  or  in  case  an  undivided  interest  is  assessed,  then  the  smallest  portion 
of  such  interest,  and  pay  the  taxes  and  costs  due,  including  two  dollars,  which 
the  Tax  Collector  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  the  duplicate  certificate  of  sale, 
shall  be  declared  to  be  the  purchaser,  and  he  shall  pay  the  taxes  and  costs 
thereon  before  ten  o'clock  A.  M.,  the  following  day,  or  the  property  shall,  on 
the  next  sale  day,  before  the  regular  list  is  commenced,  be  again  put  up  and  sold 
as  though  it  had  not  been  offered;  and  any  person  bidding  off  any  property  and 
not  taking  it,  shall  be  excluded  from  again  bidding  on  any  property  advertised 
in  the  delinquent  list. 

SEC.  18.  After  receiving  the  taxes  and  costs  for  any  property  sold,  the  Tax 
Collector  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  issue  to  the  purchaser  a  certificate  in 
duplicate,  stating  substantially  that  the  property  was  assessed,  giving  (when 
known)  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  was  assessed;  that  taxes  were  levied 
on  it  according  to  law;  that  these  taxes  had  not  been  paid;  that  publication  of 
the  intention  to  sell  for  the  taxes  was  made  as  provided  by  law,  and  describing 
the  manner  of  said  publication;  that  the  property  assessed  (describing  it)  was, 
on  (naming  the  day) ,  in  accordance  with  law,  offered  at  public  auction  in  front 
of  the  county  court  house;  that  (naming  him)  was  the  bidder  who  was  willing 
to  take  the  least  quantity  or  smallest  part  of  the  land  and  pay  the  taxes  and 
costs,  which  taxes  and  costs  were  (giving  the  total  amount  due,  including  the 
two  dollars  for  the  certificate) ;  that  the  said  smallest  quantity  was  (describing 
it) ;  that  the  said  smallest  quantity,  as  described,  was  struck  off  to  him ;  that 
he  paid  the  full  amount  of  the  taxes  and  costs ;  and  that,  therefore,  he  became 
the  purchaser  of  the  last  described  tract  or  lot  of  land. 

SEC.  19.  The  Tax  Collector,  before  delivering  any  certificate  required  by 
section  eighteen,  shall,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kept  for  that  purpose,  enter  a 
description  of  the  land  sold,  which  description  shall  correspond  exactly  with 
the  description  of  it  given  in  the  certificate,  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  purchaser's 
name,  and  the  total  amount  of  purchase  money  paid;  and  he  shall  regularly 
number  the  descriptions  on  the  margin  of  the  books,  commencing  with  number 
one,  and  shall  put  a  corresponding  number  on  each  certificate.  The  book  which 
this  section  requires  the  Tax  Collector  to  keep  shall  be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion and  examination  without  fee  at  all  times  during  office  hours,  when  it  is  not 
in  actual  use;  and  said  book  shall  be  county  property,  and  shall  be  transferred 
by  the  Tax  Collector  to  his  successor  in  office. 
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SEC.  20.  Upon  the  delivery  to  the  County  Recorder  for  filing  of  either  of  the 
duplicate  certificates  which  the  Tax  Collector  is  by  this  Act  required  to  give  to 
each  purchaser  at  a  tax  sale,  the  lien  of  the  State  shall  become,  and  it  is  hereby 
transferred  to  and  vested  in  such  purchaser  and  his  assigns;  and  it  shall  only 
be  divested  from  him  or  them  by  the  payment  to  him  or  his  assigns,  or  by  the 
payment  to*  the  County  Treasurer  for  his  or  their  use,  of  the  full  sum  of  the 
purchase  money,  together  with  fifty  per  cent,  in  addition  thereto;  and  if  such 
payment  is  not  made  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  purchase,  the 
title,  whether  possessory  or  fee  simple,  of  every  assessed  delinquent  to  the 
land  purchased,  shall  vest  absolutely  in  the  purchaser  or  his  assigns,  so  soon 
thereafter  as  a  deed  is  procured. 

SEC.  21.  Upon  receiving  any  certificate  of  sale  made  for  taxes,  the  Re- 
corder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  for  which  fee  he  shall  file  the 
certificate,  and  make,  in  a  book  by  him  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  an  entry 
in  every  respect  similar  to  the  entry  which  section  nineteen  requires  the  Tax 
Collector  to  keep;  and  upon  the  presentation  to  him  of  the  receipt  of  the  per- 
son named  in  the  certificate,  or  of  his  assigns,  or  of  the  receipt  of  the  County 
Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  person  so  named  or  his  assigns,  for  the  total 
amount  of  the  purchase  money,  and  fifty  per  cent,  additional  thereto,  the 
Kecorder  shall  mark  the  word  "  Redeemed,"  and  the  date,  and  by  whom  re- 
deemed, across  the  face  of  the  certificate,  and  also  in  the  margin  of  his  book 
where  the  entry  of  the  certificate  is  made,  for  which  services  he  shall  receive 
twenty-five  cents. 

SEC.  22.  At  any  time  within  six  months  from  the  sale  of  any  real  estate 
for  taxes,  any  person  may  redeem  the  property  sold  by  making  payment  of  the 
sum  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  twenty;  but  if  no  person  shall  re- 
deem such  real  estate,  the  Tax  Collector,  or  his  successor  in  office,  shall,  upon 
demand  (after  ascertaining  by  the  book  and  certificate  in  the  Eecorder's  office 
that  no  redemption  has  been  had),  make  to  the  purchaser  or  his  assigns  a  deed 
of  the  property,  stating  in  said  deed  substantially  the  matters  stated  in  the 
certificate,  and  adding  thereto  the  statement  that  no  person  redeemed  the 
property  during  the  time  allowed  by  law  for  its  redemption. 

SEC.  23.  The  matters  directed  by  section  eighteen  to  be  substantially  re- 
cited in  the  tax  certificate,  and  by  section  twenty-two  in  the  deed,  shall  be 
deemed  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  all  the  requisites  essential  to  the 
validity  of  sales  made  for  taxes,  and  a  deed  made  in  conformity  with  the  re- 
quirements of  section  twenty-two  shall  convey  to  the  grantee  the  absolute 
title  to  the  lands  described  in  said  deed,  free  and  clear  of  all  incumbrances, 
liens,  claims,  rights,  titles,  and  interests  of  every  kind,  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons, corporation  or  corporations  whatever,  whether  said  land  was  taxed  to 
such  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  by  name  or  not,  except- 
ing only  the  right  and  title  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  State  of  California, 
or  of  minor  children,  who  may  redeem,  as  herein  provided,  within  one  year 
after  coming  of  age;  and  such  deed  shall  be  primd  facie  evidence  of  title  in 
the  grantee,  except  when  the  land  is  claimed  by  the  United  States  or  by  this 
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State,  in  which  case  said  deed  shall  be  primd  fade  evidence  of  the  right  of 
possession,  and  [that]  all  right,  title,  interest,  claim,  and  possession,  ac- 
quired by  any  individual,  corporation,  or  body  politic,  has  been  subrogated  to 
the  grantee,  and  such  deed  shall  be  conclusive  proof  of  the  matter  by  it  set 
forth,  except  that  Courts  of  law  and  equity  may  examine  only  in  regard  to 
such  deed,  and  may  hear  any  testimony  in  relation  thereto  to  show*: 

First.  That  the  property,  or  a  larger  parcel  of  which  it  is  a  portion,  was 
not  assessed  or  equalized  as  required  by  law. 

Second.  That  the  taxes,  or  a  portion  of  them,  were  not  levied  by  law,  or  by 
some  person  or  body  under  authority  of  law. 

Third.     That  the  taxes  were  paid. 

Fourth.  That  at  a  proper  time  and  place  the  property  was  not  sold  at  pub- 
lic auction,  by  a  proper  officer,  or  by  a  person  acting  de  facto  as  such  officer. 

Fifth.     That  the  property  was  redeemed. 

Sixth.  That  the  person  who  executed  the  deed  was  not  the  proper  officer, 
or  de  facto  acting  as  such  officer. 

Seventh.  Where  the  real  estate  has  been  sold  to  pay  taxes  on  personal  prop- 
erty, as  hereinafter  provided,  that  said  real  estate  did  not  belong  to  the  person 
to  whom  said  tax  was  assessed.  [Amended,  April  19,  1859,  343.] 

SEC.  24.  For  the  purpose  of  perpetuating  testimony  in  regard  to  sales  for 
taxes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Tax  Collector,  and  he  is  hereby  required,  as 
soon  as  he  has  made  the  publication  required  by  section  fifteen  of  this  Act,  to 
appear  before  the  County  Clerk  with,  two  copies  of  the  publications  made  by 
him,  and  to  state  that  they  are  true  copies  of  his  publication,  and  if  the  publi- 
cation was  made  in  a  newspaper  or  supplement  to  a  newspaper,  he  shall  state 
the  name  of  the  newspaper,  its  place  of  publication,  the  date  the  delinquent 
list  first  appeared  in  such  newspaper  or  supplement,  and  the  date  of  each  of  its 
subsequent  appearances;  and  in  case  there  was  no  newspaper  published  in  his 
county,  he  shall  state  the  name  of  each  township  in  his  county,  and  the  fact 
that  notices  were  put  up  in  three  public  places  in  each  of  said  townships, 
designating  at  least  one  place  in  each  township  where  such  notice  was  put  up ; 
all  of  which  statements  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  in  duplicate,  and  shall  be 
subscribed  and  sworn  to  1  y  the  Tax  Collector,  and  shall  be  attached,  one  to 
each  copy  of  the  publications,  and  one  shall  be  filed  by  the  County  Clerk,  and 
the  other  by  the  County  Recorder.

SEC.  27.  On  the  day  designated  for  the  sale,  in  the  publication  made  ac- 
cording to  section  fifteen,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  the  Tax  Collector  shall 
seize  and  take  into  his  possession,  any  personal  property  that  he  can  find 
belonging  to  any  person  delinquent  for  tax  on  any  property,  whether  personal 
property  or  real  estate;  and  he  shall  sell  so  much  of  such  seized  personalty  as 
may  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  taxes  and  costs,  and  necessary  expenses  incurred, 
upon  giving  one  hour's  verbal  notice;  and  for  seizing  and  selling  such  personal 
property,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  be  allowed  in  each  case,  in  addition  to  the 
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fees  hereinbefore  provided  for,  a  fee  of  three  dollars,  and  the  same  mileage 
that  a  Sheriff  would  be  entitled  to  receive  for  travelling  to  the  place  to  make  a 
levy,  to  be  received  from  the  party  delinquent.123  The  Tax  Collector  is  also 
authorized  at  any  time  or  times,  until  all  taxes  are  fully  paid,  to  sell  any  real 
estate  which  he  can  find  belonging  to  any  party  who  has  not  paid  his  taxes  on 
personal  property  or  real  estate,  on  giving  notice,  once  a  week  for  three  suc- 
cessive weeks,  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  sale.  Said  notice  shall  contain  a 
condensed  description  of  the  property  to  be  sold,  the  name  of  the  person  delin- 
quent, and  the  amount  of  the  tax  and  costs  due  by  such  party  delinquent, 
including  fees  of  Tax  Collector  for  certificate  and  cost  of  advertisement.  Said 
sale  shall  be  subject  to  redemption,  as  herein  provided,  and  the  certificate  and 
deed  given  by  the  Tax  Collector  by  reason  of  said  sale,  shall  be  substantially 
the  same  as  provided  for  in  sections  eighteen  and  twenty-two  of  this  Act. 
Every  tax  shall,  from  and  after  the  third  Monday  in  October,  in  each  year,  be 
a  lien  on  all  the  real  estate  of  the  person  delinquent,  and  on  all  real  estate  sub- 
sequently acquired  by  such  person;  and  said  lien  shall  not  be  removed  until 
said  taxes  are  paid,  or  the  title  to  said  real  estate  has  vested  in  a  purchaser 
under  a  sale  for  taxes.  [Amended,  April  19,  1859,  sec.  9,  343.124] 

SEC.  28.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  Probate  Court  and  Probate 
Judge,  from  time  to  time,  to  direct  each  and  every  executor  and  administrator 
(which  directions  may  be  either  specially  given  in  each  case,  or  by  a  general 
order),  to  pay  out  of  the  funds  of  the  estate  all  taxes  that  have  attached  to  or 
accrued  against  such  estate  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  and  no  order  or 
decree  for  the  distribution  of  any  property  of  any  decedent  among  the  heirs  or 
devisees  shall  be  made  until  all  taxes  that  have  attached  to  or  accrued  against 
the  estate,  shall  have  been  paid. 

SEC.  29.  At  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  lists  of 
property  herein  required  are  given,  each  and  every  person  shall  deliver,  under 
oath,  to  the  Assessor,  a  similar  list  of  all  the  real  estate,  improvements  on 
lands,  and  personal  property,  which  he,  and  the  firm  of  which  he  is  a  member, 
and  the  corporation,  association,  or  company,  of  which  he  is  President, 
Cashier,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Trustee,  or  Managing  Agent,  owns,  claims,  or 
has  charge,  possession,  or  control  of,  in  any  other  county  in  the  State,  which 
he  does  not  of  his  personal  knowledge  know  has  been  assessed  in  such  other 
county  for  that  year;  which  lists  shall  particularly  describe  each  tract  of  land, 
and  each  city  or  town  lot  contained  therein,  so  that  the  same  may  be  found 
and  known  by  such  description;  and  all  vessels,  steamers,  or  other  water 
craft;  and  shall  also  specify  each  and  all  deposits,  if  any,  and  persons  with 
whom  such  deposit  or  deposits  are  made,  and  the  place  or  places  in  which  the 
same  may  be  found,  unless  he  shall  have  included  all  such  money  and  gold

shall  also  specify  the  kind  and  nature  of  all  other  personal  property  in  such 
county  belonging  to  or  under  the  charge,  control,  or  in  the  possession  of  him 
or  them. 

SEC.  30.  Every  Assessor,  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  completed  his  assess- 
ments, or  prior  to  that  time,  as  he  may  deem  proper,  shall  make  ont  from  the 
lists  delivered  to  him  a  distinct  list  for  each  county  in  which  any  taxable 
property  may  be,  and  shall  transmit  the  same,  by  mail  or  express,  to  the 
Assessor  of  the  proper  county,  who  shall  assess  the  same  as  other  taxable  prop- 
erty therein,  if  it  has  not  been  before  assessed  for  the  same  year. 

SEC.  31.  Whenever  any  tax  is  paid  to  the  Tax  Collector  he  shall  mark  the 
word  "Paid"  in  the  tax  list  or  assessment  roll  opposite  the  name  of  the  per- 
son or  the  description  of  the  property  liable  for  such  tax,  and  shall  give  a 
receipt  therefor,  specifying  the  amount  of  the  assessment,  the  amount  of  the 
tax,  and  a  description  of  the  property  assessed;  but  no  Tax  Collector  shall 
receive  any  taxes  on  real  estate  for  any  portion  less  than  the  least  subdivision 
entered  on  the  assessment  roll;  provided,  that  an  owner  of  undivided  real  estate 
may  pay  the  proportion  of  taxes  due  on  his  interest  therein. 

SEC.  32.  Every  tax  levied  under  the  provisions  or  authority  of  this  Act,  is 
hereby  made  a  judgment  against  the  person  and  lien  against  the  property 
assessed,  which  lien  shall  attach  and  judgment  date  as  of  the  first  Monday  in 
March  of  each  year,  and  shall  have  the  full  force  and  effect  of  an  execution 
against  all  property  of  the  delinquent,  which  judgment  shall  not  be  satisfied,  or 
the  lien  be  removed,  until  the  taxes  are  all  paid,  or  the  property  has  absolutely 
vested  in  a  purchaser  under  a  sale  for  taxes.

receipts  returned  to  him  on  settlement,  which  said  returned  receipts  he  shall 
forward  to  the  Controller  by  such  conveyance  as  the  Controller,  either  by  gen- 
eral or  special  order,  may  direct,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  make  out  and

SUPPLEMENTARY  TO  AND  AMENDATORY  OF  AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  REVENUE 
FOR  THE  SUPPORT  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THIS  STATE,  PASSED 
APRIL  TWENTY-NINTH,  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGH^  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY- 

SEVEN. 

[Approved  April  17,  1858.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  All  moneys  on  account  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandise  of  the  classes  specified  in  the  ninth  class  and  tenth  class,  in 
section  ten  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  revenue  for  the  support  of 
the  government  of  this  State,"  passed  May  fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-four,  and  all  moneys  received  on  account  of  licenses  for  the 
sale  of  liquors  and  wines,  specified  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the  Act  aforesaid, 
and  which  licenses  for  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  and  for  liquors  and 
wines,  are  referred  to  in  sections  three  and  four  of  an  amendatory  Act,  passed 
April  twenty-seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  County  Treasury  for  county  purposes. 

SEC.  2  .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  in  and  for  the  several  counties  shall  cause 
to  be  printed  a  sufficient  number  of  licenses,  such  as  may  be  required  for  the 
objects  and  purposes  specified  in  the  foregoing  section,  for  three,  six  and  twelve 
months.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  number  all  such  licenses 
as  aforesaid,  before  they  are  issued,  and  shall  enter  the  same  in  the  order  of 
their  number  in  the  records  of  said  Board,  which  record  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  and  Clerk.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  deliver  to 
the  County  Auditor  as  many  of  such  licenses  as  may  be  required,  taking  his 
receipt  for  the  same,  and  shall  charge  the  Auditor  with  the  number  and  amount 
of  each  class  of  licenses  respectively.  The  Auditor,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
deliver  to  the  Treasurer  or  Tax  Collector  as  many  such  licenses  as  may  be 
required,  and  shall  sign  the  same,  and  charge  them  to  the  County  Treasurer  or 
Tax»Collector,  as  the  case  may  be,  specifying  the  class  of  licenses  in  his  charge; 
each  license  shall  contain  a  blank  receipt  to  be  signed  by  the  County  Treasurer 
on  delivery  of  said  license  to  the  purchaser  thereof.  At  the  end  of  each  month 
the  Treasurer  or  Tax  Collector  shall  return  to  the  Auditor  all  licenses  not  issued, 
and  the  Auditor  shall  charge  him  with  the  amount  of  money  received  for  licenses 
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issued,  and  open  a  new  account  with  the  Treasurer  or  Tax  Collector  for  the 
next  month.  Once  in  three  months  the  Auditor  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  the  number  of  licenses  issued  by  the  Treasurer  or  Tax  Collector  for 
the  preceding  three  months,  and  the  amount  of  money  paid  for  the  same;  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  hold  the  Auditor  responsible  on  his  official  bond 
for  all  licenses  issued  to  him  under  this  Article^ot  accounted  for  or  returned. 
The  Treasurer  or  Tax  Collector,  at  the  time  of  the  return  of  the  licenses  as 
aforesaid,  shall  report  to  the  Auditor  the  number  of  licenses  issued  by  them, 
to  whom  granted,  and  the  amount  of  money  paid  on  account  of  the  same,  and 
the  monthly  report  so  made  to  the  Auditor  shall  be  laid  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  at  each  regular  meeting  of  said  Board. 

SEC.  3.  If  the  Treasurer  shall  issue  and  put  in  circulation  any  other 
licenses  for  the  ninth  and  tenth  class  of  merchandise,  or  any  other  licenses 
for  the  sale  of  wines  and  liquors,  than  such  as  is  provided  in  this  Act,  he 
shall  be  liable,  on  conviction  therefor,  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  Jail  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars. 

SEC.  4.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  several  counties  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  require  of  the  County  Treasurers  of  their  respective  counties  such 
additional  bonds,  with  sufficient  sureties,  as  said  Board  may  deem  expedient. 

SEC.  5.  So  much  of  section  forty-eight  of  the  Act  to  which  this  is  supple- 
mentary, and  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts,  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  6.  In  the  counties  of  Butte  and  Yuba,  and  in  any  other  county  where 
the  Tax  Collector  is  the  Collector  of  Licenses,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  the 
licenses,  when  signed  by  the  Auditor,  as  above  provided,  shall  be  delivered  to 
such  Tax  Collector,  and  charged  to  him ;  and  the  blank  receipt  signed  by  such 
Collector  on  delivery  of  said  license  to  the  purchaser  thereof,  in  the  same 
manner  as  specified  in  relation  to  County  Treasurers;  and  such  Tax  Collectors 
shall,  in  all  other  respects,  perform  such  duties  in  relation  to  said  licenses  as 
in  other  counties  are  performed  by  County  Treasurers;  and  shall  pay  over, 
monthly,  to  the  County  Treasurers  of  their  respective  counties  all  moneys  col- 
lected by  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  shall  take  receipts  there- 
for, specifying  what  fund  the  same  is  to  be  applied  to,  and  file  said  receipts 
with  the  Auditor;  and  shall,  in  other  respects,  make  settlements  as  they  are 
now  required  to  make.  The  same  fees  shall  be  allowed  to  such  Tax  Collectors 
as  are  allowed  to  County  Treasurers  for  services  herein  required.

TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  TO  REGULATE  AND  LICENSE  INTELLIGENCE  OFFICES  IN 
SAID  CITY  AND  COUNTY. 

[Approved  May  17,  1861.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  hereby  authorized  to  direct  the  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county  to 
issue  licenses  to  so  many  and  to  such  persons  as  they  shall  deem  properly 
qualified  to  keep  intelligence  offices  in  the  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  2.  Each  license  shall  designate  the  house  in  which  the  person  or  per- 
sons licensed  shall  keep  his  or  their  office,  and  said  license  shall  be  paid  for 
quarterly,,  in  advance,  and  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  during  the  current 
quarter  and  no  longer,  unless  revoked  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

SEC.  3.  Every  person  so  licensed,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  s&id  city  and  county  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  per  quarter,  one-half  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  county,  and  the  other 
half  for  State  purposes. 

SEC.  4.  Each  and  every  keeper  of  an  intelligence  office,  licensed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  keep  his  books  in  the  English  language,  and,  on 
the  receipt  of  any  money  from  any  person  applying  for  a  situation,  or  other 
intelligence,  for  which  fees  are  demanded,  shall  furnish  to  the  said  applicant  a 
statement  in  writing  of  the  amount  received,  on  what  account  received,  and 
what  the  said  intelligence  office  keeper  agrees  to  do  for  and  on  account  of 
said  payment,  with  the  date  thereof,  and  to  be  signed  by  the  said  intelligence 
office-keeper  with  his  signature. 

SEC.  5.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  keeping  an  intel- 
ligence office  within  the  limits  of  said  city  and  county,  without  being  duly 
licensed,  or  after  the  same  shall  have  been  revoked  by  order  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  or  at  any  other  house  or  place  than  is 
designated  in  such  license,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  five 
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hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  twenty 
days  nor  more  than  three  months. 

SEC.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  obtain  information  of  employment  from  an 
intelligence  office  keeper,  and  who  shall  communicate  the  same  to  another  per- 
son, or  send  another  person  in  his  or  her  stead,  with  intent  fraudulently  to  • 
obtain  the  return  cf  the  mor^ey  paid  for  such  information,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

SEC.  7.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  after  the  first  day 
of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one.

The  People  of  the  fyate  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  On  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June,  in  each  year,  the  Asses- 
sor of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  deliver  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  a  list  containing  the  names  of 
all  persons,  firms,  corporations^  and  associations,  who  have  given  in  a  sworn 
statement,  or  whose  personal  property  has  been  finally  assessed,  as  provided 
for  in  section  three  of  an  Act  to  provide  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  this  State,  approved  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-seven,  and  the  Acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  and 
the  amount  of  the  tax  on  personal  property  assessed  to  each  of  said  persons, 
firms,  corporations  and  associations.  Said  list  shall  be  certified  by  the  Asses- 
sor; provided,  however,  that  the  Assessor  may,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  last 
Saturday  in  October,  in  each  year,  specially  assess  any  property  which  shall 
not  be  on  the  regular  list,  as  provided  in  section  eleven  of  said  Act,  approved

of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  receive  said  list,  he  shall  give  notice  of  the 
fact,  specifying  therein  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Equalization, 
for  the  correction  of  errors  in  the  assessment  of  personal  property,  as  pro- 
•vided  in  section  two  of  this  Act,  by  publi cation  in  one  or  more  daily  newspa- 
pers published  in  said  city,  and  he  shall  keep  said  list  open  in  his  office  for 
public  inspection. 

SEC.  2.  The  Board  of  Equalization  of  said  city  and  county,  as  constituted 
by  section  eight  of  an  Act  to  provide  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  govern- 
ment of  this  State,  approved  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  in  each  year,  for  the  correction 
of  errors  in  the  assessment  of  personal  property,  and  shall  continue  in  ses- 
sion, from  time  to  time,  until  such  errors  brought  to  their  notice  shall  be  cor- 
rected; provided,  however,  that  they  shall  not  sit  after  the  third  Monday  in 
June.  Said  Board  shall  have  power  to  determine  such  complaints  only  as 
shall  be  made  to  them  upon  sworn  statements  in  writing  in  regard  to  the 
assessed  value  of  any  property,  and  may  change  and  correct  any  such  valua- 
tion, either  by  adding  thereto,  or  deducting  therefrom,  if  the  sum  fixed  in  the 
assessment  roll  is  proven  to  be  too  small  or  too  great.  During  the  session  of 
the  Board,  the  Assessor  may  be  present,  and  shall  have  liberty  to  make  any 
statement  touching  questions  before  the  Board.  During  the  session,  or  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Board,  the  Clerk  shall  enter 
upon  said  assessment  roll  all  the  changes  and  corrections  made  by  the  Board, 
and  thereupon  deliver  the  assessment  roll,  so  corrected,  to  the  Auditor  of  said 
city  and  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  add  up  the  columns  of  valuation, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  J,uly  he  shall  deliver  to  the  Tax  Collector 
a  true  copy  of  the  corrected  roll,  to  be  styled  a  Duplicate  Assessment  List  of 
Personal  Property,  with  the  total  of  taxes  to  each  person,  firm,  corporation 
and  association,  carried  out  in  separate  money  columns,  which  said  duplicate 
assessment  list  shall  be  duly  certified  by  said  Auditor.  [Amended,  February 
27,  1864;  1863-4,  104.] 

SEC.  3.  The  personal  property  assessment  list  referred  to  in  section  one  of 
this  Act,  and  the  copy  thereof  named  in  section  two  of  this  Act,  shall  be  made 
in  the  form  and  bound  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law. 

SEC.  4.  Upon  receiving  the  tax  list  of  personal  property  from  the  Auditor, 
the  Tax  Collector  shall  immediately  give  notice,  by  publication  in  three  daily 
newspapers  published  in  the  county,  that  the  taxes  on  personal  property  are 
due  and  payable,  and  such  notice  shall  be  continued  until  the  first  Monday  of 
August  next  succeeding;  he  shall  also  cause  a  notice  to  the  like  effect  to  be 
addressed  to  each  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  named  in  said  list, 
and  shall  deposit  the  same  in  the  post  office  in  said  city,  for  deli  very,  the  names 
of  the  persons,  firms,  corporations,  or  associations,  alone  to  be  considered  a 
full  address  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 
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SEC.  5.  All  taxes  on  personal  property  remaining  due  and  unpaid  on  the 
first  Monday  of  August,  in  each  year,  shall  then  become  delinquent,  and  the 
Tax  Collector  shall,  at  the  close  of  his  official  business  for  that  day,  enter  upon 
the  personal  property  tax  list  a  statement  that  he  has  made  a  levy  upon  all  the 
property  assessed  in  said  list  upon  which  the  taxes  have  not  been  paid,  and 
thereafter  he  shall  charge  two  and  one-half  peif  cent,  on  the  amount  of  such 
delinquent  taxes,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  September  then  next  following  he 
shall  charge  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  additional  on  all  such  delinquent  taxes 
on  personal  property  then  remaining  due  and  unpaid.  The  taxes  on  special 
assessments  of  personal  property,  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  Act,  shall 
become  delinquent,  and  be  subject  to  the  additional  charges  above  named,  and 
the  property  assessed  be  levied  upon  in  the  form  and  manner  hereinbefore 
described,  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  after  notice  to  the  persons,  firms, 
corporations,  or  associations,  assessed,  that  such  tax  is  due  and  payable.  The 
additional  charges  on  delinquent  taxes  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be  paid 
into  the  County  Treasury,  for  the  use  of  the  city  and  county;  provided,  that  the 
delinquent  taxes  on  personal  property  shall  not  be  chargeable  in  addition  to 
the  percentage  above  imposed,  with  the  five  per  cent,  now  imposed  by  law  in 
section  thirteen  of  said  Act  of  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven. 

SEC.  6.  At  any  time  after  the  first  Monday  in  August  ot  each  year,  the  Tax 
Collector  is  authorized 'and  required,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  to  seize  and  take 
possession  of  any  personal  property  on  which  the  assessed  taxes  have  not  been 
paid,  or  any  personal  property  belonging  to  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
association,  delinquent  for  taxes  on  personal  property,  and  to  sell,  at  public 
auction,  sufficient  thereof  to  satisfy  the  taxes  due,  and  the  costs  of  seizure  and 
sale,  upon  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  by  publication  once 
in  any  newspaper  published  in  the  county;  said  time  and  place  of  sale  shall  be 
such  as  the  Tax  Collector  may  select,  and  he  shall  be  authorized  to  employ  an 
auctioneer  to  conduct  said  sales,  all  expenses  being  chargeable  to  the  party  or 
parties  delinquent. 

SEC.  7~.  In  seizing  and  selling  property  in  accordance  with  section  six  of 
this  Act,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  be  governed  by  his  judgment  as  to  the  quan- 
tity necessary  to  satisfy  the  taxes  due,  and  costs,  and  should  the  quantity 
taken  by  him  prove  more  than  necessary  for  the'  purpose  named,  the  portion 
remaining  unsold  may  be  left  at  the  place  of  sale,  at  the  risk  of  and  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  person  or  persons  delinquent,  and  all  proceeds  of  sales  over 
and  above  the  amount  due  for  taxes  and  costs,  shall  be  returned  by  the  Tax 
Collector  to  the  person  or  persons  on  whose  account  the  sale  was  made;  and 
in  case  said  person  or  persons  cannot  be  found,  or  shall  decline  to  receive  said 
balance,  then  the  Tax  Collector  shall  deposit  the  amount  with  the  County 
Treasurer,  subject  to  the  order  of  said  person  or  persons,  and  if  the  same  be 
not  demanded  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  deposit,  then  the  Treasurer 
shall  pay  the  same  into  the  County  Treasury.  And  when  no  sufficient  -visible 
property  can  be  found  to  pay  said  taxes  and  costs,  or  when  the  Tax  Collector 
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is  in  doubt  whether  said  visible  property  is  owned  by  the  party  taxed,  or 
whether  he  has  a  legal  right  to  seize  the  same,  or  when  the  property  of  an 
incorporated  company  shall  be  assessed,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  per- 
sonal property,  seizable  under  section  six  of  the  said  Act  of  May  ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -two,  or  such  incorporated  CDinpanies  do  not  pay 
said  taxes  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  August  of  each  year,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Tax  Collector  to  commence  an  action  against  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  personal  property,  or  against  the  person  or  persons  taxed,  or  such 
incorporated  company  or  companies,  in  the  name  of  the  People  of  the  State  of 
California,  in  any  Court  in  said  city  and  county  of  competent  jurisdiction,  for 
the  amount  of  taxes  against  said  personal  property,  or  said  persons,  or  said 
companies.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  District  Attorney  of  said 
city  and  county  to  prosecute  said  action  whenever  required  by  the  Tax  Col- 
lector aforesaid;  and  if  judgment  shall  be  obtained  against  the  defendants  in 
said  action,  ten  per  cent,  over  and  above  the  amount  due  shall  be  taxed  and 
added  to  the  costs  against  the  defendants,  for  attorney's  fees,  and  all  other 
costs  of  prosecution;  said  ten  per  cent,  to  be  paid  into  the  Urgent  Necessity 
Fund  of  said  city  and  county.  [Amended,  April  4,  1864;  1863-4,  445.] 

SEC.  8.  For  seizing  or  selling  personal  property,  as  provided  in  this  Act, 
the  Tax  Collector  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  retain  in  each  case,  the  sum  of 
three  dollars,  and  the  same  mileage  that  a  Sheriff  would  be  entitled  to  receive 
for  travelling  to  the  place  to  make  a  levy,  the  same  to  be  added  to  the  costs, 
and  to  be  recovered  from  the  delinquent  party. 

SEC.  9.  The  bill  of  sale  of  the  Tax  Collector  shall  vest  full  title  to  the  prop- 
erty sold  in  the  purchaser. 

SEC.  10.  Sections  six,  seven,  eight  and  nine,  of  this  Act,  shall  apply  and 
take  effect  in  relation  to  the  collection  of  all  taxes  on  personal  property  due  to 
said  city  and  county,  and  unpaid  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  11.  So  much  of  sections  three,  seven,  nine,  twelve,  thirteen  and  forty- 
four,  of  the  Act  to  provide  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  government  of  this 
State,  approved  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  so 
much  of  sections  two,  five,  and  nine,  of  the  Act  amendatory  thereof  and  sup- 
plementary thereto,  approved  April  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine,  and  also  so  much  of  section  one  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  amend  an 
Act  for  the  support  of  the  government  of  this  State,  approved  April  twenty- 
ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  of  an  Act  amendatory  of  and 
supplementary  to  said  Act,  approved  April  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-nine,  approved  March  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  as 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  are  declared  to  be  inoperative  so  far 
as  they  apply  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  so  much  are 
hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  12.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

TO   FACILITATE   THE    COLLECTION    OF   DELINQUENT   TAXES  IN  THE  CITY  AND 
COUNTY   OF    SAN   FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  March  31,  1866.] 

The  People  of  tlie  State  of  California,  represented  In  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  On  the  Saturday  next  preceding  the  second  Monday  in  Septem- 
ber of  each  year,  the  Tax  Collector  of  said  city  and  county  shall  have  completed 
a  list  of  the  names,  alphabetically  arranged,  of  all  persons,  firms,  corporations, 
and  associations,  who  have  not  paid  the  taxes  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  on  the 
personal  property  assessed  to  {hem,  giving  the  name  of  each  such  person,  firm, 
corporation,  or  association  so  delinquent  for  and  owing  such  taxes,  and  giving 
opposite  each  name  the  gross  amount  due  for  such  taxes  and  costs,  inclusive 
of  twenty-five  cents  in  each  such  case,  which  shall  be  charged  and  collected  for 
the'  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  publication  of  said  list.  The  said 
publication  of  said  list  shall  be  made  by  not  less  than  one  insertion,  one  time 
per  week,  for  three  successive  weeks,  in  such  daily  newspaper,  or  a  supplement 
thereto,  published  in  said  city  and  county,  and  in  such  form  as  the  Mayor, 
Auditor,  and  Tax  Collector,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  order,  such  order  to  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of.  Supervisors;  the  first  insertion 
herein  provided  for,  to  be  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  in  said  September. 
The  said  Tax  Collector  shall  pay  into  the  Special  Fee  Fund  of  said  city  and 
county  each  and  every  such  sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  herein  provided  to  be 
charged  and  collected,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  empowered  to 
authorize  payment,  out  of  said  fund,  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  such  publi- 
cation. 

SEC.  2.  On  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  January,  in  each  year,  the  Tax 
Collector  shall  charge,  on  all  taxes  on  personal  property,  then  and  for  the  then 
current  fiscal  year,  remaining  unpaid,  five  per  cent,  thereof,  which  shall  be  in 
addition  to  all  other  costs  and  charges,  now  by  law  imposed  in  such  cases.  The 
Tax  Collector  shall  pay  into  the  Special  Fee  Fund  of  said  city  and  county  all 
sums  of  money  so  collected  by  him  as  such  five  per  cent. 

SEC.  3.  The  Sheriff  and  each  Constable  in  said  city  and  county  is  hereby 
prohibited  from  releasing  from  levy  and  attachment  any  personal  property  on 
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which  any  taxes  are  due  and  payable  to  the  State,  and  said  city  and  county, 
or  on  which  any  such  taxes,  by  course  of  law,  have  become  a  lien;  also,  from 
paying  o^er  to  any  creditor  or  other  person  the  proceeds  of  sale,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  of  any  such  personal  property,  on  which  any  such  taxes  are  so  due,  or 
have  become  a  lien. 

SEC.  4.  The  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county  is  hereby  required  to  retain 
from  any  amount  of  money,  due  and  payable  from  said  city  and  county,  to  any 
person,  or  persons  owing  and  liable  for  any  personal  property  or  poll  tax  to  the 
State  and  said  city  and  county,  or  either,  and  to  pay  over  to  the  Tax  Collector 
such  sum  or  amount  as  is  due  for  such  tax  and  costs;  provided,  the  said 
Treasurer  shall  have  been  first  served  by  the  Tax  Collector  with  a  notice  that 
such  a  tax  is  due,  the  amount  thereof,  and  costs,  being  mentioned  in  such 
notice.  An  assignment  of  any  demand  on  the  treasury  shall,  in  no  wise,  defeat 
the  object  of  this  section. 

SEC.  5.  No  order  or  decree  for  the  distribution  of  any  property  of  any  de- 
cedent shall  be  made  by  the  Probate  Judge  until  the  administrator  or  admin- 
istrators, executor  or  execute rs,  executrix  or  executrices  (as  the  case  may  be), 
shall  have  filed  in  the  Probate  Court  his  or  her  or  their  good  and  sufficient 
affidavit  that  all  personal  property  taxes  due  the  State  and  said  city  and  county, 
that  have  attached  to  or  accrued  against  the  estate  of  such  decedents,  have 
been  fully  paid. 

SEC.  6.  The  District  Attorney  shall  pay  into  the  Special  Fee  Fund  of  said 
city  and  county  all  sums  of  money  collected  by  him  by  law,  as  District  Attor- 
ney's fees,  in  suits  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  personal  property  taxes, 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  empowered  to  authorize,  by  resolu- 
tion, to  be  paid  out  of  the  said  fund,  such  amount  or  amounts  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  payment  for  such  professional  aid  to  [the] 
District  Attorney  as  he  may  need  and  employ  in  such  suits  for  the  collection 
of  delinquent  personal  property  taxes;  provided,  such  amount  or  amounts  so 
authorized  shall  not  exceed  the  sums  of  money  so  .collected  as  District  Attor- 
ney's fees,  and  paid  into  said  fund  by  the  said  District  Attorney. 

SEC.  7.  Whenever  any  person,  party,  firm,  corporation,  or  association, 
shall  have  been  served  by  the  Tax  Collector,  or  by  a  Deputy  Poll-tax  Collector, 
with  a  notice,  written  or  printed,  or  both,  that  a  certain  person  in  his  or  their 
employ,  and  in  such  notice  mentioned,  has  refused  or  neglected  to  pay  a  poll 
tax  or  poll  taxes,  then  due  and  payable,  the  amount  so  due  and  payable  being 
mentioned  in  such  notice,  then  and  immediately  such  person,  party,  firm,  or 
corporation,  and  his  or  their  personal  property,  shall  become  liable  and  re- 
sponsible for  the  amount  so  due,  the  same  and  equally  as  if  the  said  person, 
party,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  had  originally,  and  in  the  first  in- 
stance, owed  and  been  responsible  for  such  poll  tax  or  poll  taxes;  provided, 
that  such  liability  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  due  and  owing  from  such  per- 
son, party,  firm,  or  corporation,  to  such  certain  person  mentioned  in  said 
notice;  and,  provided,  also,  that  such  person,  party,  firm,  corporation,  or  asso- 
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ciation,  shnll  not  be  compelled  to  pay  such  poll  tax  or  poll  taxes,  until  the 
expiration  of  five  days  after  the  date  of  service  of  such  notice,  inclusive  of 
the  day  of  service;  and,  provided,  further,  the  names  of  a  portion  or  all  such 
certain  persons,  so  owing  poll  taxes,  and  in  one  and  the  same  employ,  may  be 
mentioned  in  one  and  the  same  notice. 

SEC.  8.  The  interest  of  any  person,  a  non-resident  of  this  State,  in  any 
vessel  registered  in  this  State,  whether  such  vessel  be  engaged  in  inland, 
foreign  or  coastwise  voyages  and  trade,  or  be  unemployed,  shall  be  liable  to 
seizure  and  sale  for  non-payment  of  taxes  on  such  interest,  the  same  as  if 
such  interest  was  the  property  of  a  resident  of  this  State. 

SEC.  9.  "Whenever,  through  error  or  design,  any  person  shall  have  paid  to 
the  Tax  Collector  a  less  sum  of  money  than  was  justly  due  on  any  certain 
piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate,  in  said  city  and  county,  as  shown  by  the  assess- 
ment roll,  and  shall  have  received  therefor  the  Tax  Collector's  receipt,  the 
sum  so  paid  being  mentioned  in  such  receipt,  and  such  receipt  purporting  to 
be  in  full  satisfaction  of  all  the  taxes  due  on  such  certain  piece  or  parcel  of 
real  estate,  while  the  assessment  roll  shows  a  greater  amount  than  that  men- 
tioned in  such  receipt  to  have  been  due,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Tax  Col- 
lector may  enter  upon  the  said  assessment  roll,  opposite  the  description  of 
such  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate,  and  to  the  credit  of  the  person  and 
property  assessed,  the  amount  or  sum  so  paid  and  mentioned  in  such  receipt, 
in  which  case  he  shall  deposit  in  the  post  office  in  said  city  and  county  a  no- 
tice of  such  short  payment  and  credit;  also  of  the  amount  of  balance  due; 
such  notice  to  be  addressed  to  the  person  or  persons  assessed,  or  to  the  per- 
son who  so  paid  such  less  sum,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  assessment  roll  the  date 
of  such  notice  being  so  deposited  in  such  post  office.  The  balance  remaining, 
due  shall,  if  unpaid  at  the  time  the  taxes  become  due  on  said  certain  piece  or 
parcel  of  real  estate,  for  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year,  be  added  to  such  taxes 
for  [the]  next  succeeding  fiscal  year,  and  become  in  every  respect,  for  all  the 
purposes  of  collection,  a  portion,  part  and  parcel  thereof,  but,  when  collected, 
shall  be  entered  and  credited  in  a  proper  manner  in  the  proper  books  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  the  same  first  became  due,  and  to  the  credit  of  the  person 
and  property  assessed. 

SEC.  10.  The  tax  sale,  for  non-payment  of  taxes  on  real  estate  in  said  city 
and  county,  shall,  in  each  year,  be  holden  either  in  or  in  front  of  the  Tax  Col- 
lector's office,  in  said  city  and  county,  but,  during  the  progress  of  such  sale, 
may  be  adjourned  from  one  to  the  other  such  place,  whenever  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Tax  Collector,  circumstances  may  render  necessary  such  an  adjourn- 
ment. 

SEC.  11.  The  delinquent  tax  list,  which  the  Tax  Collector  is  by  law  required 
to  cause  to  be  published  on  or  before  the  fourth  Monday  in  November,  in  each 
year,  shall  be  published  in  such  daily  newspaper  (or  supplement  thereto), 
published  in  said  city  and  county,  and  in  such  form,  in  conformity  to  law,  as 
the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Tax  Collector,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  order;  the 
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order  thereof  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  12.  The  Tax  Collector  shall  not  be  required  to  regard  any  instructions 
given  him  as  to  what  portion  of  any  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate  de- 
scribed in  the  delinquent  list,  he  shall  sell  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  unless 
such  instruction  is  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  that  the  person  giving  and 
signing  such  instruction  is  the  owner  or  owner  [s]  in  possession  of  such 
piece  or  parcel  of  land  as  assessed,  or  of  the  portion  thereof  embraced  in  such 
instructions,  and  unless  such  instructions  and  affidavit  are  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  said  Tax  Collector  prior  to  the  day  first  set  and  advertised  for  the  com- 
mencement of  the  tax  sale  for  the  then  current  fiscal  year. 

SEC.  13.  The  Tax  Collector  may  require  from  each  bidder  at  the  tax  sale 
such  deposit  as  he  may  deem  a  sufficient  earnest  and  guaranty  of  the  good 
faith  of  the  bidder,  which  deposit  he  may,  at  his  option,  return  to  such  bidder, 
or  pay  into  the  Special  Fee  Fund  of  said  city  and  county,  in  the  event  of  such 
bidder  becoming  the  purchaser,  and  failing  to  pay  the  balance  due  in  confor- 
mity to  the  provisions  of  law,  or  failing  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  such  pur 
chase,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law. 

SEC.  14.  In  the  event  of  the  sale  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  of  any  piece  or 
parcel  of  real  estate,  through  error,  accident  or  misapprehension,  on  which  the 
taxes  for  the  then  fiscal  year  had  been  paid,  or  which  by  law  was  exempt  from 
taxation,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  place  on  special  deposit  with  the  Treasurer, 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  purchaser,  the  amount  paid  therefor  by  such  pur- 
chaser, and  shall  file  with  the  Auditor  an  affidavit  signed  by  himself,  setting 
forth  the  facts  and  the  reasons  for  su,ch  special  deposit,  and  shall  serve  upon 
«the  purchaser  aforesaid  a  notice  of  such  deposit,  if  conveniently  found,  other- 
wise he  shall  deposit  such  notice  in  the  post  office  in  said  city  and  county. 
He  shall  also  cause  to  be  noted  properly  in  the  books  of  description  in  his  office, 
and  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder,  a  condensed  statement  of  the  facts  in 
relation  to  such  proceedings  and  deposit,  which  shall  be  legal  notice  thereof. 

SEC.  15.  This  Act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  passage;  but  shall  in 
no  wise  apply  to  or  affect  that  class  of  personal  property  taxes  known  as  mort- 
gage taxes,  and  shall  apply  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  only.

A.  3V     ACT 

CONCERNING      STREET      RAILROADS. 

[Approved  March  29,  1870.] 

1869-70,  481. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Trustees,  City  Council  or  Supervisors  of  all  incorporated 
cities  or  towns,  or  the  Supervisors  of  any  city  and  county,  within  the  limits  of 
such  cities  or  towns,  and  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  various  counties, 
outside  of  such  cities  or  towns,  shall  have  the  right  to  grant  to  any  person  or 
corporation  the  right  to  lay  down  and  maintain,  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
twenty-five'yoars,  an  iron  railroad  track  or  tracks,  upon  any  streets  or  avenues 
or  public  highways  in  said  cities  or  towns,  or  in  said  counties,  outside  of  such 
cities  or  towns,  and  to  run  cars  thereon  to  be  propelled  by  horses  (or  other- 
wise, as  hereinafter  provided),  and  to  carry  passengers  or  freight  thereon; 
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provided,  that  whenever  any  other  railroad  or  company  shall  be  granted  the 
use  of  the  same  street,  or  any  part  thereof,  they  shall  pay  for  the  use  of  the 
rails  already  laid,  an  equal  share  of  the  cost  of  constructing  and  maintaining 
the  railroad  on  the  street  or  part  of  th#  street  thus  occupied  jointly,  and  there- 
upon shall  be  entitled  to  the  joint  use  of  such  part  of  said  railroad;  but  no 
such  joint  grant  shall  be  made  for  more  than  two  blocks  in  all.  [Amended, 
April  4,  1870;  1869-70,  786.] 

SEC.  2.  The  owners  of  said  railroad  shall  plank,  pave  or  macadamize,  as 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county,  or  the  municipal  authorities  of  the 
cities  or  towns,  or  authorities  of  any  city  or  county,  shall  direct,  that  portion 
of  the  streets  along  which  their  railroad  track  shall  be  laid,  the  whole  length 
thereof  between  the  rails  and  tracks,  and  for  a  width  extending  two  feet  on 
each  side  of  the  track,  and  keep  the  same  constantly  in  repair,  including 
crossings. 

SEC.  3  The  tracks  of  said  railroad  company  shall  not  be  more  than  five 
feet  wide  within  the  rails,  with  a  space  between  the  tracks  sufficient  for  the  free 
passage  of  the  cars,  and  shall  be  laid,  as  nearly  as  possible,  in  the  middle  of 
the  streets,  and  flush  with  the  level  of  the  streets,  so  as  to  offer  as  little  ob- 
struction as  possible  to  the  crossing  of  vehicles;  and  when  any  such  road  shall 
intersect  any  other  road,  the  rails  of  each  shall  be  so  cut  or  altered  as  to 
permit  the  cars  to  pass  without  obstruction;  and  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  any  other  railroad  company  hereafter  from  crossing 
any  road  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  at  any  point  on  the 
line  of  the  same. 

SEC.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  laying  down  or  repairing  such  railroad,  not  more 
than  the  length  of  one  block  shall  be  obstructed  at  any  one  time,  nor  for  a 
longer  period  than  ten  working  days. 

SEC.  5.  The  rates  of  fare  upon  any  such  railroad  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
authority  grantwig  the  privileges  herein  provided  for,  but  shall  not  exceed  ten 
cents  for  any  distance  under  three  miles.  Said  City  Council,  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, or  Supervisor  or  Supervisors  of  counties,  or  of  cities  and  counties,  shall 
have  power  to  enforce  compliance  wtth  the  rates  of  fare  which  they  may  estab- 
lish, by  such  penalties  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

SEC.  6.  The  cars  upon  any  such  railroad  shall  be  of  the  most  approved  con- 
struction for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  passengers,  and  shall  be  provided 
with  sufficient  brakes  and  other  means  of  stopping  the  same  when  required. 
They  shall,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city  or  town,  be  moved  by  horses 
or  mules,  and  not  otherwise,  and  at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  eight  miles 
per  hour;  and  in  case  of  a  violation  of  this  provision,  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  such  railroad  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  offence ;  but  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 
the  use  of  steam  or  any  other  motive  power  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  any 
city  or  town,  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  may  permit  to  bie 
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used.  The  rails  shall  be  of  the  most  approved  pattern  now  in  use  for  street 
railroads,  and  the  cars  shall  be  run  at  convenient  hours  of  the  day  and  night. 

SEC.  7.  Any  person  wilfully  obstructing  any  railroad  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed 
thirty  days. 

SEC.  8.  When  any  such  privilege  as  herein  specified  is  granted  to  any  per- 
son or  corporation,  the  order  or  ordinance  granting  the  same  shall  describe 
particularly  the  termini  and  route ;  and  unless  the  work  on  such  railroad 
be  commenced  within  one  year  after  the  privilege  or  franchise  is  granted,  and 
unless  the  entire  line  be  completed  within  three  years  after  the  said  privilege  or 
franchise  is  granted,  all  rights  of  the  grantee  under  the  order  or  ordinance  shall 
be  forfeited  and  shall  thenceforth  cease  and  determine ;  provided,  the  grantees 
at  any  time  may,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  authorities  granting  such 
franchise,  abandon  any  portion  or  part  of  such  privilege  or  franchise ;  but  such 
consent  must,  in  each  and  every  case,  be  in  writing,  and  particularly  describe 
the  part  or  portion  of  the  route  or  line  intended  to  be  abandoned.  . 

SEC.  9.  Nothing  in  this  Act,  nor  any  privilege  granted  under  its  provisions, 
shall  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  any  city,  town  or  county  from  grading, 
sewering,  paving,  planking,  macadamizing,  altering  or  repairing  any  of  the 
streets  or  roads  over  which  such  privileges  may  be  granted  under  the  laws  now 
in  force,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  enacted;  but  all  such  work  shall  be  done  so 
as  to  afford  as  little  obstruction  as  possible  to  the  free  passage  of  the  cars,  and 
the  owners  of  any  such  road  shall  have  the  right  to  shift  the  rails  thereof  so 
as  to  avoid  obstruction  as  much  as  possible. 

SEC.  10.  The  owners  of  every  such  railroad  shall  pay  to  the  authorities  of 
the  city,  or  town  or  county,  as  a  license  upon  each  car,  such  sum  as  said  au- 
thorities may  fix,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  per  annum  in  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  per  annum  in  other  cities  or 
towns ;  provided,  where  any  such  railroad  shall  connect  or  run  through  two  or 
more  cities  or  towns,  a  proportionate  or  equal  share  of  such  sum  of  money  to 
be  paid  for  license  shall  be  paid  to  each  of  the  said  cities  or  towns,  and  not  the 
whole  amount  of  such  license  to  any  one  city  or  town;  and  no  such  license 
money  shall  be  due  the  county  authorities  where  the  same  is  paid  to  any  city 
or  town  authority.  The  said  city  and  town  authorities  are  hereby  authorized, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  make  such  further  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  full  and  complete  enjoyment  of  any  franchise 
granted  by  them  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
conditions  herein  specified. 

SEC.  11.  The  right  to  lay  down  a  track  for  grading  purposes  and  maintain 
the  same  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  years  may  be  granted  by  the  cor- 
porate authorities  of  any  city  or  town,  or  Supervisors  of  any  city  or  county, 
but  no  such  track  shall  remain  more  than  three  years  upon  any  one  street;  and  it 
shall  be  laid  level  with  the  street  and  shall  be  operated  under  such  restrictions 
as  not  to  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  street  by  the  public.  The  corporate 
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authorities  of  any  city  or  town  may  grant  the  right  to  use  steam  or  any  other 
motive  power  in  propelling  the  cars  used  on  such  grading  track,  and  for  this 
purpose  shall  not  be  restricted  by  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  relative  to 
the  use  of  steam  or  other  motive  powers  on  street  railroads;  and  nothing  in 
this  section  shall  in  any  manner  extend  to  or  authorize  the  granting  of  the 
right  or  privilege  to  use  steam  or  other  motive  power  for  propelling  cars  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  any  city  or  town,  except  for  grading  purposes ;  and  every 
right,  franchise  or  privilege  heretofore  granted  by  Trustees,  City  Councils  or 
Supervisors  of  any  county  or  city  and  county,  giving  tD  any  person  or  persons, 
companies  or  corporations,  the  right  to  lay  down  and  maintain  railroad  tracks 
upon  any  street  or  public  highway  in  any  town,  city  or  city  and  county,  and  to 
run  cars  thereon  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein  enumerated,  is  hereby  in  all 
respects  confirmed,  ratified  and  made  valid  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  no 
longer. 

SEC.  12.     All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts,  so  far  as  they  conflict  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed. 
SEC.  13.  .  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
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[Approved  April  4,  1870.] 

1869-70,  815. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  corporate  authorities  of  every  city  and  town  in  this  State,  and  for  the 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  grant  to  any  gas 
company  the  privilege  of  laying  down  pipes  in  the  streets  or  alleys  of  such 
towns  and  cities,  including  San  Francisco,  as  aforesaid,  and  supplying  gas  for 
the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  buildings  thereon;  such  privilege  to  continue 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  twenty -five  years. 

SEC.  2.  Every  such  license  or  privilege  shall  be  upon  condition  that  the 
authorities  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  allow  similar  privileges  to  other 
companies;  and  upon  the  further  condition  that  the  laying  down  of  such 
pipes  shall  be  subject  to  the  reasonable  direction  of  ihe  said  authorities,  and 
shall  do  as  little  injury  as  possible  to  the  paving,  planking  or  macadamizing 
of  the  streets  and  alleys  aforesaid;  and  that  whenever  the  paving,  planking  or 
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macadamizing  of  such  streets  or  alleys  is  displaced  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
down  pipes  or  removing  the  same,  or  making  connections  therewith  or  repairs 
thereto,  such  paving,  planking  or  macadamizing  shall  be  replaced  in  as  good 
order  as  practicable  by  such  company. 

SEC.  3.  The  authorities  of  every  such  town  or  city,  including  San  Fran- 
cisco, as  aforesaid,  may  contract  with  any  gas  company  for  lighting  the  streets 
thereof ;  but  no  such  contract  shall  be  made  at  a  fixed  rate  for  a  longer  term 
than  five  years,  nor  at  a  variable  or  other  rate  for  a  longer  term  than  ten  years; 
nor  shall  any  such  contract  be  made  at  a  higher  rate  than  that  now  paid  in 
the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

SEC.  4.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  the  authorities  of  such 
towns  and  cities  shall  affix  to  every  license  or  contract  such  conditions  as  will 
be  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  and  may  secure  their  enforcement  by  any 
orders  or  ordinances  which  they  may  deem  necessary.  They  may,  also,  con- 
trol the  location  and  construction  of  works  so  that  they  may  be  erected  in 
suitable  localities  to  give  the  least  discomfort  or  annoyance  to  the  public, 

SEC.  5.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


APPENDIX. 


BOARD     OF      SUPEBVISOES. 


On  December  6,  1869,  the  present  Board  organized,  the  retiring  members, 
after  making  appropriate  remarks,  introduced  their  successors.  The  retiring 
Mayor,  the  Hon.  Frank  McCoppin,  addressed  the  Board  as  follows: 

GENTLEMEN— I  come  to  lay  down  the  office  of  Mayor  with  somewhat  of  the  feelings  that 
attends  the  completion  of  a  task  altogether  arduous  and  not  altogether  agreeable.  While  the 
office  is  one  of  the  most  honorable,  its  duties  are  full  of  care  and  trouble,  and  however  faith- 
fully the  incumbent  may  perform  these  duties,  his  reputation  is  still  at  the  mercy  of  the 
malicious,  the  unscrupulous  and  false,  When  these  direct  public  opinion,  his  best  acts  and 
purest  motives  may  be  so  misrepresented  as  to  render  a  consciousness  of  rectitude  the  sole 
refuge  from  the  shafts  of  malice. 

When  I  first  entered  this  hall,  I  brought  with  me  nothing  but  my  energy  and  integrity  of 
purpose,  and,  believing  that  the  mere  acquisition  of  money  is  not  the  highest  aim  of  life,  I 
shall  in  a  few  moments  quit  this  Chamber  at  I  entered  it — a  poor  man.  This  declaration 
may  gratify  the  envious  and  disappoint  the  corrupt,  who  see  in  a  public  office  only  the 
opportunity  of  pecuniary  profit; 

"  For  in  the  fatness  of  these  pursy  times, 
Virtue  itself  of  vice  must  pardon  beg." 

But  that  it  will  be  acceptable  to  honest  men,  I  am  persuaded;  for  my  faith  in  the  people 
governing  is  illimitable  and  not,  as  was  lately  said  by  a  man  of  genius,  infinitesimal.  And 
in  thus  laying  down  this  office  which  was  confided  to  me  by  a  generous  constituency,  and 
before  stepping  back  into  the  ranks  of  private  citizenship,  I  can  say  that  I  feel  prouder  of 
my  official  character  than  I  would  in  having  won  any  possible  profit  or  applause.  The 
people  of  San  Francisco  have  honored  me  greatly,  and  in  return  I  have  served  them  with  a 
singleness  of  purpose  which  I  believe  will  be  fully  acknowledged  when  the  prejudice  and 
passion  of  the  hour  shall  have  passed  away.  My  pleasantest  recollections  of  this  hall  and 
of  official  life  date  back  to  the  old  days  when  I  was  a  Supervisor.  I  have  served  in  that 
capacity  with  many  of  our  worthiest  citizens,  with  Otis,  Sweeny,  Redington,  King,  Hinckley, 
Merrill,  Torrey,  and  poor  Bell,  whom  we  shall  meet  no  more  on  earth,  and  many  others;  and 
though  differing  with  most  of  them  politically,  they  and  I  have  all  been  friends,  and  agreed 
generally  upon  measures  that  were  intended  for  the  public  good.  But  as  Mayor,  my  relations 
have  been  different.  The  outgoing  Board  and  myself  have  not,  I  regret  to  say,  been  in 
harmony;  but  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  can  frankly  declare  that  all  the  asperities  of  the 
past  are  buried  here. 

Two  years  ago,  in  my  first  address  to  the  Board  as  Mayor,  I  took  occasion  to  point  out  what 
I  conceived  to  be  a  defect  in  the  construction  of  this  branch  of  the  city  government.  Had 
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•what  I  suggested  been  carried  out,  there  would  have  been  no  just  grounds  for  many  com 
plaints  which  have  arisen.  But  those  who,  to-day,  claim  to  be  reformers,  were  the  very 
persons  who  defeated  the  reformatory  measures  then  recommended.  It  did  not  suit  their 
purposes  to  have  the  evils  complained  of  corrected;  they  preferred  a  bad  government  or 
one  they  could  call  bad,  because  they  saw  in  it  a  chance  to  bring  about  just  what  has  hap- 
pened. I  attribute  most,  if  not  all  of  our  local  political  disturbances,  to  the  manner  of 
electing  the  members  of  this  body.  Supervisors  ought,  in  my  opinion,  to  be  elected  by  the 
whole  community,  and  not  by  wards.  They  legislate  for  the  entire  city — they  are  countj 
officers — then  why  should  they  not  be  voted  for  by  all  the  electors  of  the  city?  For  example, 
I  can  see  no  good  reason  for  denying  me,  a  resident  of  the  Eleventh  Ward,  a  voice  in  th- 
election  of  all  the  Supervisors,  who  have  power  to  lay  a  tax  upon  my  house  and  lot  at  th 
Mission.  Besides,  if  this  change  were  made,  the  equilibrium  of  population  in  one-half  th' 
wards  of  the  city  would  not  be  annually  disturbed,  for  it  is  known  that  what  is  termed  th 
"  floating  vote"  is  moved  into  certain  wards  at  the  approach  of  each  election,  for  purpose 
which  are  not,  in  my  judgment,  compatible  with  the  public  interests.  It  will  doubtless  b 
said  that  the  plan  which  I  have  suggested  is  open  to  the  objection  that,  under  its  operatioi 
the  entire  Board  must  necessarily  be  composed  of  the  members  of  one  or  the  other  political 
party.  Well,  even  that  would  be  an  improvement  upon  the  present  system.  Then  eacl 
party  would  be  under  the  necessity  of  nominating  none  but  good  men  for  these  importan- 
places,  otherwise  they  would  be  defeated.  Furthermore,  the  party  in  the  ascendancy  being 
responsible  for  the  conduct  of  its  representatives,  would  compel  good  behavior  upon  their 
part,  seeing  that  the  incumbents  would  be  amenable,  if  not  to  public  opinion  in  its  broades 
sense,  at  least  to  party  opinion. 

The  city,  as  the  State,  must,  in  the  nature  of  things,  be  governed  by  one  or  the  other  of  th* 
great  political  parties  that  divide  the  country.  Neither  party  has  had  a  majority  in  this  Boart. 
during  the  past  two  years,  and  therefore  there  was  no  responsibility  resting  upon  either 
side,  and  hence  the  trouble  and  disgrace  of  the  period,  all  of  which  is,  I  contend,  directly 
chargeable  to  this  pernicious  ward  system.  And  should  the  Legislature  wish  to  do  thi* 
community  a  service — one  for  which  we  ought  to  be  thankful — it  will  change  the  system 
immediately. 

The  settlement  of  the  Outside  Land  Question,  besides  bringing  some  $14,000,000  of  prop- 
erty under  taxation,  has  also  brought  tranquility  to  many  a  home.  Two  years  ago,  upon 
assuming  office,  I  took  occasion  to  say  that  "the  sooner  the  title  to  our  land  is  settled,  the 
better  it  will  be  for  all.  Give  us  a  perfect  title  to  our  homes,  since  without  we  cannot 
prosper  or  be  happy.  The  enduring  prosperity  of  this,  as  of  every  community,  depends  so 
much  upon  the  character  of  the  tenure  by  which  property  is  held — make  it  secure,  indis" 
putable,  and  the  people  become  anchored  to  the  soil."  This  appeal  was  responded  to  by 
both  the  Board  and  the  Legislature  in  an  enlightened  and  liberal  spirit,  and  the  consequence 
is,  larger  revenues  to  the  city  and  State,  and  greater  security  and  happiness  to  our  citizens. 
Unfortunately,  however,  there  is  a  blot  upon  this  otherwise  fair  picture.  The  Park  reserva- 
tion is  not,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  such  a  one  as  the  community  had  a  right  to  expect,  but  the 
majority  here  put  it  beyond  my  power  to  do  more  than  protest  against  what  I  consider  was 
a  very  unwise  and  unfortunate  measure. 

Notwithstanding  the  extraordinary  expenses  incident  to  the  prevalence  last  year  of  the 
small-pox  epidemic  and  the  occurrence  of  the  earthquake,  not  a  dollar  has  been  added  to  the 
city's  indebtedness.  On  the  contrary,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  $302,500  of  out* 
standing  obligations  have  been  paid  off  and  canceled,  besides  $146,250  remaining  in  the 
fund.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  operations  of  the  other  Fund  Commission  which  is  so  de- 
servedly popular.  The  Labor  Exchange,  of  which  I  was  one  of  the  founders,  was  estab- 
lished on  the  8th  of  April,  1868,  and  has  been  the  means  of  furnishing  employment  to  a  very 
large  number  of  persons,  most  of  whom  were  recently  arrived  immigrants.  This  beneficent 
institution,  which  has  done  so  much  good,  has,  with  the  exception  of  $4,000— the  payment 
of  which  has  been  guaranteed  by  the  city— been  supported  hitherto  as  a  private  charity  by  a 
comparatively  small  number  of  public-spirited  citizens.  I  beg  to  commend  it  to  the  foster- 
ing care  of  the  Legislature.

I  need  not  tell  you  that  my  most  devoted  friends  have  not  been  generally  the  rich  and  the 
powerful,  but  rather  the  poor  and  the  lowly,  who,  perhaps,  thought  they  saw  in  me  an  ex- 
emplification of  the  liberal  character  of  the  institutions  of  our  country,  which  permitted 
one  of  their  own  class  to  attain  the  highest  position  in  the  municipal  government.  To 
occupy  a  place  in  the  memory  and  affections  of  these  generous  people  more  than  compen- 
sates me  for  any  small  services  I  may  have  been  able  to  render  them,  and  in  the  language  of 
John  Bright,  I  would  say  that  "I  hope  I  see,  as  it  were,  above  the  hill-tops  of  time  the 
glimmerings  of  the  dawn  of  a  nobler  and  a  better  day  for  the  people  I  love  so  well." 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  introduce  my  successor,  whom  you  all  know,  and  for  whom  I 
bespeak,  in  so  far  as  he  may  be  found  conserving  public  interests,  a  more  cordial  support  than 
it  has  been  my  fortune  to  receive  at  the  hands  of  the  expiring  Board. 

The  Hon.  Thomas  H.  Selby,  on  being  introduced,  addressed  the  Board  as 
follows  : 

MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  :  GENTLEMEN— In  assuming  the  office  to  which  I 
have  been  elected,  I  would  ask  your  indulgence  for  a  few  moments  while  I  refer  to  some  of 
the  subjects  of  vital  importance  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco  that  will  come  under  your 
special  supervision.  At  the  commencement  of  your  official  duties  you  find  business  through- 
out the  city  generally  dull,  real  estate  depressed  and  taxation  heavy.  This  state  of  affairs 
shoiild  prompt  us  to  encourage  and  practice  economy  in  every  department,  to  endeavor  to 
protect  tax-payers,  and  every  industrial  interest  from  excessive  taxation  or  assessments,  and 
to  remove  all  impediments,  and  demand  only  such  restrictions  as  are  necessary  for  the  pub- 
lic weal.  Such  a  determination,  clearly  manifested  by  you,  will  do  more  to  restore  confi- 
dence and  reinstate  our  former  prosperity  than  any  other  course  you  can  pursue. 

Of  all  the  duties  devolving  upon  you  there  are  none  demanding  more  serious  considera- 
tion than  those  which  pertain  to  the  supervision  of  the  streets.  Assessments  for  paving, 
planking,  grading  and  sewering  have  become  onerous  to  an  alarming  extent.  Work  of  this 
kind  has  been  pushed  in  every  direction,  in  many  cases  apparently  for  the  sole  benefit  of 
contractors.  The  public  interest  demands  that  a  check  should  be  put  upon  these  hasty  im- 
provements. Millions  of  dollars  have  been  spent,  and  still  our  streets  do  us  but  little  credit. 
Soon  the  accepted  streets  will  need  repairing.  This  will  be  a  serious  and  constant  drain 
upon  the  City  Treasury.  Unless  some  positive  change  for  the  better  be  made  in  the  manner 
and  durability  of  these  repairs,  there  is  danger  that  the  city  may  become  bankrupt  from  this 
source  alone. 

Justice  to  property-holders  would  seem  to  demand  that  after  they  have  substantially 
paved  and  sewered  a  street,  it  should  be  accepted  by  the  city  and  they  relieved  from  all 
further  charges.  If  paved  with  wood,  that  which  decays  easily  should  be  rejected.  If 
there  be  any  inexpensive  process  by  which  wood  can  be  made  durable  it  would  be  well  to 
examine  it.  The  tendency  of  much  of  the  wood  now  in  use  to  decay  and  swell  should  con- 
demn it.  Santa  Cruz  redwood,  free  from  sap,  is  probably  the  least  liable  to  decay  and  swell 
of  any  wood  on  this  coast ;  and,  if  placed  with  the  grain  upwards,  it  will  wear  a  long  time. 

Great  judgment  should  be  exercised  in  altering  and  regrading  streets,  or  injustice  and 
loss  to  many  will  be  the  result.  Instances  now  exist  where  it  amounts  almost  to  confisca- 
tion. It  should  be  plainly  understood  that  when  the  grade  of  any  street  has  been  estab- 
lished by  the  city,  no  alteration  will  be  allowed,  unless  demanded  by  absolute  necessity ; 
and  then  only  after  just  compensation  shall  have  been  paid  to  those  who  may  be  injured. 
Already  we  see  the  effect  of  this  vandal  spirit  by  a  manifest  want  of  confidence  in  the  sta- 
bility of  future  investments.  Elegant  homes  have  been  destroyed  under  the  plea  of  com- 
mercial necessity ;  and  this  in  order  that  a  few  speculators  might  be  benefited.  The  cut 
through  Rincon  Hill,  with  its  bridge  costing  over  $90,000,  is  a  public  outrage — the  result  of 
special  legislation — the  baneful  influence  of  which  is  destructive  of  legislative  integrity. 
The  infliction  upon  the  city  of  a  few  more  similar  acts  will  strike  an  irreparable  blow  at 
our  prosperity,  resulting  in  the  depreciation  of  real  estate  to  at  least  one-half  its  present 
value.  The  Legislature  of  the  State  is  not  to  blame  in  this  matter,  for  they  are  frequently 
deceived  by  some  of  our  own  citizens  from  interested  motives.  Should  the  passage  of 
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another  special  Act  like  the  one  to  which  I  have  referred  be  attempted,  it  will  be  our  duty 
to  unite  in  an  urgent  protest  against  it,  which,  owing  to  our  official  position,  should  and 
doubtless  will  be  respected.  Every  inducement  offered  to  citizens  to  purchase  and  beautify 
homes  is  a  sure  step  towards  prosperity  and  contentment.  It  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  ex- 
ercise, and  the  public  expect  from  us,  constant  vigilance  on  these  points.  . 

Representing  as  you  do  the  various  interests  of  the  city,  any  recommendation  from  you 
should  appeal  with  especial  force  to  the  Legislature.  There  can  be  no  reasonable  ground 
for  jealousy  between  the  State  and  the  city.  Advancing  in  population  and  wealth,  they 
must  ever  go  hand  in  hand,  remembering  that  the  completion  of  the  Pacific  Kailroad  brings 
with  it  competition  from  communities  heretofore  not  regarded  as  rivals,  and  that  in  all  the 
requirements  of  healthy  progress  the  interests  of  the  interior  and  of  the  seaport  are  identi- 
cal. Agriculture  and  the  inland  industries,  if  they  are  to  flourish  for  the  future,  must  do  so 
through  the  commerce  -and  manufactories  of  San  Francisco  ;  while  we,  depending  to  a  great 
extent  on  trade  and  shipping  interests  for  our  prosperity,  should  endeavor  to  promote  such 
legislation  as  will  remove  as  far  as  practicable,  taxations  and  restrictions  upon  commerce. 

Humanity,  as  well  as  the  reputation  of  the  city,  requires  the  enactment  of  stringent  laws 
for  the  protection  of  seamen.  The  cruelties  and  villanies  practiced  by  sailor  landlords  upon 
this  defenceless  class  of  our  population  have  become  notorious,  and  are  a  reproach  to  the 
community.  Vessels  are  boarded  in  the  harbor  by  bands  of  desperadoes,  and  scenes  of  vio- 
lence enacted  in  open  defiance  of  law.  Sailors  are  systematically  robbed,  drugged,  and  car- 
ried on  board  of  outward-bound  vessels,  while  nominally  under  the  protection  of  our  muni- 
cipal laws,  but,  as  a  rule,  without  interference  by  the  authorities.  Instances  are  known  of 
masters  of  vessels  being  "  shanghaid  "  and  sent  to  sea  as  common  sailors,  without  hope  of 
redress  ;  and  these  lawless  gangs  may  at  any  time,  with  equal  impunity,  kidnap  citizens  and 
ship  them  to  foreign  countries.  Such  atrocities  call  for  a  prompt  remedy.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  our  delegation  in  the  Legislature  be  requested  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  bill 
creating  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  with  full  control  over  the  licenses  of  these  landlords, 
and  exercising  absolute  power  of  suspension  and  revocation.  A  similar  Board  is  in  success- 
ful operation  in  New  York.  Here,  if  efficiently  managed,  it  would  do  much  to  remove  a  dis- 
graceful stain  from  the  commerce  of  San  Francisco. 

An  important  subject  claiming  your  attention  is  the  sewerage  of  the  city.  If  neglected, 
we  shall  pay  dearly  for  it  in  the  loss  of  the  public  health  and  the  sacrifice  of  the  lives  of 
many  of  our  friends  and  best  citizens.  The  insane  idea  that  it  was  necessary  to  cut  down 
all  the  hills  has  been  acted  upon  to  such  an  extent  that  the  sewerage  of  a  large  portion  of  the 
city  has  been  ruined.  In  point  of  health  Nature  provided  us  with  a  climate  and  site  for  a 
large  city,  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  world.  It  was  not  properly  appreciated  nor  improved. 
We  should  now  do  what  is  in  our  power  to  rectify  the  mistake.  I  would  recommend  that  the 
best  engineering  talent  be  employed  to  devise  and  perfect  a  system  of  sewerage  adequate  to 
present  and  future  wants.  Every  street  should  be  provided  with  a  substantial  sewer,  to  be 
built  by  the  day,  under  the  supervision  of  intelligent  engineers  of  undoubted  integrity.  All 
the  cesspools  should  be  trapped,  and  kept  filled  with  water  to  prevent  noxious  odors  escap- 
ing, thus  spreading  poison  and  death  in  our  midst. 

The  ordinance  on  this  subject  shoxild  be  enforced  requiring  the  owner  of  every  house  to  con- 
struct a  suitable  drain,  well  trapped,  leading  to  the  main  sewer,  and  so  located  as  to  be  easily 
inspected  by  a  properly  constituted  officer,  at  frequent  intervals. 

Provision  should  also  be  made  for  flushing  out  the  sewers  once  or  twice  a  week,  especially 
during  the  dry  season.  As  the  city  grows,  the  present  Water  Company  will  probably  be  taxed 
to  its  full  capacity  in  supplying  water  for  other  purposes.  It  may  therefore  become  necessary, 
in  order  to  carry  out  this  proposition  of  flushing,  to  construct  reservoirs  on  the  hills,  to  be 
supplied  with  salt  water  from  the  Bay.  A  plan  of  the  same  character  has  been  presented  to 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

Another  c^use  of  complaint  is,  that  persons  using  trucks  with  narrow  wheel  tires  are  per- 
mitted to  overload  with  grain  and  merchandise  regardless  of  weight.  This  renders  it  almost 
impossible  to  keep  the  pavement  in  good  condition. 
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There  is  an  ordinance  on  this  subject  that  hitherto  has  not  been  enforced.  If  insufficient 
to  remedy  the  evil,  let  it  be  repealed  and  another  passed  in  its  place,  which  would  effectually 
put  a  stop  to  this  unnecessary  destruction  of  the  streets. 

After  waiting  many  years  and  squandering  the  finest  domain  ever  possessed  by  any  city, 
we  have  at  last  been  favored  with  the  location  of  a  park.  If  it  is  not  such  a  one  as  the  city 
should  have  had,  it  is  probably,  under  the  circumstances,  the  best  she  can  now  get.  The 
assessments  should  be  collected  and  the  title  secured  to  the  city  without  unnecessary  delay. 
Any  proposition  to  change  the  location  should  be  looked  upon  with  suspicion.  Should  an 
attempt  be  made  and  carried  out  it  would  probably  result  in  the  city  being  swindled  out  of 
the  whole  property.  If  property  holders  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lake  Merced  are  anxious 
to  improve  their  lands,  they  can  well  afford  to  unite  in  donating  to  the  city,  for  a  park,  one 
or  two  thousand  acres,  which  would  be  accepted  and  improved  in  due  course  of  time.  At 
present  the  land  is  worth  very  little,  and  the  sacrifice  would  be  trifling,  or  no  sacrifice  at  all. 
The  enhanced  price  of  the  surrounding  land  would  more  than  compensate  them  for  the  do- 
nation. Any  attempt  to  extort  a  million  or  less  sum,  by  sale  to  the  city,  would  be  an  outrage. 
No  exchange  or  purchase  should  be  thought  of  for  a  moment. 

A  number  of  other  subjects  demanding  your  attention  I  will  refer  to  at  a  future  time. 

The  position  to  which  you  have  been  elected  is  an  honorable  one.  Your  fellow-citizens 
have,  to  a  certain  extent,  placed  their  lives,  happiness  and  property  in  your  keeping.  You 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  your  duties  with  their  confidence;  if  you  fail  to  command  their 
respect,  it  will  be  your  own  fault.  I  am  sure  you  can  make  our  administration  a  success  if 
you  will  unitedly  resolve  to  assist  each  other  in  supporting  those  measures  only  which  are 
clearly  for  the  benefit  of  the  city;  at  the  same  time  presenting  equal  unanimity  against  all 
such  as  would  be  to  her  detriment.  Let  it  be  our  motto  that  the  city  shall  have  a  full 
equivalent  for  every  dollar  spent  for  her,  without  deduction  for  commissions  or  short 
weights.  Simple  honesty  demands  of  us  the  same  scrupulous  care  in  dispensing  her 
money  as  if  it  were  our  own.  The  current  phrase,  "  It  is  only  the  government,"  is  rank 
dishonesty. 

I  speak  from  experience  in  assuring  you  that  if  you  will  adopt  this  course,  you  will 
diminish  your  labors,  make  your  sessions  more  a  pleasure  than  a  task,  command  the  respect 
and  gratitude  of  your  constituents,  and,  what  is  still  better,  when  you  retire  from  office 
you  will  enjoy  the  satisfaction  whieh  emanates  from  an  approving  conscience.  The  oppo- 
site course  will  bring  Bhame  and  contempt  upon  our  administration. 

As  your  presiding  officer,  I  will  at  all  times  endeavor  to  be  impartial,  trusting  to  your 
indulgence,  and,  believing  that  there  will  be  a  good  and  perfect  understanding  between  us 
on  every  subject  connected  with  our  official  duties.  At  times  I  shall  need  your  advice  and 
counsel,  and  I  hope  you  will  feel  perfectly  at  liberty  to  confer  with  me  on  all  occasions  in 
reference  to  our  city  affairs,  assuring  you  that  if  in  my  power  it  will  afford  me  pleasure  to 
assist  you. 

I  belong  to  no  clique,  and  intend  to  discharge  my  duties  irrespective  of  political  bias.  It 
has  been  and  will  be  my  intention  to  avoid  all  personalities.  If  any  have  been  offended,  it 
is  owing  more  to  their  hasty  conclusions  than  to  any  remarks  I  have  made.  I  now  ear- 
nestly beseech  you  and  all  the  true  friends  of  our  city  to  unite  cordially  with  me  in  sup- 
porting every  measure  which  will  promote  the  best  interests  of  San  Francisco.

RULES  OF  PROCEEDINGS. 


1. — In  case  the  President  shall  not  attend,  the  Clerk,  on  the  appearance  of 
seven  members,  shall  call  the  Board  to  order,  when  a  President  pro  tern,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Board  for  that  meeting,  or  until  the  appearance  of  the 
President. 
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2. — In  case  the  Clerk  should  be  absent,  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  Clerk  pro 
tern.;  provided,  such  substitution  shall  not  continue  beyond  the  day  on  which 
it  is  made. 

3. — Whenever  it  shall  be  moved  and  carried  that  the  Board  go  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the  Chair,  and  the  members 
shall  appoint  a  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  who  shall  report 
the  proceedings  of  the  Committee. 

4. — The  rules  of  the  Board  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  except  the  rules  regulating  a  call  for  the  ayes  and  noes,  and  limiting 
the  time  of  speaking. 

5. — On  motion,  in  Committee,  to  rise  and  report  the  question,  it  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

6. — No  amendment  shall  be  allowed,  in  the  Board,  on  any  question  which 
has  been  docided  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  unless  by  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present. 

7. — The  Clerk  shall  make  a  list  of  the  orders,  resolutions,  or  reports  on  the 
table,  which  shall  be  considered  "the  general  orders  of  the  day." 

THE   OBDEB   OF    BUSINESS, 

Which  shall  not  be  departed  from,  except  by  the  consent  of  seven  members, 
shall  be  as  follows  : 

1st.— Calling  the  Roll. 

2d. — Heading  the  Minutes  of  last  Meeting. 

3d. — Quarterly.     The  requisitions  of  Section  66,    Article  V,  of  the 

Consolidation  Act. 
4th. — Presentation  of  Petitions. 
5th. — Presentation  of  Bills  and  Accounts. 
6th. — Reports  of  Committees. 

7th. — Communications  and  Reports  from  City  and  County  Officers. 
8th.— Disposition  of  Proposals  for  Street  Work. 
9th. — Orders,  Motions,  or  Resolutions. 
10th. — Unfinished  Business. 
llth. — Special  Orders  of  the  Day. 
12th.— General  Orders  of  the  Day. 

8. — If  any  question  under  debate  contains  several  points,  any  member  may 
have  the  same  divided. 

9. — When  any  question  has  been  put  and  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority,  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof. ;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  made 
after  the  Order,  Resolution  or  Act  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of 
the  Board;  and  no  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  made  more  than  once' 
upon  the  .same  question. 

10. — A  motion  to  refer  or  lay  on  the  table,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude 
all  amendments  to  the  main  question.

11. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  issue  such  certificates  as  may  t^ 
directed  by  Orders  or  Resolutions,  and  to  engross  all  Orders,  Resolutions  o; 
Acts,  requiring  the  signature  of  the  President,  to  the  end  that  they  may  b< 
placed  on  file,  in  addition  to  the  records  required  to  be  kept  by  the  Act  creat- 
ing this  Board. 

12.— All  accounts  and  bills  presented  shall  be  referred  to  Committees,  that 
they  may  report  upon  the  same  before  action  is  taken  by  the  Board. 

13. — The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  shall  decide 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Board. 

14. — Every  member,  previous  to  his  speaking,  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and 
address  himself  to  the  President,  and  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  if  made 
while  the  mover  is  seated  or  out  of  his  place. 

15. — When  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall 
name  the  member  who  is  to  speak  first. 

16. — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without 
leave  of  the  Board;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to 
speak  shall  have  spoken ;  nor  longer  than  five  minutes,  except  by  permission 
of  the  President. 

17. — No  question,  on  a  motion,  shall  be  debated  or  put,  unless  the  same  be 
seconded.  When  a  motion  is  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President 
before  debate,  and  every  such  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  any  mem- 
ber desires  it. 

18. — A  motion  having  been  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
in  possession  of  the  Board ;  but  it  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  deci- 
sion or  amendment,  with  the  assent  of  the  second. 

19. — When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless — 
1st.     To  adjourn.  4th.     To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

2d.     To  lay  on  the  table.  5th.     To  commit  or  amend. 

3d.     The  previous  question.  6th.     To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
arranged. 

20. — A  motion  to  adjourn,  and  a  motion  to  fix  the  time  of  adjournment, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

21. — The  previous  question,  until  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments 
and  debate  to  the  main  question,  and  shall  be  put  in  this  form  :  "Shall  the 
main  question  be  now  put  V" 

22. — Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is  put,  shall  vote 
for  or  against  the  same,  unless  the  Board  shall  excuse  him,  or  unless  he  be 
immediately  interested  in  the  question,  in  which  case  he  shall  not  vote;  but 
no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  upon  a  question  when  a  division  is 
called  unless  present  when  his  name  is  called  in  its  regular  order. 

23.— A  member  called  to  order  shall  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  per- 
mitted to  explain,  and  the  Board,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  on  the  case,  but 
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without  debate.     If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be 
submitted  to. 

24.— Upon  a  decision  of  the  Board,  the  names  of  those  who  voted  for  and 
those  who  voted  against  a  question  shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes,  not 
only  in  the  cases  required  by  laws,  but  when  any  member  may  require  it;  and 
in  all  appropriations  of  the  public  moneys  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called 
by  the  Clerk,  and  recorded. 

25. — All  appointments  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  dispensed  with 
by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Board;  and  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Board  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

26. — No  member  shall  leave  the  Board  during  its  session  without  permission 
from  the  President. 

27. — All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  unless  otherwise 
ordered.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  thfm  by 
the  Board  shall  report  a  statement  of  facts,  and  also  their  opinion  thereon,  in 
writing;  and  no  report  shall  be  received  unless  the  same  be  signed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Committee. 

28. — Every  remonstrance,  or  other  written  application,  intended  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Board,  must  be  delivered  to  the  President,  or  any  member,  not 
later  than  three  o'clock  on  the  day  on  which  the  Supervisors  convene,  except 
on  extraordinary  occasions;  and  the  President  or  member  to  whom  it  shall  be 
given,  shall  examine  the  same,  and  indorse  thereon  the  name  of  the  applicant, 
and  the  substance  of  the  application,  and  sign  his  name  thereto,  and  deposit 
the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  so  that  the  members  may 
examine  the  same  before  meeting;  only  the  indorsement  of  such  remonstrance 
or  application  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  unless  a  member  shall  require  the 
reading  of  the  paper,  in  which  case  the  whole  shall  be  read. 

29. — The  members  of  the  Board  shall  not  leave  their  places,  on  adjourn- 
ment, until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

30. — Members,  in  speaking  of  each  other,  shall  designate  them  by  the  num- 
ber of  their  respective  Ward. 

31. — Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business;  and  no 
Regulation,  Resolution,  Ordinance,  or  Order  of  the  Board  shall  pass  without 
the  concurrence  of  at  least  that  number  of  members,  but  a  smaller  may  ad- 
journ from  day  to  day. 

32. — Should  there  arise  any  questions  or  points  of  order  not  embraced  in 
the  RULES,  the  Board  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
authorities  set  forth  in  Cushing's  Manual. 

33. — Every  order  shall  embrace  but  one  subject,  and  the  same  shall  be  ex- 
pressed in  its  title. 

34.— The  ordaining  clause  of  the  City  Orders  shall  be:  "  The  People  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows," 

35.— Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  required  to  alter, 
suspend  or  repeal  any  of  the  foregoing  RULES.
